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The  Second  Annual  Meeting  of  the  National  Rifle  Asso- 
ciation was  held  at  the  First  Division  Rendezvous,  Nos.  7,  9, 
and  II  W.  13th  street,  New  York  City,  on  Tuesday,  January  13th, 
1874. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  8  p.m.  ;  Col.  Church  in  the 
chair,  and  a  quorum  present. 

The  President  (Col.  Church),  in  calling  the  meeting  to  order, 
alluded  briefly  to  the  work  of  the  Association  during  the  year,  the 
results  of  which  had  been  conclusively  shown  at  Creedmoor  Range 
the  past  summer  and  fall,  for  the  details  of  which  he  referred  the 
members  to  the  reports  of  the  Secretary,  Treasurer,  etc.  The 
Association,  he  stated,  had  some  debts,  but  its  financial  prospects 
were,  nevertheless,  most  gratifying.  The  Directors  of  the  Asso- 
ciation had,  through  their  own  individual  efforts,  secured  many 
life  members  and  annual  members,  and  he  urged  upon  those 
present  to  show  a  similar  interest  in  increasing  the  membership  of 
the  Association.  In  referring  to  the  proposed  election  of  the  new 
Directors  at  this  meeting,  the  President  urged  upon  the  Associa- 
tion the  importance  of  choosing  gentlemen  who  would  be  workers, 
as  the  Board's  past  experience  had  proved  the  necessity  of  this, 
and  the  present  excellent  condition  of  the  Association  showed  the 
results  of  the  hard  work  on  the  part  of  the  Directors. 

On  motion,  the  reading  of  the  minutes  of  last  meeting  was  dis- 
pensed with,  and  the  Secretary's  report  was  then  read,  as  follows :

The  past  year  must  be  considered  as  the  most  important  in  the 
history  of  the  National  Rifle  Association,  for  the  reason  that,  al- 
though the  third  since  its  organization,  it  had  been  the  first  during 
which  it  has  been  able  to  attempt  to  practically  carry  out  the 
purposes  for  which  it  was  instituted,  and  the  results  attained  during 
the  year  were  therefore  to  decide  whether  the  Association  would 
be  a  failure  or  a  success. 

The  incorporation  of  the  Association  having  taken  place  in 
November,  187 1,  nothing  had  been  done  by  January,  1872,  to 
warrant  a  meeting,  and  none  was  held  during  that  year. 

During  1872  the  work  done  was  confined  to  obtaining  funds  for 
the  purchase  of  the  ground  for  the  range,  and  in  laying  it  out  and 
fitting  it  up  after  it  was  secured.  The  labor  of  erecting  the  em- 
bankment behind  the  targets — a  mound  of  earth,  twenty-five  feet 
high  by  five  hundred  and  seventy  feet  long,  and  containing  over 
twenty-seven  thousand  cubic  yards  of  earth — proved  so  much 
greater  than  was  anticipated,  that  it  was  not  until  the  spring  of 
1873  that  the  range  could  be  opened  for  practice,  so  that  all  that 
could  be  done  at  the  last  annual  meeting  was  "  to  report  progress." 

The  range  was  informally  opened  for  practice  as  soon  as  practice 
could  be  had  with  safety,  being  about  April  25th,  1873,  the  first 
shot  being  fired  by  the  Secretary — General  John  B.  Woodward, 
then  the  Treasurer,  acting  as  marker ;  and  since  that  time  has  been 
in  constant  use.  It  was  intended  that  at  the  formal  opening  of 
the  range,  on  the  21st  of  June,  the  first  shot  should  be  fired  by  the 
Governor  of  the  State,  but  as  General  Dix  was  prevented  from 
being  present  on  that  occasion,  the  idea  was  not  carried  out.  The 
work  upon  the  range  was  continued  not  only  during  the  spring, 


but  up  to  the  time  it  was  closed  for  the  winter,  the  laborers  working 
at  one  side  of  the  embankment  while  firing  was  going  on  at  the 
other ;  and  it  was  not  until  long  after  the  first  match  that  the  em- 
bankment was  finished  by  the  contractors.  As  originally  laid  out, 
the  targets  were  eighteen  in  number,  twelve  being  upon  the  Scoble, 
or  sunken  butt  system,  and  the  remainder  being  the  Hill,  or  raised 
butts,  in  which  the  marking  is  done  from  the  side.  The  former 
have  proved  to  possess  many  advantages  compared  with  the  latter. 
Being  isolated,  the  Hill  butts  did  not  permit  any  supervision  to  be 
exercised  over  the  markers  during  the  matches,  neither  could  they 
be  used  with  a  target  twelve  feet  wide.  They  were  also  found  to 
cast  a  shadow  during  the  morning  and  evening  which  obscured  the 
view  of  the  targets,  and,  in  one  instance,  a  marker  in  one  of  them 
was  cut  from  the  "  splash  "  of  a  bullet.  For  these  reasons  the 
Association  have  torn  them  all  down,  replacing  them  with  the 
sunken  pits.  These  now  extend  in  a  continuous  line  the  whole 
length  (570  feet)  of  the  embankment,  and  while  forming  a  perfectly 
safe  shelter  for  the  markers,  are  also  available  as  a  store-house. 
Advantage  has  been  taken  of  the  changes  required  in  building 
these  pits  to  erect  two  additional  targets,  the  iron  slabs  composing 
the  former  mantlets  being  used  for  that  purpose. 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  state  that,  while  experience  has  sug- 
gested a  number  of  improvements,  the  general  plan  upon  which 
the  range  was  laid  out  has  been  found  eminently  successful.  The 
quantity  of  work  required  to  be  done  during  the  summer  has 
nevertheless  been  great.  The  sleepers,  upon  which  the  targets 
were  originally  placed,  as  well  as  the  trap-doors  in  the  sunken 
pits,  have  been  cut  to  pieces  by  the  "  splash  "  from  the  bullets. 
The  doors  have  therefore  been  replaced  with  iron  shutters,  and  the 
sleepers  with  plank,  faced  with  angle  iron.  The  store-house  was 
originally  built  on  the  east  side  of  the  range,  near  the  targets.  As 
the  long  range  practice  was  found  to  tend  towards  that  side  of  the 
range,  so  that  persons  visiting  the  store-house  were  obliged  to  cross 
the  line  of  fire,  the  building  was  removed  to  a  point  on  the  western 
side  of  the  range,  in  rear  of  the  600  yards  firing  point,  a  location 
which  has  proved  much  more  suitable.  A  well  has  been  dug  ad- 
joining the  store-house,  and  a  great  deal  of  labor  expended  upon 
the  grounds  generally,  such  as  raising  the  target  platforms,  clear- 
ing up  the  stones,  stumps,  and  other  obstructions,  sodding  the 
embankments,  levelling  and  mowing  the  grounds,  and  similar 
work. 

At  the  time  of  the  closing  of  the  range  it  was  supposed  to  be  in 
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such  condition  that  firing  might  commence  as  soon  as  the  frost  was 
out  of  the  ground. 

The  unparalleled  rains  of  the  second  week  in  January  have, 
however,  inflicted  great  damage.  The  water  penetrated  the  south 
side  of  the  embankment  (which  had  stood  a  year  without  showing 
a  defect,  and  was  supposed  to  be  perfectly  safe),  and  produced  a 
land  slide  of  the  whole  face,  carrying  away  all  the  sodding,  and 
about  a  foot  on  an  average  of  the  face  of  the  embankment.  The 
falling  earth  came  with  such  force  as  to  fill  up  the  drain  and  road 
between  the  targets  and  the  embankment,  and,  in  places,  to  not 
only  cover  the  markers*  pits  to  the  depth  of  several  feet,  but  to 
pour  over  the  terrace  and  on  to  the  range  to  a  distance  o(  sixty  feet 
from  the  foot  of  the  embankment.  The  pressure  even  lifted 
several  of  the  500  yards  targets  (composed  of  three  slabs  weigh- 
ing 1,550  pounds),  which  were  laid  flat,  and  carried  them  bodily, 
with  the  sleeper  on  which  they  rested,  several  feet.  It  also  ripped 
up  a  piece  of  stout  sheet  iron  nailed  to  the  roof  of  the  butis,  broke 
in  several  of  the  coverings  to  their  doors,  and  partially  filled  them 
up  in  several  places.  Nothing  but  the  unusual  care  that  had  been 
taken  to  brace  them  on  the  inside  in  the  fall  prevented  them  from 
being  crushed  in  and  ruined. 

The  Association  are  endeavoring  to  repair  the  damages  as  fast 
as  possible,  but  they  regret  to  say  that  it  will  cost  some  ^2,000  to 
restore  matters  to  their  former  condition,  and  probably  cause  a 
delay  in  the  opening  of  the  range  in  the  spring. 

Advantage  was  taken  of  a  visit  of  the  Secretary  to  Europe  in 
the  spring,  upon  private  business,  to  make  an  inspection  of  the 
celebrated  Wimbledon  range,  as  well  as  to  ascertain  the  manner  in 
which  the  matches  of  the  National  Rifle  Association  of  Great 
Britain  are  carried  on.  Captain  St.  John  Mildmay,  the  secretary, 
and  Captain  Charles  Costin,  the  executive  officer  of  that  Asso- 
ciation, spared  no  pains  to  supply  all  desired  information,  and 
expressed  their  sincere  desire  for  the  prosperity  of  the  National 
Rifle  Association  of  America.  Through  their  kindness  much 
valuable  information  was  obtained,  which  has  been  of  great  as- 
sistance in  laying  out  the  range  at  Creedmoor,  as  well  as  in  the 
conduct  of  the  matches  during  the  past  year,  for  which  the  Asso- 
ciation desire  to  here  render  proper  acknowledgment. 

The  range  now  displays  a  row  of  twenty  targets,  each  of  which 
can  be  used  independently  up  to  500  yards,  and  all  but  a  few 
(which  are  obstructed  by  three  trees  left  for  shade)  up  to  a  thou- 
sand yards,  and  this  without  the  use  of  any  raised  platforms  for 
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the  firing  points,  which  have  to  be  provided  upon  almost  all  other 
ranges.  Considerable  work  still  requires  to  be  done  before  the 
grounds  can  be  considered  complete,  such  as  increasing  the  height 
of  the  embankment,  fencing  the  grounds,  and  erecting  a  building 
for  headquarters  (matters  which  will  be  subsequently  referred  to), 
and  putting  up  the  pool  targets,  and  "running  man,"  originally 
contemplated  in  the  plans  of  the  range;  but  the  funds  of  the 
Association  have  not  been  in  a  condition  to  warrant  the  expenditure 
required.  Even  now,  incomplete  as  the  range  still  is,  compared 
with  what  the  Association  hope  in  time  to  make  it,  it  is  the  opinion 
of  all  who  have  examined  it  that  it  is  in  no  respect  inferior  to  any 
range  either  in  England  or  Canada,  except  the  celebrated  Wimble- 
don, which  excels  it,  however,  only  in  point  of  size. 

During  the  spring  and  summer  the  Association  has  been  put  to 
considerable  expense  in  keeping  the  range  mown,  so  as  not  to 
interfere  with  long  range  firing,  the  growth  of  wild  carrots  and 
other  weeds  being  so  heavy  as  not  only  to  constitute  a  great 
annoyance,  but  to  render  the  grass  produced  of  little  or  no  value. 
To  avoid  this  difficulty  it  will  be  necessary  during  the  coming  year 
to  plough  up  the  range  and  plant  clover  or  some  similar  grass. 

The  Association  early  in  the  year  came  to  the  conclusion  that 
the  best  method  to  lead  the  National  Guard  to  take  an  interest  in 
rifle  practice  was  to  induce  them  to  visit  and  use  the  range,  even 
although  it  might  not  be  at  first  pecuniarily  profitable  to  them  as 
an  association.  For  this  purpose  they  got  up  an  opening  match 
on  June  21,  1873,  consisting  of  two  individual  matches,  one  to 
be  shot  for  with  military  and  one  with  sporting  rifles,  and  another, 
open  to  "  teams  "  of  twelve  from  each  regiment  of  the  National 
Guard  of  New  York,  the  neighboring  States,  or  the  regular 
forces,  besides  a  match  for  rapid  firing,  at  the  same  time  throwing 
open  their  range  gratuitously  for  practice  to  all  the  "  teams  "  in- 
tending to  compete.  Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  everything 
was  novel  to  both  the  officers  of  the  Association  and  the  com- 
petitors, this  match  was  very  successful,  there  being  present  and 
participating,  in  addition  to  those  shooting  in  the  individual 
matches,  "  teams "  from  the  Sixth,  Ninth,  Eleventh,  Twenty- 
second,  Fifty-fifth,  Seventy-first,  Seventy-ninth,  Eighty-fourth,  and 
Ninety-sixth  regiments  of  the  National  Guard  from  New  York 
city;  the  Thirteenth,  Fourteenth,  Twenty-third,  Thirty-second, 
and  Twenty-eighth,  from  Brooklyn;  the  Nineteenth,  from  New- 
burg  ;  the  Second,  Fourth,  and  Ninth  regiments,  and  the  Second 
battalion  from  New  Jersey,  besides  a  "  team  "  from  the  Regulars 
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at  Governor's  Island,  and  the  United  States  Engineers  at  Willett's 
Point — the  first  instance,  it  is  believed,  in  which  the  National 
Guard  of  the  different  States  have  been  brought  into  military  com- 
petition with  each  other,  or  with  the  Regular  Army. 

This  match,  as  was  anticipated,  cost  the  Association  a  consider- 
able sum  over  the  receipts — $814.53 — ^^^  i'  ^^^  much  to  excite  a 
spirit  of  emulation  among  the  National  Guard  in  regard  to  ex- 
cellence in  marksmanship,  and  to  stimulate  them  for  the  fall  com- 
petition. For  the  purpose  of  fostering  this  spirit,  and  in  pursuance 
of  their  previous  policy,  the  Association  during  the  summer  have 
allowed  all  regiments  or  companies  of  the  National  Guard  to  use 
the  range  without  charge,  imposing  the  single  condition  that,  to 
insure  responsibility  and  prevent  accident,  they  should  come  as  a 
body,  under  the  command  of  their  officers.  In  this  they  were 
greatly,  helped  by  General  John  F.  Rathbon,  the  Adjutant- 
General  of  the  State,  as  well  as  by  General  Kilbum  Knox,  the 
Commissary-General,  who  supplied  the  different  organizations  with 
cartridges,  and,  when  required,  with  transportation.  It  may  also 
be  remarked  in  this  connection  that  General  Rathbon  has  of- 
ficially required  the  National  Guard  throughout  the  State  to  take 
up  aiming  drill  and  rifle  practice  as  part  of  their  regular  drill — a 
circumstance  which  may  well  be  considered  as  instituting  a  new 
era  in  the  military  history  of  the  State. 

In  pursuance  of  this  permission,  the  range  has  been  used  by  a 
large  number  of  regiments  of  the  National  Guard,  including, 
among  others,  the  First,  Fifth,  Seventh,  Eighth,  Ninth,  Twenty- 
second,  Seventy-first,  Sixty-ninth,  and  Eighty-fourth.  During 
August  and  September  the  practice  was  incessant,  in  the  latter 
month  alone  the  range  being  used  by  over  three  thousand  men. 
During  all  this  practice,  however,  as  well  as  during  the  matches,  it 
is  gratifying  to  know  that  no  one  sustaimd  any  injury,  with  the 
single  exception  of  a  marker  in  one  of  the  Hill  butts  who  received 
a  slight  cut  from  exposing  himself  to  the  "  splash  "  from  a  bullet, 
a  fact  which  had  great  weight  in  causing  these  butts  to  be  removed. 

The  first  regular  annual  competition  of  the  Association  began 
October  8th,  and  lasted  to  and  including  October  12th.  Through 
the  generosity  of  their  friends  the  Association  were  enabled  to 
present  a  prize  list  valued  at  $8,398,  the  following  being  the  list  of 
the  prizes  presented,  with  the  names  of  their  donors  :

To  which  the  Association  added  $1,655.  The  Association  are 
under  obligations  to  the  Gorham  Manufacturing  Company,  Messrs. 
Tiflany  &  Co.,  and  Adams,  Hallock  &  Co. ;  in  regard  to  many  of 
those  prizes,  they  having  gone  to  great  trouble  and  expense  in 
designing  and  manufacturing  them,  and  having  furnished  them  in 
many  instances  for  less  than  cost. 

The  presentation  of  the  larger  prizes  took  place  at  the  State 
Arsenal  on  the  evening  of  October  15,  1873.  The  First  Division 
and  Shaler  prizes  being  presented  by  Hon.  William  F.  Havemeyer, 
the  Mayor  of  the  city  of  New  York ;  General  George  H.  Sharpe 
presenting  the  Second  Division  and  Woodward  prizes ;  Mr.  Charles 
E.  Whitehead,  the  Army  and  Navy  Journal  prize ;  Inspector- 
General  William  H.  Morris,  the  State  prize  and  Adjutant-General 
Rathbon 's  medal ;  and  General  Martin  T.  McMahon,  the  Gat- 
ling gun.  Appropriate  music  was  furnished  by  the  Governor's 
Island  band,  for  which  the  Association  are  indebted  to  Major  Roy, 
Sixth  U.  S.  Cavalry,  commanding  that  post. 

The  Association  have  from  the  outset  been  opposed  to  the  offer- 
ing of  money  prizes,  considering  that  they  would  not  only  repel 
the  best  class  of  our  citizens,  but  would  be  apt  to  develop  a  class 
of  professional  riflemen  who  would  shoot  for  what  could  be  made 
by  winning.     In  their  opening  match  they  were  induced  to  deviate 
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somewhat  from  these  views,  and  to  offer  a  few  money  prizes  as  an 
experiment  from  the  representations  made  to  them  by  those  having 
experience  abroad.  The  result  of  this  match,  however,  showed 
that  Americans  attached  much  more  value  to  the  honor  of  winning 
a  prize  than  to  its  intrinsic  value,  and  that  many  of  their  members 
were  unwilling  to  shoot  for  money  or  (as  in  the  case  of  the  team 
of  the  Twenty-second  regiment  and  a  number  of  individuals)  to 
accept  a  money  prize  after  it  had  been  won. 

The  views  of  the  Association  being  also  entertained  by  Adju- 
tant-General Rathbon,  the  money  prizes  at  the  annual  meeting 
were  cut  down  to  a  very  small  number — a  course  of  action  which, 
although  objected  to  by  a  few,  it  is  believed  has  met  the  approval 
of  a  great  majority  of  the  members,  as  it  certainly  has  of  the 
public.  It  has,  however,  made  the  labors  of  the  Prize  Committee 
more  difficult,  as  it  is  no  easy  matter  to  devise  a  long  list  of  ap- 
propriate prizes  of  a  specified  value,  and  see  to  their  manufacture. 

This  match  was  participated  in  by  "  teams  "  from  the  following 
regiments :  First,  Sixth,  Eighth,  Ninth,  Twelfth,  Twenty-second, 
Sixty-ninth,  Seventy-first,  Seventy-ninth,  and  Eighty-fourth,  Na- 
tional Guard  of  New  York  city;  Thirteenth,  Twenty-third, 
Twenty-eighth,  and  Thirty-second  regiments,  of  Brooklyn  ;  Nine- 
teenth, of  Newburg ;  First  and  Fourth  regiments,  of  New  Jersey ; 
and  U.  S.  Engineers,  from  Willett's  Point,  besides  a  large  number 
of  individual  entries,  the  total  amounting  to  eleven  hundred  and 
eleven.  The  only  Division  prizes  offered  on  behalf  of  the  State  which 
were  competed  for  upon  this  occasion  were  those  offered  to  the 
First  and  Second  Divisions,  no  other  Division  being  represented 
by  two  regiments  as  required  to  enable  a  competition  to  be  had 
for  the  State  Division  prize.  For  the  same  reason  only  fourteen 
out  of  the  twenty-five  rifles  presented  by  Remington  &  Co.  were 
distributed,  one  being  given  to  the  best  shot  in  each  "  team  "  com- 
peting for  the  State  prize,  the  remainder  being  retained  until  the 
next  fall  match,  on  which  occasion  also  the  Gatling  gun  (won  by 
the  Seventy-ninth,  N.  G.),  and  the  Army  and  Navy  Journal  trophy 
(won  by  the  Twenty-second,  N.  G.)  will  be  competed  for  the 
second  time,  they  having  to  be  won  more  than  once  before  be- 
coming regimental  property. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  the  State  and  Division  prizes  will 
be  again  offered  by  the  State  of  New  York,  and  Hon.  Nathaniel 
Niles  has  announced  his  intention  of  presenting  another  challenge 
cup  to  be  competed  for  at  the  annual  meeting  by  "  teams  "  from 
the  New  Jersey  National  Guard.     It  is  also  to  be  hoped  that  the 
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members  of  the  Association,  and  those  having  its  interests  at  heart, 
will  use  their  influence  to  swell  this  list  of  prizes,  so  that  the 
next  annual  competition  will  display  an  increase  over  those  offered 
at  the  last. 

In  making  their  arrangements  for  this  match  the  officers  of  the 
Association  were  not  only  without  experience,  other  than  had  been 
obtained  during  the  summer,  but  were  without  any  data  in  regard 
to  the  number  of  entries,  etc.,  upon  which  to  base  their  calculations 
in  regard  to  the  time  to  be  allowed  for  the  duration  of  the  different 
matches.  To  still  further  complicate  matters,  a  severe  storm  just 
before  the  match  greatly  retarded  the  preliminary  arrangements, 
and  rendered  a  number  of  the  butts  unavailable  for  use  until  the 
second  day.  Under  these  circumstances  it  was  inevitable  that 
delays  should  occur,  most  of  which,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  avoided 
hereafter.  To  do  this,  however,  the  rule  in  regard  to  p)ost  entries 
must  be  rigorously  enforced. 

During  the  match  the  weather  was  pleasant,  the  first  days  being 
windy,  but  the  last  all  that  could  be  wished  for.  Generals  John 
F.  Rathbon,  Kilbum  Knox,  and  nearly  all  the  prominent  officers 
of  the  First  and  Second  Divisions  of  the  National  Guard; 
General  Jos.  R.  Hawley,  of  Connecticut ;  Hon.  Nathaniel  Niles,  of 
New  Jersey ;  Captain  Jones,  R.  N.,  attach^  of  British  Legation ; 
Major  King,  Captain  Post,  and  other  officers  of  the  U.  S.  En- 
gineers from  Willett's  Point,  who  kindly  furnished  the  band  used 
during  a  portion  of  the  match,  as  well  as  some  of  the  "  crack  shots  " 
of  Canada,  all  of  whom,  and  particularly  the  latter,  expressed 
their  satisfaction  with  the  range  and  the  manner  in  which  the 
match  had  been  conducted,  an  approval  which  the  Canadians  have 
subsequently  reiterated  through  the  press. 

The  Association  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that,  notwithstand- 
ing all  drawbacks,  the  match,  as  a  whole,  was  a  most  gratifying 
success,  at  once  demonstrating  not  only  that  the  Association  had 
the  ability  to  carry  such  an  affair  to  a  successful  conclusion,  but 
that  it  would  command  the  support  of  the  public  and  the  National 
Guard,  and  that  they  feel  that  its  results  have  placed  the  future  of 
the  Association  beyond  a  doubt. 

Nothing  can  better  show  the  benefits  that  the  Association  seek 
to  develop  among  the  National  Guard  than  the  improvement  that 
will  be  found  by  a  comparison  of  the  scores  made  in  the  spring 
match  by  the  different  organizations  with  those  made  by  them  in 
the  fall,  the  firing  in  many  instances,  and  notably  in  that  of  the 
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Twenty-second  regiment,  coming  up  to  the  best  scores  of  the 
English  volunteers :

It  must  also  be  recollected  in  making  this  comparison  that  in 
the  cases  of  a  number  of  the  regiments,  and  notably  with  the  Ninth . 
and  Twelfth,  N.  G.,  practice  was  not  commenced  until  late  in  the 
season.  The  improvement  in  their  skill  obtained  even  during  this 
brief  period  was  so  marked  that  all  feel  stimulated  to  renewed 
exertions.  During  the  winter  it  is  confidentially  expected  that 
great  attention  will  be  paid  to  "  aiming  drill  "  and  instruction  in 
markmanship  by  the  National  Guard,  and  that  as  soon  as  the 
range  is  open  in  the  spring  a  general  and  systematic  course  of 
target  practice  will  be  inaugurated,  from  which  a  great  improve- 
ment in  markmanship  cannot  but  result. 

The  interest  taken  in  the  matches  of  the  Association  is  not  con- 
fined to  New  York  alone,  but  extends  to  other  States.  New  Jersey 
has  been  very  fully  represented  at  both  matches,  and  the  Asso- 
ciation has  renewed  assurances  that  hereafter  representatives  may 
be  expected  not  only  from  it,  but  from  Connecticut,  and  perhaps 
from  other  States. 

In  addition  to  the  two  regular  matches  of  the  Association 
there  have  been  a  number  of  minor  competitions.  The  Messrs. 
Bruce,  of  the  Tur/^  FUld^  and  Farm^  started  the  idea  by  pre- 
senting a  handsome  gold  challenge  badge,*  to  be  shot  for 
monthly  at  200  yards  standing,  with  any  rifle  within  the  rules  of 
the  Association,  and  which  is  to  become  the  property  of  the  person

Messrs.  E.  Remington  &  Son  have  also  presented  to  the 
Association  a  diamond  challenge  badge  for  long  range  firing,* 
cut),  to  be  shot  for  monthly  at  500,  800,  and  1,000  yards ;  seven 
shots  each  distance ;  weapon,  any  breech-loading  rifle  within  the 
rules;  the  badge  to  be  won  three  times  before  becoming  in- 
dividual property ;  to  which  Mr.  Thos.  C.  Clarke,  of  Philadelphia, 
has  added  a  Whitworth  rifle,  valued  at  $150,  as  a  second  prize. 
This  badge  was  shot  for  but  once  before  the  close  of  the  range  in 
November,  and  was  won  with  the  following  score,  the  highest 
possible  score  being  28  at  each  distance,  or  112  in  the  aggregate :

The  Amateur  Club,  an  organization  composed  mainly  of  mem- 
bers of  the  Association,  and  formed  for  the  purpose  of  encourag- 
ing long  range  firing  with  rifles  of  the  most  approved  pattern,  has 
done  much  to  draw  public  attention  to  the  range,  and  by  leading 
to  the  introduction  and  use  of  the  various  improvements  in  rifles 
and  ammunition  has  led  to  a  competition  among  the  diflerent 
gun  manufacturers  which  is  constantly  leading  to  the  development 
of  more  valuable  weapons  and  increased  accuracy  in  their  results. 
This  club  has  presented  a  challenge  badge  which  has  been  shot 
for  monthly  on  the  range,  with  any  rifle  within  the  rules  of  the 
Association ;  distance,  500  yards  ;  seven  shots ;  the  badge  to  be- 
come the  property  of  the  person  winning  it  three  times. 

The  following  is  the  score  of  the  diflerent  winners,  the  highest 
possible  score  being  28 :

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The  effect  of  these  different  matches  has  been  extremely  bene- 
ficial. Through  them  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Asso- 
ciation have  obtained  a  practical  acquaintance  with  the  manage- 
ment of  the  range,  which  has  been  of  great  benefit ;  and,  as  the 
entrance  fees  received  from  them  have  paid  all  expenses,  the 
Association  have  been  put  to  no  outlay  in  the  matter.  They 
have  drawn  together  a  number  of  excellent  shots,  and  have  created 
a  healthy  competition  among  the  members  of  the  Association 
which  has  done  much  to  render  the  range  popular,  and  has  resulted 
in  a  great  increase  of  skill  among  those  participating,  the  scores, 
as  shown  in  this  report,  comparing  favorably  with  those  made  by 
the  crack  shots  elsewhere.  With  the  number  of  prizes  now  on 
hand,  and  those  which  have  been  promised,  it  is  hoped  that  the 
Association  will  be  able  to  have  a  match  at  least  once  a  week 
during  the  coming  summer. 

All  the  prizes  that  have  so  far  been  offered  are  to  be  completed 
for  with  "  any  rifle,"  and  the  tendency,  particularly  at  the  long 
ranges,  is  toward  the  introduction  of  fine  sporting  rifles  with 
elaborate  sights  and  hand-loaded  cartridges.  The  aim  of  the 
Association,  on  the  other  hand,  is  to  encourage  the  use  of  military 
rifles,  leaving  the  victory  to  depend  more  upon  the  personal  skill 
of  the  competitors  than  the  ability  to  purchase  an  expensive  rifle, 
and  they  are  also  desirous  of  cultivating  "  off  hand  "  shooting  as 
that  best  calculated  to  develop  the  qualities  of  a  marksman. 

They  will,  therefore,  in  preparing  their  prize  list,  confine  the 
majority  of  their  matches  to  a  military  weapon,  and,  in  addition, 
are  in  hopes  to  be  able  to  have  one  or  more  weekly  matches  during 
the  season,  which  will  be  shot  for  with  the  same  arm. 

The  Association  have  experienced  considerable  difficulty  during 
the  year  in  regard  to  procuring  competent  score-keepers  and 
markers. 

At  the  June  match  an  endeavor  was  made  to  use  volunteers  as 
score-keepers,  each  "  team  "  being  required  to  bring  one  extra  man 
to  act. in  that  capacity.  This,  however,  was  not  found  to  work  well 
in  practice,  the  result  showing  that  the  only  way  to  secure  effi- 
ciency and  responsibility  was  by  having  men  who  were  paid  for 
their  services,  and  over  whom  some  authority  could  be  exercised. 
This  latter  plan  was  adopted  at  the  October  match,  and  was  found 
much  more  satisfactory.  Of  necessity  the  men  employed  as 
scorers  were  unfamiliar  with  their  duties  ;  but  they  did  as  well  as 
could  be  expected.  The  plan  pursued  of  allowing  no  two  men 
from  any  team  to  shoot  at  the  same  target  prevents  collusion  and 
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insures  correctness.  These  matters,  however,  must  necessarily 
rest  with  the  competitors  themselves,  who  must  remember  that  it 
is  their  duty  to  see  not  only  that  their  own  score,  but  that  of  all 
in  their  squad,  is  correctly  recorded.  It  is  hoped,  however,  that 
in  all  future  contests  the  officers  and  members  not  only  of  this 
Association,  but  of  the  National  Guard,  will  have  become  so 
familiar  with  the  rules  as  to  prevent  all  difficulty  hereafter. 

The  question  of  markers  at  one  time  seemed  to  present  an  in- 
surmountable difficulty.  Through  the  kindness  of  General  Henry 
L.  Abbot,  Major  King,  and  the  other  officers  commanding  the 
U.  S.  Engineers  at  Willett's  Point  (who  have  manifested  the 
greatest  interest  in  the  rifle  practice),  this  difficulty  was  removed 
by  their  permitting  such  of  their  men  as  were  entitled  to  leave  of 
absence  from  time  to  time  to  act  as  markers  upon  the  range, 
assistance  without  which  it  would  have  been  almost  impossible  to 
have  carried  the  matches  to  a  successful  conclusion,  and  the 
Association  consequently  feel  under  great  obligations  to  them  in 
the  matter.  The  want  of  some  definite  arrangement  by  which 
those  acting  as  markers  upon  the  range,  on  days  when  no  match 
was  going  on,  should  be  secured  a  certain  compensation,  while 
those  availing  themselves  of  their  services  should  know  what  they 
have  to  pay,  has  been  greatly  felt,  and  some  arrangement  will  be 
required  to  be  made  during  the  ensuing  season  to  obviate  this 
difficulty. 

The  labor  of  preparing  and  managing  the  range,  as  well  as  of 
conducting  the  different  matches,  has  been  very  onerous,  and  has 
required  from  the  officers  and  directors  of  the  Association  no  little 
time  and  labor. 

At  the  same  time  the  success  that  has  been  attained  has  more 
than  surpassed  their  anticipations.  Upon  all  sides  the  Association 
has  met  with  nothing  but  encouragement.  The  press,  almost 
without  exception,  has  from  its  organization  given  it  an  earnest 
and  powerful  support,  to  which  more  than  anything  else  it  owes 
its  success.  The  Governor,  the  late  and  present  Adjutant-Generals, 
the  Commissary-General,  and  the  leading  officers  of  the  National 
Guard  throughout  the  State,  have  spared  no  pains  to  further  its 
.purposes  and  assist  its  officers  in  their  labors.  It  has  also  received 
substantial  encouragement  from  the  National  Guard  and  the 
public.  During  the  present  year  Companies  B  and  G  of  the 
Seventh  Regiment  have  joined  it  in  a  body,  making  three  com- 
panies of  the  regiment  that  have  done  so.  The  entire  Twenty- 
second  Regiment  have  made  a  proposition  to  join  it  in  like  manner. 
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and  several  other  organizations  have  the  subject  under  consider- 
ation, so  that  a  large  increase  of  its  members  may  be  expected 
during  the  winter.  In  addition,  it  has  received  the  accession  of 
one  hundred  and  ten  life  members,  including  Major-General  Silas 
Casey,  U.  S.  A.,  Adjutant-General  Rathbon;  Generals  H.  Duryea, 
McMahon,  Sigel,  Meserole,  Graham,  H.  E.  Davies,  Jr.,  Aspinwall, 
Knox,  Huested,  and  Cochrane;  Colonels  Clark,  Beebe,  Mitchell, 
Lockwood,  Stonehouse,  Carr ;  Captain  John  Ericsson,  Hon.  N.  P. 
Stanton,  and  a  large  number  of  other  prominent  gentlemen,  be- 
sides many  annual  members.  Its  roll  now  numbers  about  eight 
hundred  members,  including  nearly  all  the  prominent  officers  of 
the  First  and  Second  Divisions,  and  a  large  number  of  the  rank 
and  file,  besides  a  number  of  gentlemen  not  connected  with  any 
military  organization.  As  an  example  of  its  popularity,  it  may  be 
mentioned  that  the.  non-commissioned  officers  and  privates  of  the 
U.  S.  Engineers  at  Willett's  Point  have  formed  the  "  Willett's  Point 
Rifle  Club,"  which  has  affiliated  with  the  Association,  and  some 
of  the  members  of  which  have  displayed  a  high  degree  of  skill  in 
marksmanship.  General  Abbot,  their  commander,  states  that  the 
influence  of  the  range  upon  his  men  has  been  very  beneficial. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  Association  is  shown  by  the 
Treasurer's  report.*  The  expense  of  fitting  up  the  range  has 
been  great ;  yet  the  Association  have  felt  that  it  could  not 
command  that  popular  support  which  was  necessary  to  its  suc- 
cess unless  they  put  it  in  such  complete  order  as  to  give 
satisfaction  to  those  using  it.  The  course  taken  of  giving  the 
National  Guard  the  use  of  the  range  gratuitously  (although  it 
will  undoubtedly  be  profitable  in  the  end)  has  for  the  present  de- 
prived them  of  a  number  of  subscriptions  they  otherwise  would 
have  received.  The  two  matches  given  have  cost  them  about 
iJSoo,  and  the  appropriation  that  was  expected  from  the  Legislature 
at  its  last  session  was  not  made.  It  is  hoped,  however,  that  the 
Association  will  receive  during  the  coming  year  such  financial  aid 
from  the  State  and  local  authorities  as  will  enable  them  to  carry 
forward  to  completion  the  erection  of  a  suitable  building  and  the 
other  improvements  mentioned  in  this  report.  They  also  hope  to 
6btain  the  sanction  of  Congress  in  such  a  manner  as  to  make  the 
Association  a  national  institution. 

The  Association  are  under  obligations  to  Messrs.  E.  Remington 
&  Sons  for  the  loan,  during  the  shooting  season,  of  twenty  rifles,

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which  have  been  kept  upon  the  range  and  hired  out  at  a  slight 
charge  to  members  who  were  unable  to  bring  down  their  own  guns. 
This  has  been  found  to  add  so  much  to  the  attractions  of  the 
range  that  some  arrangements  should  be  made  by  which  it  can  be 
kept  up  in  the  future. 

One  of  the  greatest  needs  upon  the  range  is  a  building  which 
can  be  used  as  a  headquarters  not  only  for  the  Association,  but  by 
the  different  organizations  using  the  range.  Several  regiments, 
including  the  Seventh,  Twenty-second,  and  Twenty-third,  have 
applied  for  leave  to  erect  a  building  for  the  accommodation  of  their 
members  upon  the  range,  and  the  Association  has  under  consider- 
ation a  general  plan  upon  which  permission  will  be  granted  to  such 
regiments  as  are  desirous  of  availing  themselves  of  this  privilege 
during  the  coming  year. 

The  matter  of  increasing  the  height  of  the  embankment  in  the 
rear  of  the  target  is  one  that  will  be  required  to  be  attended  to 
during  the  coming  year.  In  order  to  arrest  stray  bullets,  particu- 
larly ricochet  shots,  a  fence  should  be  erected  at  least  ten  feet 
high,  so  as  to  make  the  embankment  fully  thirty-five  feet.  If  this 
is  done,  all  complaints  from  the  adjoining  landowners  will  be 
removed. 

After  the  last  annual  meeting  the  Board  of  Directors  reorganized 
by  the  election  of  the  following  officers  : 

President— <^olonel  William  C.  Church,  re-elected. 
Vice-President — General  Alexander  Shaler,  re-elected. 
Secretary — Captain  Geo.  W.  Wingate,  re-elected. 
Corresponding  Secretary — Frederick  M.  Peck,  re-elected. 
Treasurer — Major  John    M.   Partridge,   elected    in  place    of 
General  John  B.  Woodward,  who  declined  being  a  candidate. 

Major  Partridge  having  been  compelled  from  ill-health  to  resign 
the  office  of  Treasurer  during  the  summer,  John  Powell,  Jr.,  has 
acted  in  that  capacity  during  the  interval. 

During  the  year  several  changes  in  the  Board  of  Directors  have 
taken  place.  General  Johnson  and  Mr.  A.  W.  Craven  have  re- 
signed, and  their  places  have  been  filled  by  the  election  of  General 
J.  H.  Liebenau  (First  Division,  staff)  and  Lieutenant  Joseph  G. 
Story  (Twenty-third,  N.  G.). 

The  terms  of  office  of  these  gentlemen,  together  with  General 

Shaler,  Major  John  Partridge,  George  Moore  Smith,  and  John 

Powell,  Jr.,  four  of  the  original  Directors,  will  expire  at  the  present 

meeting. 

The  following  gentlemen  have  also  been  elected  as  Honorary 
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Directors  :  General  Samuel  W.  Johnson,  General  Henry  L.  Abbot 
(U.  S.  Engineers),  Alfred  W.  Craven,  Dr.  R.  J.  Gatling,  General 
Joseph  R.  Hawley,  and  the  Hon.  Nathaniel  Niles. 

The  detail  work  connected  with  the  management  of  the  Associa- 
tion is  so  great,  and  is  so  rapidly  increasing,  that  it  can  no  longer 
be  transacted  in  the  private  offices  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer, 
and  it  is  indispensable  that  it  should  have  a  suitable  office  where 
all  its  business  can  be  attended  to,  and  where  all  information  de- 
sired by  the  members  or  others  can  be  obtained. 

Many  other  things  have  taken  place  during  the  year  which  can- 
not be  included  within  the  limits  of  an  annual  report.  The  fore- 
going is  submitted  to  the  Association  as  covering  the  leading  points 
in  the  history  of  the  most  important  year  of  its  existence,  and  in 
the  hope  that  the  action  that  has  been  taken  by  its  officers  and 
Directors  during  that  period  will  meet  with  their  approval.

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Prizes  was  then  read,  as 
follows : 

To  the  National  Rifle  Association  : 

Your  Committee  has  the  honor  to  report:  During  the  first 
operative  year  of  the  Association  the  labors  of  the  Prize  Com- 
mittee have  been  directed  rather  to  the  obtainment  of  prizes  for 
the  encouragement  of  competition  than  to  simplifying  and  other- 
wise regulating  the  details  of  delivery.  In  the  first  particular, 
your  Committee,  believes  that  the  liberality  of  the  State,  and  of 
private  patrons,  has  enabled  it  to  make  an  exhibit  that  would  not 
be  discreditable  to  an  organization  of  maturer  growth  than  our 
very  recent  enterprise. 

The  organized  work  of  your  Committee  commenced  with  the 
first  annual  competition  of  the  Association,  at  Creedmoor,  from 
the  8th  to  the  12th  of  October  inclusive.  The  programme  for  this 
competition  included  123  prizes,  aggregating  a  value  considerably 
exceeding  $8,000,  and  classified  as  follows  :

An  electro-silver  trophy,  presented  by  the  Hon.  Nathaniel  Niles, 
Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  of  New  Jersey,  to  the 
regimental  team  of  the  National  Guard  of  New  Jersey  making  the 
highest  score ;  value,  $100.

Your  Committee  has  not  only  great  occasion  to  congratulate 
itself  upon  the  generous  appreciation  of  the  Association's  value  to 
the  community,  indicated  by  the  importance  and  number  of  private 
presentations  to  its  schedule  of  prizes,  but  likewise  upon  the  rare 
excellence  of  design,  distinguishing  the  ornamental  trophies  at  its 
disposal  by  gift  and  purchase.  The  artistic  superiority  of  the  finest 
silver  trophy  (the  Army  and  Naval  Journal  Cup),  produced  by  the 
Gorham  Silver  Manufacturing  Co.,  the  happy  accord  of  use  and 
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beauty  in  the  regimental  water-service,  especially  constructed  for 
the  purpose  by  Adams,  Hallock  &  Co.,  and  the  exquisite  design 
and  execution  of  the  State  and  Division  Individual  Badges,  wrought 
by  Tiffany  &  Co.,  render  those  prizes  of  more  than  mere  intrinsic 
value,  being  in  themselves  genuine  triumphs  of  art. 

In  addition  to  the  prizes  above  enumerated,  your  Committee 
purchased,  by  order  of  the  Board  of  Directors',  silver  trophies  to 
the  number  often — two  gold  decorations,  seven  silver,  and  thirty- 
five  bronze  medals — and  would  here  express  its  recognition  of  the 
courtesy  of  the  Gorham  Silver  Manufacturing  Company,  by  which 
the  silver  presentations  were  made  expressly  for  the  purposes  of 
the  Association  at  cost  rates,  as  well  as  to  the  medallist,  Mr.  John 
Lovett,  for  his  clever  design  and  execution. 

With  regard  to  the  fine  prize  offered  by  the  Gatling  Gun  Com- 
pany, and  as  yet  not  delivered,  your  Committee  begs  to  state  that 
the  Company  is  now  constructing  a  battery  of  eight  guns  for  the 
State  of  New  York,  in  which  will  be  developed  several  important 
improvements  not  possessed  by  guns  now  in  use.  It  being  im- 
perative to  have  the  Association's  Prize  (won  at  the  competition 
by  the  Seventy-ninth  Regiment)  of  the  same  caliber  and  model  as 
the  State  Batteries,  it  has  decided,  in  concert  with  the  officers  of 
the  corps  and  the  donors  of  the  prize,  to  await  the  completion  of 
the  new  guns.  Meanwhile,  your  Committee  is  authorized,  by  Dr. 
R.  J.  Gatling,  on  behalf  of  his  Company,  to  offer  to  the  Seventy- 
ninth  a  50  caliber  gun  of  the  present  system  until  such  time  as  the 
prize  Gatling  shall  be  ready  for  delivery. 

In  reviewing  the  list  of  prizes  at  the  disposition  of  the  Associa- 
tion, it  is  to  be  remembered,  in  anticipation  of  coming  compe- 
titions, that  the  Gatling  gun  and  the  Army  and  Navy  Journal  Cup 
may  have  to  be  contended  for  in  many  annual  fields  before  per- 
manently locating  themselves.  The  States  prizes  are,  moreover, 
annual  offerings  upon  which  the  Association  can  regularly  calcu- 
late. Of  the  Remington  prize  rifles,  there  still  remain  ten  prizes  at 
the  disposition  of  another  competition. 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  takes  pleasure  in  being  able  to 
assure  the  Association  that  the  next  annual  competition  will  be 
invited  to  a  programme  of  prizes  quite  commensurate  with  the 
progress  its  membership  shall  make  in  the  interval.

Adjutant  Murphy  nominated  Lieut.-Colonel  Jno.  T.  Camp. 

Mr.  Sandford  nominated  Captain  W.  C.  Casey  to  fill  a  vacancy 
in  the  Board  caused  by  the  expiration  of  General  Liebenau 's  term. 

General  Liebenau  having  declined  to  be  a  candidate,  and  the. 
nominations  having  closed,  it  was  moved  that  the  rules  be  sus- 
pended and  the  vote  taken  by  acclamation,  which  was  seconded 

and  carried  unanimously,  and  the  above  gentlemen  were  unani- 

» 

mously  elected. 

On  motion,  the  proposed  amendments  to  the  by-laws  were 
taken  up  article  by  article,  and  were  adopted,  with  the  exception 
of  Section  2  of  Article  IV.  of  the  proposed  amendments,  substi-

ARTICLE  Vm. 

Strike  out  and  substitute  the  following : 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Any  person  giving  his  name,  age,  address,  and  the  name  of  the 
military  organization  (if  any)  with  which  he  is  or  may  have  been 
connected,  shall,  upon  paying  the  sum  of  three  dollars,  become  a 
member  of  the  Association,  subject  to  the  right  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  to  reject  his  name,  and  return  his  dues,  in  case  they  shall 
deem  it  required  by  the  interests  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Sec.  2.  Substitute  the  following  words :  "  The  annual  dues  shall 
be  three  dollars,  payable  in  advance,  on  the  first  day  of  January 
in  each  year."

Insert  the  following  By-Law  as  Sec.  7,  of  Article  IV. : 

The  Board  of  Directors  may  by  unanimous  vote  from  time  to 
time  elect  Honorary  Directors,  not  to  exceed  fifty  in  number,  from 
those  to  whom  in  their  opinion  the  Association  may  be  under  ob- 
ligation ;  such  Honorary  Directors  to  hold  office  for  three  years. 
Any  person  who  shall  pay  one  hundred  dollars  into  the  treasury 
shall  be  elected  Honorary  Director  for  life,  and  shall  be  pi^ovided 
with  a  suitable  badge  at  the  expense  of  the  Association.  Honorary 
Directors  shall  be  exempt  from  all  dues,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
voice,  but  no  vote,  at  the  meetings  of  the  Board.

The  following  Standing  Committees,  each  to  consist  of  three 
members,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  during  the  month 
of  January,  in  each  year  : 
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I  St.  Finance  Committee.     2d.  Range  Committee. 

Insert  the  following  By-Laws  as  Sections  5  and  6,  of  Article  V.  : 

Sec.  5.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  have  general  supervision 
of  the  finances  of  the  Association.  They  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
examine  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer,  and  keep  themselves  in- 
formed of  the  financial  condition  of  the  Association.  To  this 
Committee  shall  be  referred  the  Treasurer's  reports,  and  all  ques- 
tions and  propositions  relating  to  finances  ;  and  no  obligations  of 
the  Association,  beyond  those  necessary  for  current  wants,  shall  be 
made  until  the  Finance  Committee  have  considered  and  reported 
upon  the  necessity  and  propriety  of  the  plan  proposed. 

Sec.  6.  The  Range  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  the  grounds 
and  all  the  property  of  the  Association,  at  Creedmoor.  They  shall 
recommend  to  the  Board  of  Directors  such  changes  and  improve- 
ments as  in  their  judgment  are  necessary  or  desirable,  and  shall 
supervise  such  improvements,  and  direct  the  operations  of  the 
men  employed.  They  shall  keep  the  range  supplied  by  the  pur- 
chase of  all  necessary  articles  for  the  use  of  the  range-keeper  and 
the  markers.  They  shall  audit  all  claims  and  bills  against  the 
Association  for  supplies  used  at  the  range,  and  endorse  all  certifi- 
cates given  under  contracts,  and  no  such  bills,  claims,  or  certificates 
shall  be  paid  until  so  audited  or  endorsed.  But  this  Committee 
shall  have  no  power  to  make  contracts  or  purchases  in  the  name  of 
the  Association  for  anything  more  than  the  usual  supplies,  unless 
the  same  is  authorized  and  ordered  by  a  formal  vote  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  or  the  Executive  Committee.  They  shall  prescribe  the 
duties  and  direct  and  regulate  the  services  of  the  range-keeper  and 
all  other  persons  employed  on  the  range.  They  shall  require  the 
range-keeper  to  make  monthly  returns  of  the  property  in  his 
charge,  in  such  form  as  they  shall  prescribe,  which  returns  shall 
show : 

I  St.  The  amount  of  property  on  hand  last  return. 

2d.  The  amount  received  during  the  month. 

3d.  The  amount  expended. 

4th.  The  amount  sold. 

5th.  The  amount  lost  or  destroyed. 

6th.  The  amount  remaining  on  hand. 

Such  returns  shall  be  examined  and  endorsed  by  the  Com- 
mittee or  its  Chairman,  and  presented  regularly  to  the  Bqard  of 
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Directors  for  examination  and  filing.  They  shall  make  such 
temporary  rules  and  regulations  for  the  use  of  the  ground  and  the 
targets  as  shall  seem  necessary  to  insure  the  most  privileges  to  the 
greatest  number.  They  shall  see  that  contracts  for  work  to  be 
done,  and  materials  to  be  furnished,  and  agreements  for  rents  and 
privileges  at  the  range  are  faithfully  executed ;  and  genera:lly  do 
and  perform  everything  needful  to  protect  the  interests  of  the 
Association,  and  secure  a  successful  management  of  the  range. 

Mr.  ScHERMERHORN  moved  that  a  committee  of  ten  be  ap- 
pointed to  take  into  consideration  the  provisions  of  the  existing 
by-laws  in  regard  to  amendments,  which  was  seconded  and  carried, 
and  the  following  committee  appointed :

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SUGGESTIONS 

IN  REGARD  TO  THE  ORGANIZATION  OF  LOCAL 
RIFLE  ASSOCIATIONS,  TO  ACT  IN  CONNECTION 
WITH  THE  NATIONAL  RIFLE  ASSOCIATION. 

To  enable  such  associations  to  hold  property,  it  is  desirable  that 
the  same  be  incorporated  under  the  Act  in  regard  to  military 
associations  and  clubs.  This  is  done  in  New  York  by  filing  a 
certificate  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  and  of  the  County 
Clerk,  stating  the  name  of  the  Association,  its  objects,  the  number 
of  the  Directors,  and  the  names  of  those  who  shall  manage  the 
same  for  the  first  year,  which  should  be  signed  and  acknowledged 
by  the  Directors.  A  very  good  form  for  that  purpose  is  that 
which  was  used  in  incorporating  the  National  Rifle  Association, 
and  which  is  printed  in  their  by-laws.  This  certificate  is  also  to 
be  approved,  before  being  filed,  by  a  judge  of  the  Supreme  Court. 
When  an  association  is  incorporated  under  this  Act,  its  members 
are  not  liable  for  any  debts,  and  the  liability  of  the  Directors  is 
limijted  to  such  debts  as  are  payable  within  the  year,  or,  in  other 
words,  to  cash  purchases.  After  the  incorporation  has  been  com- 
pleted, the  Association  should  meet  and  adopt  by-laws.  The 
simpler  these  are,  the  better.  As  it  is  not  desirable  to  have 
many  meetings  of  the  Association,  its  power  should  be  vested  in  a 
Board  of  Directors,  who  should  be  annually  elected,  and  the  ma- 
chinery for  admission  of  members  should  be  made  as  simple  as 
possible.  When  the  Association  is  incorporated,  the  first  question 
to  arise  will  be  the  securing  of  a  proper  range  and  to  provide  funds 
for  fitting  it  up.  The  main  expense,  besides  the  land,  will  be  for 
targets.  A  list  of  the  necessary  articles  which  are  required  for 
use  upon  the  range  is  given  at  page  133  of  Wingate's  Manual  of 
Rifle  Practice.  As  in  the  infancy  of  the  Association,  the  ground 
will  not  be  used  all  the  time ;  it  would  be  better  to  lease  it  than  to 
purchase  it. 

Ehiring  the  winter,  in  addition  to  collecting  funds,  the  influence 
of  the  Association  should  be  exerted  to  induce  the  National  Guard 
to  practise  aiming  drill,  as  an  important  step  towards  the  attain- 
ment of  proficiency  in  markmanship.  If  this  is  entered  upon 
systematically,  by  the  time  the  weather  will  permit  of  practice  in 
the  open  air  a  reasonable  degree  of  proficiency  will  have  been 
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attained ;  so  that  not  only  will  the  shooting  itself  be  better  than 
it  would  otherwise  be,  but  the  arrangements  for  competitions  can 
be  much  more  easily  carried  out  upon  the  grounds  than  would  be 
the  case  if  the  men  had  had  no  previous  experience. 

FOBM  OF  BY-LAWS  OF  LOCAL  ASSOCIATION. 
By-Laws  of  the RiJU  Association. 

NAME. 

I.  This  Association  shall  be  called  "The  Rifle  As- 
sociation. 

OBJECTS. 

II.  Its  objects  shall  be  the  encouragement  of  rifle  practice  and 
to  promote  a  system  of  aiming  drill  and  target  firing  among  the 
National  Guard  of  the  (division  or  brigade)  district. 

MANAGEMENT. 

III.  A  Board  of  Directors,  elected  annually  by  the  Association 
at  their  annual  meeting,  and  consisting  of  fifteen  members,  shall 
have  general  control  of  its  affairs,  take  cognizance  of  all  infractions 
of  these  by-laws,  and  fill  vacancies  in  their  body  until  the  time  of 
the  next  annual  meeting.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall,  from 
time  to  time,  make  such  rules  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  by-laws,  as  they  may  consider  necessary. 

QUORUM. 

IV.  A  quorum  of  the  Board  shall  consist  of  six  members.* 

OFFICERS. 

V.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  consist  of  a  President, 
Vice-President,  Treasurer,  and  Secretary,  who  shall  be  elected 
annually  by  the  Board  of  Directors.  The  Executive  Committee 
shall  consist  of  the  officers  of  the  Association  and  three  members 
of  the  Board  of  Directors,  which  members  shall  be  elected  at  the 
election  for  officers. 

MEETINGS. 

VI.  The  annual  meet.ng  shall  be  held  on  the  day 
of                        in  each  year.     In  case  it  shall  not  take  place  at 


*  Too  larg«  a  quomm  frequently  prevents  bneinees  from  being  tnuuaoted 
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the  time  fixed,  it  shall  be  held  as  soon  as  convenient  thereafter, 
and  all  persons  then  in  office  shall  hold  over  until  their  successors 
are  elected.  Meetings  of  the  Association  are  to  be  called  by  the 
President,  on  receiving  a  request  signed  by  twenty  members, 
which  request  must  state  the  object  for  which  the  meeting  is  called, 
and  ten  days*  notice  of  such  meeting  must  be  given  to  all  the 
members members  present  at  a  general  or  special  meet- 
ing shall  form  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business.  At  no 
meeting  of  the  Association  shall  any  subject  be  introduced  or 
discussed  which  does  not  relate  to  its  affairs. 


MEMBERS. 

VII.  Any  person  who  shall  pay  two  dollars  a  year  to  this  As- 
sociation shall  become  a  member,  unless  his  name  is  disapproved 
by  the  Board  of  Directors  within  one  month  after  his  joining. 
Any  person  paying  twenty  dollars,  or  giving  a  prize  to  the  As- 
sociation of  that  value,  shall  become  a  life  member,  and  be  there- 
after exempt  from  all  dues  and  assessments. 

VIII.  Any  military  organization  or  club,  situate  within  the 
limits  of  the  Brigade,  which  shall  subscribe  not  less 
than  twenty  dollars  annually  to  the  funds  of  this  Association,  shall 
be  considered  as  being  in  connection  with  it,  and  shall  be  entitled 
to  the  privilege  of  membership  in  the  proportion  of  one  to  every 
dollar  and  a  half  subscribed. 

TARGET     PRACTICE. 

IX.  The  target  practice  of  this  Association  shall  be  conducted 
in  accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  National  Rifle  Association. 
The  Executive  Committee  shall  also  have  power  to  make  such 
other  rules  as  they  may  deem  necessary  in  regard  to  rifle  practice. 

X.  This  Association  shall  affiliate  itself  with  the  National  Rifle 
Association,  in  accordance  with  the  by-laws  of  the  latter,  and  shall 
send  a  delegation  to  represent  it  at  the  annual  match  of  the  latter, 
which  delegation  shall  be  selected  by  the  Executive  Committee 
from  the  members  of  this  Association,  according  to  their  order  of 
merit,  as  appearing  from  their  practice  at  the  last  competition  of 
this  Association. 
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DEBTS. 

XI.  No  debt  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  shall  be  contracted 
without  a  v.ote  of  at  least  five  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  no 
debt  exceeding  $50  shall  be  incurred  without  a  vote  of  at  least  ten 
Directors. 

XII.  At  the  annual  meeting  a  report  shall  be  presented  by 
the  Secretary,  giving  the  result  of  the  practice  of  the  Association 
during  the  year,  and  also  by  the  Treasurer  giving  a  statement  of 
his  receipts  and  expenditures,  and  annexing  thereto  his  vouchers. 

XIII.  Any  Director  failing  to  attend  six  successive  meetings  of 
the  Board  shall  be  deemed  to  have  tendered  a  resignation  of  his 
office ;  but  the  Board  or  the  President  may  excuse  any  member  for 
such  neglect,  and  before  his  resignation  is  accepted  under  this  by- 
law he  must  be  especially  notified  of  the  same. 

GENERAL    REGULATIONS. 

XIV.  Any  Director  or  member  may  at  any  time  examine  the 
records  of  the  Secretary,  and  inspect  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer. 
Any  member  having  complaints  or  suggestions  to  make  to  the 
management  of  the  Association  must  do  so  in  writing  to  the  Board 
of  Directors. 

EXPULSIONS. 

XV.  Any  member  whose  conduct  shall  be  declared  by  a  vote  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  to  have  injured,  or  be  likely  to  injure  the 
interests,  welfare,  or  character  of  the  Association,  shall  forfeit  his 
membership ;  but  such  vote  shall  not  be  taken  without  giving  two 
weeks*  notice  to  the  offender  of  the  charges  made  against  him,  and 
affording  him  an  opportunity  of  being  heard  in  his  defence. 

AMENDMENTS. 

XVI.  These  by-laws  may  be  amended  by  a  four-fifths  vote  of 
the  Board  of  Directors,  provided  that  one  month's  notice  of  the 
proposed  amendments  shall  have  been  first  given.  They  can  also 
be  amended  at  the  annual  meeting  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
members  present,  provided  that  the  proposed  amendments  shall 
have  been  submitted  to  the  Secretary  at  least  a  month  previously, 
signed  by  ten  members  of  the  Association,  and  that  all  members 
of  the  Association  have  been  notified  that  such  amendments  will 
be  offered.

REGULATIONS 

ADOPTED  BY  THE  NATIONAL  RIFLE  ASSOCIATION 
TO  GOVERN  ALL  COMPETITIONS  IN  MARKSMAN- 
SHIP, INCLUDING  THE  SPECIAL  REGULATIONS 
PRESCRIBED  FOR  THE  ANNUAL  MATCH,  HELD 
OCTOBER  8,  1872. 

1.  GENERAL  REGULATIONS. 

I.  The  meetings  will  be  conducted  under  the  direction  of  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  National  Rifle  Association,  who  will 
be  designated  by  a  tri-colored  badge. 

II.  In  the  conduct  of  the  meetings  the  following  regulations  are 
to  be  observed,  together  with  such  other  directions  as  may  be 
given  from  time  to  time  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

III.  All  members  of  the  National  Guard  competing  for  prizes 
restricted  to  that  organization  shall  appear  in  the  authorized  full- 
dress  or  undress  uniform  of  their  regiment. 

IV.  Competitors  shall  submit  their  rifles  and  ammunition  for 
inspection  whenever  required. 

V.  No  hair  triggers  will  be  allowed. 

VI.  No  fixed  artificial  rests  will  be  allowed,  the  forearm  and 
hand  being  clear  of  all  support. 

VII.  Competitors  may  wipe  out  or  clean  out  their  rifles  during 
any  competition,  and  may  shoot  with  the  same  rifle,  provided  they 
do  not  delay  the  squad  by  so  doing.  Any  competitor  delaying  his 
squad  will  be  passed  by. 

VIII.  No  one  will  be  allowed  to  join  a  squad  after  the  com- 
mencement of  the  second  competitive  round. 

^,  Every  competitor  shall  enter  and  shoot  under  his  own  name, 
and,  unless  othen^'ise  specified,  not  oftener  than  once  for  any 
prize. 

2.  DISQUALIFICATIONS  AND  PINES. 

XI.  Any  competitor  who  fires  in  a  name  other  than  his  own,  or 
fires  twice  for  the  same  prize,  shall  be  disqualified  from  ever  com- 
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peting  at  the  prize  meetings  of  the  Association,  or  for  any  prize 
offered  to  the  National  Guard  elsewhere. 

XII.  Should  a  competitor  lose  his  register  ticket,  omit  to  take 
it  to  the  firing  point,  or  fail  to  attend  at  the  prescribed  hour,  and 
so  by  his  own  neglect  miss  the  opportunity  given  to  him  of 
competing  for  the  prize  for  which  his  ticket  was  issued,  his  claim 
in  regard  to  such  competition  shall  be  cancelled. 

XIII.  Any  competitor  who  shall  be  detected  in  an  invasion  of 
the  conditions  prescribed  for  the  conduct  of  any  prize,  shall  be 
disqualified  from  further  competition  during  the  meeting  and  for- 
feit his  entrance  fees,  and  in  case  of  such  conduct  being  considered 
by  the  Executive  Committee  as  "  discreditable,"  he  shall  be  dis- 
qualified from  ever  again  competing  at  the  N.  R.  A.  Prize  Meetings. 

XIV.  Any  member  of  a  squad  or  firing  party  who  shall  absent 
himself  without  leave  during  the  firing,  or  fire  a  shot  from  any 
other  firing  point  before  the  squad  has  completed  its  shooting  (ex- 
cept in  pursuance  of  orders),  shall  be  disqualified  in  that  com- 
petition. 

XV.  Any  competitor  refusing  to  obey  any  instructions  of  the 
Executive  Committee  or  their  deputies,  or  infringing  any  of  the 
preceding  regulations,  or  being  guilty  of  unruly  or  disorderly  con- 
duct, or  being  intoxicated,  will  be  immediately  ruled  out  of  all 
further  competition,  and  forfeit  any  entrance  fees  he  may  have  paid. 

XVI.  Any  person,  whether  a  competitor  or  not,  interfering  with 
any  of  the  firing  squads,  or  annoying  them  in  any  way,  will  at 
once  be  expelled  from  the  ground. 

XVII.  Any  competitor  firing  when  the  danger-flag  or  disc  is 
shown  at  the  target  or  firing  point,  or  discharging  his  rifle  except 
at  a  target  to  which  he  has  been  assigned,  or  into  the  pit  provided 
for  that  purpose,  shall  be  debarred  from  all  further  competitions 
during  the  meeting,  and  shall  forfeit  his  entrance  fees.  This  shall 
not  apply  to  a  competitor  accidentally  firing  at  the  wrong  target 
when  no  danger-flag  is  up. 

XVIII.  Any  person  discharging  a  rifle  or  snapping  a  cap  within 
the  inclosure,  except  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  for  shoot- 
ing, may,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Executive  Committee,  be  re- 
quired to  leave  the  ground. 

XIX.  Any  competitor  "  snapping  a  cap  "  or  "  firing  off  "  a  charge 
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without  going  close  up  to  and  firing  his  rifle  into  the  pit  provided 
for  that  purpose,  shall  be  fined  one  dollar. 

XX.  Any  competitor  or  other  person  found  with  a  loaded  rifle, 
except  at  the  firing  points  and  within  the  hours  of  shooting,  may 
be  debarred  from  further  competition  during  the  meeting. 

XXI.  In  National  Guard  competitions  any  competitor  using  any 
ammunition  other  than  such  as  is  issued  from  the  N.  R.  A.  maga- 
zine, or  in  any  way  tampering  with  the  ammunitipn  so  issued,  shall 
be  disqualified  from  competing  for  any  prizes  during  the  meeting. 

3.  RETURN  OP  ENTRANCE  FEES. 

XXII. — I.  Competitors  who  are  prevented  from  being  pres- 
ent at  the  meeting  shall  have  the  entrance  fees  they  have 
paid  returned  after  the  meeting,  provided  that  they  send  their 
tickets  and  give  written  notice  to  the  Secretary  before  the  day  on 
which  the  prize  for  which  they  have  entered  has  been  announced  for 
competition. 

2.  Competitors  prevented  from  competing  by  illness  will  re- 
ceive back  their  entrance  fees  in  full  on  production  of  a  medical 
certificate  and  their  entry  tickets. 

XXIII.  Entries  for  the  State  Prize  shall  under  no  circumstances 
be  returned. 

4  PRIZE  WINNERS. 

XXIV.  All  winners  of  prizes  shall  apply  to  the  headquarters 
tent  for  a  certificate,  which  they  must  give  up  on  receiving  their 
prizes. 

XXV.  All  money  prizes  shall  be  paid  on  the  ground,  and  win- 
ners of  prizes,  who  have  the  option  of  taking  them  in  money  or  in 
kind,  shall  announce  their  decision  to  the  Secretary  before  the 
close  of  the  meeting. 

XXVI.  The  regulations  for  any  public  presentation  of  prizes 
will  be  announced  during  the  meeting. 

XXVII.  All  prizes  not  claimed  by  the  30th  November  shall  be 
forfeited  to  the  Association. 


DIAGRAM  OF  TARGETS. 
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5.  DISTANCES  AND  TARGETS. 

DISTANCES. 

There  shall  be  six  distances,  viz.  : 

200  yards.  500  yards.  800  yards. 

400  yards.  600  yards.  1,000  yards. 

TARGETS. 


The  size  of  the  target  shall  be — 

a.  Up   to  300   yards,   6  it.  x  2  ft. ;   biiU's-eye,    8   inches   square; 
centre,  2  feet. 

b.  Over  300  to  600  yards,  6  feet  square;  bull's-eye,  2  feet  square; 

centre,  6  feet. 

c.  Over  600  to  1,000  yards,  6  ft.  x  12  ft. ;  bulFs-eye,  3  feet  square  ; 

centre,  6  feet. 
In  all  cases  bull's-eyes  shall  count  4;  centres,  3 ;  outers,  2. 

6.  MARKING. 

Any  objection  to  the  scoring  of  a  hit  must  be  made  before 
another  shot  is  fired ^  otherwise  the  shot  must  stand  as  signalled. 

7.  RIFLES. 
The  rifles  shall  be  classified  as  follows : 

CLASS   I. 

Military  rifles  of  bona  fide  regulation  pattern,  as  issued. 
I.  Minimum  pull  of  trigger,  6  pounds. 
.  2.  Sights  stictly  in  accordance  with  regulation  pattern. 

N.B. — They  may  be  blackened ;  but  white,  red,  or  other  color- 
ing matter  will  not  be  allowed. 

3.  Any  pad  or  shoe  for  the  heel-plate  of  the  butt  admitting  of 
removal,  and  thereby  allowing  of  variation  at  pleasure  in  the  length 
of  the  stock,  will  be  disallowed. 

CLASS  n. 

"  Any  rifle,"  maximum  weight,  10  pounds. 

1.  Sights  of  any  description,  except  telescope,  magnifying,  and 
such  front  aperture  sights  as  solid  discs  or  bushes  pierced  in  the 
centre,  which  cover  the  target  so  as  to  conceal  the  danger  signal 
when  displayed. 

2.  Minimum  pull  of  trigger,  3  pounds. 
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8.  AMMITNTTION. 

1.  In  all  competitions  restricted  to  members  of  the  National 
Guard  none  but  the  regulation  ammunition,  similar  to  that  issued 
from  the  N.  R.  A.  magazine,  shall  be  used.  The  ammunition  so 
issued  shall  in  no  way  be  tampered  with. 

2.  In  other  competitions,  unless  otherwise  specified,  any  ammu- 
nition may  be  used. 

3.  Ammunition  for  the  State  Prize  will  be  issued  upon  the 
ground.  In  other  matches  competitors  must  provide  their  own 
ammunition. 

4.  Cartridges  (50  cal.  metallic)  can  be  purchased  on  the  ground 
at  75  cents  per  20  rounds. 

9.  POSITION. 

1.  Up  to  300  yards  the  shooting  shall  be  standing.  At  distances 
above  300  yards  it  shall  be  in  any  position.  By  "  any  position  " 
is  meant  any  position  that  any  person  would  be  able  to  take  on 
level  ground. 

N.B. — In  shooting  standing,  no  objection  will  be  made  to  the 
elbow  resting  against  the  body^  provided  that  the  little  finger  of  the 
left  hand  is  in  front  of  lock-plate,  or  to  the  position  of  the  fingers 
of  the  right  hand,  provided  the  regulation  position  is  preserved  in 
other  respects. 

2.  Sighting  shots  may  be  fired  in  any  position. 

10.  ORDER  OF  SHOOTING. 

1.  In  all  competitions  restricted  to  the  use  of  breech-loading 
rifles,  the  competitors  shall  place  themselves  at  the  firing  points 
by  twos,  who  shall  fire  alternately  until  they  have  fired  all  their 
sighting  and  competitive  shots. 

2.  In  other  competitions  the  competitors  shall  fire  their  sighting 
and  competitive  shots  alternately  throughout  the  squad. 

11.  SHOOTING. 

1.  Two  sighting  shots  shall  be  allowed  to  every  competitor  at 
each  distance  on  payment  of  ten  cents  a  shot. 

2.  Tickets  for  the  sighting  shots  will  be  sold  at  the  head- 
quarters tent.  They  will  hold  good  for  any  match  during  the 
meeting,  and  will  be  delivered  up  to  the  register-keeper  when  a 
shot  is  taken.

Committee. 
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3-  Any  competitor  joining  the  squad  when  the  first  round  of 
sighting  shots  has  been  fired,  shall  be  restricted  to  one  sighting 
shot. 

4.  Competitors  who,  at  gun-fire,  have  not  completed  the  num- 
ber of  rounds  prescribed  by  the  conditions  of  a  competition,  shall 
be  allowed  one  sighting  shot  when  such  competition  is  resumed, 

without  charge. 

12.  TIES. 

The  names  of  competitors  who  have  to  shoot  off  ties  will  be 
posted  up  daily  on  the  bulletin-board  at  to  a.m.  and  3  p.m. 
Ties  shall  be  decided  as  follows : 

A. — ^IN   INDIVIDUAL  SHOOTING. 

1.  When  the  firing  takes  place  at  more  than  one  distance  by 
the  score  made  at  the  longest  distance,  and  if  still  a  tie,  and  there 
be  three  distances  in  the  competition,  by  the  score  at  the  second 
distance. 

2.  By  the  fewest  misses. 

3.  By  the  fewest  outers. 

4.  If  still  a  tie,  by  inverse  order  of  shots  counting  singly  from 
the  last  to  the  first. 

5.  By  firing  single  shots  at  the  longest  range. 

B.T— IN   TEAM   SHOOTING. 

1.  By  the  aggregate  scores  made  at  the  longest  distance  in  the 
competition. 

2.  By  the  fewest  misses. 

3.  By  the  fewest  outers. 

4.  By  the  competitors  who  have  made  the  highest  score  on  each 
side  firing  five  rounds  at  the  longest  distance  in  the  competition. 

N.B. — When  ties  are  shot  off,  one  sighting  shot  shall  be  allowed 

without  charge. 

13.  ENTBIES. 

A. — FOR  THE  STATE   PRIZE. 

I.  For  the  State  and  Gatling  prizes  every  company  and  inde- 
pendent subdivision  of  the  National  Guard  shall  be  entitled  to 
send  one  of  its  members  as  competitors ;  and  in  every  regiment  or 
battalion  the  commanding  ofiicer  may,  in  addition,  nominate  suffi- 
cient members  from  the  regiment  at  large  to  make  a  "  team  "  of 
twelve. 
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Field  and  other  officers  are  eligible  for  the  regimental  nomina- 
tions. 

2.  Where  any  company  does  not  nominate  its  full  complement 
of  representatives,  the  vacancies  may  be  filled  by  members  of  other 
companies  in  the  same  regiment. 

3.  In  all  cases  competitors  for  the  State  or  other  prizes  offered 
to  representatives  from  military  organizations  must  be  regularly 
enlisted  members  in  good  standing  of  the  regiment  which  they 
represent. 

B. — MODE    OY   ENTRY. 

1.  All  entries  must  be  made  to  the  Secretary,  Geo.  W.  Wingate, 
194  Broadway,  New  York,  before  noon  on  Saturday,  October  4. 

2.  On  receipt  of  the  entrance  fee  for  any  match  (except  in  case 
of  the  first  match)  a  ticket  will  be  given,  which  must  be  presented 
at  headquarters  on  the  range,  and  exchanged  for  a  register  ticket 
containing  the  time  and  target  at  which  the  competitor  is  to  shoot. 

For  the  first  match  the  register  ticket  ivill  be  given  out  as  the  en- 
tries are  made. 

3.  The  matches  will  take  place,  if  possible,  in  their  order.  The 
time  for  firing  them,  together  with  any  deviation  from  the  rules, 
will  be  posted  upon  the  bulletin  as  long  beforehand  as  practicable, 
and  if  possible  announced  through  the  press. 

4.  Temporary  discontinuance  on  account  of  bad  weather  will  be 
in  the  discretion  of  the  Executive  Committee,  which  will  not, 
however,  be  exercised  except  in  case  of  a  sroere  storm. 

5.  Competitors  are  required  to  secure  their  register  ticket  in 
advance  of  t/ie  firing  for  the  different  matches  for  which  they  have 
entered,  and  to  follow  the  orders  as  posted. 

6.  A  register  ticket  may  be  transferred  at  any  time  before  the 
firing  for  the  match  has  passed,  by  exchanging  it  at  headquarters 
for  one  having  the  name  of  the  new  holder. 

7.  Any  erasure  or  the  substitution  of  one  name  for  another  will 
render  the  ticket  invalid. 

14.  POST  ENTRIES. 

1.  Entries  made  after  October  4  will  be  charged  50  per  cent, 
additional.  Members  of  the  Association,  entering  for  any  match 
on  the  range,  must  exhibit  their  members'  ticket. 

2.  They  may  be  ordered  to  fire  whenever  target  accommodation 
can  be  provided. 

3.  Should  the  holders  of  Post  Entry  tickets  be  precluded  from 
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competing  by  deficiency  of  target  accommodation^  their  entrance 
fees  will  be  returned  to  them  ;  the  Executive  Committee  not  being 
able  to  guarantee  accommodation  for  all  such  entries. 

4.  No  post  entries  shall  be  made  for  any  competition  after  the 
firing  for  such  match  has  commenced. 

15.  INSTRUCTIONS  TO  COMPETITORS. 

1.  All  the  competitors  in  camp  will  be  subject  to  police  regula- 
tions. 

2.  All  competitors  camping  must  bring  their  own  blankets,  etc. 

3.  Any  competitor  protesting  against  the  ruling  of  the  officer  of 
the  squad,  or  feeling  himself  aggrieved  in  any  way,  must  make  a 
statement  of  his  grievance  in  writing,  giving  the  names  of  two  or 
more  members  of  his  squad  who  can  bear  him  out  in  his  state- 
ments, and  hand  it  in  to  the  Range  Officer  who  will  lay  the  matter 
before  the  Executive  Committee,  who  will  decide  the  matter  on 
the  ground.  The  decision  shall  be  given  in  writing  to  the  Secre- 
tary, and  shall  be  final,  subject  to  the  power  of  the  Executive 
Committee  or  any  two  of  them,  at  their  discretion,  to  refer  any 
question  to  the  decision  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  whose  decision 
on  such  question  shall  be  final.  No  exception  will  be  allowed, 
however,  to  the  marker's  signal,  or  the  decision  of  the  umpire. 

4.  Unless  otherwise  ordered,  the  shooting  shall  begin  daily  at 
10  A.M.  An  intermission  in  the  firing  of  one  hour  will  be  had  at  as 
near  noon  as  the  progress  of  the  matches  will  permit,  signalled  by 
firing  a  gun — the  firing  to  commence  fifteen  minutes  after  the  firing 
of  a  second  gun. 

5.  Sweepstakes  will  be  opened  daily  at  targets  unoccupied  by 
prize  competitions. 

6.  No  practice  will  be  allowed  upon  the  range  during  the  week 
of  the  meeting.

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INSTRUCTIONS  FOR    SUPERINTENDENT  OF 

FIRING  POINTS. 

I.  To  report  to  the  Range  Officer  at  headquarters  at  9^  o'clock 
A.M.,  of  the  day  of  the  match,  and  take  command  of  the  squad  of 
Register-keepers  assigned  to  him,  keeping  a  record  of  their  names, 

II.  To  inspect  their  respective  squads  of  Register-keepers  as 
they  report,  and  see  that  each  is  supplied  with  a  pencil,  register- 
board,  register  checks,  whistle,  trigger-tester,  and  danger  flag,  and 
after  cautioning  them  in  regard  to  their  duties,  to  march  them  to 
their  positions.  In  case  of  any  Register-keeper  failing  to  report^ 
to  promptly  notify  the  Range  Officer. 

III.  As  each  squad  of  competitors  is  formed,  to  corrrect  any 
marked  inequality  in  their  strength,  by  directing  competitors  in 
the  full  squads  to  join  those  having  a  less  number. 

IV.  When  only  one  competitor  is  present  at  a  firing  point,  to 
arrange  that  there  shall  be  a  witness  to  his  firing,  and  to  the  record 
of  his  score. 

V.  To  see  that  the  trigger  of  each  competitor  is  tested  once,  or 
oftener,  during  the  match,  and  that  the  rifles  used  conform  to  the 
rules. 

VI.  To  visit  the  Register-keepers  frequently,  and  see  that  they 
are  doing  their  duty,  and  that  all  orders  are  strictly  observed. 

VII.  To  examine  the  register  checks  and  tickets  when  handed 
over  by  the  Register-keepers ;  see  that  they  are  correctly  filled  up 
and  signed,  and  forward  them  promptly  to  headquarters. 

VIII.  To  use  his  best  endeavors  to  forward  the  firing,  preserve 
order,  and  prevent  accidents. 

IX.  To  avoid,  as  far  as  possible,  all  discussion  with  competitors, 
and  invariably  report  to  the  Range  Officer  any  one  who  does  not 
comply  with  the  regulations. 

X.  To  see  that  the  firing  points  are  kept  clear,  and  that  no  one 
but  competitors  and  officers  of  the  Association  are  admitted  within 
the  ropes. 
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XI.  The  markings  as  signal! fd,  cannot  be  questioned^  andy  there- 
forey  under  no  circumstances  shall  the  officer  examine  the  target^  or 
allow  anyone  else  to  do  so.  If  complaint  be  made  that  a  shot  has 
not  in  any  way  been  signalled,  the  officer,  //  satisfied  that  such  was 
the  case,  will  stop  the  firing.  He  will  then  proceed  to  the  tele- 
graph key  and  press  it  once^  and,  after  a  pause,  tap  the  number  of 
the  target,  so  as  to  cause  the  marker  to  signal  the  last  shot,  the 
result  of  which  will  be  final. 

XII.  Not  to  entertain  any  complaint  against  the  scoring  of  a 
Register-keeper  unless  made  when  the  result  of  the  shot  was  called 
out  and  recorded. 

XIII.  To  report  any  competitor  who  may  have  fired  when  the 
danger  signal  was  displayed,  and  not  to  permit  him  to  fire  again 
without  further  orders. 

XIV.  To  report  any  Register-keeper  who  is  negligent  in  his 
duty,  and  any  markers  who  do  not  properly  and  expeditiously 
signal  the  shots. 

XV.  To  stop  the  firing  at  all  targets  at  which  a  danger  signal 
is  displayed.

INSTRUCTIONS   TO    SUPERINTENDENT    OP 

BUTTS.     . 

I.  To  report  to  the  Range  Officer  at  headquarters  at  pi  a.m., 
of  the  day  of  the  match,  and  assume  command  of  the  detail  for 
markers  assigned  to  him,  keeping  a  record  of  their  names.  If 
there  should  be  any  deficiency  in  their  number,  or  any  should  be 
disqualified  for  any  reason,  he  will  notify  the  Range  Officer,  but 
will  not  delay  posting  his  men  upon  that  account. 

II.  He  will  assign  his  detail  to  their  respective  targets,  and 
require  them  at  once  to  display  their  danger  signals.     He  will

thfen  see  himself  that  the  targets  are  properly  painted,  and  that 
each  marker  is  provided  with  the  following  articles :

I  Danger  signal. 

I  White  disc,  with  staff  and  brush. 

I  Black     " 

I  Red      " 

Hammer  and  nails. 
I  Can  white  paint. 
I  Can  black  paint. 
I  Scrubbing  brush. 
I  Whitewash  brush. 
I  Sash  brush.  ,  .  . 

I  Pail  of  water  and  cup. 

He  will  also  caution  the  markers  as  to  their  duties,  and  direct 
them  to  retire  to  their  mantlets .  at  the  first  gun,  but  not  withdraw 
their  danger  signal  until  the  second. 

III.  When  the  telegraph  gong  sounds  the  number  of  any  target, 
to  require  the  markers  at  the  designated  target,  and  those  of  the 
three  on  each  side  of  it,  to  display  their  danger  signals.  At  the 
second  signal,  to  personally  inspect  the  target  designated,  and,  if 
he  finds  any  shot  not  marked^  to  cause  it  to  be  signalled. 

IV.  During  the  firing  he  will  remain  in  one  of  the  butts,  or 
proceed  from  place  to  place  as  may  be  required,  causing  the  danger 
signal  to  be  first  displayed,  but  taking  care  to  delay  the  firing  as 
little  as  possible.  He  will  be  careful  to  impress  upon  the  markers 
the  importance  of  rapidity  and  accuracy,  and  of  avoiding  the 
splash  from  the  bullets,  and  use  his  best  endeavor  to  facilitate  the 
firing. 

V.  As  soon  as  the  firing  at  any  distance  is  completed  (which 
will  be  signalled  by  firing  a  gun),  he  will  cause  the  danger  signals 
to  be  displayed  and  the  necessary  alterations  to  be  made  in  the 
targets  without  delay,  and.  see  that  they  are  properly  repainted. 
He  will  also  supply  any  deficiencies  that  may  exist  in  the  butts, 
and  cause  his  men  to  resume  their  positions,  directing  them  to 
withdraw  their  danger  signals  on  the  gun  being  fired. 

VI.  At  the  end  of  the  match  he  will  see  that  the  markers  turn 
in  all  the  articles  placed  in  their  custody,  and  will  inspect  the 
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targets,  so  as  to  report  all  damage  done  or  necessary  repairs.  This 
report  he  will  make  at  once  to  the  Range  Officer,  with  any  sug- 
gestions that  may  strike  him  as  tending  to  facilitate  the  marking 
of  the  range.  He  will  also  report  any  marker  who  has  been 
negligent  in  his  duty.

AN   AOT 

FOR  THE  PROMOTION  OF  RIFLE  PRACTICE  IN  THE  NATIONAL 

GUARD. 

T?u  People  of  the  State  of  New  York^  represented  in  Senate  and' 
Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows  : 

Section  i.  There  shall  be  in  the  inspector-general's  depart- 
ment an  assistant  inspector-general,  with  the  rank  of  colonel,  in 
addition  to  those  now  prescribed  by  law,  to  be  known  as  general 
inspector  of  rifle  practice,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  com- 
mander-in-chief and  whose  commission  shall  expire  with  the  time 
for  which  the  governor  may  have  been  elected. 

§  2.  There  shall  also  be  in  each  division  a  division  inspector  of 
rifle  practice  with  the  rank  of  lieutenant-colonel,  in  each  brigade 
a  brigade  inspector  of  rifle  practice  with  the  rank  of  captain,  who 
shall  be  appointed  and  hold  their  commissions  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed by  law  for  division  and  brigade  staff"  officers. 

§  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  general  inspector  of  rifle  prac- 
tice to  exercise  general  supervision  over  the  rifle  practice  of  the 
National  Guard ;  to  inspect  or  cause  to  be  inspected,  from  time 
to  time,  all  armories,  ranges  and  practice  grounds,  and  see  that 
the  prescribed  regulations  for  rifle  practice  are  carried  out  by  the 
National  Guard  and  that  proper  returns  thereof  are  made,  and  to 
report  direct  to  general  headquarters,  from  time  to  time,  the  im- 
provement in  marksmanship,  among  the  uniformed  forces,  together 
with  all  other  matters  appertaining  to  his  duties. 

§  4.  Commandants  of  divisions,  brigades,  regiments,  or  com- 
panies, shall  furnish  to  the  general  inspector  of  rifle  practice  such 
information  as  he  shall  require  in  regard  to  the  rifle  practice  of 
their  commands,  and  as  to  the  number  and  condition  of  all  tar- 
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gets  or  other  military  property  of  the  State  issued  to  their  respec- 
tive commands  for  use  in  rifle  practice ;  and  if,  at  the  conclusion 
of  his  inspection  of  any  armory,  range,  or  practice  ground,  he  shall 
find  any  property  appertaining  to  rifle  practice,  which  ought  to  be 
kept  therein,  missing,  injured,  unfit  for  use,  or  deficient  in  any 
respect,  or  that  such  range  or  practice  ground  is  dangerous,  he 
shall  forthwith  report  the  facts  in  respect  thereto  to  general  head- 
quarters. He  may,  from  time  to  time,  examine  the  officers  upon 
the  theory  and  practice  of  marksmanship  and  upon  the  system  of 
instruction  in  rifle  practice. 

§  5.  It  shall  also  be  his  duty  to  attend  the  annual  competition 
for  the  "  State  prize,"  and,  as  far  as  practicable,  all  other  general 
competitions  in  marksmanship  among  the  National  Guard,  and 
see  that  such  competitions  are  conducted  with  fairness,  and  ac- 
cording to  the  prescribed  regulations.  He  shall  make  an  annual 
report  to  general  headquarters,  in  which  he  shall  state  the  result 
of  all  competitions  in  marksmanship  for  any  prizes  offered  by  the 
State,  with  the  names  of  the  winners,  together  with  such  sugges- 
tions as  he  may  see  fit. 

§  6.  The  division  and  brigade  inspectors  of  rifle  practice  shall 
have  supervision  of  all  matters  appertaining  to  rifle  practice  within 
the  limits  of  their  respective  commands,  under  the  directions  of 
the  commandants  of  such  organizations,  respectively,  as  above 
prescribed  for  the  general  inspector  of  rifle  practice ;  they  shall 
report  to  such  general  inspector  of  rifle  practice,  whenever  re- 
quired by  him,  the  condition  of  rifle  practice  in  their  respective 
divisions,  brigades  or  regiments,  and  what  practice  of  that  descrip- 
tion has  been  carried  on  during  any  period,  and  shall  also,  at  his 
request,  report  to  him  upon  any  matter  relating  to  rifle  practice 
which  may  require  examination,  within  their  respective  division 
or  brigade  districts.  They  shall  attend  the  competitions  for  any 
prizes  that  may  be  offered  by  the  State  to  the  command  to  which 
they  are  attached,  and  see  that  the  same  are  conducted  with  fair- 
ness and  according  to  the  prescribed  regulations,  and  report  to- 
the  adjutant-general  the  result  of  all  such  competitions,  with  the 
names  of  the  winners,  together  with  such  suggestions  as  they  may 
see  fit  to  make. 

§  7,  No  avenue,  street  or  public  highway  shall  be  laid  out,  ex- 
tended into,  or  opened  through,  the  grounds  of  the  National  Rifle 
Association  at  Creedmoor. 
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§  8.  Before  any  targets  or  appurtenances  are  furnished  by  the 
State,  a  certified  copy  of  the  by-laws  and  other  regulations  of  the 
associations  to  which  they  may  be  issued  shall  be  filed  with  the 
adjutant-general,  and  approved  by  him,  and  bonds  in  such  sum 
as  shall  be  required  by  the  commissary-general  of  ordnance  shall 
be  given  to  him  to  secu  re  the  care  and  custody  of  such  prop  erty. 

§  9.  The  general  inspector  of  rifle  practice  and  the  brigadier- 
general  of  the  district  in  which  a  range  is  located  must  be  consti- 
tuted permanent  ex  officio  members  of  the  board  of  directors  of 
the  association  having  control  of  such  range,  and  the  commanding 
officers  of  the  third  and  fifth  divisions,  the  inspector-general  of 
the  State,  and  the  commissary-general  and  chief  of  ordnance,  per- 
manent ex  officio  members  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  National 
Rifle  Association,  before  such  association  or  the  National  Rifle 
Association  shall  receive  any  of  the  benefits  of  this  act ;  and  such 
brigadier-general  shall  have  the  same  authority  to  direct  the  use 
of  any  range  within  his  district  by  any  of  the  organizations  of  his 
command,  without  compensation,  as  is  now  given  to  the  command- 
ing officers  of  the  first  and  second  divisions,  with  reference  to  the 
ranges  of  the  National  Rifle  Association ;  provided  that  not  less 
than  one-fourth  of  the  targets  of  such  associations  and  of  the 
National  Rifle  Association  shall  be  at  all  times  reserved  for  the 
use  of  members. 

§  10.  For  the  purpose  of  preserving  the  property  of  the  State 
and  of  the  rifle  associations,  and  of  preventing  accidents  and  main- 
taining order  upon  such  ranges,  the  officers  and  employees  of  such 
associations  and  of  the  National  Rifle  Association  are  hereby 
vested  with  the  powers  of  constables  when  in  the  performance  of 
their  duty  and  wearing  such  badge  of  office  as  shall  be  prescribed 
by  the  National  Rifle  Association,  and  all  persons  trespassing  upon 
such  ranges,  or  injuring  any  of  the  targets  or  other  property  situ- 
ate thereon,  or  wilfully  violating  thereon  any  of  the  regulations 
established  to  maintain  order,  preserve  property,  or  prevent  acci- 
dents, shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

§  II.  The  range  of  the  National  Rifle  Association  atCreedmoor, 
or  any  grounds  hereafter  acquired  by  that  or  any  other  rifle 
association  for  rifle  practice,  and  toward  the  purchase  of  which 
the  State  has  contributed,  shall  not  be  sold,  mortgaged  or  other- 
wise alienated  from  use  in  rifle  practice  without  the  written  con- 
sent of  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  board  of  directors  of  such  associa- 


tion,  including  a  majority  of  the  ex  officio  members  of  said  board, 
and  without  the  written  consent  of  the  adjutant-general  of  the 
State. 

§  12.  Section  five,  chapter  six  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  laws 
of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-two,  is  hereby  amended  to  read 
as  follows : 

§  s.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  of  the  National 
Rifle  Association,  and  the  treasurer  of  all  other  rifle  associations 
authorized  by  this  act,  to  file  with  said  comptroller  and  with  the 
adjutant- general  of  the  State,  within  twenty  days  after  the  first 
days  of  January  and  July  in  each  year,  a  detailed  account  of  all 
receipts  and  expenditures  of  such  associations  during  the  previous 
six  months,  verified  by  such  treasurer's  under  oath  ;  it  shall  also  be 
the  duty  of  the  presidents  of  such  rifle  associations  to  file  in  the 
adjutant-general's  office,  within  twenty  days  after  the  first  day  of 
January  in  each  year,  a  return  in  detail  of  the  property  and  its 
condition,  and  the  directors  of  the  National  Rifle  Association 
hereafter  elected  shall  be  chosen  from  and  elected  by  the  life 
members  of  such  Association. 

§  13.  This  act  sha.ll  take  effect  immediately.

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PROCEEDINGS 


ANNUAL    MEETING, 

JANUARY  \2th,  1875. 


The  Third  Annual  Meeting  of  the  National  Rifle  Associ- 
ation was  held  at  the  Astor  House,  in  the  city  of  New  York,  on 
Tuesday,  January  lath,  1875. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  4:15  p.  m. 

The  President,  Col.  William  C.  Church,  in  the  Chair,  and  a 
quorum  present. 

The  Secretary  called  the  roll  of  Life  Members,  and  sixty-five 
answered  to  their  names. 

The  President  of  the  Rifle  Association,  Col.  Church,  in  opening 
the  proceedings  said — 

Gentlemen  of  the  National  Rifle  Association  : — In  call- 
ing you  to  order  for  the  business  of  our  third  annual  meeting,  it  is 
a  pleasure  to  be  able  to  present  to  you  the  reports  of  another  most 
successful  year  in  the  history  of  our  Association.  Our  first  year 
was  mainly  occupied  with  the  work  of  permanent  organization,  in 
selecting  and  fitting  up  our  grounds  at  Creedmoor,  and  in  procur- 
ing the  means  to  meet  the  expenses  thus  incurred.  During  the 
second  year  we  made  our  first  tentative  efforts  toward  systematic 
training  in  rifle-practice.  You  learned  from  our  last  annual  report 
what  was  then  accomplished,  and  how  much  reason  we  have  to  be 
fateful  for  our  success,  and  to  congratulate  ourselves  upon  a 
good  fortune  rare  in  the  history  of  similar  undertakings.  That 
ultimate  success  would  attend  our  efforts  was  never  for  a  moment 
doubted ;  that  this  success  has  been  so  soon  achieved,  I  confess 
has  surprised  me.     How  brilliant  that  achievement  has  been,  the 


cts  set  forth  in  the  reports  about  to  be  presented  to  you — 
cts  with  which  you  are  already  familiar — will  tell  you.  We  have 
)t  only  successfully  inaugurated  rifle -practice  in  this  country,  but 

connection  with  one  of  our  subsidiary  organizations — the  Amateur 
ifle  Club — we  have  established  for  the  National  Rifle  Associ- 
riON  a  record  so  brilliant  that  the  name  of  Creedtnoor  has  become 
le  synonym  the  world  over — wherever  the  enthusiasm  for  rifie- 
ractice  extends — for  the  highest  skill  in  marksmanship  yet 
itained.  We  have  borne  high  aloft  the  traditional  banner  of 
merican  championship,  and  reawakened  everywhere  on  this  side 
"  the  Atlantic  a  lively  interest  in  perpetuating  the  record  of  our 
[story  as  riflemen. 

The  ofiicers  of  the  Association  are  constantly  receiving  com- 
lunications  showing  how  the  interest  in  rifle-practice  is  extending 
;  the  result  of  our  efforts  th'us  far.  Ranges  similar  to  that  at 
reedmoor  are  springing  up  at  various  points  over  the  country,  as 
ell  as  along  the  South  American  coast.  The  reports  of  the 
(ficers  will  show  you  in  detail  what  has  been  done.  The  Treas- 
rer  is  able  to  report  a  most  satisfactory  condition  of  his  depart- 
lent.  At  the  outset  of  the  year  we  found  ourselves  burdened 
ith  the  cost  of  repairing  the  range  after  the  ravages  of  the  winter. 
h  have  met  this  outlay  and  have  in  the  Treasurer's  hands,  or  in 
loney  coming  to  him  from  State  and  municipal  appropriations, 
iflicient  to  cover  every  obligation  and  leave  us  three  or  four 
lousand  dollars  in  the  treasury.  The  receipts  during  the  year 
ave  been  something  like  ^20,000,  and  certainly  the  work  accom- 
lished  has  been  commensurate  with  the  outlay.  You  will  hear 
Iso  from  the  Secretary  a  full  review  of  the  history  of  our  Associa- 
on  during  the  year.  The  business  in  order  is  the  presentation 
f  the  annual  report  of  the  Treasurer,  the  Secretary,  the  Prize 
ommittee,  the  Range  Committee,  and  the  election. 

The  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  was,  on 
lotion,  dispensed  with,  and  a  motion  made  by  Capt.  Watrous, 
lat  the  election  of  Directors  precede  the  presentation  of  the 
;ports,  was  seconded  and  carried. 

At  this  stage  of  the  proceedings  the  President  read  a  brief 
ommunication  from  Gen.  Sigel,  stating  in  substance  that  he 
ished  it  understood  that  he  was  not  a  candidate  for  re-election 
5  a  Director. 

It  was  then  moved  and  seconded  that  open  nomination  be  had 
>r  Directors,  which  was  carried,  and  the  following  gentlemen

M.  Peck, 
Cen.  T.  S.  Dakin,  Gen.  A.  G.  McCook,  Gen.  J.  J.  Bartlett,  Capt. 
B.  E.  Valentine,  Col.  John  Ward,  Gen.  E.  L.  Molineux,  Gen. 
Lloyd  Aspinwall. 

Gen.  John  B.  Woodward  and  Mr.  Aguila  Rich  were  appointed 
by  the  Chair  to  act  as  tellers. 

While  the  tellers  were  busy  counting  the  ballots,  the  Treasurer, 
Gen,  M.  T.  McMahon,  read  his  report,  as  follows : 
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It  was  then  moved  and  seconded  that  the  report  be  received, 
which  was  carried. 

Col.  H.  A.  Gildersleeve,  the  Secretary,  then  proceeded  to  read 
his  report,  and  when  about  half  finished,  owing  to  the  lateness  of 
the  hour,  a  motion  was  made  to  suspend  the  further  reading  of  the 
report,  and  that  the  same  be  adopted  as  prepared,  and  printed  in 
the  next  annual  report  of  the  Association,  which  was  seconded 
and  carried.    It  is  as  follows :

The  Third  Annual  Report  of  the  National  Rifle  Association 
nbraces  the  year  1874,  which  is  the  second  year  during  which 
e  Range  at  Creedmoor  has  been  open  for  practice. 
The  first  year  of  its  practical  working  demonstrated  to  the  Board 
id  the  immediate  friends  of  the  Association  its  success  in  the 
irposes  for  which  it  was  organized.  In  the  year  just  past,  the 
ilhant  anticipations  of  the  most  sanguine  have  been  more  than 
alized. 

On  the  aoth  of  January  the  Board  of  Directors  reorganized  by 
e  election  of  the  following  officers,  viz. : 
President,  Col.  Wm.  C.  Church. 
Vice-President,  Gen.  Alex.  Shaler. 
Secretary,  Col.  Henry  A.  Gildersleeve. 
Treasurer,  Gen.  Martin  T.  McMahon. 

The  following  gentlemen  were  chosen  as  members  of  the  Execu- 
p-e  Committee :  Gen.  Woodward,  Col,  Wingate,  Hon.  D.  W. 
idd. 

The  President  appointed  as  Finance  Committee,  Gen.  Ward, 
on.  D.  W.  Judd,  Gen.  Molineux. 

Col.  Cullen  having  resigned  as  director.  Gen  Liebenau  was 
ected  in  his  place.  Gen,  Liebenau,  however,  immediately  re- 
^ed  and  Gen.  Mohneux  was  chosen  in  his  stead  as  a  member  of 
e  Board. 

The  President  appointed  as  Range  Committee,  Gen.  Shaler, 
en.  Woodward,  and  Col.  Wingate;  and  as  Prize  Committee, 
red.  M.  Peck,  Esq.,  Capt.  Jos.  G.  Story,  and  Capt.  Casey. 


DcMgned  and  Hannfactured  bj  tbe  Gobbam  CowpAmr,  and  adopted  bj  the 
Board  of  Directors  as  their  InBtgnia  of  Office. 
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At  this  meeting  the  resignation  of  Col.  Squire  as  a  director  was 
endered  and  accepted,  and  Gen.  Martin  T.  McMahon  elected 
;irector  in  his  place. 

The  necessity  of  having  an  office  being  generally  conceded,  at 
iiis  meeting  the  Executive  Committee  were  authorized  to  hire 
uitable  rooms  for  the  business  of  the  Association,  at  an  expense 
ot  to  exceed  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and  also  to  employ 

suitable  Assistant  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  at  an  expense  not  to 
xceed  fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum.  After  no  little  investi- 
ation,  and  much  discussion  as  to  a  suitable  locality,  the  present 
esirable  offices  were  procured  in  the  Bennett  Building,  at  the  cor- 
er  of  Fulton  and  Nassau  streets,  at  a  rental  of  five  hundred  dollars 
ir  one  year,  with  the  privilege  of  renewal  at  the  same  rate  for  two 
dditional  years. 

This  office  has  been  found  very  convenient,  and  its  establishment 
as  greatly  facihtated  the  conduct  of  the  business  of  the  Associa- 
on.  It  is  believed  that  it  will  be  for  the  interest  of  the  Association 
3  avail  themselves  of  the  privilege  of  the'  renewal  of  the  lease, 
'he  expenses  incurred  for  Assistant  Secretary  and  Treasurer  have 
ot  exceeded  sixty  dollars  per  month. 

The  early  spring  found  the  embankment  in  a  seriously  damaged 
ondition.  The  particulars  of  the  damages  sustained  appeared  in 
le  last  annual  report.  As  soon  as  the  weather  would  permit,  a 
jrce  of  from  fifteen  to  twenty  laborers  were  put  at  work  in  repair- 
ig  the  bank,  and  it  was  not  until  about  the  middle  of  May  that 
le  repairs  were  completed  and  the  Range  in  a  condition  for  prac- 
ce.  These  repairs  were  very  expensive,  and  occasioned  no  little 
nancial  embarrassment  to  the  Association.  By  a  persevering  and 
oited  effort,  however,  on  the  part  of  the  Board  to  increase  the 
umber  of  life-memberships,  the  dues  from  that  source  enabled 
le  Treasurer  to  pay  off  the  laborers  promptly.  The  Board  have 
ndeavored  to  exercise  a  vigilant  economy  in  the  administration 
f  the  affairs  of  the  Association. 

The  Secretary  was  authorized  to  procure  advertisements  for  in- 
ertion  in  the  annual  report  for  1873,  and  succeeded  thereby  in 
btaining  sufficient  funds  to  pay  the  expenses  of  printing  the 
eport ;  the  receipts  thus  obtained,  together  with  such  moneys  as 
fere  received  for  the  sale  of  the  report  at  twenty-five  cents  a  copy 
eited  a  small  income  to  the  Association. 

Early  in  the  spring  a  question  arose  as  to  the  rates  to  be  paid 
ly  affiliating  clubs  composed  of  members  of  military  organizations. 
Phis  question  was  carefully  considered,  and  it  was  declare^  as  the 
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opinion  of  the  Board  that  clubs  consisting  of  military  men  exclu- 
sively were  not  considered  as  falling  within  the  spirit  of  the  pre- 
vious resolution  of  the  Board  relating  to  affiliating  associations,  and 
it  was  not  deemed  expedient,  at  that  time,  to  make  any  change 
in  the  rates.  Clubs  composed  of  military  men  exclusively  have 
therefore  during  the  year  been  required  to  pay  full  rates  for  mem- 
bership. It  was  believed  that  by  this  course  the  Association  would 
be  likely  to  procure  the  affiliation  of  military  organizations,  as  such, 
to  a  greater  extent.  The  following  military  organizations  affiliated 
dui;ing  the  year :  From  the  Seventh  Regiment — F,  I,  E,  B,  G  and 
K  Companies ;  A  Company,  Twenty-third  Regiment,  and  D  Com- 
pany of  the  Twelfth  Regiment. 

A  committee  has  been  appointed  to  take  into  consideration  a 
revision  of  the  By-Laws  in  respect  to  dues.  It  is  believed  that 
the  greatest  privileges,  consistent  with  the  proper  working  of  the 
Association,  should  be  extended  to  the  National  Guard  in  the  use 
of  the  Range. 

April  lad,  the  RangS  Committee,  by  Gen.  Shaler,  its  Chairman, 
submitted  a  report  concerning  the  location  and  construction  of 
buildings,  fences,  roadways,  footpaths,  &c.,  upon  the  Range. 

On  motion  of  Gen.  Rathbone,  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
approved  and  the  recommendations  contained  in  the  report  adopted 
by  the  Board  ;  and  the  committee  were  instructed  to  proceed  with 
the  improvements  therein  proposed  as  rapidly  as  the  funds  of  the 
Association  would  permit. 

The  substance  of  the  recommendation  was  as  follows :  "  That 
the  idea  of  furnishing  grounds  for  the  erection  of  cottages  for  the 
use  of  and  by  the  various  military  organizations  of  the  National 
Guard  who  choose  to  avail  themselves  of  the  privilege  may  be 
adopted  without  detriment  to  the  interests  of  the  Association, 
provided  the  same  is  granted  under  proper  restrictions  as  to  the 
character  of  structure,  ornamentation  of  grounds,  and  of  police 
regulations.  Col.  John  Mechan,  Engineer  First  Division  N.  G.  S. 
N.  Y.,  to  whom  the  committee  are  indebted  also  for  many  hours 
of  professional  services  otherwise  rendered,  kindly  furnished  a 
map  of  Creedmoor,  made  from  actual  surveys  and  accurately 
delineated,  upon  which  is  laid  out  the  improvements  proposed. 
This  map  is  now  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Association.  These 
improvements,  in  addition  to  the  work  performed  in  restoring  the 
epibankment  to  its  former  condition  and  preparing  the  butts  and 
targets  for  use,  consist  of — 

I.  The  erection  of  a  suitable  fence,  seven  feet  high,  around  the 
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:ire  grounds,  and  an  ornamental  entrance  or  gateway  at  the 
id  of  the  avenue  leading  from  the  railroad  depot  to  the  Range. 
[I.  The  erection  of  a  suitable  but  economical  structure  on  the 
;  marked  for  head-quarters  near  the  well,  which  will  furnish 
ing  rooms  for  superintendent,  office  for  clerks,  rooms  for  em- 
lyees  at  matches,  an  armory-room  for  the  safe  keeping  of  rifles 
i  ammunition,  and  a  restaurant  for  the  officers  and  members  of 
:  Association,  so  constructed  as  to  admit  of  extensions  without 
mging  its  architectural  character. 

[II,  The  laying  out  of  a  roadway  or  carriage-drive  along  the 
St  side  of  the  grounds  to  the  rear  of  the  embankment,  and  a 
th  for  pedestrians  from  the  grand  entrance  to  the  head-quarters 
ilding. 

[n  addition  to  this  it  is  proposed  to  lay  out  a  drive  around  the 
ad-quarters  building,  and  also  establish  a  road  or  pathway  in 
ir  of  the  thousand  yards  firing  points.     Along  the  roadway  will 

planted,  on  either  side,  a  row  of  quick-growing  silver-maple 
«s.  It  will  be  seen  that  this  plan  of  laying  out  the  grounds, 
lile  giving  the  Range  an  orderly  and  improved  appearance,  re- 
ns  the  advantage  it  possesses  as  a  camp  or  review  or  drill  ground. 

the  same  time  it  furnishes  most  desirable  plots  on  the  south  and 
:st  borders  for  the  erection  of  cottages  for  military  organizations. 
Should  this  privilege  be  accepted  to  any  extent,  the  effect,  when 
E  structures  are  completed  and  the  grounds  beautified  by  tlower- 
l  plants  and  trees,  cannot  but  be  picturesque  in  the  extreme. 
IV.  The  erection  of  a  low  picket  fence,  parallel  to  and  fifteen 
:t  west  of  the  line  of  fire  of  target  No.  i,  with  gate  entrances  be- 
nd each  firing  point ;  all  such  gate  entrances  in  front  of  the  point 
which  the  firing  is  taking  place  to  be  closed ;  such  fence  to 
(end  from  the  parapet  in  front  of  the  targets  to  the  seven  hun- 
ed  yards  firing  point,  near  the -front  of  head-quarters.  This  is 
garded  as  a  measure  of  safety,  and  recommended  under  a  convic- 
>n  that  the  popularity  of  the  Association  will  be  greatly  enhanced 
■the  adoption  of  any  measure  intended  to  guard  against  the 
issibility  of  accidents.

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On  the  5lh  of  May  the  following  resolutions  were  subnnitted  by 
Gen.  Shaler,  Chairman  of  the  Range  Committee,  and,  on  motion 
of  Gen.  McMahon,  unanimously  adopted  by  the  Board  : 

Resolved.  That  permission  be  given  to  National  Guard  organiza- 
tions and  Rifle  Clubs  in  affiliation  with  this  Association  to  erect 
buildings,  for  their  exclusive  use,  upon  the  Range  Grounds  at 
Creedmoor,  upon  the  following  conditions,  viz. : 

I.  The  design  and  character  of  the  buildings  shall  be  submitted 
to  and  receive  the  written  approval  of  the  Range  Committee,  aod 
said  committee  shall  determine  their  precise  locality. 

II.  Those  who  design  to  embellish  the  adjacent  grounds  shall 
first  submit  a  plan  of  such  embellishments  for  the  approval  of  the 
Range  Committee ;  but  such  grounds  shall  not  be  enclosed  by  a 
fence,  nor  shall  any  private  entrance  to  the  grounds  be  allowed. 

III.  The  policeing  of  the  grounds  and  the  care  of  the  plots  upon 
which  buildings  are  erected  shall  be  assumed  by  the  N.  R,  A., 
and  the  cost  shall  be  charged  to  the  organizations  occupying  them, 
in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  labor  performed,  and  shall  be  col- 
lected monthly. 

IV.  Each  organization  shall  erect  outbuildings  for  sinks,  or 
make  such  other  necessary  provisions  as  may  be  determined  on  by 
ihi;  Range  Committee, 

V.  No  spirituous  liquors  shall  be  brought  to,  kept  or  used  in 
the  buildings,  nor  upon  any  part  of  the  grounds,  nor  shall  any 
wine,  ale,  cider  or  other  beverage,  or  refreshment  of  any  kind 
whatever,  be  offered  for  sale  therein.  Nor  shall  the  buildings  or 
any  part  thereof  be  hired  out  or  leased  for  a  residence,  store,  or 
entertainment  of  any  kind  whatever.  But  such  buildings  shall  be 
used  exclusively  for  the  convenience  of  the  organization  and  its 
legitimate  purposes  as  connected  with  rifle-practice  upon  the  Range. 

VI.  The  building  shall  continue  the  property  of  the  organiza- 
tion erecting  the  same  so  long  as  such  organization  continues  its 
connection  with  the  National  Rifle  Association  and  it  is  regularly 
and  legitimately  used.  But  when  such  connection  is  severed,  or 
the  building  is  abandoned  for  one  year,  or  is  used  in  violation  of 
this  agreement,  the  building  and  all  its  appurtenances  shall  become 
the  property  of  the  National  Rifle  Association.  In  the  event  of 
the  Range  Grounds  being  sold,  or  the  Range  removed  to  another 
locality,  the  right  of  the  organization  to  sell  or  remove  the  building 
shall  not  be  questioned. 

VII.  The  National  Rifle  Association  shall  at  no  time  charge  a 
rental  or  levy  a  tax  of  any  kind  upon  any  club  or  militafy  organ- 
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tion  erecting  a  building  upon  their  grounds,  except  as  herein 
erred  to,  or  except  with  the  consent  of  such  club  or  organization. 
Resohtri,  That  the  President  and  Secretary  be  and  hereby  are 
thorized  and  empowered  to  execute  agreements,  in  the  name  of 
!  National  Rifle  Association,  to  such  National  Guard  organiza- 
ns  and  Rifle  Clubs  as  apply  for  the  privilege  of  erecting  build- 
^  upon  the  grounds  at  Creedmoor,  such  agreements  to  embrace 
;  foregoing  conditions. 

Resolved,  That  all  applications  for  the  assignment  of  plots  be 
|uired  to  be  made  in  writing,  and  referred  to  the  Range  Com- 
ttee ;  and  that  such  committee  shall  consider  and  determine 
;m  in  the  order  of  their  receipt,  and,  as  far  as  possible,  accord  to 
;  applicants  a  choice  of  plots  in  the  same  order ;  and  that  the 
d  committee  shall  certify  to  the  President  the  precise  location 
such  assignment. 

Chapter  268,  Laws  of  1874,  passed  April  ajth,  gave  to  the  Board 
;  following  additional  ex-ogicio  Directors,  namely  : 
Maj.  Gen.  Joseph  B.  Carr. 
Maj.  Gen.  James  W.  Husted. 
Brig.  Gen.  William  H.  Morris. 
Brig.  Gen.  Kilburk  Knox. 

The  Range  was  formally  opened  for  the  season,  by  a  series  of  five 
Ltches,  on  June  6th.  The  day  was  favorable,  and  the  attendance 
'ge.  It  was  manifest,  by  the  large  numbers  present  and  the  gen- 
ii interest  taken  in  the  matches,  that  during  the  winter  there  had 
en  a  great  development  in  the  general  interest  in  rifle-practice, 
le  excellent  shooting,  also,  demonstrated  that  the  aiming  drill  and 
ndle  practice,  which  had  been  carefully  followed  up  by  many  of 
:  regiments  of  the  National  Guard  during  the  winter,  had  largely 
ntributed  to  their  skill  as  marksmen.  It  was  apparent  that  those 
10  had  most  thoroughly  practiced  in  this  department  of  rifle 
ucation  succeeded  best  at  the  targets.  The  particulars  of 
t  competitions  engaged  in  at  this  meeting  appear  in  the  tables 
matches  submitted  herewith. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board,  held  on  the  second  day  of  June,  the 
esident  announced  the  death  of  Major  John  Powell,  Jr.,  an  ex- 
ember,  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  in  a  few  appropriate 
marks  alluded  to  his  sudden  death  and  his  efficient  labors  as 
le  of  the  original  promoters  of  the  National  Rifle  Association. 
The  following  resoliitions  in  reference  to  the  death  of  Major 
dwell  were  moved  by  Col.  Church,  seconded  by  Gen.  Sigel,  and 
used  unanimously : 
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Resohied,  That  the  Directors  of  the  National  Rifle  Association 
receive  with  profound  emotion  the  announcement  of  the  death 
of  their  friend  and  late  associate,  John  Powell,  Jr.,  to  whose  active 
interest  in  the  objects  of  the  Association  it  has  from  the  first 
been  so  largely  indebted.  An  honest  and  conscientious  gentleman, 
an  earnest  and  faithful  worker  in  whatever  enterprise  he  under- 
took, a  warm-hearted  and  true  friend,  he  has  endeared  himself 
to  all  who  knew  him  by  those  high  qualities,  the  recollection  and 
example  of  which  are  his  best  legacy  to  his  family  and  friends. 

Resolved,  That  we  extend  to  the  family  of  Major  Powell  our 
most  earnest  sympathy  in  their  bereavement  and  the  assurances 
of  a  high  regard  for  him  whose  death  is  our  loss  as  well  as 
theirs. 

During  the  summer  numerous  applications  were  received  from 
commandants  of  companies  for  the  privilege  of  encamping  oo 
the  Range  for  various  periods  of  time.  These  applications  were 
uniformly  granted.  Tents  were  furnished  by  the  Association  to 
some  extent,  but  for  the  most  part  companies  supplied  their  own 
camp  equipage.  These  temporary  encampments  were  a  very 
pleasing  feature  of  the  Range,  and  contributed  materially  toward 
the  attractions  of  Creedmoor  during  the  summer.  The  conduct  of 
the  troops  on  these  occasions  was  most  excellent  and  commendable. 
It  afforded  the  members  unusual  opportunities  for  practice,  of  which 
they  eagerly  availed  themselves,  with  good  results. 

The  Range  has  been  devoted  to  the  use  of  the  National  Guard 
at  least  two  days  in  each  week  during  the  season.  Pursuant  to 
orders  from  general  Head-quarters,  the  troops  of  the  First  and 
Second  Divisions  have  all  practiced  upon  the  Range.  The  troops 
so  practicing  consisted  of  twenty-two  Regiments  of  Infantry; 
Separate  Troop  of  Cavalry ;  Washington  Grey  Troop;  Third  Regi- 
ment Cavalry,  of  the  First  Division ;  and  Separate  Troop,  Fifth 
Brigade,  and  Separate  Troop,  Eleventh  Brigade,  attached  to  the 
Second  Division. 

There  have  been  six  competitions  for  the  Turf,  Field  and  Farm 
Challenge  Badge.  It  will  be  remembered  that  this  badge  was 
presented  to  the  Association  by  Messrs.  Bruce,  of  the  Turf,  Field 
and  Farm,  to  be  shot  for  monthly,  at  two  hundred  yards,  standing, 
with  any  rifle  within  the  rules  of  the  Association,  to  become  the 
property  of  the  person  who  should  win  it  three  times. 

There  were  four  competitions  for  this  badge  in  1873,  which 
resulted  in  no  person  winning  the  prize  more  than  once. 

The  competitions  for  1874  resulted  as  follows,  viz: 
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For  Competition  Fifth,  on  June  6th,  there  were  sixly-one  en- 
ies.  The  badge  was  won  by  Col.  George  W.  Wingate,  using  a 
pringheld  military  rifle;  score,  16. 

For  Competition  Sixth,  June  27th,  there  were  forty-two  entries, 
le  winner  being  E.  H.  Madison;  weapon,  Ballard  Sporting; 
:ore,  18. 

For  Competition  Seventh,  July  asth,  there  were  forty  entries, 
le  winner  being  J,  T.  B.  Collins;  weapon,  Remington  Sporting; 
ore,  16. 

For  Competition  Eighth,  August  zad,  there  were  forty  entries, 
le  winner  being  E.  H.  Madison;  weapon,  Ballard  Sporting; 
:ore,  17. 

For  Competition  Ninth,  October  31st,  there  were  forty-one  en- 
ies;  the  winner  was  J.J.O'Kelly;  weapon,  Ward-Burton;  score,  r6. 

For  Competition  Tenth,  November  28th,  there  were  thirty-nine 
itries;  the  winner  was  J.  J.  O'Kelly;  weapon,  Ward-Burton; 
ore,  16, 

It  will  be  observed  that  this  badge  has  now  been  won  twice  by 
ich  of  the  following  named  gentlemen :  Col.  Geo.  W.  Wingate, 

T.  B.  Collins,  E.  H.  Madison,  and  J.  J.  O'Kelly. 

The  Remington  Diamond  Badge,  presented  by  E.  Remington  & 
ms,  and  the  Whitworth  Rifle,  presented  by  Mr,  Thos.  C.  Clark, 

Philadelphia,  as  a  second  prize  in  the  Remington  Diamond 
idge  Match,  have  been  shot  for  on  six  occasions,  with  the  follow- 
g  result: 
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There  was  but  one  competition  for  this  badge  and  rifle  in  1873, 
he  total  number  of  competitions  held  is,  therefore,  seven.  The 
iamond  Badge  has  been  won  but  twice  by  any  one  person,  while 


the  Whitworth  Rifle  has  been  won  but  a  single  time  by  any  one 
competitor. 

These  matches  have  afforded,  from  time  to  time  during  the  sea- 
son, very  pleasant  amusement  and  excellent  practice  for  the 
members  of  the  Association. 

By  a  comparison  of  the  scores  of  1873  and  1874  it  will  be  seen 
that  the  shooting  in  the  standing  match  at  200  yards  possessed 
about  the  same  merit  in  each  year,  the  winning  scores  averaging 
about  the  same.  A  larger  number  of  competitors,  however,  have 
succeeded  in  making  good  scores,  so  that  the  average  shooting  of 
1874  may  be  considered  as  having  been  somewhat  better. 

An  examination,  however,  of  the  scores  in  the  Remington  Match 
shows  a  great  improvement  in  the  skill  of  the  marksmen  at  long 
range.  The  entries  for  this  match  have  been  quite  numerous  and 
much  of  the  shooting  has  been  excellent,  the  scores  comparing 
favorably  with  those  made  at  long  range  by  the  best  shots  in 
Canat'a  and  Europe. 

The  most  important  event  of  the  year  was  the  International 
Match  between  the  representative  riflemen  of  Ireland  and  America. 

It  is  with  great  pride  and  satisfaction  that  we  are  able,  in  onr 
third  annual  report,  to  record  the  occurrence  of  a  match  of  so 
much  importance. 

A  challenge  to  American  riflemen,  from  the  Irish  Rifle  Associa- 
tion, of  Dublin,  first  appeared  in  the  columns  of  the  New  York 
Herald.  Not  being  addressed  to  the  National  Rifle  Association 
(for  the  reason,  as  we  subsequently  learned,  that  our  organization 
was  unknown  in  Dublin),  the  Board  did  not  think  it  proper  to  take 
any  action  thereon.  The  Amateur  Rifle  Club,  of  this  city,  how- 
ever, which  had  affiliated  with  this  Association,  accepted  the  chal~ 
lenge  on  behalf  of  American  riflemen,  and  carried  out  the  details 
of  preparing  for  the  match  with  energy  and  ability.  Early  in 
the  Spring,  at  the  request  of  the  Amateur  Rifle  Club,  the  Board 
accorded  to  them  the  use  of  the  Range  for  the  purpose  of  the 
proposed  International  Rifle  Match,  and  also  promised  to  afford 
to  marksmen  desiring  to  compete  every  facility  for  long  range 
practice  during  the  Summer. 

In  the  year  1873  there  were  but  few  days  when  a  long  range 
target  could  be  seen  upon  the  Range.  Many  of  the  members  of 
the  Association  who  frequently  visited  Creedmoor  never  saw  a 
long  range  target  until  the  Spring  of  1874.  In  the  early  Spring 
of  1874,  however,  on  Wednesdays  and  Saturdays,  an  earnest  body 
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r  men  could  be  seen  eagerly  practicing  at  the  long  ranges,  but 
ith  quite  indifferent  results. 

The  Amateur  Club  determined  upon  having  a  series  of  six  com- 
etitions  :  fifteen  shots  at  eight  hundred  yards,  fifteen  shots  at  nine 
undred,  and  twenty  shots  at  one  thousand  yards,  at  each  com- 
etition,  and  the  twelve  competitors  making  the  highest  aggregate 
xire  in  any  four  of  these  competitions  were  to  constitute  the 
reive  from  whom  the  team  to  compete  with  the  Irish  Riflemen 
■as  to  be  chosen.  These  competitions  furnished  some  exciting 
ays  upon  the  Range,  and  resulted  in  greatly  improving  in  marks- 
lanship  those  taking  part  in  them. 

The  Irish  team  arrived  at  New  York  on  the  isth  day  of  Scp- 
;mber,  and  took  up  their  quarters  at  the  Windsor  Hotel.  They 
ere  accompanied  by  a  number  of  distinguished  citizens  of  Ire- 
ind,  including  the  Lord  Mayor  and  Lady  Mayoress  of  Dublin, 
Jderman  Manning  and  daughter,  Lord  and  Lady  Massaiene,  and 
lany  other  distinguished  persons,  numbering  in  all  twenty-six. 
'hey  were  kindly  and  hospitably  received  by  the  Amateur  Rifle 
:iub,  and  by  their  efforts  the  visit  of  the  foreigners  was  made 
lost  agreeable  and  satisfactory. 

Col.  Wingate  was  chosen  Captain  of  the  American  team, 
hile  the  Irish  team  was  commanded  by  Maj.  Arthur  Blenner- 
asset  Leech,  a  veteran  rifleman  and  a  gentleman  of  rare  parts  and 
ttainments. 

The  z6th  day  of  September  had  been  agreed  upon  as  the  day 
or  the  match,  and  it  was  arranged  that  the  two  teams  should  prac- 
ice  together  upon  the  aid  and  Z4th  days  of  September.  Several 
if  the  Irish  team,  however,  were  upon  the  Range  on  the  Saturday 
irevious  and  participated  with  the  members  of  the  Association  in 
he  Remington  Diamond  Badge  Match.  The  practice  on  the  izd, 
hough  somewhat  informal,  gave  to  the  Americans  considerable 
ncouragement,  though  they  came  away  from  Creedmoor  with  the 
eeling  that  the  Irish  team  were  more  than  their  equals  at  the  r,eoo 
'ards  range. 

By  Thursday,  the  24th  day  of  September,  the  two  sets  of  rifle- 
nen  had  been  thrown  together  so  intimately  that  they  had  become 
amiliarly  acquainted.  On  the  24th,  therefore,  it  was  determined 
hat  the  practice  should  be  formal.  It  was  in  fact  a  rehearsal  of 
he  International  Match,  which  occurred  on  the  36th,  and  only 
iiflfered  from  it  in  the  fact  that  the  reserves  as  well  as  the  teams 
<rere  engaged,  and,  also,  in  the  circumstance  that  but  a  few  hun- 
Ired,  instead  of  several  thousand,  spectators  were  on  the  ground. 
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Both  teams  set  down  to  steady,  serious  work  on  this  day,  and  it 
was  regarded  as  a  fair  test  of  what  each  could  do. 

The  results  of  that  day  were  favorable  to  the  Americans,  and  for 
the  first  time  since  the  challenge  was  accepted  they  began  to  be- 
lieve that  they  might  defeat  the  celebrated  Irish  team.  It  was,  how- 
ever, generally  conceded  that  the  match  would  be  a  close  one.  The 
results  of  this  day's  practice  determined  Major  Leech,  in  the  exer- 
cise of  his  discretion,  to  place  only  his  six  best  men  in  the  field. 
Accordingly  the  great  International  Match,  on  September  26th, 
was  contested  by  the  following  gentlemen  on  behalf  of  the  Irish, 
viz.:  ^ 

John  Rigby,  J.  K.  Milner,  Edmund  Johnson, 

J.  B.  Hamilton,  James  Wilson,  Philip  Walker. 

The  Americans  were  represented  by 

Henry  Fulton,  G.  W.  Yale,  John  Bodine, 

H.  A.  Gildersleeve,   L.  L.  Hepburn,        Thos.  S.  Dakin, 

all  members  of  the  Amateur  Rifle  Club. 

The  day  was  favorable  for  good  shooting;  light  excellent, 
scarcely  a  breeze  blowing. 

The  trains  from  early  morning  came  loaded  with  eager  specta- 
tors, and  when  the  match  began,  soon  after  eleven  o'clock, 
thousands  were  upon  the  ground,  including  large  numbers  of 
ladies.  It  is  estimated  that  at  least  six  thousand  persons  were 
present. 

The  Americans  took  the  lead  from  the  very  start  and  the  Irish 
team  was  never  once  ahead.  After  the  competition  at  eight  hun- 
dred yards,  the  Americans  showed  a  score  of  three  hundred  and 
twenty-six  points,  and  the  Irish  one  of  three  hundred  and  seven- 
teen points,  which  showed  a  lead  of  nine  points  in  favor  of  the 
Americans. 

After  an  intermission  for  refreshments,  firing  was  resumed  at 
nine  hundred  yards,  and  when  the  firing  closed  at  this  range  it 
showed  a  gain  in  the  aggregate  of  two  points  in  favor  of  the  Irish 
team,  leaving,  however,  the  American  team  seven  points  ahead. 
The  crowd  was  slowly  moved  back  to  the  one  thousand  yards  firing 
point,  and  the  contest  was  resumed.  The  spectators  were  most 
orderly  and  civil  in  their  conduct,  and  the  interest  manifested  by 
them  in  the  match  was  most  intense.  The  competition  proceeded 
at  this  range  with  great  determination  and  earnestness  and  with  a 
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■ed. 

It  so  happened  that  the  Americans  had  a  few  shots  to  fire  after 
e  Irishmen  had  finished  their  scoie.  When  the  Americans  had 
ily  one  shot  remaining  the  Irish  team  were  one  point  ahead  in 
e  aggregate.  This  important  shot,  which  was  to  determine  the 
suit  of  the  great  International  Match,  remained  to  be  fired  by 
d1.  John  Bodine.  It  had  been  arranged  that  he  should  Are  the 
St  shot  on  behalf  of  the  Americans,  believing  that  it  could  not  be 
[trusted  to  more  reliable  hands.  With  what  wisdom  this  arrange- 
cnt  had  been  made  and  how  well  Col.  Bodine  acquitted  himself 
IS  seen  when  the  white  disc  indicated  a  bull's-eye  as  the  last  shot 
r  the  Americans.  Too  much  praise  cannot'  be  accorded  to  Col. 
>dine  for  the  wonderful  nerve  displayed  by  him  in  accomplishing 
is  feat.  The  match,  therefore,  resulted  in  nine  hundred  and 
irty-four  points  for  the  Americans  to  nine  hundred  and  thirty- 
le  for  the  Irish ;  and  amid  loud  cheers  and  great  excitement  the 
mericans  were  declared  the  winners. 
The  scores  made  in  the  International  Match  are  appended. 
It  is  due  to  the  Irishmen  to  state  that  the  scores  made  by  them 
this  match  excelled  any  of  their  efforts  for  the  Elcho  Shield  at 
e  Wimbledon  Range,  and  were  the  l>est  scores  ever  made  by  them 
a  public  match. 

It  is  due  to  Henry  Fulton  to  state  that  the  remarkable  score  of 
le  hundred  and  seventy-one  points  made  by  him  is  the  largest 
'er  recorded  in  a  public  match. 

Thus  Creedmoor  in  the  second  year  of  its  practical  working  has 
xn  the  scene  of  the  best  shooting  ever  recorded  in  long  range 
atches. 

Major  Leech  was  elected  an  honorary  member  of  the  Board  at 
>  meeting  on  the  fith  day  of  October,  1874.  At  an  adjourned 
eeting  in  November,  Major  Leech  was  present  and  was  pre- 
nted,  by  the  Board  in  behalf  of  the  Association,  with  an  appro- 
bate gold  badge  as  a  memorial  of  his  distinguished  services  in 
AUgurating  and  successfully  carrying  out  the  first  International 
ifle  Match ;  and  also  as  a  slight  token  of  the  high  esteem  in  which 
:  js  held  by  his  many  new  friends  in  America. 
An  escort  down  the  bay,  on  the  occasion  of  the  departure  of 
le  Irish  team,  and  the  sad  leave-taking  there,  were  the  last  scenes 
I  the  delightful  intercourse  which  the  International  Match 
Sbrded. 
The  refreshment  booths  were  completed  on  or  about  the  tst 
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day  of  September,  aitd  rented  for  the  balance  of  the  season  for 

The  fence  round  the  Range  was  completed  about  the  loth  day 
of  September,  and  cost  the  Association  {3,036. 88.  On  and  after 
Spetcmber  loth,  an  admission  fee  of  twenty-five  cents  was  charged 
to  non-members  of  the  Association,  and  fifty  cents  on  days  of 
matches.  Early  in  the  season  a  rule  was  announced  requiring 
members  when  practicing  to  employ  markers  furnished  by  the  As- 
sociation at  a  cost  of  fifty  cents  per  hour,  each.  In  order  to  sup- 
ply markers  upon  demand,  several  men  were  emjdoyed  by  the  month 
and  when  not  engaged  as  markers  they  were  employed  in  making 
improvements  upon  the  Range,  such  as  grading,  removing  stumps, 
etc.  By  this  labor  the  Range  this  season  has  been  greatly  im- 
proved. 

Much  more  might  be  said  in  reviewing  the  history  of  the  Asso- 
ciation for  the  year  1874,  but  it  is  believed  the  foregoing  presents 
the  main  features  of  interest.

Coi.  Geo.  W.  Wingate,  on  behalf  of  the  Range  Committee,  pre- 
ented  the  following  report : 

New  York,  January,  1875. 
"V  the  National  Rifle  Association  : 

The  Range  Committee  would  respectfully  report  as  follows : 

The  beginning  of  1874  found  the  Range  in  quite  a  bad  condition. 
LS  detailed  in  the  last  annual  report,  the  heavy  winter  rains  had 
iflicted  serious  injuries  upon  both  embankment  and  butts  which 
equired  immediate  and  expensive  repairs  to  fit  them  for  use.  As 
oon  as  the  weather  would  pennit  an  endeavor  was  made  to  remedy 
be  injury.  The  butts  were  cleaned  out,  and  earth  which  had  been 
rashed  down  from  the  embankment  replaced  and  sustained  by 
roper  revetments  of  plank  and  stakes,  and  almost  the  whole 
outhem  and  part  of  tlie  northern  face  of  the  embankment  re- 
added,  the  whole  being  done  in  time  to  allow  the  Range  to  be 
sed  almost  as  soon  as  the  weather  permitted.  The  cost  of  this 
rork  amounted  to  about  t>i00o,  but  it  is  thought  that  it  has 
esulted  in  making  the  embankment  sufficiently  strong  to  with- 
tand  any  weather. 

The  continued  practice  of  the  regimental  teams  during  the  sum- 
oer  cut  into  the  bank  on  each  side  of  the  different  targets  at  vari- 
lus  times  to  the  depth  of  over  a  foot,  requiring  constant  although 
lOt  extensive  repairs. 

The  butts  themselves  are  in  good  order  and  have  required  but 
ittle  repairs,  since  the  sleepers  under  the  targets  were  replaced 
ind  faced  with  iron. 

At  several  of  the  tai^ets  the  windows  have  been  widened  so  as 
0  enable  them  to  be  used  with  the  First  Class  targets  required  at 
ong  range.  Their  number  will  require,  however,  to  be  still 
iirther  increased,  the  Bennett  Match  having  shown  that  the  pres- 
ent number  is  insufficient. 

With  the  heavy  charges  in  use  it  is  found  that  the  "  splash  " 
torn  the  bullets  striking  the  target  is  thrown  upon  these  windows 
rith  such  force  as  to  very  freqiiently  crack  and  finally  break  the 
lalf-inch  glass  used  in  them.  Some  dozen  or  more  panes  have 
wen  broken  from  this  cause  during  the  past  season,  involving  a 
■onsiderable  expense,  as  glass  of  this  thickness  is  quite  costly. 

The  targets  have  worked  very  well.  One  of  them  used  at  short 
ruige  has  had  a  piece  hammered  out  of  it  by  the  heavy  concus- 
sions to  which  it  was  subjected.     Some  of  the  others  have  been 
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hammered  a  little  out  of  shape  by  a  similar  cause,  but  none  have 
been  rendered  unfit  for  service. 

The  Committee  can  see  no  advantage  in  making  any  change  in 
the  system  of  scoring,  either  in  favor  of  that  adopted  in  Wimble- 
don, or  in  favor  of  the  many  ingenious  but  more  or  less  compli- 
cated plans  submitted  to  them,  considering  it  doubtful  whether 
they  present  any  practical  improvement  over  the  method  now  in 
use.  In  addition  they  will  all  require  a  very  large  expense,  which 
the  Association  is  not  prepared  to  assume,  besides  involving  seri- 
ous injury  to  the  career  of  rifle-practice,  by  tending  to  break  up 
the  uniform  method  of  scoring,  which  through  the  exertions  of  the 
National  Rifle  Association  is  rapidly  being  adopted  throughout 
the  United  States,  and  thereby  prevent  a  comparison  of  the  scores 
made  in  the  different  matches  throughout  the  country. 

The  present  method  of  scoring  is  found  to  be  satisfactory,  the 
best  shots  making  the  fewest  complaints.  A  large  amount  of 
labor  has  been  expended  upon  the  Range  itself  during  the  year. 
The  projecting  stumps  which  marred  the  appearance  of  the 
ground  have  been  pulled ;  several  of  the  trees  in  rear  of  the 
500  yards  firing  point,  which  obstructed  the  lines  of  fire  at  long 
range  have  been  removed,  and  the  Range  frequently  mown.  The 
grounds  have  also  been  leveled  in  several  points,  and  sown  with 
grass  seed. 

The  most  important  improvement  of  the  year  has  been  the  en- 
closing of  the  entire  Range  with  a  fence  six  and  a-half  feet  high, 
at  a  cost  of  34  cents  per  running  foot ;  the  total  expense  being 
$3,036  88.  This  for  the  first  time  has  placed  the  Range  under 
control,  and  enabled  the  Association  to  enforce  its  rules  and  keep 
ofl"  intruders,  and  will  ultimately  add  greatly  to  its  revenue.  The 
well  has  been  completed,  its  depth  being  65  feet,  and  three  shelters 
or  refreshment  booths,  besides  a  small  gate  house,  have  been 
erected. 

The  grounds  have  been  surveyed  and  mapped,  and  an  avenue 
laid  out  through  the  Range,  and  175  trees  planted  bordering  upon 
it,  all  of  which  are  doing  well. 

The  work  done  during  the  year  has  greatly  added  to  the  appear- 
ance of  the  Range,  and  the  Committee  feel  that  the  Association 
may  congratulate  themselves  upon  its  fine  condition.  It  has  re- 
ceived deserved  encomiums  from  all  its  visitors,  and  has  been  pro- 
nounced.by  those  best  qualified  by  experience  to  judge.the  best  Rifle 
Range  of  its  size  in  existence.  The  large  number  of  persons  using 
the  Range,  and  the  fact  of  all  the  twenty  targets  being  situated 
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pon  the  same  line,  made  it  necessary  at  the  opening  of  the  season 
1  select  some  system  which  would  afford  all  an  equal  opportunity 
f  practicing  at  whatever  range  they  might  desire,  while  placing  the 
ring  points  sufficiently  distant  from  each  other  to  secure  safety. 

Arrangements  were  also  required  to  be  made  to  accommodate 
[ic  different  organizations  of  the  First  and  Second  Divisions  of 
lie  National  Guard,  who  had  been  ordered  to  use  the  Range  by 
be  Commander-in-Chief.  ' 

After  a  good  deal  of  thought  and  consultation,  the  following 
Ian  was  decided  upon  by  the  Committee  and  has  been  followed 
luring  the  past  season  : 

Mondays  and  Thursdays  were  assigned  to  the  National  Guard, 
fho  used  targets  Nos,  i  to  15  at  100  yards  in  the  forenoon,  and  500 
n  the  afternoon,  and  the  other  targets  were  assigned  to  the  members 
if  the  National  Rifle  Association,  who  were,  however,  required  to 
iractice  at  the  distances  used  by  the  troops. 

When  the  Range  was  not  used  by  the  National  Guard  one  part 
if  the  day  was  devoted  to  200  and  500  yards  practice,  and  the  re- 
oainder  to  practice  at  500  yards  and  the  longer  ranges. 

On  Mondays,  Wednesdays,  Thursdays  and  Saturdays,  the  prac- 
ice  was  at  200  and  50a  yards  in  the  morning,  and  500,  600,  800 
»oo  and  1,000  yards  in  the  afternoon. 

On  Tuesdays  and  Fridays  this  was  reversed,  the  long  range 
iring  taldng  place  in  the  morning,  and  the  shorter  ranges  in  the 
ifternoon.  When  the  short  range  targets  were  being  used,  firing 
<!3S  only  allowed  at  Nos.  13  and  16  of  the  second  class.  When 
he  long  range  targets  were  in  use,  the  firing  was  restricted  to  Nos. 
>  to  9,  at  500  and  600  yards, 

The  hours  and  distances  when  each  target  could  be  used  were 
ipecified,  so  that  each  member  visiting  the  Range  was  enabled  to 
enow  exactly  where  and  when  he  could  shoot  on  any  day — the 
nterval  left  between  each  firing  point  being  in  all  cases  over  200 
i'eet,  firing  being  limited  to  but  two  distances  at  the  same  time. 

The  Committee  are  glad  to  be  able  to  state  that  these  regulations 
liave  accomplished  their  object,  no  accident  having  occurred. 

During  the  year  the  Range  has  been  used  by  a  large  number  of 
persons,  so  that  it  has  been  no  unfrequent  occurrence  to  have 
fvery  target  upon  it  in  use  at  the  same  time. 

The  Committee  have  throughout  the  shooting  season  employed 
markers,  who  could  be  engaged  by  the  members  at  50  cents  per 
hour,  and,  when  required,  in  advance.  The  receipts  for  markers' 
MTvices  would  have  been  about  equal  to  the  amount  paid  them, 
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owe  for  markers'  services. 

Application  has  frequently  been  made  by  the  members  to  secure 
targets  in  advance.  This,  however,  was  found  to  lead  to  so  many 
evils  that  the  Committee  were  compelled  to  decline  to  allow  any 
targets  to  be  secured,  except  by  members  when  actually  upon  the 
ground,  unless  in  a  case  of  a  military  organization.  The  regula- 
tions in  regard  to  markers  and  targets  did  not,  at  first,  work  satis- 
factorily, but  since  a  change  was  made  in  the  Superintendent  do 
fault  has  been  found. 

The  Range  is  substantially  complete.  A  building  for  head- 
quarters during  matches,  and  for  the  occupation  of  the  Range- 
keeper,  is  much  needed,  and  should  be  erected  as  soon  as  the 
finances  of  the  Association  will  permit.  The  building  of  a  bam 
has  been  authorized  by  the  Association  and  will  be  commenced 
very  shortly. 

The  matter  of  raising  the  height  of  the  embankment  is  one 
which  cannot  be  delayed  much  longer,  and  presents  a  serious 
question.  The  rains  of  December,  1873,  which  injured  the  em- 
bankment, also  caused  it  to  settle  and  spread,  so  that  it  probably 
does  not  now  average  more  than  ai  feet  in  height.  To  secure 
safety  and  prevent  bullets  from  flying  over,  this  should  be  increased 
at  least  10  feet. 

The  only  practical  means  of  obtaining  this  additional  height, 
is  by  building  some  sort  of  a  bullet-proof  fence  along  the  top,  to 
do  which  will  be  a  difficult  and  expensive  work. 

It  will  be  necessary,  however,  to  secure  safety  to  the  passers-by 
on  the  road  which  lies  in  the  rear  of  the  embankment. 

Much  of  the  danger  can  also  be  removed  by  proper  regulations 
in  regard  to  the  firing  of  the  troops,  the  majority  of  the  firing  of 
which,  complaint  is  made,  together  with  the  only  accidents  which 
have  happened  upon  the  Range,  have  arisen  from  the  firing  of  un- 
skilled members  of  the  National  Guard.  Experience  has  shown 
that  it  is  a  waste  of  time  for  those  who  are  without  any  previous 
practice,  to  fire  at  such  long  ranges  as  joo  and  500  yards.  They 
only  result  in  missing  the  target,  while  the  same  men,  if  firing  at 
half  those  distances,  would  see  their  errors  and  learn  to  avoid 
them. 

The  Committee  therefore  hope  that  during  the  present  year  the 
National  Guard  practice  will  be  restricted  to  shorter  distances,  ex- 
cept in  case  of  those  showing  themselves  proficient  as  marksmen. 
Also,  that  more  care  will  be  taken  than  heretofore  to  prevent  firing 
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t  a  target  by  any  member  of  a  squad,  while  a  previous  shot  is 
leing  marked,  a  cause  from  which  several  injuries,  happily  of  a 
linor  character,  have  occurred.  While  the  practice  upon  the 
Lange  since  its  establishment  has  been  steadily  increasing,  the 
'ommittee  are  gratified  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  skill  displayed 
i  also  constantly  improving. 
To  make  the  Range,  however,  of  the  utmost  value  to  the 
Jationat  Guard,  the  members  of  thai  organization  should  be 
Itowed  to  use  it  when  in  uniform  without  charge,  and  the  com- 
littee  are  in  hopes  that  some  plan  of  that  description  will  be 
arried  out  during  the  present  year.  All  of  which  is  respectfully 
ubmitted.

RULES 

OF  THE  NATIONAL  RIFLE  ASSOCIATION,  GOVERNING 
THE  PRACTICE  OF  MEMBERS  AND  MILITARY 
SQUADS  UPON  THE  RANGE  AT  CREEDMOOR,  1874. 

The  Range  at  Creedmoor  is  now  open  for  practice,  daily  (Sun- 
days excepted),  under  the  following  regulations : 

I.  The  Range  can  only  be  used  by  members  of  the  Association 
(except  when  otherwise  directed),  and  all  members  are  required 
to  wear  their  tickets  or  badges  when  practicing.  There  shall  be  no 
firing  on  the  Range  before  6  A.  M.,  or  after  7  P.  M, 

II.  To  avoid  accident,  and  insure  the  enforcement  of  the  pre- 
scribed rules,  each  member  visiting  the  Range  for  practice  is 
required  to  report  to  the  Superintendent,  at  the  office,  upon  arrival 
at  the  grounds,  and  shoot  at  such  target  as  the  latter  shall  specif)'. 

III.  No  persons  will  be  allowed  to  act  as  markers,  except  those 
employed  by  the  Superintendent,  and  members  of  the  Association 
who  choose  to  mark  for  other  members.  And  no  person  shall  join 
the  Association  for  the  purpose  of  serving  as  a  marker. 

IV.  Markers  may  be  engaged  for  stipulated  hours  and  days  at 
the  office  of  the  Association,  93  Nassau  street,  not  less  than  twen- 
ty-four hours,  nor  more  than  a  week  in  advance,  or  at  the  Superin- 
tendent's office,  on  the  Range,  on  or  previous  to  the  day  of  prac- 
tice, by  paying  the  charge  therefor  at  the  rate  of  fifty  cents  per 
hour.  Military  organizations  will  be  charged  three  dollars  per  day 
for  each  marker  engaged.  Members  neglecting  to  engage  markers 
until  visiting  the  Range,  incur  a  risk  of  being  obliged  to  do  their 
own  marking.  The  price  for  the  marker,  and  for  afnmunition 
and  rifles  (if  required),  must  be  paid  for  on  making  the  applica- 
tion. Rifles  will  be  furnished  at  twenty-five  cents  per  day,  or  any 
part  thereof,  and  ammunition  at  the  usual  retail  price. 

V.  Application  for  targets  will  be  made  upon  the  Range  by 
filling  up  the  prescribed  blank.     The  Superintendent  shall  make 
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:ch  assignments  of  the  t&rgets  as  in  his  judgment  shall  best 
:commodate  the  greatest  number  of  members.  He  will  not 
sign  new  comers  to  targets  already  engaged,  without  the  consent 
the  first  comers,  unless  compelled  to  do  so  by  want  of  target 
commodation  or  markers,  in  which  case  the  last  comers  must 
ly  their  proportion  of  the  marker's  wages  to  those  originally  pay- 

VI.  When  a  marker  is  sent  to  the  butts,  the  number  of  the  tar- 
rt  and  the  hours  he  is  to  serve  will  be  given  him  in  writing.  At 
.e  expiration  of  the  time,  allowing  five  minutes  for  differences  in 
atches,  he  will  display  the  Red  Flag  in  front  of  his  target,  and  at 
ice  report  to  the  Superintendent  for  further  orders. 

VII.  No  person  except  a.  marker  will  be  allowed  in  the  bntts 
jring  the  firing,  without  authority  from  the  Superintendent,  nor 
ill  any  person  be  allowed  to  walk  upon  the  parapet  or  the 
nbankment.  To  take  up  and  down  the  embankment  streamers, 
nployees  will  ascend  and  descend  at  the  west  end. 

VIII.  Markers  will  receive  orders  and  instructions  from  no  one 
jt  the  Superintendent  of  the  Range,  Any  member  of  the  Asso- 
ation  desiring  to  communicate  with  a  marker,  except  by  the 
itablished  signals,  must  do  so  through  the  Superintendent. 

IX.  Practice  will  be  confined,  so  far  as  possible,  to  but  one  dis- 
ince,  and  never  be  allowed  at  more  than  two  distances  at  the 
ime  time.  When  the  third  class  targets  are  in  use,  firing  will 
ily  be  allowed  at  Nos.  13  to  16  of  the  second  class,  and  when 
le  first  class  are  in  use,  at  Nos.  6  to  9  of  the  second  class.  First 
ass  targets  are  those  used  at  700,  800,  900  and  1000  yards; 
■cond  class  are  those  used  at  400,  500  and  600  yards ;  and  the 
lird  class  are  those  used  at  100,  aoo  and  300  yards.  The  tar- 
ets  will  habitually  be  erected  as  follows :  Third  class,  Nos.  1  to 
;  second  class,  Nos.  6  to  16;  first  class,  Nos.  17  to  ao. 

X.  On  Mondays  and  Thursdays,  those  being  the  days  selected 
)r  the  use  of  the  Range  by  the  organizations  of  the  rst  and  2d 
•ivisions,  N.  G.,  S.  N.  Y.,  the  practice  will  be  confined  rigidly  to 
ut  one  distance  at  the  same  time.  Members  practicing  on  those 
ays  will  conform  to  the  hours  and  distances  used  t^  the  troops, 

hich  will  be  habitually  at  zoo  yards  in  the  forenoon,  and  500 
ards  in  the  aftyiioon.     Targets  i  to  15,  or  as  many  within  that 


number  as  may  be  required,  will  be  used  by  the  troops.    AH 
others  not  used  by  them  will  be  at  the  service  of  the  members  of 
the  Association.    When  the  Range  is  not  used  by  troops  on  those 
days,  the  practice  will  be  as  follows :

The  Superintendent  is  authorized  to  permit  practice  before 
le  o'clock  in  the  tnoming,  at  any  distance  prescribed  for  the 
iss  of  targets  to  be  used  at  that  hour,  and  after  six  o'clock  in  the 
emoon,  at  any  distance  prescribed  for  the  class  of  targets  in 
e  at  that  hour. 

XVI.  The  rules  herein  prescribing  the  hours  of  practice  will  be 
spended  during  the  hours  devoted  to  any  regular  or  special 
Itch  of  the  Association,  or  of  any  affiliating  Association  or  Club 
ving  pennission  to  use  the  Range  for  such  a  purpose,  so  far  as 
t  to  interfere  with  the  progress  of  the  match.  Notices  of  all 
ch  matches  will  be  posted  on  the  Bulletin  Board  at  least  ten 
ys  in  advance. 

XVII.  The  Superintendent  will,  on  the  morning  of  each  day, 
st  upon  the  Bulletin  Board  the  programme  of  that  day  and  of 
e  day  following. 

XVIII.  The  Superintendent  will  have  general  supervision  of  the 
ing,  and  be  responsible  for  its  being  managed  with  order  and 
'ety.  In  case  of  any  violation  of  the  Association's  rules,  or  any 
nduct  tending  to  injure  the  property  of  the  Association,  cause 
y  accident,  or  create  any  disturbance,  he  will  at  once  require 
;  offender  to  desist  from  firing,  and  if  necessary  to  quit  the 
inge,  and  will  report  in  writing  all  such  offenders  to  the  Execu- 
e  Committee. 

XIX.  No  hair-triggers  will  be  allowed  on  the  Range.  No 
;inber  shall  cap  a  muzzle-loader,  or  load  a  breech-loader, 
cepl  at  the  firing  point,  and  when  about  to  fire. 

XX.  No  fees  or  compensation  will  be  paid  to  any  marker  or 
tier  employee  of  this  Association.  > 

XXI.  In  case  implements  or  tools  are  lost,  destroyed  or  darn- 
ed, while  in  use  by  a  member  or  a  military  organization,  the 
lue  thereof  will  be  charged  to  such  member  or  organization,  and 
[>orted  in  writing  at  once  by  the  Superintendent  to  the  Secre- 
,  at  his  office. 

XXII.  The  National  Standard  will  be  displayed  from  the  main 
ig-5taff  from  sunrise  until  sunset  on  all  National  and  State  Holi- 
lys,  and  days  of  matches.     Also,  when  the  Range  is  in  use  by 
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organizations  of  the  National  Guard,  and  when  visited  by  high 
civic  or  military  officials. 

The  Rtd  Flag  will  be  displayed  from  the  flag-staff  at  Superin- 
tendent's ofRce  at  all  hours  of  practice,  and  during  matches,  and 
only  at  such  times. 

The  Embankment  Streamers  will  be  displayed  during  all  matches, 
and  all  hours  of  practice. 

XXIII.  The  attention  of  those  using  the  Range  is  called  to  the 
following  provisions  of  Chapter  699,  Laws  1872  (vol.  t,  p.  1657), 
"  for  the  purpose  of  preserving  the  property  of  the  State  and  of 
the  National  Rifle  Association  upon  such  Range,  and  of  prevent- 
ing accidents,  the  persons  employed  thereon  by  said  Kille 
Association,  are  hereby  vested  with  the  powers  of  constables  when 
in  the  perfonnance  of  their  duties,  and  wearing  such  badge  of 
oflice  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  such  Association,  and  alt  persons 
trespassing  upon  suck  Range,  or  injuring  any  of  the  targets,  or  ether 
property  sitttate  thereon,  or  wiUfully  violating  any  of  the  regulations 
established  to  secure  safety  thereon,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor."

A  Gold  and  Silver  mounted  Revolver,  presented  by  T.  B.  Fish

In  presenting  its  report  to  your  last  meeting,  your  Committee 
confidently  expressed  the  hope  that  it  would  be  able  to  offer  for 
the  annual  competition  of  1874  a  programme  of  prizes  largely 
increased  in  value  and  variety,  through  the  hberality  of  the  many 
friends  of  the  Association  about  the  country.  To  the  munificent 
appreciation  of  James  Gordon  Bennett,  Esq.,  it  is  almost  alone 
due  that  this  hope  has  been  in  any  degree  realized  ;  the  prevail- 
ing depression  of  business  interests,  industrial  and  commercial, 
having  largely  disappointed  the  expectations  so  sanguinely  enter- 
tained. With  the  return  of  prosperity  in  the  active  and  public 
spirited  interests  to  which  such  enterprizes  as  this  are  wont  to  loot 
for  effective  sympathy,  we  are  still  confident  that  promises  par- 
tially made  will  not  be  forgotten,  and  that  our  next  annual  com- 
petition will  be  welcomed  by  a  prospectus  of  prizes  more  costly 
and  varied  than  any  antecedent  one. 

By  observation  of  the  record  of  awards  thus  far,  it  will  be  seen 
that  the  original  gift  of  E.  Remington  &  Sons,  of  35  rifles  to  the 
Association,  has  been  exhausted  by  the  Second  Annual  Competi- 
tion. This  was  the  first  practical  encouragement  for  the  organi- 
zation of  the  Association,  anticipating  even  the  first  meeting  of  iu 
incorporators,  and  to  it  and  the  slightly  subsequent  liberality  of 
the  Gatling  Gun  Company,  are  in  an  essential  degree  due  the  pre- 
sent history  of  rifle  practice  in  our  State.  It  would  be  very  seri- 
ously regretted  were  appreciation  and  patronage  so  important  to 
remain  unrecognized. 

Your  Committee  has  reason  to  believe  that  the  generous  dis- 
cernment which  originally  prompted  the  award  has  already  seen, 
in  the  excellent  results  of  our  organization,  ample  reasons  for  its 
continuance.  In  this  connection,  your  Committee  desires  to  im- 
press upon  every  individual  member  of  the  Association  the  im- 
portance of  effort  to  secure  the  material  aid  for  our  programme,  ii 
being  hardly  possible  that  ail  sources  of  encouragement,  if  known 
to,  can  be  reached  by  your  Committee. 

The  prizes  of  Silver  and  Badges  awarded  at  the  last  competi- 
tion, were  produced  by  the  Gorham  Manufacturing  Company,  and 
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essrs.  Tiffany  &  Co.,  to  both  of  which  establishments  the  Asso- 
ation  owes  grateful  acknowledgement  of  the  thoroughly  honest 
id  artistic  execution  of  your  Committee's  orders.  This  single 
rge  trophy,  new  this  year,  being  the  cup  presented  by  Mr.  Ben- 
;tt  for  the  long  Range  Match,  and  carried  over  the  Atlantic  by 
I.  John  Rigby  of  the  Irish  Team,  was  made  by  the  Gorham  Es- 
blishment,  and  reflects  infinite  credit  upon  its  artistic  resources. 
uring  the  year  the  same  manufacturing  house  has  produced  for 
)ur  Committee  a  Superb  Gold  Decoration,  presented  by  the  As- 
iciation  to  Major  Leech,  upon  his  return  to  Ireland,  and  the 
:ry  handsome  Silver  Badge  officially  won  by  Active  and  Honor- 
■y  Directors,  and  the  several  Gold  Badges  awarded  in  the  June 
id  October  competitions.

SUGGESTIONS 

REGARD  TO  THE  ORGANIZATION  OF  LOCAL 
RIFLE  ASSOCIATIONS,  TO  ACT  IN  CONNECTION 
tVITH  THE  NATIONAL  RIFLE  ASSOCIATION. 

Fo  enable  such  associations  to  hold  property,  it  is  desirable 
It  the  same  be  incorporated  under  the  Act  in  regard  to  military 
ociations  and  clubs.  This  is  done  in  New  York,  by  filing  a  cer- 
cate  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  and  of  the.  County 
:rk,  stating  the  name  of  the  Association,  its  objects,  the  number 
the  Directors,  and  the  names  of  those  who  shall  manage  the 
nc  for  the  first  year,  which  should  be  signed  and  ackowledged 
the  Directors.  A  very  good  form  for  that  purpose  is  that 
lich  was  used  in  incorporating  the  National  Rifle  Association, 
d  which  is  printed  in  their  by-laws.  This  certificate  is  also  to 
approved,  before  being  filed,  by  a  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court. 
ten  an  association  is  incorporated  under  this  Act,  its  members 
;  not  liable  for  any  debts,  and  the  liability  of  the  Directors  is 
lited  to  such  debts  as  are  payable  within  the  year,  or,  in  other 
•rds,  to  cash  purchases.  After  the  incorporation  has  been  com- 
;led,  the  Association  should  meet  and  adopt  by-laws.  The 
npler  these  are,  the  better.  As  it  is  not  desirable  to  have  many 
;etings  of  the  Association,  its  powers  should  be  vested  in  a 
lard  of  Directors,  who  should  be  annually  elected,  and  the  ma- 
inery  for  admission  of  members  should  be  made  as  simple  as 
ssible.  When  the  Association  is  incorporated,  the  first  question 
arise  will  be  the  securing  of  a  proper  Range,  and  to  provide  funds 
r  fitting  it  up.  The  main  expense,  besides  the  land,-  will  be  for 
rgets.  A  list  of  the  necessary  articles  which  are  required  for 
e  upon  the  Range  is  given  at  page  133  of  Wingate's  Manual  of 
ifle  Practice.  As  in  the  infancy  of  the  Association,  the  ground 
ill  not  be  used  all  the  time,  it  would  be  better  to  lease  it  than  to 
irchase  it. 

During  the  winter,  in  addition  to  collecting  funds,  the  influ- 
ice  of  the  Association  should  be  exerted  to  induce  the  National 
uard  to  practice  aiming  drill,  as  an  important  step  towards  the 


attainment  of  proficiency  in  marksmanship.  If  this  is  entered  upon 
systematically,  by  the  time  the  weather  will  permit  of  practice  in 
the  open  air  a  reasonable  degree  of  proficiency  will  have  been 
attained,  so  that  not  only  will  the  shooting  itself  be  better  than 
'it  would  otherwise  be,  but  the  arrangements  for  competitions  can 
be  much  more  easily  carried  out  upon  the  grounds  than  would  be 
the  case  if  the  men  had  no  previous  experience. 

FORM  OF  BY-LAWS  OF  LOCAL  ASSOCIATION. 
By-Laws  of  the Rifle  Associatiim. 

NAME. 

I.  This  Association  *ail  be  called  "  The Rifle  As- 
sociation." 

OBJECTS. 

II.  Its  objects  shall  be  the  encouragement  of  rifle  practice,  and 
to  promote  a  system  of  aiming  drill  and  target  firing  among  the 
National  Guard  of  the  {division  or  brigade)  district. 

UANAGEMENT. 

III.  A  Board  of  Mrectors,  elected  annually  by  the  Association 
at  their  annual  meeting,  and  consisting  of  fifteen  members,  shall 
have  general  control  of  its  affairs,  take  cognizance  of  all  infractions 
of  these  by-laws,  and  fill  vacancies  in  their  body  until  the  lime  of 
the  next  annual  meeting.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall,  from 
time  to  time,  make  such  rules  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  by-laws,  as  they  may  consider  necessary. 

QUORUM. 

IV.  A  quorum  of  the  Board  shall  consist  of  six  members.* 


V.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  consist  of  a  President, 
Vice-President,  Treasurer  and  Secretary,  who  shall  be  elected 
annually  by  the  Board  of  Directors.  The  Executive  Committee 
shall  consist  of  the  officers  of  the  Association,  and  three  members 
of  the  Board  of  Directors,  which  members  shall  be  elected  at  the 
election  for  officers.

VI.  The  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the day

ly  person  paying  twenty  dollars,  or  giving  a  prize  to  the  Asso- 
ition  of  that  value,  shall  become  a  life  member,  and  be  there- 
ler  exempt  from  all  dues  and  assessments. 

VIII.  Any   military    organization   or   club,  situate  within    the 

nits  of  the Brigade,  which  shall  subscribe  not  less 

an  twenty  dollars  annually  to  the  funds  ol  this  Association,  shall 
:  considered  as  being  in  connection  with  it,  and  shall  be  entitled 
the  privilege  of  membership  in  the  proportion  of  one  to  ever)' 
)llar  and  a  half  subscribed. 

TARGET    PRACTICE. 

IX.  The  target  practice  of  this  Association  shall  be  conducred 
accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  National  Rifle  Association. 

[le  Executive  Committee  shall  also  have  power  to  make  such 
her  rules  as  they  may  deem  necessary  in  regard  to  rifle  practice- 

X.  This  Association  shall  affiliate  itself  with  the  National  Rifle 
ssocialion,  in  accordance  with  the  by-laws  of  the  latter,  and  shall 
nd  a  delegation  to  represent  it  at  the  annual  match  of  the  latter, 
bich  delegation  shall  be  selected  by  the  Executive  Committee 
ora  the  members  of  this  Association,  according  to  their  order  of 
erit,  as  appearing  from  their  practice  at  the  last  competition  of 
lis  Association. 


XI.  No  debt  exceeding  Jas  shall  be  contracted  without  a  vole 
of  at  least  five  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  no  debt  exceed- 
ing 8so  shall  be  incurred  without  a  vote  of  at  least  ten  Directors. 

XII.  At  the  annual  meeting  a  report  shall  be  presented  by 
the  Secretary,  giving  the  result  of  the  practice  of  the  Association 
during  the  year,  and  also  by  the  Treasurer,  giving  a  statement  of 
his  receipts  and  expenditures,  and  annexing  thereto  its  vouchers. 

XIII.  Any  Director  failing  to  attend  six  successive  meetings 
of  the  Board  shall  be  deemed  to  have  tendered  a  resignation  of 
his  office;  but  the  Board  or  the  President  may  excuse  any  member 
for  such  neglect,  and  before  his  resignation  is  accepted  under  this 
by-law  he  must  be  especially  notified  of  the  same. 

GENERAL  REGULATIONS. 

XIV.  Any  Director  or  member  may  at  any  time  examine  the 
records  of  the  Secretary,  and  inspect  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer. 
Any  member  having  complaints  or  suggestions  to  make  to  the 
management  of  the  Association,  must  do  so  in  writing  to  the  Board 
of  Directors. 

EXPULSIONS. 

XV.  Any  member  whose  conduct  shall  be  declared  by  a  vote  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  to  have  injured,  or  be  Hkely  to  injure  the 
interests,  welfare,  or  character  of  the  Association,  shall  forfeit  his 
membership ;  but  such  vote  shall  not  be  taken  without  giving  two 
weeks'  notice  to  the  offender  of  the  charges  made  against  him,  and 
affording  him  an  opportunity  of  being  heard  in  his  defence. 

AMENDMENTS. 

XVI.  These  by-laws  may  be  amended  by  a  four-fifths  vote  of 
the  Board  of  Directors,  provided  that  one  month's  notice  of  flie 
proposed  amendments  shall  have  been  first  given.  They  can  also 
be  amended  at  the  annual  meeting  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
members  present,  provided  that  the  proposed  amendments  shall 
have  been  submitted  to  the  Secretary  at  least  a  month  previously, 
signed  by  ten  members  of  the  Association,  and  that  all  members 
of  the  Association  have  been  noCitied  that  such  amendments  vili 
be  offered.

REGULATIONS. 

ADOPTED  BY  THE  NATIONAL  RIFLE  ASSOCIATION 
TO  GOVERN  ALL  COMPETITIONS  IN  MARKSMAN- 
SHIP, INCLUDING  THE  SPECIAL  REGULATIONS 
PRESCRIBED  FOR  THE  ANNUAL  MATCH,  HELD 
SEPTEMBER  zg,  1874. 

I.— GENERAL  REGULATIONS. 

I.  The  meetings  will  be  conducted  under  the  direction  of  the 
Executive  Officer,  who  will  be  designated  by  a  tri-colored  badge. 

II.  In  the  conduct  of  the -meetings,  the  following  regulations  are 
to  be  observed,  together  with  such  other  directions  as  may  be 
given  from  time  to  time  by  the  Executive  Officer. 

III.  All  members  of  the  National  Guard  competing  for  priies 
restricted  to  that  organization  shall  appear  in  the  authorized  full- 
dress  or  undress  uniform  of  their  regiment. 

IV.  Competitors  shall  submit  their  rifles  and  ammunition  for 
inspection  whenever  required. 

V.  No  hair-triggers  will  be  allowed. 

VI.  No  fixed  artificial  rests  will  be  allowed,  the  forearro  and 
hand  being  clear  of  all  support. 

VII.  Competitors  may  wipe  out  or  clean  out  their  rifles  during 
any  competition,  except  in  cases  of  competitions  restricted  to  the 
use  of  military  rifles,  and  may  shoot  with  the  same  rifle,  provided 
they  do  not  delay  the  squad  by  so  doing.  Any  competitor  delay- 
ing his  squad  will  be  passed  by. 

VIII.  Every  competitor  shall  enter  and  shoot  under  his  own 
name,  and,  unless  otherwise  specified,  not  oftener  than  once  for 
any  prize. 


2.— DISQUALIFICATIONS  AND  FINES. 

IX.  Any  competitor  who  fires  in  a  name  other  than  his  own,  or 
res  twice  for  the  same  prize,  shall  be  disqualified  from  ever  com- 
rting  at  the  Prize  Meetings  of  the  Association,  or  for  any  prize 
Tered  to  the  National  Guard  elsewhere. 

X.  Should  a  competitor  .lose  his  register  ticket,  omit  to  take  it 
I  the  firing-point,  or  fail  to  attend  at  the  prescribed  hour,  and  so 
•  his  own  neglect  miss  the  opportunity  given  to  him  of  competing 
T  the  prize  for  which  his  ticket  was  issued,  his  claim  in  regard  to 
ich  competition  shall  be  canceled. 

XI.  Any  competitor  who  shall  be  detected  in  an  evasion  of  the 
mditions  prescribed  for  the  conduct  of  any  prize,  shall  be  dis- 
lalified  from  further  competition  during  the  meeting,  and  forfeit 
s  entrance  fees,  and  in  case  of  such  conduct  being  considered  by 
le  Executive  Committee  as  "  discreditable,"  he  shall  be  disquali- 
;d  from  ever  again  competing  at  the  N.  R.  A.  Prize  Meetings. 

XII.  Any  member  of  a  squad  or  firing  party  who  shall  fire  a 
lot  from  any  other  firing  point  after  the  hour  prescribed  for  his 
[uad  to  fire,  and  before  he  has  completed  his  score  (except  in 
[irsuance  of  orders),  shall  be  disqualified  in  that  competition. 

XIII.  Any  competitor  refusing  to  obey  any  instructions  of  the 
xecutive  Officer  or  his  deputies,  or  infringing  any  of  the  preced- 
ig  regulations,  or  being  guilty  of  unruly  or  disorderly  conduct,  or 
eing  intoxicated,  will  be  immediately  ruled  out  of  all  further 
:)mpetition,  and  forfeit  any  entrance  f^es  he  may  have  paid. 

XIV.  Any  person,  whether  a  competitor  or  not,  interfering  with 
ny  of  the  firing  squads,  or  annoying  them  in  any  way,  will  at  once 
e  expelled  from  the  ground. 

XV.  Any  competitor  firing  when  the  danger  /lag  m-  disc  is  shown 
t  (he  target  or  firing  point,  or  discharging  his  rifle  except  at  a  tar- 
!t  to  which  he  has  been  assigned,  or  into  the  ground,  under  the 
ipervision  of  an  officer,  shall  be  debarred  from  all  further  compe- 
tim  during  the  meeting,  and  shall  forfeit  his  entrance  fees.  This 
lall  not  apply  to  a  competitor  accidentally  firing  at  the  wrong  tar- 
et  when  no  danger-dise  is  up. 

XVI.  Any  person  discharging  a  rifle,  or  snapping  a  cap  within 


the  enclosure,  except  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  for  shoot- 
ing, may,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Executive  Committee,  be  required 
to  leave  the  ground. 

XVII.  Any  competitor  or  other  person  found  with  a  loaded 
rifle,  except  at  the  firing  points,  and  within  the  hours  of  shooting, 
may  be  debarred  from  further  competition  during  the  meeting. 

3-— RETURN  OF  ENTRANCE  FEES. 

XVIII.  I. — Competitors  who  are  prevented  from  being  pres- 
ent at  the  meeting  shall  have  the  entrance  fees  they  have 
paid  returned  after  the  meeting,  provided  that  they  send  their 
tickets,  and  give  written  notice  to  the  Secretary  before  the  day  m 
which  the  priic  for  which  they  have  entered  has  been  announced  for 
competition. 

2.  Competitors  prevented  from  competing  by  illness  will  receive 
back  their  entrance  fees  in  full,  on  production  of  a  medical  certifi- 
cate, and  their  entry  tickets. 

4.— PRIZE  WINNERS. 

XIX.  All  winners  of  prizes  shall  apply  to  the  Head-quarters  tent 
for  a  certificate,  which  they  must  give  up  on  receiving  their  prizes. 

XX.  Theprincipal  prizes  will  be  formally  presented  to  the  win- 
ners at  the  State  Arsenal,  Seventh  Avenue,  corner  Thirty-fifth 
Street,  on  Saturday,  October  3,  at  eight  p.  m.  Winners  who  will 
be  unable  to  attend  are  requested  to  give  notice  at  Head-quarteis. 

XXI.  All  prizes  not  claimed  by  the  30th  of  November  shall  be 
forfeited  to  the  Association. 

5.— TARGETS. 
The  size  of  the  targets  shall  be — 
a.  Up  to  300  yards,  6  ft.  by  4  ft.;  bull's-eye,  8  inches  square; 

centre,  x  feel. 
i.  Over  300  to  600  yards,  6  feet  square;  bull's-eye,  2  feet  square; 

centre,  4  feet, 
c.  Over  600  to  1,000  yards,  6  ft,  X  12  ft, ;  bull's-eye,  3  feet  square; 
centre,  6  feet. 
In  all  cases  bull's-eyes  shall  count  4 ;  centres,  3  ;  outers,  2. 

6.— MARKING. 
Any  objection  to  the  scoring  of  a  shot  must  be  made  before 
another  shot  is  fired,  otherwise  the  shot  must  stand  as  signaled. 
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7-— RIFLES. 
The  rifles  shall  be  classified  as  follows  : 

CLASS  I. 

Military  rifles  of  a  bona  fide  pattern. 

1.  Minimum  pull  of  trigger,  6  pounds. 

2.  Sights  strictly  in  accordance  with  regulation  pattern.  Filing 
xy  of  the  sights  of  the  Remington  Rifle  used  by  the  National  Guard, 

using  them  in  arty  other  way  than  as  originally  issued,  is  pro- 
bited. 

N.  B. — They  may  be  blackened ;  but  white,  red  or  other  color- 
g  matter,  will  not  be  allowed. 

3.  Any  pad  or  shoe  for  the  heel-plate  of  the  butt  admitting  of 
moval,  and  thereby  allowing  of  variation  at  pleasure  in  the 
ngth  of  the  stock,  will  be  disallowed. 

CLASS   II. 

"Any  rifle;  "  maximum  weight,  10  pounds. 

I.  Sights  of  any  description,  except  telescope,  magnifying,  and 
ich  front  aperture  sights,  as  solid  disk's  or  bushes  pierced  in  the 
;ntre,  which  cover  the  target  so  as  to  conceal  the  danger  signal 
hen  displayed. 

J.  Minimum  pull  of  trigger,  3  pounds. 

8.— AMMUNITION. 

In  National  Guard  competitions,  the  ammunition  for  competi- 
irs  will  be  issued  to  them  on  the  ground,  on  behalf  of  the  State : 
ly  competitor  using  any  other,  or  in  any  way  tampering  with  that 
I  issued,  shall  be  disqualified  from  competing  for  any  prizes 
jring  the  meeting. 

z.  In  other  competitions,  unless  otherwise  specified,  any  ammu- 
Ition  may  be  used,  and  must  be  provided  by  the  competitors. 

3.  Cartridges  can  be  purchased  on  the  ground. 

9.— POSITION. 

I.  Up  to  300  yards  the  shooting  shall  be  standing.  At  distances 
Mve  300  yards,  it  shall  be  in  any  position.     By  "  any  position  " 

meant  any  position  that  any  person  would  be  able  to  take  on 
vel  ground. 

N.  B. — In  shooting  standing,  no  objection  will  be  made  to  the 
Ibow  resting  against  the  body,  provided  the  little  finger  of  the  left 
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hand  is  in  front  of  lock-plate,  or  to  the  position  of  the  fingers  of 
the  right  hand,  provided  the  regulation  position  is  preserved  in 
other  respects. 

2.  Sighting  shots  may  be  fired  in  any  position. 

lo.— ORDER  OF  SHOOTING. 

I.  In  all  competitions  restricted  to  the  use  of  military  rifles,  and 
in.  all  practice  at  distances  under  300  yards,  the  competitors  shall 
place  themselves  at  the  firing  points  by  twos,  who  shall  fire  alter- 
nately until  they  have  fired  all  their  sighting  and  competitive 
shots. 

3.  In  other  competitions,  the  competitors  shall  fire  their  sighting 
and  competitive  shots  alternately  throughout  the  squad. 

II.— SHOOTING. 

1.  Two  sighting  shots  shall  be  allowed  to  every  competitor  at 
each  distance,  on  payment  of  ten  cents  a  shot. 

2.  Tickets  for  the  sighting  shots  will  be  sold  upon  the  grounds, 
and  will  be  good  for  any  match  during  the  meeting.  Competiton 
must  decide  before  firing  upon  the  number  of  sighting  shots  they 
will  take,  and  hand  the  tickets  for  the  same  to  the  scorer.  Sight- 
ing shots  cannot  be  counted  upon  a  score. 

3.  Competitors  who,  at  the  close  of  the  firing  on  any  day,  have 
not  completed  the  number  of  rounds  prescribed  by  the  conditions 
of  a  competition,  shall  be  allowed  one  sighting  shot  when  such 
competition  is  resumed,  without  charge. 

la.— TIES. 

The  names  of  the  competitors  who  have  to  shoot  off  ties  will  be 
posted  up  on  the  bulletin  board  as  soon  after  each  match  as  prac- 
ticable. 

Ties  shall  be  decided  as  follows : 

A. — IN  INDIVIDUAL  SHOOTING. 

I'.  When  the  firing  takes  place  at  more  than  one  distance,  by  the 
score  made  at  the  longest  distance,  and  if  still  a  tie,  and  there  be 
three  distances  in  the  competition,  by  the  score  at  the  second  dis- 
tance.

4.  If  still  a  rie,  by  inverse  order  of  shots,  counting  singly  from 
:  last  to  the  first. 

5.  By  firing  single  shots  at  the  longest  range. 

B, — IN  TEAM  SHOOTING. 

1.  By  the  aggregate  scores  made  at  longest  distance  inthecom- 
tition. 

2.  By  the  fewest  misses. 

3.  By  the  fewest  outers. 

4.  By  the  competitors  who  have  made  the  highest  score  on  each 
le  firing  five  rounds  at  the  longest  distance  in  the  competition. 
N.  B. — ^When  the  ties  are  shot  off,  one  sighting  shot  shall  he 
owed  without  charge. 

13.— ENTRIES. 
A. — FOR  THE  STATE  PRIZE. 

1.  For  the  State  and  Galling  prizes,  every  company  and  inde- 
ndent  subdivision  of  the  National  Guard  shall  be  entitled  to 
id  one  of  its  members  as  competitors  ;  and  in  every  regiment  or 
.ttalion  the  commanding  officer  may,  in  addition,  nominate  suf- 
ient  members  from  the  regiment  at  large  to  make  a  "  team  "  of 
elve. 

Field  and  other  officers  are  eligible  for  the  regimental  nomina- 
>ns. 

2.  Where  any  company  does  not  nominate  its  full  complement 
representatives,  the  vacancies  may  be  filled  by  members  of  other 

impanies  in  the  same  regiment. 

3.  In  all  cases,  competitors  for  the  State  or  other  prizes  offered 
representatives  from  military  organizations,  must  be  regularly 

listed  members  in  good  standing  of  the  regiment  which  they 
present,  and  have  been  such  since  June  1, 1874 ;  all  entries  must 
:  made  for  full  teams. 

B. MODE  OF  ENTRY. 

1.  All  entries  must  be  made  at  the  office  of  the  Association,  93 
assau  street.  New  York,  in  person  or  by  mail,  before  noon  on 
riday,  September  ss'*"'  1874. 

2.  The  matches  will  take  place,  if  possible,  in  their  order.  The 
me  for  firing  them,  together  with  ai^y  deviation  from  the  rules, 
'ill  be  posted  upon  the  bulletin  as  long  beforehand  as  prac- 
cable,  and  if  possible,  announced  through  the  press.  Competi- 
)rs  are  requested  to  frequently  examine  the  bulletin  board,  where 
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they  will  learn  the  targets  to  which  they  are  assigned,  and  other 
necessary  information. 

3.  Temporary  discontinuance  on  account  of  bad  weather  will 
be  in  the  discretion  of  the  Executive  Officer,  which  will  not,  how- 
ever, be  exercised  except  in  case  of  a  severe  storm. 

4.  Competitors  are  required  to  secure  their  register  ticket  in 
advance  of  the  firing  for  the  different  matches  for  which  they 
have  entered,  and  to  follow  the  orders  as  posted, 

5.  A  register  ticket  may  be  transferred  at  anytime  before  the  fir- 
ing for  the  match  has  passed,  by  exchanging  it  at  Head-quarters 
for  one  having  the  name  of  the  new  holder. 

6.  Any  erasure,  or  the  substitution  of  one  name  for  another, 
will  render  the  ticket  invalid. 

14.— POST  ENTRIES. 

1.  Entries  made  after  September  35,  1874,  will  be  charged  50 
per  cent,  additional  (except  in  the  Bennett  Match.)  Members  of 
the  Association  entering  for  any  match  on  the  Range,  must  exhibit 
their  member's  badges. 

2.  They  may  be  ordered  to  fire  whenever  target  accommoda- 
tion can  be  provided. 

3.  Should  the  holders  of  post  entry  tickets  be  precluded  from 
competing  by  deficiency  of  target  accommodation,  their  entrance 
fees  will  be  returned  to  them,  the  Executive  Officer  not  being  able 
to  guarantee  accommodation  for  all  such  entries. 

4.  No  post  entries  shall  be  made  for  any  competition  after  the 
firing  in  such  competition  has  commenced. 

15.— INSTRUCTIONS  TO  COMPETITORS. 
I.  Any  competitor  protesting  against  the  ruling  of  the  Execu- 
tive Officer,  or  feeling  himself  aggrieved  in  any  way,  must  make  a 
statement  of  his  grievance  in  writing,  giving  the  names  of  two  or 
more  members  of  his  squad  who  can  bear  him  out  in  his  state- 
ments, and  hand  it  to  the  Secretary,  who  will  lay  the  matter  be- 
fore the  Executive  Committee,  who  will  decide  the  matter  on  the 
ground.  The  decision  shall  be  given  in  writing  to  the  Secretary, 
and  shall  be  final,  subject  to  the  power  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee, or  any  two  of  them,  at^heir  discretion,  to  refer  any  question 
to  the  decision  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  whose  decision  on  such 
question  shall  be  finaL  No  exception  will  be  allowed,  however, 
to  the  marker's  signal. 
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I.  Unless  otherwise  ordered,  the  shooting  shall  begin  daily  at  lo 
M.  An  intermission  in  the  firing  of  one  hour  will  be  had  at  as 
;ar  noon  as  the  progress  of  the  matches  will  pennit,  signaled  by 
ing  a  gun — the  firing  to  commence  fifteen  minutes  after  the 
ing  of  a  second  gun. 

3.  No  practice  will  be  allowed  upon  the  range  during  the  week 
'  the  meeting,  unless  necessary  to  drill  the  markers  and  score-

'gister-keepers  assigned  to  him,  keeping  a  record  of  their  names.. 

n.  To  inspect  their  respective  squads  of  register-keepers  as 
ley  report,  and  see  that  each  is  supplied  with  a  pencil,  register- 
3ard,  register-checks,  whistle,  trigger-tester  and  danger-dag,  and 
'ter  cautioning  them  in  regard  to  their  duties,  to  march  them  Co 
leir  positions.  In  case  of  any  register-keeper  failing  to  report, 
>  promptly  notify  the  Range  Officer. 

III.  As  each  squad  of  competitors  is  formed,  to  correct  any 
larked  inequality  in  their  strength,  by  directing  competitors  in 
le  full  squads  to  join  those  having  a  less  number. 

IV.  When  only  one  competitor  is  present  at  a  firing  point,  to 
rrange  that  there  shall  be  a  witness  to  his  firing,  and  to  the  record 

f  his  score. 

V.  To  see  thai  the  trigger  of  each  competitor  is  tested  once,  or 
iftcner,  during  the  match,  and  that  the  rifles  used  conform  to  the 
tiles. 


VI.  To  visit  the  register-keepers  frequently,  and  see  that  tbej' 
are  doing  their  duty,  and  that  all  orders  are  strictly  observed. 

VII.  To  examine  the  register  checks  and  tickets  when  handed 
over  by  the  register-keepers ;  see  that  they  are  correctly  filled  up 
and  signed,  and  forward  them  promptly  to  Head-quarters. 

VHI,  To  use  his  best  endeavors  to  forward  the  firing,  preserve 
order,  and  prevent  accidents. 

IX.  To  avoid,  as  far  as  possible,  all  discussion  with  competitora, 
and  invariably  report  to  the  Range  Officer  any  one  who  does  not 
comply  with  the  regulations. 

X.  To  see  that  the  firing  points  are  kept  clear,  and  that  no  one 
but  competitors  and  officers  of  the  Association  are  admitted  within 
the  ropes, 

XI.  The  marking,  as  ngnalUd,  cannot  be  qu€iti<mtd,  and,  thert- 
fore,  under  no  cireumstanees  shall  the  officer  examine  the  target,  or 
allow  any  one  else  to  do  so.  If  complaint  be  made  that  a  shot  has 
not  in  any  way  been  signalled,  the  officer,  if  satisfied  that  smh  was 
the  ease,  will  stop  the  firing.  He  will  then  proceed  to  the  tele- 
graph key,  and  press  it  otuCj  and,  after  a  pause,  tap  the  number  of 
the  target,  so  as  to  cause  the  marker  to  signal  the  last  shot,  the 
result  of  which  will  be  final. 

XII.  Not  to  entertain  any  complaint  against  the  scoring  of  a 
register-keeper,  unless  made  when  the  result  of  the  shot  was  called 
out  and  recorded. 

XIII.  To  report  any  competitor  who  may  have  fired  when  the 
danger  signal  was  displayed,  and  not  to  permit  fiim  to  fire  again 
without  further  orders. 

XIV.  To  report  any  register-keeper  who  is  negligent  in  his 
duty,  and  any  markers  who  do  not  properly  and  expeditiously  sig- 
nal the  shots. 

XV.  To  stop  the  firing  at  all  targets  at  which  a  danger  signal  is 
displayed.

le  will  also  caution  the  markers  as  to  their  duties,  and  direct 
lem  to  retire  to  their  mantlets  at  the  first  gun,  but  not  withdraw 
lieir  danger  signal  until  the  second.

V.  As  soon  as  the  firing  at  any  distance  is  completed  (which 
11  be  signalled  by  firing  a  gun),  he  will  cause  the  danger  signals 

be  displayed,  and  the  necessary  alterations  to  be  made  in  the 
rgets  without  delay,  and  see  that  they  are  properly  repainted, 
e  will  also  supply  any  deficiencies  that  may  exist  in  the  butts 
d  cause  his  men  to  resume  their  positions,  directing  them  to 
thdraw  their  danger  signals  on  the  gun  being  fired. 

VI.  At  the  end  of  the  match  he  will  see  that  the  markers  tum 
all  the  articles  placed  in  their  custody,  and  will  inspect  the 
rgets,  so  as  to  report  all  damage  done,  or  necessary  repairs, 
lis  report  he  will  make  at  once  to  the  Range  Officer,  with  any

OF 


Annual  Meeting. 


TUESDAY,  JANUARY  11,  1876, 


The  Fourth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  National  Rifle  Associ- 
ation was  held  in  the  First  Division  Rendezvous,  Nos.  7,  9  and 
11  W.  13th.  St,  K  Y.  on  Tuesday,  January  11th,  1876,  at  8 
o'clock  P.  M. 

The  President,  Gen.  Alexander  Shaler,  in  the  Chair. 

There  were  present  thirty-four  Life  Members  of  the  Associa- 
tion. 

On  motion,  the  reading  of  the  minutes  of  previous  meetings 
was  dispensed  witL 

The  President,  in  calling  the  meeting  to  order,  addressed  the 
members  as  follows : 

Gentlemen  of  the  National  Rifle  Association  : — I  will 
not  occupy  your  time  in  mentioning  the  transactions  of  the  As- 
sociation, during  the  past  year.  They  will  be  laid  before  you  in 
detail  by  the  Reports  of  the  Secretary,  the  Treasurer  and  the 
various  Committees ;  and  you  will  find  in  those  reports,  pleasing 
evidences  that  the  fourth  year  of  our  existence  as  a  Rifle  Associ- 
ation, has  been  one  of  eminent  success  and  prosperity. 

It  was  our  good  fortune  to  enter  the  year  just  closed,  practi- 
cally, free  from  debt;  and  by  careful  and  judicious  management 
we  have  been  able  to  keep  so,  and  to  leave  the  year  with  a  re- 
spectable balance  in  the  treasury. 

The  improvements  projected  last  year  upon  the  range  have  not 
all  been  carried  out,  but  enough  has  been  done  to  make  Creed- 
moor  the  most  beautiful  and  complete  rifle  range  in  this  country. 
With  the  additional  ground,  for  the  use  of  which  a  contract  has 
already  been  executed,  the  erection  of  a  suitable  building  for 
offices  and  the  safe  keeping  of  public  and  private  property,  the 
adoption  of  telegraphic  communication  with  the  butts,  and  the 
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construction  of  a  running  deer  taiget,  which  has  been  presented 
to  the  Association,  Creeamoor's  attractions  will  be  greatly  en- 
hanced, and  inducements  will  be  oflTered  to  the. patrons  of  open 
air  rifle  shooting  unequalled  by  any  range  in  the  world 

During  the  past  year,  more  than  any  other,  the  primary  and 
principal  object  of  the  Association  has  been  realized  The  or- 
ders from  General  Headquarters,  making  it  obligatory  upon  the 
National  Guard  of  the  First  and  Second  Division  to  practice  at 
Creedmoor,  were  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  the  General 
Inspector  of  Rifle  Practice  and  his  assistants,  and  resulted  in 
great  improvement  on  the  part  of  all  who  participated.  It  has 
been  the  aim  and  the  policy  of  the  officers  of  the  Association  to 
facilitate,  and  encourage  in  every  way,  the  practice  of  the  Na- 
tional Guard,  and  to  second  the  efforts  of  Adjutant  General 
Townsendand  the  General  Inspector  of  Rifle  Practice,  to  develop 
in  that  organization  a  high  degree  of  skill  and  efficiency  in  marks- 
manship. The  scores  made  in  the  military  matches,  at  the  an- 
nual pnze  meeting,  attest  the  success  of  those  efforts. 

Long  range  rifle  shooting,  no  less  than  military,  has  during  the 
past  year  made  rapid  strides  towards  perfection.  Closely  follow- 
ing the  victory  achieved  by  the  American  team  in  the  interna- 
tional match  at  Creedmoor  in  1874,  came  a  challenge  to  shoot  a 
return  match  in  Ireland  This  was  accepted,  and  notwithstand- 
ing the  match  was  shot  under  less  favorable  circumstances,  re- 
sulted in  a  still  greater  victory  for  the  Americans.  Canada,  al- 
though disappointed  in  not  being  allowed  to  measure  her  strength 
with  the  team  selected  to  represent  us  in  Great  Britain,  graciously 
consented  to  suffer  defeat  at  the  hands  of  a  junior  team  of  the 
Amateur  Rifle  Club.  Thus  has  the  American  rifleman,  in  one 
bound,  as  it  were,  reached  the  highest  niche  in  his  temple  of 
fame,  and  by  the  excellence  of  his  shooting  astonished  his  own 
countrymen  and  bewildered  his  foreign  competitors. 

The  incentive  given  to  long  range  shooting  by  these  successes 
has  been  manifested  throughout  the  whole  country.  In  every 
direction,  Associations  and  Clubs  are  being  formed,  and  men  of  all 
ages  and  conditions  of  life  are  studying  the  science  and  indulg- 
ing in  the  pastime  of  open  air  rifle  snooting. 

The  coming  year  bids  fair  to  be  one  of  increased  interest,  on 
account  of  the  invitation  extended  to  riflemen  of  all  countries, 
to  join  us  in  a  contest  for  the  world's  championship  at  long  range. 
The  programme  now  in  course  of  preparation  for  the  Centennial 
year  will  be  peculiarly  attractive,  and  we  shall  undoubtedly  have 
the  pleasure  of  witnessing  an  exhibition  of  skill  in  rifle  shooting 
never  before  displayed.  We  all  hope  that  in  the  great  interna- 
tional match  another  victory  awaits  the  American  team.  There 
would  be  conspicuous  appropriateness  in  the  perch  of  victory 
upon  the  banner  of  America  in  the  year  of  the  centennial  anni- 
versary of  her  independence. 

I  desire  to  thank  you,  gentlemen,  for  the  honor  I  have  enjoyed 
in  presiding  over  the  afiairs  of  the  Association  for  the  past  year, 
and  for  the  uniform  courtesy  and  kindness  at  aU  times  shown 


me ;  and  I  desire  also  to  thank  the  other  officers  of  the  Associa- 
tion, and  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  for  the  very 
courteous  manner  in  which  they  have  lightened  the  burdens  of 
the  office  of  president 

Permit  me  to  congratulate  you  upon  the  present  prosperous 
condition  of  the  Assnciation,  and  to  express  the  hope  that  its  fu- 
ture may  be  still  brighter  and  furnish  every  reason  for  mutual 
congratulations. 

The  Secretary  presented  and  read  his  Annual  Report,  (Exhibit 
A)  which  was,  on  motion,  received  and  ordered  to  be  printed  in 
the  next  Annual  Eeport  of  the  Association. 

The  Treasurer's  Report  (Exhibit  B)  was  next  presented  and 
read,  and  a  Supplementary  Report  (Exhibit  C)  of  the  Assets  of 
the  Association  was  also  submitted. 

The  same  were,  on  motion,  received  and  ordered  to  be  printed 
in  the  Annual  Report. 

Col.  Wingate  then  presented  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Range 
Committee,  (Exibit  D)  and  the  same  was,  on  motion,  received  and 
ordered  to  be  printed,  as  with  course  taken  in  the  preceding  Re- 
ports. 

CoL  John  Ward,  Chairman  of  the  Prize  Committee,  submitted 
his  Report  (Exhibit  E)  for  the  past  year,  which  was  read  and  the 
same  action  taken  as  with  the  other  Reports. 

The  Secretary  here  presented  Reports  from  the  Executive 
Committee,  (Exhibit  F)  and  the  Chief  Executive,  (Exhibit  G) 
Statistical,  (Exhibit  H)  and  Financial  Officers  (Exhibit  I)  of  the 
late  Fall  Meeting  in  reference  to  same,  and  offering  suggestions 
for  the  future  eonduct  of  such  meetings ;  he  stated  that  all  these 
Reports  had  been  read  and  acted  upon  by  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  this  Association,  except  the  Report  of  the  Chief  Excecutive 
Officer,  which  Report  was  read,  and  on  motion,  all  of  the  above 
Reports  were  ordered  to  be  printed  in  the  Annual  Report 

The  nominations  for  Directors  to  fill  vacancies  was,  on  motion, 
next  proceeded  with. 

Major  Henry  Fulton  nominated  Col.  John  Ward. 

Capt  C.  F.  Robbins  «  Col.  G.  W.  Wingate. 

Mr.  A.  Alford  "  Mr.  Geo.  S.  Schermerhom,  Jr. 

Gen.  T.  S.  Dakin  "  Major  H.  S.  Jewell. 

Lt  James  L.  Price  "  Capt.  W.  C.  Casey. 

Gen.  J.  B.  Woodward  "  Major  D.  D.  Wylia 

Capt  Joseph  G.  Story  "  CoL  Ira  L.  Beebe. 

Col.  Wingate  "  Hon.  N.  P.  Stanton. 

The  nominations,  on  motion,  being  closed.  Col.  H.  A.  Gilder- 
sleeve  and  Adj.  W.  H.  Murphy  were  appointed  by  the  Chair  to 
act  as  tellers. 

While  waiting  for  the  tellers  to  count  the  votes,  CoL  W.  C. 
Church  spoke  in  the  matter  of  establishing  a  code  of  signals  upon 
the  Range  at  Creedmoor,  L.  L,  between  the  firing  points  and  the

butts  (referred  to  in  Report  of  Range  Committee)  and  suggesting 
a  code  of  signals  similar  to  those  in  use  by  the  XJ.  S.  Army, 
moved  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  Board  of  Directors  to 
see  if  same  could  not  be  adopted.  The  motion  being  seconded 
andput  to  vote,  was  duly  carried. 

The  teUers  having  finished  their  count  the  Chairman  an- 
nounced that  thirty-one  votes  had  been  cast,  of  which  Capt  Wm. 

C.  Casey  had  received  81 ;  Geo.  S.  Schermerhorn,  Jr.,  30 ;  Maj.  D. 

D.  Wyfie,  29 ;  Col  Geo.  W.  Wingate,  28 ;  Hon.  N.  P.  Stanton,  22; 
Col.  John  Ward,  31;  Col.  Ira  L.  Beebe,  27;  and  Major  H.  S.  Jewell, 
14 ;  thus  showing  the  first  five  gentlemen  named  to  be  elected  for 
the  term  of  three  years.  Col.  John  Ward  elected  for  two  years, 
and  Hon.  N.  P.  Stanton  for  one  year. 

The  President  here  stated  that  the  Board  of  Directors  would 
at  once  adjourn  to  another  room  and  hold  a  meeting  for  the  pur- 
pose of  reorganization. 

On  motion,  the  meeting  was  then  adjourned.

A  special  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  this  Associa- 
tion was  held  immediately  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Fourth 
Annual  meeting  of  the  N\  R  A.  at  the  1st  Division  Rendezvous 
on  Tuesday,  January  11,  1876,  for  the  purpose  of  reorganization. 

Present — Messrs.  Shaler,  Gildersleeve,  Woodward,  Dakin, 
Wingate,  Story,  Fulton,  Schermerhorn,  Ward  and  Sanford. 

Col  Gildersleeve  called  the  meeting  to  order,  and  CoL  Win- 
gate  nominated  General  Alexander  Shaler  for  President,  at  the 
same  time  offering  a  vote  of  thanks  to  General  Shaler  for  his  past 
services. 

The  nomination  and  vote  of  thanks  were  both  put  to  vote  and 
the  same  duly  seconded  and  unanimously  carried.  Mr.  E.  H. 
Sanford  nominated  Gen.  Woodward  for  re-election  as  Vice-Presi- 
dent, Col.  Wingate  nominated  Geo.  S.  Schermerhorn,  Jr.,  for 
Secretary,  and  Capt  J  G.  Story  nominated  Gen.  M,  T.  McMa- 
hon  for  re-election  as  Treasurer. 

On  motion,  the  Secretary  was  authorized  and  requested  to  cast 
the  vote  of  the  Board  in  each  case,  which  being  done  the  above- 
named  gentlemen  were  declared  duly  elected  to  their  respective 
positions.  For  the  three  members  of  the  Executive  Committee 
to  be  elected  Capt  Story,  Major  Fulton,  Gen.  Dakin,  Col.  Win- 
gate and  Col.  Gildersleeve  were  nominated,  and  on  the  first  vote 
being  taken  it  was  found  that  Cols.  Gildersleeve  and  Wingate 
were  elected,  the  remaining  candidates  tieing  in  number  of  votes. 

At  the  second  vote  for  the  remaining  member  Capt  Story  de- 
clined being  a  candidate  and  Gen.  Dakin  was  elected. 

On  motion,  the  election  of  Gen.  Dakin  was  made  unanimous. 

The  meeting  was  then  adjourned.

National  Rifle  Association. 


The  Fourth  Annual  Report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  National 
Rifle  Association  embraces  the  year  1875,  a  year  marking  an 
epoch  in  the  history  of  Rifle  Shooting  among  our  Countryman 
at  large,  unparalleled  in  its  previous  history.  It  has  also  been 
a  year  of  much  gratification  to  the  originators  and  founders  of 
this  Association,  oy  reason  of  the  increased  attendance  at  Creed- 
moor,  and  by  the  favorable  results  which  have  been  attained. 
The  '*  Rifle,  that  four  years  since  was  rendered  almost  impo- 
tent in  the  hands  of  soldiers — skilled  perhaps  in  the  manual  of 
the  same,  but  totally  ignorant  of  the  mode  of  handling  when 
required  for  actual  use, — ^has  become  a  familiar  weapon,  and  our 
National  Guardsmen  (in  this  State  at  least)  are  rapidly  attaining 
great  skill  in  its  use,  tnereby  making  themselves  more  thorough 
soldiers,  and  materially  increasing  their  eflFectiveness  as  a  mili 
tary  organization.  Our  gun  manufacturers  throughout  the  coun- 
try have  and  still  are  vieing  with  each  other  in  producing  arms 
that  will  combine  simplicity,  accuracy,  rapidity  and  strength, 
and  to  them  is  due  the  credit  of  having  proved  to  all  the  world, 
the  superiority  of  a  breech  loading  weapon  over  the  muzzle  loader. 
Our  American  breech  loaders  actually  possess  all  the  advantages 
of  the  muzzle  loader,  with  many  additional  merits.  Nor  does  this 
mechanical  competition  end  with  the  Rifle  alona  Manufacturers 
are  constantly  improving  the  quality  of  various  kinds  of  gun 
powder,  lead  for  bullets,  &c.,  experiments  are  continually  being 
made,  more  knowledge  and  experience  is  daily  being  gained,  the 
commercial  interests  of  the  country  are  being  enlarged,  and  the 
whole  world  is  beginning  to  look  with  surprise  and  expectation 
to  America  for  new  developements  in  this  most  interesting  sub- 
ject 

The  reorganization  of  the  Board  of  Directors  took  place  on 
January  19tn,  1875,  with  the  following  gentlemen  as  members : 
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Gen.  Alexander  Shaler,  Gen.  John  B.  Woodward,  Gen.  M.  T. 
McMahon,  Col.  H.  A.  Gildersleeve,  Col.  G.  W.  Wingate,  Gen. 
W.  G.  Ward,  Maj.  Geo.  Moore  Smith,  Hon.  D.  W.  Judd,  Capt 
J.  G.  Story.  Lt  CoL  J.  T.  Camp,  Capt  W.  C.  Casey,  Gen.  R  L. 
Molineux,  Mm".  Henry  Fulton  and  E.  Harrison  Sanford,  Esq.,  to- 
gether with  (xens.  Townsend,  Shaler,  Woodward,  Dakin,  Husted 
and  Carr,  as  ex-officio  membera  At  this  meeting  all  the  officers 
were  renominated  to  fill  their  respective  positions,  but  Col.  Wm. 
C.  Church,  Pres't  and  Col.  Henry  A.  Gildersleeve,  Sec'y,  de- 
clined to  accept  another  term. 

The  final  election  showed  the  gentlemen  elected  as  follows : 
Gen.  Alexander  Shaler,  Preset,  Glen.  J.  B.  Woodward,  Vice- 
Pres't,  Major  Henry  Fulton,  Sec'y.,  and  Gen.  Martin  T  Mc- 
Mahon, Treas.  On  February  2,  Col,  Church  resigned  his  Direc- 
torship, and  on  April  6th,  Col.  John  Ward  was  elected  to  fill  the 
vacant  position.  On  April  6th,Gen.  E.  L.  Molineux  resigned,  and 
on  the  same  day  Col.  Gouverneur  Morris  was  elected  iu  his  place 
Generals  Shaler  and  Woodward,  each  holding  the  double  position 
of  Director  by  election,  and  Director  ex-officio — by  reason  ot  mi- 
litary position — determined  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  the 
number  of  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  to  resign  their 
positions  by  election,  and  still  retain  their  ex-officio  membership. 
This  they  accordingly  did  on  May  4th,  when  Col.  Richard  Vose 
was  elected  in  place  of  Gen.  Woodward,  and  Hon.  N.  P.  Stanton 
in  place  of  Gen.  Shaler.  On  Oct  5th,  Maj.  Fulton  resigned  his 
position  as  Secretary,  and  Col.  Gildersleeve  (against  a  very  earn- 
est protest  on  his  part)  was  elected  in  his  stead.  A  set  of  ap- 
propriate and  handsomely  engrossed  resolutions,  expressive  of 
the  deep  sense  of  indebtedness  under  which  this  Association 
felt  to  CoL  Geo.  W.  Wingate,  the  first  Secretary  of  the  Associa- 
tion, one  of  its  original  founders,  and  a  firm  devotee  to  its  inter- 
ests, were  authorized,  prepared,  and  duly  presented  to  Col.  Win- 
gata  The  following  resolutions  were  also  prepared,  and  in  dae 
time  handed  to  CoL  Church  : 

Besolved,  That  the  Directors  of  the  National  Rifle  Associa- 
tion, regret  extremely  the  loss  they  have  sustained  by  the  re- 
signation of  CoL  W.  0.  Church,  to  whose  interest  and  exertions 
both  as  Director  and  President  of  the  Association,  early  mani- 
fested, and  always  warmly  expressed,  its  formation,  and  success 
is  to  a  great  extent  to  be  ascribed : 

Resolved^  That  as  a  slight  tribute  to  the  exertions  of  CoL  Church, 
he  be  elected  a  permanent  Honorary  Director  of  the  Association. 

Resolved^  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  transmitted  to 
CoL  Church,  by  the  Secretary. 

The  reorganization  of  the  standing  committees  was  accom- 
plished on  July  6th,  as  follows :

Major  Fulton  resigning  his  Secretaryship  on  Oct.  5th,  of  course 
vacated  his  position  on  the  Executive  Committee,  which  has 
since  remained  vacant 

A  special  meeting  of  the  Members  of  the  National  Rifle  As- 
sociation, was  held  at  the  1st  Division  Rendezvous,  on  Saturday^ 
March  27th,  1875,  at  8  o'clock  p.m.  The  meeting  was  called 
specially  for  the  purpose  of  securing  the  united  efforts  of  the 
members  to  devise  means,  whereby,  sufficient  funds  could  be 
raised  to  send  a  Team  of  American  Kiflemen  to  Ireland,  to  shoot 
in  the  Return  International  Rifle  Match  in  that  country. 

Mr.  John  H.  Bird,  the  gentleman  who  originally  proposed  the 
Amateur  Musical  and  Dramatic  Entertainment,  at  the  N.  Y. 
Academy  of  Music,  and  to  whose  untiring  interest  and  efficient 
exertions  in  this  cause,  the  Association  was  so  deeply  indebted — 
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was  introduced  by  the  President,  and  steps  were  taken  that  re 
salted  in  seeming  the  necessary  funds. 

There  have  been  but  two  elections  during  the  past  year  of 
Honorary  Directors,  Col.  Church  and  Q-en.  Rathbone,  and  a  list 
showing  period  of  expiration  of  terms  has  been  appended  as  fol- 
lows;

The  Directors  retiring  on  January  11,  1876,  are  as  follows : 
Col.  G.  W.  Wingate,  Capt  W.  C.  Casey,  Gen.  Wm.  G.  Ward, 
OoL  Richard  Vose,  CoL  Gouvemeur  Morris,  Hon.  N.  P.  Stanton, 
and  CoL  John  Ward.  Of  these  Messrs.  Wingate,  Casey,  W.  G. 
Ward,  Vose  and  Morris,  retire  by  reason  of  expiration  of  term, 
of  oflSce,  while  Messrs.  Stanton  and  John  Ward,  retire  for  the 
reason  of  having  only  been  elected  to  fill  vacancies  caused  by  the 
resignation  of  members  of  the  Board.  The  terms  of  these  two 
offices  do  not  therefore  teally  expire  until,  one  in  1877,  and  the 
other  in  1878. 

Considerable  interest  having  been  manifested  in  the  matter  of 
Abolishing  the  old  square  target  with  angular  divisions,  and  sub- 
stituting the  round  target  as  used  at  Wimbledon,  it  was  finally  on 
April  6,  determined  to  make  the  change  which  was  accordingly 
done,  and  the  sub-divisions  on  the  targets  altered  to  the  circular 
shape,  thereby  adding  one  more  line  than  formerly,  and  counting 
a  bulls-eye  5,  centre  4,  inner  8,  and  outer  2. 

This  change  seemed' to  work  well  for  comparative  purposes, 
and  also  necessitated  finer  shooting,  but  the  8rd  class,  or  short 
range  target,  having  proved  itself  to  be  too  difficult  for  our  young 
mihtary  and  other  marksmen,  requiring  extraordinary  skiU  to 
produce  a  first-class  score,  and  acting  upon  some  very  valuable 
suggestions  submitted  by  Gen.Shaler,  it  was  decided  to  abolish  one 
of  the  divisions  on  that  class  of  targets,  but  still  retain  the  same 
numerical  count  per  shot,  bulls-eye,  centre  inner  and  outer.  It 
might  perhaps  be  admissable  here  to  state  that  at  Wimbledon 
competitors  are  allowed  to  lie  down  in  any  position  without 
artificial  rest,  at  the  short  ranges,  while  here  it  is  compulsory  to 
stand  erect  up  to  300  yards,  (except  with  cavalry  troops),  while 
Jcneeling  is  only  allowed  at  400  yards. 
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The  office  accomodations  proving  altogether  too  small  for  a 
proper  conduct  of  the  business  of  the  Association,  an  extra  ap- 
propriation of  $400  was  authorized  for  additional  rental,  and 
more  room  was  thereby  secured. 

This  now  makes  the  annual  rent  of  the  present  office  $900,  and 
though  the  offices  are  in  an  excellent  business  locality,  and  are 
well  attended  to,  have  good  light  and  so  forth,  they  are  still  too 
small,  and  other  reasons  make  it  apparent  that  the  Association 
should  be  provided  with  more  suitable  and  probably  less  expen- 
sive accommodations 

Many  complaints  having  been  made  about  the  paper  badges 
for  life  members,  a  silver  badge  of  unique  design,  and  supenor 
workmanship,  was  adopted  (see  cut)  and  offered  for  sale 
to  life  members,  at  the  rate  of  $7.50  each,  the  name  of  the 
member  and  number  of  the  badge  being  engraved  thereon,  with- 
out extra  charge.  Thirty-seven  of  these  badges  have  already 
been  sold. 

The  design  for  the  Grand  Medal  of  the  National  Rifle  Associa- 
tion was  also  adopted,  and  three  of  the  same,  one  in  gold,  one 
in  silver,  and  one  in  bronze — ^procured  and  offered  as  1st,  2nd 
and  8rd  prizes,  in  one  of  the  competitions  of  the  late  Fall  Meet- 
ing. 

There  have  been  40  new  life  members  during  the  past  year,  16 
of  whom  won  prizes  of  life  membership  offered  at  the  Spring  and 
Fall  prize  meetings,  making  the  total  number  of  life  members 
up  to  this  day  262. 

The  Boll  of  Annual  Membership  this  year  has  not  varied 
materially,  and  the  affiliating  membership  has  not  increased  on 
the  part  of  Biile  Clubs  and  military  organizations.  But  this  is 
mostly  owing  to  the  gratuitous  use  of  the  Bange  by  the  National 
Guard,  and  to  the  fact  that  by  a  Besolution  passed  by  our  Board 
in  January  last,  (since  modified,)  none  but  military  organizations 
joining  in  a  body  as  such  would  be  entitled  to  join  at  affiliation 
rates,  viz.:  one  half  the  usual  price. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  this  Association, 
held  August  16th,  1876,  the  following,  relating  to  the  affiliation 
of  Bifle  Clubs,  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  following  Bules  be  adopted  to  regulate 
the  affiliation  of  Bifle  Associations  or  Clubs  with  the  National 
Bifle  Association : 

L  Any  Bifle  Association  or  Club  organized,  and  having  its  head- 

auarters  more  than  twenty-five  miles  from  the  Bange  at 
'reedmoor,  L.  L,  may  become  affiliated  with  the  National 
Bifle  Association  upon  payment  of  fifty  ($50.00)  dollars  per 
annum. 

H  Such  affiliation  shall  constitue  all  the  members  of  such  As- 
sociation or  Club  members  of  the  National  Bifle  Associa- 
tion, and  entitle  them  to  all  the  privileges  of  the  annual 
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members  thereof;  and  such  Club  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
publication,  free  of  cost,  in  each  Annual  Report  of  the  Na- 
tional Rifle  Association,  of  the  roll  of  its  officers  and  mem- 
bers of  that  year,  and  the  scores  made  in  the  matches  at  its 
principal  Annual  Meeting ;  and  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
eopies  of  all  Reports,  Regulations,  Programmes  and  Circu- 
lai-s  issued  by  the  National  Rifle  Association  during  such 
year,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  refer  to  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  latter  any  question  in  relation  to  Rifle  Practice  which 
the  Executive  or  Managing  Committee  of  such  affiliating 
Association  or  Club  may  deem  it  expedient  to  so  refer  for 
final  decision. 

IIL  Every  Association  or  Club  so  affiliating,  shall  be  required, 
in  its  rules  concerning  Rifle  Practice,  size  and  shape  of  tar- 
gets, value  of  shots  and  limitations  as  to  arms,  sights  and 
pull  of  trigger,  to  conform  to  the  rules  of  the  National  Rifle 
Association. 

IV.  Applications  for  affiliation  must  be  accompanied  by  a  check 
for  the  annual  dues,  a  copy  of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws 
of  the  affiliating  society,  and  a  roll  of  its  officers  and  mem 
bers. 

A  contract  between  this  Association  and  the  State  of  New 
.York  was  entered  iuto,  to  the  effect  that  members  of  the  National 
Guard  of  this  State  in  uniform,  should  be  allowed  the  free  and 
exclusive  use  of  15  targets  upon  the  Range  at  Creedmoor,   on 
Monday,  Thursday  ana  Friday,  of  each  week,  from  June  1st  to 
November  1st,  1875,  and  that  in  consideration  of  the  above  priv- 
ilege, the  State  of  New  York  should  pay  to  this  Association  the 
sum  of  $4000  which  as  shown  in  the  Treasurer's  Report,  has  been 
done.     A  special  privilege  as  above  was  gratuitously  extended 
to  the  National  Guard,  after  the  expiration  of  the  contract  tor 
the  month  of  November,  and  many  availed  themselves  of  the  op- 
portunity thus  presented  to  practice,  and  several  small  matches 
were  shot.     This  plan  of  contract  in  its  practical  working  has 
proved  to  be  far  superior  to  the  manner  of  conducting  the  prac- 
tice of  the  troops  in  1874.     Having  then  no  contract  with  the 
State,  it  became  necessary  to  look  to  the  Regiments  themselves 
for  money  to  pay  for  the  services  of  markers  used  by  said  organi- 
zations, though  employed  by  this  Association.     Much  dissatis- 
faction was  expressed  by  the  members  of  some  few  Regiments, 
but  most  of  them  paid  K)r  their  markers  cheerfully  and  promptly. 
An  eflfort  was  made  to  collect  the  arrearages  from  the  State, 
but  without  success,  the  Adjutant  General  taking  the  view  that 
it  was  a  debt  incurred  by  the  Regiments,  and  must  be  paid  from 
the  Regimental  ftmds,  which  view  was  undoubtedly  correct 

The  Regiments  in  the  1st  and  2nd  Divisions  have  all  paid  our 
bills  for  markers  in  1874,  except  the  1st  Regiment,  (disbanded,) 
and  the  15th  Battalion. 
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There  have  been  30  matches  shot  at  Creedmoor,  during  the  year 
1875,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Association  as  follows  : 

Spring  Meeting,  5  matchea 

Fall  Meeting,  15  matches. 

1st  Turf,  Field  and  Farm  Badge,  1  match. 

2nd  Turf,  Field  and  Farm  Badge,  5  matchea 

Bemington  Diamond  Badge,  3  matches. 

Hepburn  Trophy,  1  match. 

Without  giving  a  table  of  comparison  with  the  scores  of  1874, 
it  is  safe  to  say  that  the  scores  of  1875  show  an  average  improve- 
ment, especially  in  the  military  matches. 

The  full  details  and  statistics  of  these  matches  will  be  seen  in 
the  tables  annexed,  and  it  would  therefore  be  only  a  waste  of 
time  and  space  to  recapitutate  them  hera 

Many  very  handsome  and  valuable  prizes  were  donated,  (see 
Report  of  Prize  Committee),  and  a  series  of  suitable  resolutions 
expressive  of  the  appreciation  by  their  Association,  of  their  in- 
terest in  the  matter,  and  conveying  sincere  thanks  for  same,  were 
sent  to  the  following  parties ;

The  Range  was  formally  declared  open  by  the  Range  Commit- 
tee, on  March  1st,  and  has  continued  so  up  to  last  November, 
when  it  was  practically  closed  for  the  season,  all  employees,  ex- 
cept the  Superintendent,  having  been  dismissed. 

The  Range  during  the  last  year  has  been  greatly  improved, 
both  in  beauty  and  utility,  by  the  planting  of  more  silver  maple 
trees,  increasing  heighth  of  embankment  by  means  of  a  bullet 
proof  fence,  erected  on  top  of  same,  grading,  &c.,  and  the  pur- 
chase of  a  horse  and  cart  has  tended  materially  to  aid  the  labor- 
ers in  accomplishing  these  results ;  but  as  this  matter  will  be 
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treated  of  in  the  Report  of  the  RaDge  Committee,  it  will  be  need- 
less to  speak  further  on  the  subject  here.  It  may  be  well  to 
mention,  nowever,  that  the  increasing  attendance  at  Creedmoor 
renders  it  imperative,  that  more  ground  should  be  secured  for  the 
use  of  our  members  and  others,  and  with  this  view  a  contract 
has  been  drawn  up  and  signed  by  Mr.  H.  C.  Poppenhusen,  and 
the  President  of  the  Association,  leasing  any  or  all  of  that  portion 
of  land  lying  to  the  North  and  West  of  the  Range,  and  within 
the  line  of  the  fence  in  rear  of  embankment.,  and  extending  on 
the  left  to  the  Roadway,  in  all  about  15  acres,  for  a  term  of  10 
years  from  date  of  signing,  at  a  yearly  rental  of  $100.  for  first 
five  jears,  and  remaining  five  J5100  per  year  and  taxes,  with 
privilege  of  purchasing  same  within  that  time  for  $400  per  acre. 

Inquiries  as  to  rent  &c.,  are  also  being  made  for  land  lying  in 
rear  of  Southern  line  of  fence. 

One  great  difficulty  that  has  always  existed  in  consequence  of 
Regimental  Teams,  in  Military  Team  Matches  being  "  scattered," 
has  been  remedied  by  the  passing  of  a  Resolution  on  July  6, 
to  the  effect  that  "  hereafter  teams  shall  remain  together  "  as  much 
as  possible,  that  is  to  say  that  each  team  shall  be  assigned  two, 
or  more  targets  adjoining.  The  thanks  of  the  Association  are 
due  to  Gen.  W  m.  G.  Ward,  for  his  donation  of  a  tent  with  its 
appurtenances.  The  thanks,  not  of  this  Association  only,  but  of 
all  Riflemen,  are  due  Gen.  Alexander  Shaler,  for  the  enthusiastic 
and  persevering  manner  in  which  he  conducted  his  experiments 
in  all  weaxhers  during  the  last  year,  and  for  the  very  entertain- 
ing and  instructive  report  of  the  results  accomplished  by  same, 
a  correct  copy  of  which  will  be  found  on  another  page. 

In  our  Report  last  year  we  took  much  pnde  in  referring  to  the 
victory  of  our  members,  over  the  celebrated  Irish  Rifle  Team 
at  Creedmoor,  Sept.  26,  1874. 

A  return  match  was  shot  at  Dollymount,  Ireland,  on  June  29, 
1875. 

In  this  great  International  Rifle  Match  our  Team  was  again 
victorious,  beating  their  skilled  adversaries,  upon  their  own 
ground,  by  no  less  than  89  points.  The  average  score  of  the 
Americans  was  161J  points  per  man;  far  better  than  any  av- 
erage ever  attained  at  Wimbleiion,  and  higher  even  than  any  in- 
dividual score  ever  made  in  the  "  Elcho  Shield  "  Match. 

We  append  the  detailed  scores,  together  with  diagrams  of  the 
targets  and  short  accounts  of  the  match  taken  from  Irish  papers. 

It  is  a  source  of  great  pleasure  to  the  Board  to  recognize  the 
cordial  hospitality  with  which  the  members  of  the  American 
Team  were  greeted  by  the  Riflemen  and  people  of  Ireland,  and 
by  those  interested  in  Rifle  Practice  in  England. 

Prior  to  the  departure  CoL  Gildersleeve  Gen.  Dakin,  and  Maj. 
Fulton,  members  of  our  Board  of  Directors  and  of  the  Ameri- 
can Team,  were  authorized  and  empowered  to  represent  this 
Association  in  Europe,  it  being  surmised  that  a  general  conven- 
tion of  riflemen  mignt  be  convened  during  their  stay ;  but  no 
such  convention  being  held  their  services  were  not  called  into 
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requisition.  The  subject  of  a  grand  International  Rifle  Match, 
to  take  place  in  this  country  during  the  Centennial  Year,  was, 
however,  broached,  and  our  representatives  received  the  assur- 
rance  that  a  team  from  Great  Britain  would  be  organized  and 
sent  to  meet  us  on  that  important  occasion. 

Since  thsCt  time  the  subject  has  been  fully  discussed  by  our 
Board,  and  as  many  preliminary  steps  as  were  possible  have  been 
taken.  The  following  resolutions  upon  the  supject  were  adopted 
on  the  9th  of  November  last  viz : 

Jiesolved,  L  That  in  furtherance  of  the  steps  already  taken  for 
a  grand  International  Competition  on  the  occasion  of  the  Centen- 
nial Anniversary  of  American  Independence,  and  for  a  proper 
observance  of  such  Anniversary  on  tne  part  of  this  Association, 
a  series  of  rifle  matches  be  inauguarated  to  take  place  during  the 
Summer  or  Autumn  of  1876,  and  a  general  invitation  be  and 
hereby  is  extended  to  Eiflemen  of  all  countries  to  participate. 

IL  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  requested  to  confer  with 
the  Centennial  Commission  and  ascertain  to  what  extent  said 
Commission  will  co-operate  in  carrying  out  such  a  programme  as 
this  Association  may  adopt  for  the  occasion  referred  to. 

IIL  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  requested  to  prepare 
and  submit  to  this  Board,  at  as  early  a  day  as  practicable,  a 
suitable  programme  for  said  International  and  other  matches,  with 
an  estimate  of  the  amount  of  money  necessary  in  their  judgment 
for  the  proper  execution  of  such  programme 

IV.  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  empowered  to  determine 
and  agree  with  the  Centennial  Commission  as  to  the  place  at 
which  the  grand  international  competition  shall  come  oft*  and  to 
arrange  all  the  necessary  details. 

V.  That  the  President  and  Secretary  be  authorized  and  re- 
quested to  notify  in  the  name  of  this  Asssociation  Riflemen  of 
England,  Ireland,  Scotland,  France,  Germany,  Australia,  the  Do- 
minion of  Canada,  the  South  American  States,  and  all  other 
countries  having  Rifle  Associations  or  Clubs,  of  the  opportunity 
presented  to  them  to  participate  in  the  competitions  instituted. 

VL  That  a  cordial  invitation  be  and  hereby  is  extended  to 
all  affiliating  Associations  and  Clubs  to  co-operate  with  this  As- 
sociation in  carrying  out  the  programme  to  be  adopted 

Letters  of  invitation  to  participate  have  been  sent  to  Riflemen 
of  England,  Scotland,  Ireland,  France,  Germany,  Italy,  Australia, 
the  Dominion  of  Canada,  India,  Prince  Edwards  Island,  Sweden 
and  Norway,  Peru,  Austria,  and  any  country  where  a  Rifle 
Afifiociation  or  Club  was  known  to  exist 

The  principal  match  will  be  for  the  "  Championship  of  the 
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World,"  open  to  teams  of  eight  from  each  country,  distances  800, 
fiOO  and  1,000  yards,  any  rifle  within  the  rules  of  the  N.  R  A., 
which  rules  will  be  observed  throughout  A  great  feature  of 
this  International  Competition  will  consist  in  two  days  being  de- 
voted to  it,  or  each  competitor  firing  in  all  90  shots.  The  prize 
will  be  a  handsome  Trophy  presented  by  the  citizens  of  the 
United  States,  but  the  design  has  not  yet  been  determined  upon. 
The  question  as  to  ground  whereon  to  hold  this  Tournament 
(whether  at  Creedmoor  or  Philadelphia)  is  one  that  is  at  this  time 
unsettled,  but  is  receiving  the  deliberation  due  to  such  an  im- 
portant point 

Much  more  of  interest  might  be  included  in  this  Eeport,  but 
it  is  believed  that  this,  together  with  the  Eeports  of  the  Treasurer, 
the  Executive,  Eange,  Prize,  and  Finance  Committees,  and  of  the 
Chief  Executive,  Statistical,  and  Financial  Officers  of  the  late 
Fall  Meeting,  embody,  on  the  whole,  a  complete  history  of  the 
doings  of  this  Association  in  1875,  the  third^ear  of  actual  work 
at  Creedmoor. 

It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the  conduct  and  management  of  af- 
fairs of  the  Association  by  its  Board  of  Directors  and  Officers 
during  this  period  has  proved  judicious,  and  may  give  general 
satisfaction  to  our  members. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

ANNUAL   REPORT

New  York,  Jauuary  9,  1876. 

To  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  National  Rifie  Association  : 

The  Range  Committee  would  respectfully  report: 
During  the  past  year  Creedmoor  nas  been  used  to  an  extent 
hitherto  unknown.  At  the  opening  of  the  Spring  season,  a  con- 
tract was  made  with  the  State  Military  authorities  by  which 
members  of  the  National  Guard  in  uniform  were  allowed  to  use 
the  Range  free  of  charge  on  Mondays,  Thursdays,  and  Fridays 
of  each  week.  Fifteen  targets  and  markers  being  placed  at  their 
disposal.  This  contract  continued  from  June  to  November,  the 
price  fixed  being  $4,000.  Including  those  members  of  the 
National  Guard  who  practiced  on  other  days,  the  Range  during 
this  period  has  been  used  by  some  10,000  men. 

The  majority  of  the  military  practice  was  at  XOO  and  150 
yards,  (or  third  class  practice,)  and  the  large  number  of  shots 
fired  at  these  short  distances  have  been  found  very  damaging  to 
the  iron  targets.  Slabs  which  had  stood  uninjured  for  three 
years  previous  have  given  way  under  it,  no  less  than  twenty -five 
slabs  having  been  broken.  As  in  the  previous  year,  great  in- 
convenience and  no  little  expense  has  been  experienced  from  the 
breaking  of  the  trap  windows  by  the  "  splash  from  the  bullets, 
particularly  at  short  range.  After  some  experiments,  a  change 
nas  been  made  in  the  form  of  the  trap,  which  has  removed  this 
objection  to  a  great  extent,  and  which  has  been  introduced  on  as 
manv  of  the  traps  as  possible.  This  change  has  also  been  bene- 
ficial in  partially,  if  not  wholly,  preventing  the  markers  from  be- 
ing injured  in  cases  of  firing  on  the  wrong  target,  an  act  of  care- 
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lessness  which  has  occurred  in  many  instances  in  the  use  ol  the 
Range  by  the  National  Guard.  No  serious  accident  from  the 
use  of  fire  arms  has  however  taken  place  during  the  year.  At 
the  opening  of  the  coming  season  the  damaged  targets  will  have 
to  be  replaced.  The  Committee  would  advise  that  canvas  targets 
should  be  substituted,  and  are  now  encaged  in  experimenting  in 
regard  to  the  method  best  fitted  with  this  description  of  targets 
to  secure  the  desired  results. 

The  use  of  the  Eange  by  so  many  has  made  it  very  difficult 
to  satisfactorily  accommodate  both  those  who  are  desirous  of 
shooting  at  long  and  short  range,  although  the  rules  have  been 
changed  so  as  to  allow  of  shooting  proceeding  simultaneously  at 
three  distances  instead  of  but  two,  as  in  the  previous  year.  The 
short  range  shooters  comprise  the  majority  in  number  of  the  Rifle- 
men using  the  Range,  and  have  frequently  complained  at  being 
— as  they  think — compelled  to  give  way  to  the  few  long  range 
marksmen,  while  the  latter,  claiming  that  the  reputation  of  the 
Association  in  the  International  and  other  important  matches 
has  been  maintained  bv  their  skill,  claim  even  greater  opportu- 
nities for  practice  than  have  been  aJBforded  them. 

The  difficulties  existing  in  this  respect  have,  it  is  hoped,  been 
obviated  by  the  contract  recently  made  by  the  Association  with 
Herman  C*  Poppenhusen,  Esq.,  oy  which  they,  have  obtained  a 
lease  of  the  lands  belonging  to  him  lying  west  and  north  of  the 
present  range  grounds,  and  comprising  over  fifteen  acres,  for  ten 
years,  at  the  rent  of  $100  a  year  for  the  first  five  years,  and  $100 
and  the  taxes  for  the  remaining  five,  the  Association  having  the 
option  to  purchase  the  whole,  or  any  part  thereof,  at  any  time 
within  such  period,  at  the  rate  of  $400  per  acre.  This  is  an  ex- 
ceedingly advantageous  bargain  for  the  Association,  the  rent 
being  but  nominal.  It  is  intended  to  arrange  the  land  thus  ac- 
quired for  short  and  mid  range  shooting  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
allow  the  targets  to  be  placed  thereon  to  be  used  independently 
of  the  tweniy  targets  erected  on  the  present  Range,  and,  if  suf- 
ficient funds  can  be  obtained  to  enable  the  work,  required  to  fit 
these  premises  for  use,  to  be  completed  early  in  the  spring  (which 
it  is  believed  can  be  done),  they  will  fully  double  the  existing 
facilities  for  practica  Mr.  Poppenhusen  has  also  agreed  to  revise 
the  Time  Table  of  the  Central  Railroad  so  as  to  afford  greater 
accommodations  to  those  visiting  Creedmoor,  and  to  construct 
a  double  track  past  the  Flushing  Junction.  The  latter  has  been 
already  built  (with  a  sunken  track)  through  Hunter's  Point,  and 
the  remainder  is  to  be  completed  by  June.  When  finished,  it 
will  enable  trains  to  be  run  with  great  rapidity  and  remove  the 
inconveniences  experienced  in  former  International  matches. 

The  Committee  are  happy  to  be  able  to  announce  that  the  Win- 
chester Arms  Co.  of  New  Haven,  Conn,  have  announced  their  in- 
tention to  erect  and  donate  to  the  Association  a  ^^Bunning  Deer^' 
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with  the  barrier,  track,  and  all  the  necessary  appurtenances.  The 
necessary  drawings  are  nearly  completed,  and  the  work  will  be 
commenced  as  early  in  the  Spring  as  possible. 

The  "  Running  Deer  "  will  be  placed  in  the  grounds  leased  from 
Mr.  Poppenhusen,  and  will  undoubtedly  constitute  a  great  addi- 
tion to  Creedmoor.  It  will  also  prove  valuable  in  aeveloping 
those  qualities  of  rapidity  and  accuracy  in  the  use  of  breech- 
loading  arms  so  essential  to  both  the  sportsman  and  the  soldier, 

A  running  mark  was  contemplated  oy  the  Association  when 
Creedmoor  was  first  laid  out,  out  their  funds  have  never  been 
such  as  would  warrant  the  incurring  of  the  requisite  expense 
(which  is  quite  heavy),  although  its  value  has  always  been  recog- 
nized. 

The  generosity  and  thoughtfulness  displayed  in  this  gift — 
one   of   the  most    important,  if  not   the  most   important    ever 

made   to     the    Association entitles    the   Winchester   Arms 

Companv  to  the  warmest  thanks  of  all  our  m  mbers,  as  well  as 
of  all  who  are  interested  in  advancing  the  subject  of  Rifle  Prac- 
tice in  America.  A  "  running  man  "  target  has  been  introduced 
upon  the  Range.  Although  erected  too  late  to  be  used  to  any 
extent,  it  has  been  found  to  be  a  source  of  amusement  and  to 
produce  valuable  results. 

The  height  of  the  embankment  in  rear  of  the  Range  having 
been  found  not  to  be  sufficient  for  the  purposes  for  which  it  was 
designed,  a  bullet  proof  fence,  12  feet  high,  has  been  erected 
upon  it,  consisting  of  double  planks  separated  by  a  space  one 
foot  in  width  and  filled  with  stone.  It  cost  about  $1,550,  and 
answers  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  designed.  The  Associa- 
tion are  indebted  to  Major  Fulton  for  his  services  as  engineer  in 
gratuitously  planning  and  superintending  its  construction.  The 
Butts  and  emoankment  have  stood  the  year's  use  without  dete- 
rioration. All  the  trees  set  out  last  year  are  thriving.  Consid- 
erable grading  has  been  done  during  the  past  season,  and  the 
Range  may  be  considered  as  finished,  with  the  exception  of  the 
Recently  annexed  portion,  upon  which  considerable  work  will 
necessarily  be  required.  As  stated  in  our  last  annual  report 
there  is  great  need  of  a  building  being  erected  upon  the  Range 
to  be  used  as  a  permanent  headquarters  and  store  house,  and  it 
is  to  be  hoped  that  some  arrangements  will  be  made  at  an  early 
date  by  which  such  a  building  can  be  secured 

The  necessity  of  some  means  of  telegraphic  communication 
firom  the  Superintendent's  office  to  the  targets,  if  not  from  the 
firing  points  to  the  latter,  is  also  great  A  simple  code  of  sig- 
nals is  all  that  is  required  or  perhaps  desirable.  The  expense 
of  this  cannot  be  excessive,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  funds  of  the 
Association  will  permit  something  of  this  kind  to  be  erected 
during  the  coming  year.  The  Committee  would  also  recommend 
the  introduction  of  carton  shooting  in  the  matches. 
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Tbe  general  management  of  the  Range  has  been  under  the 
direction  of  the  Superintendent,  who  has,  it  is  believed,  given 
^^eneral  satisfaction.  We  annex  a  copy  of  his  property  report 
and  statement  of  receipts  upon  the  Range  for  marking  and  am- 
munition. 

The  markers  have  been  employed  by  the  month,  and  have 
averaged  about  15  in  number.  Some  improvement  will  prob- 
ably be  made  in  regard  to  the  method  of  charging  for  markers, 
Earticularly  in  making  a  distinction  where  they  are  hired  by  the 
our  or  by  the  day.    .

ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF  THE 


Prize   Committee. 


New  York,  January  11,  1876. 

The  Prize  Committee  respectfully  submit  their  annual  report 
as  follows :  Their  Committee  was  appointed  by  the  Board  of 
Directors,  February  2,  1875,  and  then  consisted  of  two  members, 
Captain  Joseph  G.  Story  and  Captain  William  C.  Casey.  On 
the  6th  of  July,  Col.  John  Ward  was  added  to  the  Committee  as 
Chairman,  and  this  organization  has  continued  since  that  date. 
The  principal  matters  of  interest  that  have  occurred  during  the 
year  uave  been  the  Eifle  Matches  at  Creedmoor,  L.  L,  but  a  few 
items  of  minor  interest  may  first  be  mentioned.  On  the  4th  of 
May  last,  the  Prize  Committee  were  authorized  and  instructed  to 
have  thirty  Life  Members'  Badges  made,  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed 
$5.50  each.  An  appropriate  design  for  this  purpose  was  adopted 
by  the  Board  of  Directors  June  1,  1875.  The  same  day  the 
Prize  Committee  reported  that  eight  Directors'  Badges  had  been 
made  and  handed  to  the  Secretary.  On  the  6th  of  July,  the 
Prize  Committee  delivered  thirty  Life  Members'  Badges  to  the 
Secretary.  On  the  3rd  of  August  the  Piize  Committee  reported 
a  contract  with  Tiffany  &  Co.  to  prepare  N.  R.  A.  Medals  (a  new 
die  being  cut  for  the  purpose),  and  also  a  contract  with  the  Gor- 
ham  Manufacturing  Company  to  engrave  members'  names  on 
Life  Members'  Badges  at  fifty  cents  each. 

The  Spring  and  Fall  Meetings  at  Creedmoor  principally  de- 
serve attention. 

The  Spring  Meeting  of  the  N.  R.  A.  took  place  at  Creedmoor 
on  Friday,  May  28,  1S75.  Six  matches  were  shot  in  the  follow- 
ing order:  1.  The  Director's  Match,  the  Prize  being  the  Direo- 
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tors'  Championship  Gold  Badge,  to  be  shot  for  annually  and  held  • 
by  the  winner  during  the  year.  2nd.  The  Short  Range  Match^ 
with  the  following  prizes :  1.  "  Spirit  of  the  Times  "  Medal,  pre- 
sented by  Mr,  George  Wilkes ;  value,  $150.00.  2.  Life  Mem- 
bership N .  R  A.,  transferable,  and  cash  $25.00;  value,  $50.00  ; 
and  other  cash  prizes  to  the  value  of  $67.00.  In  all,  11  prizes. 
Total  value,  $267.00.

Beside  the  Directors*  Champion  Badge,  and  the  Leech  Cup,  the 
aggregate  value  of  the  prizes  was  $1,029. 

The  Fall  Mketing,  known  as  the  "  Third  Annual  Prize  Meet- 
.  ing,'*  commenced  at  Creedmoor  on  Tuesday,  September  28th, 
1875.  A  preliminary  programme  of  the  various  matches  pro- 
posed, stating  the  number  of  prizes  offered  in  each,  was  issued 
by  the  Executive  Committee  during  the  Summer.  It  became 
the  duty  of  the  Prize  Committee  to  prepare  the  regular  annual 
programme  ;  to  fix  the  value  of  the  numerous  prizes  offered  by 
the  Association,  determining  which  should  be  in  the  form  of 
trophies  and  cups,  and  which  in  cash  ;  to  select  the  various  tro- 
phies, etc.,  with  great  care;  and  to  solicit  contributions  from 
prominent  firms,  which  would  add  to  the  attractions  of  the  Match, 
and  materially  lessen  the  expense  of  the  undertaking,  so  far  as 
the  treasury  of  the  Association  was  concerned.  Great  attention 
was  paid  to  the  preparation  of  the  programme,  and  it  is  believed 
that  It  gave  complete  satisfaction.  The  aggregate  value  of  the 
250  priizes  offered  was  $8,488.00,  besides  the  three  Grand  Medals 
of  the  N.  R  A.,  in  gold,  silver,  and  bronze.

Besides  three  N.  R.  A.  Medals,  Gold,  Silver  and  Bronze  and 
a  Bronze  group  offered  by  Third  Brigade  Head  Quarters, 
not  valued. 

The  Laflin  and  Rand  Powder  Company,  Park  Row,  ofifered 
three  medals,  one  gold,  one  silver,  and  one  bronze,  on  certain 
conditions,  which  were  finally  modified  so  as  to  prove  acceptable 
to  the  Association,  and  the  medals  were  assigned  the  honors  of  a 
separate  match.  The  prize  offered  by  Mayor  Wickham  was  a 
helmetted  bust,  in  bronze,  of  Achilles,  and  it  became  the  first 
prize  in  the  Mid-Range  Match.  Colonel  Wingate  and  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Prize  Committee  selected  the  first  prizes  in  the  State, 
Inter-State,  and  First  Division  Matches ;  the  State  Prize,  this 
year,  being  an  elegant  reduced  copy,  in  gilt  bronze,  of  the  upper 
portion  of  the  dome  of  the  National  Capitol  at  Washington, 
crowned  by  Crawford's  noble  statue  of  America,  the  base  being 
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of  red  Pyrenees  marbla  For  the  Inter-State  Match,  a  fine  bronze 
copy  of  the  "  Soldier  of  Marathon,"  handsomely  mounted,  and 
appropriate  medals  for  members  of  the  successful  team  were  se- 
lected. The  handsome  clock  and  mantle  ornaments  presented  by 
Headquarters,  First  Division,  were  entered  as  the  second  prize  in 
the  First  Division  Match.  The  two  very  elegant  gold  medals 
oflFered  by  Headquarters,  Second  Division,  were  entered,  one  as 
the  second  prize  m  the  Second  Division  Match,  and  the  other  as 
the  Second  Division  prize  in  the  Mid-Bange  Match.  Adjutant 
General  Townsend's  superb  gold  badge  was  presented  as  the  first 
individual  prize  in  the  State  Match.  Brig.  Gen.  Vilmar  and 
Staff's  gifts  (two  very  handsome  gold  medals)  were  entered,  one 
as  the  third  prize  in  the  State  Match,  and  the  other  as  the  fourth 

grize  in  the  First  Division  Match.  The  bronze  group  offered  by 
irig.  Gen.  Varian  and  Staff  was  presented  for  competition  among 
the  teams  from  the  Third  Brigade,  and  was  awarded  to  the  team 
making  the  highest  aggregate  scora  This  prize  was  received 
too  late  for  insertion  in  the  programme. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Prize  Committee  visited  a  number  of 

Erominent  firms,  and  succeeded  in  inducing  them  to  offer  the  very 
andsome  prizes  mentioned  in  the  summary,  as  follows :  Messrs. 
Starr  &  Marcus,  Jewellers,  22  John  Street,  presented  two  very  ele- 
gant gold  badges,  one  for  the  Short  Eange.  and  one  for  the  Long 
Range  Match.  The  latter  has  a  fine  diamond  for  a  bulFs  eve. 
The  value  of  the  two  prizes  is  $200.00.  Messrs.  Devlin  &  (5o., 
'  Clothiers,  Broadway  and  Grand  Street,  presented  two  handsome 
French  clocks,  ornamented  with  bronze  figures,  and  valued  at 
$75.00  apiece,  which  became  the  third  prizes  in  the  First  and 
Second  Division  Matches,  Messrs.  Brooks  Brothers,  Clothiers, 
Broadway  and  Bond  Street,  gave  a  very  elegant  bronze  and  silver 
vase,  valued  at  $125.00,  as  the  second  prize  in  the  State  Match. 
The  Gorham  Manufacturing  Company,  No.  1,  Bond  Street,  pre- 
sented a  superb  silver  vase,  which  cost  them  $160.00,  and  was 
entered  as  the  second  prize  in  the  Inter-State  Match.  Messrs. 
Tiffany  &  Co.,  Jewellers,  Union  Square,  gave  a  silver  cup,  ap- 
propriately mounted,  valued  at  $75.00,  which  became  the  fourth 
prize  in  the  State  Match.  Messrs.  E.  Remington  &  Sons  pre- 
sented a  rifle  and  revolver,  valued  at  $53  50,  the  former  becom- 
ing the  second  prize  in  the  Consolation  Match,  and  the  latter  the 
fourth  prize  in  the  Press  Match.  The  Hazard  Powder  Company, 
88  Wall  Street,  gave  $50.00,  in  caah,  which  was  entered  as  the 
second  prize  in  the  Long  Range  Match.  Mr.  John  Boylan, 
Clothier,  139  Grand  Street,  presented  a  gold  badge  worth  $50.00. 
as  the  third  Team  prize,  in  the  Inter-State  Military  Match,  and 
Messi-s.  Baker  &  McKenney,  Military  Equipments,  141  Grand 
Street,  gave  a  similar  badge  as  the  fourth  prize  in  the  same  match. 
The  various  Division  and  Brigade  Headquarters  were  also  re- 
quested to  contribute  prizes,  which  have  been  previously  men- 
tioDed,  and  Lieut  Col.  S.  V.  R  Cruger,  12th  Infantrv,  N.  G.  S. 
N.  Y.,  presented  a  very  handsome  solid  silver  pitcher,  worth 
over  $40.00,  which  become  the  sixth  prize  in  the  Inter-State  Mili-

tary  Match.  The  Chairman  of  the  Prize  Committee  selected  the 
numerous  prizes  offered  by  the  N.  R  Association,  at  the  Gorham 
Manufacturing  Company  s  establishment,  No.  1  Bond  Street 
choosing  principally  heavily  plated  epergnes,  lined  with  gold,  at 
wholesale  prices,  as  articles  possessing  artistic  merit,  real  value, 
and  which  would  make  an  attractive  display.  The  Gorham 
Company  undertook  to  send  the  prizes  to  Creeamoor,  and  to  take 
charge  of  them,  Brig.  Gen.  Wm.  G.  Ward,  commanding  the  First 
Brigade,  kindly  offering  his  tent  for  their  accommodation.  Two 
large  show  cases  were  sent  down  by  the  Gorham  Company,  in 
which  the  prizes  were  displayed  to  great  advantage,  the  tent  pre- 
senting a  very  fine  appearance.  The  Prize  Meetme  commenced 
on  Tuesday,  Sept.  28th,  and  continued  until  the  following  Mon- 
day. The  pnzes  remained  on  exhibition  at  Creedmoor  until 
Friday,  Oct  1st,  when  they  were  brought  back  to  the  city,  and 
sent  the  following  day  to  tne  State  Arsenal,  where  they  were  ar- 
ranged on  a  long  table  for  exhibition  and  distribution  that  eve- 
ning A  very  large  assemblage  filled  the  extensive  drill-room 
on  Saturday  evening,  and  the  prizes  were  much  admired,  the 
Gatling  Gun  and  the  Army  and  Navy  Cup  being  displayed 
among  the  trophies.  The  whole  effect  of  the  exhibition  was  very 
elegant  Major  General  Shaler  took  the  chair  as  President  of  the 
Association,  and  made  the  opening  speech,  after  which  the  prizes 
were  awarded  by  the  Hon.  Mr.  Judd,  Generals  Woodward  and 
McMahon,  Colonels  Gildersleeve,  Wingate,  Church  and  John 
Ward,  and  Mr.  Turck,  who  made  appropriate  addresses.  The 
teams  were  present,  in  uniform,  and  music  was  furnished  by  the 
Governor's  Island  Band.  Such  of  the  prizes  as  were  not  awarded 
or  claimed  that  evening,  were  removed  to  the  establishment  of 
the  Gorham  Manufacturing  Company,  and  have  since  been  issued 
on  orders  signed  by  the  Statistical  Officer,  Captain  Joseph  G. 
Story,  whose  faithful  labors,  both  in  that  department  and  in  the 
preparation  of  the  programme,  the  Chairman  desires  particularly 
to  acknowledge.

New  York,  December  1st,  1876. 
To  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  National  Rifle  Association, 

Gentlemen:  The  Executive  Committee  of  this  Association 
have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  conduct  of 
the  Third  Annual  Fall  Prize  Meeting  of  the  National  Rifle  As- 
sociation, held  at  Creedmoor,  L.  L,  compiled  from  the  statistics 
in  our  possession,  and  embracing  in  substance  the  principal  por- 
tions of  the  Reports  of  the  Prize  Committee  and  the  Chief  Statis- 
tical Officer  as  follows : 

The  Fall  Meeting  alluded  to  was  commenced  on  Tuesday, 
September  28th,  and  continued  on  Wednesday  the  29th,  Thurs- 
day the  30th,  Friday  and  Saturday,  October  1st  and  2nd,  and 
the  afternoon  of  Monday,  October  4th,  1875.  There  were  250 
prizes  oflFered  at  this  meeting,  aggregating  in  value  $8,488.00  (ex- 
clusive of  the  six  Division  Prizes),  which  have  been  detailed  and 
classified  as  follows :

This  total  of  250  prizes  with  an  aggregate  value  of  $8,488.00, 
does  not  include  the  three  Grand  Medals  offered  by  this  Associa- 
tion as  1st,  2nd  and  8rd  prizes  in  the  "Champion's  Match," 
neither  does  it  include  the  prize  offered  bv  Gen.  Varian  and  Staff, 
of  the  Third  Brigade,  K  G.  S.  N.  Y.,  the  values  of  which  are 
unknown  to  this  Committer  At  the  first  Fall  Meeting  of  this 
Association,  held  in  1873,  the  total  value  of  123  prizes  offered 
amounted  to  $8,298.00,  including  $75.00  offered  by  the  N.  R  A- 
in  sundry  cash  prizes.  In  1874,  at  the  second  Fall  Meeting,  170 
prizes  were  offered  (of  which  47  were  cash  prizes  amounting  to 
$265.00),  the  whole  aggregating  $8,292.00.  These  figures  in  each 
case  are  exclusive  of  the  six  Division  Prizes  offered  by  the  State 
at  each  meeting.

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  in  1873,  123  prizes  were  ofiFered,  in 
1874, 170,  and  in  1875,  250  prizes  were  oflfered,  being  an  excess 
in  number  over  1874,  of  80  prizes,  and  over  1873,  of  127  prizes, 
while  the  cash  value  of  1875  over  1874  amounted  to  $196.00,  and 
over  1878  to  $192.00. 

The  excess  in  value  of  the  prizes  offered  this  present  year  over 
the  other  years  is  really  more  than  the  figures  enow,  for  the  rea- 
son that  all  prizes  were  valued  at  their  actual  cost  prices.

By  comparison  with  the  receipts  of  1874,  this  shows  that  the 
entries  this  year  were  in  excess  $309.75,  that  the  sale  of  Sighting 
Shots  and  Pool  Tickets  exceeded  that  of  1874  by  $187.95,  while 
our  receipts  at  the  gate  this  year  (despite  the  fact  that  we  adver- 
tised more,  and  consequently  spent  considerably  more  money  for 
that  purpose,  and  also  that  the  meeting  lasted  longer)  shows  a  de 
crease  from  last  year  of  $6.00.

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On  Saturday,  October  2d,  1875,  the  principal  prizes  were  for- 
mally presented  to  the  winners  at  the  N.  Y.  State  Arsenal,  and 
appropriate  addresses  were  made  by  Gena  Alex.  Shaler,  M.  T. 
McMahon  and  John  B.  Woodward,  Colonels  H.  A  Gildersleeve, 
G.  W.  Wingate,  Wm.  C.  Church  and  John  Ward,  and  the  Hon. 
David  W.  Judd  and  Mr.  Turck. 

The  Governors  Island  Band  were  in  attendance,  and  discoursed 
good  music  to  the  large  assemblage  that  were  present  on  that  oc- 
casion, and  everything  appeared  to  pass  off  very  pleasantly  and 
satisfactorily.  As  usual,  a  number  of  protests  against  certain 
scores  and  awards  made  in  the  late  Fall  Meeting  were  entered, 
and  each  case  in  turn  was  separately  brought  up  and  considered 
by  the  Executive  Committee,  and  also  in  some  cases  by  the  Board 
of  Directors,  and  decisions  rendered  only  after  having  heard  all 
the  available  testimony  of  witnesses,  etc.,  and  after  having  care- 
fully and  impartially  considered  the  same.  One  case  havmg  no 
Erevious  parallel  in  the  records  of  this  Association,  considered 
y  our  Board,  is  worthy  of  mention,  viz.:  where  two  competitors 
for  a  prize  offered  to  the  best  aggregate  score  in  three  different 
Matches,  made  the  same  totals  in  eacn  Match,  and  consequently 
the  same  aggregate  of  the  whola 

Each  of  these  competitors  made  the  same  scores  at  the  longest 
distances,  each  no  misses,  and  each  no  outers ;  one,  however,  had 
four,  and  the  other  six  inners  in  the  whole  aggregated  scores. 
There  being  no  provision  in  our  Rules  for  such  an  unprecedented 
emergency,  the  prize  was  specially  awarded  by  our  Board  of 
Directors  to  the  competitor  whose  aggregate  score  recorded  the 
least  number  of  inners. 

In  reference  to  the  conduct  of  future  Prize  Meetings,  your 
Committee  beg  to  say  that  careful  notes  were  taken  by  tne  prin- 
cipal officials,  and  your  Committee  submit  the  following  sugges- 
tions for  future  guidance : 

1.  All  Prize  Meetings  should  be  conducted  by  an  "Executive 
Officer,"  whose  office  should  be  located  adjoining  and  connected 
with  that  of  the  **  Statistical  Officer,"  and  charged  with  the  entire 
management  of  the  meeting  in  accordance  with  the  "  Regula- 
tioniS '  and  the  orders  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

2.  Daily  meetings  of  the  Executive  or  a  Special  Committee  to 
pass  upon  protests,  and  all  questions  submitted  by  the  Executive 
Officer. 

3.  One  "Chief  Superintendent  of  Firing  Points,"  and  five 
"  Superintendents  "  to  report  to  the  Chief  at  a  specified  hour  in 
the  morning  at  the  office  of  the  Executive  Officer  and  receive 
instructions. 

■i.  Two  "  Entry  Clerks,"  one  of  them  to  receive  the  money 
and  enter  the  name,  eta,  in  the  **  Entry  Book"  at  one  window, 
and  the  other  to  fill  out  the  Scoring  Tickets  and  pass  them  to  the 
applicants  at  the  other  window 

5.  One  "  Statistical  Officer  "  to  superintend  the  work  of  that 
bureau,  and  to  personally  make  the  target  assignments. 

6.  Three  Clerks  or  Assistants,  one  to  collect  the  Score  Tickets 
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from  the  "  Superintendents  of  Firing  Points,"  who  have  received 
them  from  the  Score-keepers,  and  the  target  assignment  Slips  for 
that  Match  and  deliver  tnem  to  the  Statistical  Officer. 

The  Statistical  Officer  should  see  that  the  Score-tickets,  after 
the  records  are  made  up,  are  securely  tied  in  packages,  those  of 
each  Match  by  themselves,  with  the  Entry  Books  of  such  Match, 
and  delivered  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Association  for  safe 
keeping. 

One  tx)  examine  the  Score-tickets  and  see  that  there  are  no  al- 
terations on  same  not  endorsed  by  the  Score-keeper,  and  a  Super- 
intendent of  Firing  Point,  to  verify,  and  if  necessary,  correct,  the 
additions,  and  see  if  any  irregularities  exist  When  found  cor- 
rect, he  wijl  enter  the  record  in  full  in  the  Entry  Book,  which  has 
been  delivered  to  him  by  the  Entry  Clerk  upon  closing  of  entries 
for  that  Match.  He  will  then  turn  over  the  Entry  Book  to  one 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  the  Award  of  Prizes,  ascertain- 
ing if  any  ties  are  to  be  shot  off,  in  which  case  he  will  notify  the 
Statistical  Officer,  who  will  see  that  the  hour  for  shooting  oft  ties, 
designated  by  the  Executive  Officer,  is  promptly  bulletined-  He 
will  then,  or  when  the  ties  have  been  shot  oft,  make  his  entries 
in  the  "  Prize  Winners'  Record  "  and  bulletin  the  list ;  but  no 
bulletin  should  be  posted  until  examined  by  the  Statistical  Offi- 
cer, after  which  he  will  fill  out  the  Prize  Winners'  Certificates 
for  the  signature  of  the  Statistical  Officer. 

7.  The  Statistical  Officer  should  see  that  in  the  "  Prize  Win- 
ners' Record"  is  entered  those  of  each  Match  by  itself,  the  name, 
military  organization  (if  any),  address,  and  total  score  of  each* 
Prize  Winner,  and  the  character  of  the  Prize  taken. 

8.  The  list  of  "  Prize  Winners  "  from  first  Match  to  the  last, 
should  be  kept  posted  on  the  Bulletin  Board. 

9.  The  Supenntendents  of  Firing  Points  should  each  be  fur- 
nished with  a  Memorandum  Book  in  which  to  record  any  changes 
made  in  Scoring  Tickets  by  their  authority,  and  note  all  other 
matters  of  interest  occurring  during  their  tour  of  servica 

At  the  conclusion  of  each  Match,  they  will  make  a  written  re- 
ort  to  the  Statistical  Officer,  stating  what  alterations  and  changes 
if  any)  have  been  made  in  Score  tickets  by  their  authority. 

10.  The  Statistical  Officer  should  see,  under  the  directions  of 
the  Chief  Executive  Officer,  that  all  necessary  bulletins  and 
placards  are  promptly  posted,  and  all  unnecessary  ones  removed 

11.  Target  Assignments  should  be  prepared  the  night  before. 

12.  Firing  on  the  wrong  target  should  be  reported  to  the  Stat- 
istical Officer  by  the  Superintendeot  of  Firing  Point,  and  the  fine 
collected  at  onca 

18,  The  K  Y.  State  Match  should  be  shot  before  the  Division 
Matches. 

14.  The  shooting  should  commence  on  each  day  at  9  o'clock 
A.  M.,  and  all  firing  should  cease  at  least  thirty  minutes  before 
the  leaving  of  the  last  train,  in  order  that  the  Superintendents 
may  have  time  to  make  their  reports,  etc. 

15.  Entries  should  be  closed  in  time  to  have  the  Target  As- 
signments made  and  avoid  delays. 
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16.  Prize  Winners*  Certificates  received  from  Prize  Winners, 
should  be  delivered  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Prize  Committee  to 
the  Secretarv  for  safe  Keeping. 

17.  A  sufficient  number  of  Score-keepers  should  be  engaged 
and  paid  to  insure  a  full  complement  to  report  at  the  office  of  the 
Chief  Executive  Officer  each  morning. 

18.  Detailed  instructions  to  Score-keepers  and  Superintendents 
of  Firing  Points  should  be  printed  and  furnished  to  them  before 
the  meeting. 

19.  Superintendents  and  Score-keepers  should,  if  possible,  be 
selected  from  those  not  entered  in  Matches,  which  they  direct  and 
control. 

20.  Superintendents  should  see  that  Score-keepers  do  not  al- 
low any  nring  for  practice  upon  their  targets,  either  before,  dur- 
ing, or  after  a  Match. 

21.  Target  assignments  should  be  made  in  the  Entry  Book  as 
soon  as  possible  after  the  entries,  the  time  required  to  shoot  each 
Match  having  been  computed  and  the  targets  apportioned  (pre- 
viously) to  each  Match,  when  practicable. 

22.  A  limit  of  time  should  be  given  each  Team  to  finish  its 
score. 

23.  Score-keepers  should  not  be  allowed  to  keep  any  compet- 
itor's private  score. 

24.  Superintendents  and  Score-keepers  should  be  familiar  with 
the  "Regulations,"  and  each  have  a  copy  in  their  possession 
while  scoring. 

25.  Superintendents  and  Score-keepers  should  not  refer  to  the 
Executive  or  other  Officer,  what  is  plainly  prescribed  for  in  the 
"Emulations.'' 

26.  Target  assignments  should  be  made  on  printed  slips,  at  the 
time,  or  immediately  after  post  entries  are  received,  to  save  time. 

27.  Programmes  should  be  made  to  insure  the  completion  of 
Team  Matches  in  two  days. 

28.  Entries  to  the  first  Match  should  not  be  received  upon  the 
Ranga

Chief  Executive  Officer. 


To  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  National  Rifle  Association. 

Gentlemen  :  Having  been  appointed  by  this  Board  to  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  Chief  Executive  Officer  at  the  Annual  Meet- 
ing in  September  last,  I  beg  to  make  the  following  Report: 

First,  permit  me  to  state  that  it  was  the  first  occasion  upon 
which  I  nad  undertaken  the  performance  of  the  duties  which 

E roved  to  be  not  a  little  difficult,  rendered  so  from  a  want  of 
nowledge  and  experience  in  the  routine,  and  constantly  new  and 
perplexing  duties  arising  as  the  meeting  progressed.  It  has  been 
my  privilege  to  be  a  participant  and  an  observer  at  the  meetings 
previously  held  under  the  direction  of  this  Board,  and  from  these 
points,  together  with  my  experience  at  the  last  meeting,  I  am 
enabled  to  offer  a  few  suggestions,  with  the  belief  that  they  may 
be  of  service  to  the  officers  in  the  conduct  of  future  meetinga 
The  Executive  Officer  should  be  appointed  at  least  one  month  in 
advance  of  the  commencement  ol  the  meetings  for  competition, 
with  full  and  absolutepower  to  control  everything  at  the  Range, 
including  finances.  His  entire  duties  should  be  minutely  de- 
fined in  regulations,  and  in  such  a  manner,  as  to  authorize  him 
to  make  use  of  the  targets  to  the  best  possible  advantage,  in  or- 
der to  complete  the  various  competitions  in  the  shortest  period 
of  time.  He  should  be  authorized  to  appoint  two  Assistants, 
whose  duty  it  should  be  to  devote  the  entire  time  during  which 
the  meeting  may  continue  to  the  discharge  of  the  duties  that  may 
devolve  upon  them.  These,  it  will  be  understood,  should  be  in 
addition  to  the  regular  Assistants  heretofore  provided  in  the 
Statistical  and  Financial  Departments,  and  in  the  two  latter  De- 
partments at  least  six  Assistants  should  be  employed  and  as- 
signed to  duty  in  either  Department,  according  to  circumstances, 
by  the  Chief  Executive  Officer.  At  least  twenty -five  intelligent 
and  respectable  persons  should  be  employed,  by  advertising  or 
otherwise,  and  talken  to  the  Range  at  least  twice  before  their  ser- 
vices axe  required  as  regular  Scorers,  and  should  there  be  in- 
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structed  in  their  duties  by  the  Executive  Officer  or  his  Assistants. 
These  drills  would  enaole  them  to  perform  their  work  correctly 
The  hour  for  the  commencement  of  shooting  should  be  fixed  at 
9  A.  M.  each  day.  Booths  for  the  sale  of  Pool  'Tickets  should 
be  established  within  a  few  feet  of  each  Range  where  Pool  Tar- 
gets are  in  use.  The  bull's-eye  on  the  targets  for  the  regulation 
military  rifle  should  be  larger  than  those  in  use  by  persons  using 
long-range  small-bore  rifles.  Buirs-eve  Tickets  should  be  re- 
deemed each  day  at  1  o'clock  and  6  o'clock  P.  M.  Prizes  should 
be  upon  the  Range  and  ready  for  presentation  as  soon  after  the 
winners  shall  have  been  posted  upon  the  bulletin  as  is  practicable, 
in  order  to  permit  winners  resiaing  at  a  distance  to  ootain  their 
prizes  without  the  difficulty  heretofore  experienced  in  such  cases. 
Regulations  should  prescribe  that  in  Team  shooting  in  military 
Matches  not  more  than  two  minutes  per  shot  on  the  average  shall 
be  allowed  each  competitor,  this  being  the  fair  average  per  shot 
in  our  International  contests.  Over  five  hours  were  consumed  in 
some  instances  by  Teams  of  12  men  in  firing  168  shots.  No 
competitor  should  be  allowed  sighting  shots  in  any  match  except 
tickets  be  purchased  for  the  same.  A  full  complement  of  trigger 
testers  should  be  provided,  and  in  every  instance  triggers  should 
be  tested  as  soon  as  the  competitor  has  finished  his  score.  Great 
delay  and  inconvenience  was  experienced  by  the  Chief  Executive 
Officer,  in  conducting  the  recent  meeting,  in  consequence  of  the 
regular  employees  and  the  Executive  Officer's  Assistants  not  re- 
porting at  headquarters  on  the  Range  until  a  later  hour  than  is 
desirable. 

The  chief  Executive  Officer  should  be  required  to  furnish  a 
complete  report,  in  detail,  immediately  after  each  meeting,  to  the 
Board  of  Directors,  which  should  include  suggestions  and  recom- 
mendations, if  considered  necessary,  for  the  improvement  of  the 
manner  in  which  the  meeting  may  have  been  conducted.  A 
complete  record  should  be  kept,  in  suitable  books  or  otherwise,, 
of  all  that  transpires  at  the  Range  in  reference  to  the  management, 
to  be  preseryed  at  the  headquarters  of  this  Association,  for  future 
reference,  all  of  which  should  be  kept  in  ink.  The  suggestions 
offered  in  this  Report  are  not  presented  with  the  belief  that  they 
are  the  best  that  could  be  made,  but  are  intended  to  draw  your 
attention  to  them,  with  a  view  of  coirecting  abuses  which  have 
manifested  themselvea 

In  order  to  arrive  at  a  correct  conclusion  in  matches  where 
the  regulation  military  rifles  are  placed  in  competition  with  the  va- 
rious small-bore  rifles,  it  would  oe  well  to  require  the  small  bores 
to  be  shot  at  similar  targets  at  greater  distance.  For  instance, 
the  conditions  of  a  Match  such  as  Competition  "  Eleven,"  of 
the  last  Meeting,  in  which  points  were  allowed,  should  be  changed 
as  follows :  Those  using  what  is  known  as  special  military  rifles 
shall  shoot  700  and  800  yards,  and  those  using  rifles  other  than 
Military  shall  shoot  at  800  and  900  yards.  This  will  enable  the 
Association  to  test  the  merits  of  the  two  systems.  Carton  should 
be  commenced  at  the  next  meeting  at  Creedmoor  for  the  two  fol- 
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lowing  reasons.  "First"  It  will  result  in  raising  more  money 
than  from  the  sale  of  Pool  Tickets.  "  Second."  Greater  interest 
is  taken  in  this  kind  of  shooting,  because  of  the  chance  offered  to 
win  large  prices,  which  are  as  often  won  by  those  unaccustomed 
to  shooting.  In  connection  with  this  portion  of  my  report  your 
attention  is  called  to  page  73  and  22  of  the  Programme  of  the 
National  Eifle  Association  of  Wimbledon  for  1875. 

My  thanks  are  due  for  the  able  assistance  rendered  especially 
by  the  Statistical  and  Financial  Officers,  and  for  the  uniform 
courtesy  extended  by  each  and  every  person  availing  themselves 
of  the  privileges  anorded  at  Creedmoor  by  the  National  Rifle 
Association.

The  general  interest  was  very  great,  the  Matches  spirited  and 
fiill  of  life,  as  shown  by  the  increased  number  of  entnes,  and  de- 
cided improvement  in  shooting,  especially  in  Matches  in  which 
the  National  Guard  were  competitors  by  Teams ;  also,  the  very 
many  prizes  won  by  members  of  the  same,  in  individual  matches, 
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at  short  raoge,  where  they  were  competitors  against  experienced 
marksmen  and  fine  rifles. 

The  meeting  was  not  without  interruption  by  unfair  weather ; 
but  throuffh  aS  the  difficulties,  general  good  feeling  prevailed  to 
a  greater  degree  than  ever  before,  nevertheless  several  protests 
were  entered  which  have  been  determined  by  your  Executive 
Committee:  In  many  instances  the  competition  being  so  keen 
and  close,  that  some  time  was  required  to  decide  the  winners,  and 
in  two  Matches  of  Team  shooting,  the  scores  in  aggr^ate  being 
equal,  the  winning  Teams  were  determined  by  fewest  misses,  an 
event  which  I  believe  has  never  occurred  before  in  the  meetings 
of  this  Association. 

In  closing  my  report  I  would  most  earnestly  urge,  that  in 
future  meetmgs,  the  Statistical  Office,  be  more  efficiently  supplied 
with  help  and  rules  established  to  govern  the  same.  This  years 
meeting  oeing  no  exception  to  the  former  ones,  but  presented 
more  forcibly  the  great  necessity  of  such  rules  being  made  and 
clerical  help  supplied,  so  as  to  render  a  more  systematic  manage- 
ment of  said  office  and  duties  connected  therewith. 

At  the  close  of  each  day's  meeting  more  or  less  confusion  oc- 
curred, consequent  upon  the  lateness  of  the  hour  and  haste  to 
meet  trains,  especially  by  winners  of  prizes  from  the  distance 
returning  home,  all  of  which  could  be  so  arranged,  by  closing 
the  Matches  in  sufficient  time  before  the  departure  of  last  train, 
to  admit  of  winners  being  determined  by  the  Statistical  Officer 
and  ties,  if  any  shot  ofiE 

Also  your  attention  is  especially  directed  to  the  matter  of 
of  Team  shooting  by  the  National  Guard,  that  the  Matches  be  so 
arranged  as  not  to  occupy  more  than  two  days,  and  said  days  be 
devoted  exclusively  to  National  Guard  Team  shooting,  likewise 
experience  has  demonstrated  that  the  time  (with  all  due  allow- 
ances) can  be  determined  in  which  Team  matches  can  be  shot 

I  would  desire  here  to  thank  the  representatives  of  the  Press 
who  were  present  at  our  meeting  for  the  very  willing  and  courte- 
ous assistance  rendbred  on  the  several  days  in  computing  and 
compiling  scores.

To  the  President  and  Officers  of  the  National  Rifle  Association. 

Gentlemen  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  Re- 
port: 

My  experience  in  the  conduct  of  the  Financial  Departnaent  of 
the  late  Fall  Meeting  at  Creedmoor  is  rather  limited,  my  entire 
time  having  been  occupied  in  the  Pool  Firing  and  wholly  con- 
fined to  that  Department  However,  I  would  most  respectfully 
make  the  following  suggestions  in  regard  to  the  conduct  of  that 
particular  Department. 

1st.  These  Headquarters  should  be  locate  at  as  short  a  dis- 
tance as  possible  from  the  firing  point.  The  number  of  tickets 
purchased  by  each  person  is  comparatively  small,  and  soon  ex- 
hausted, and  the  distance  and  time  occupied  in  going  and  return- 
ing from  so  great  a  distance  (as  was  necessary  last  Fall)  and 
again  getting  into  line  ior  turn  to  fire,  caused  considerable  com- 
plaint, and  operated  against  and  lost  the  sale  of  a  great  number 
of  tickets. 

2nd.  The  necessary  assistance  detailed  to  these  Headquarters 
should  not  be  less  than  three  persons  during  the  busy  portion  of 
the  day. 

3rd.  Arrangements  should  be  made  to  have  Pool  Firing  com- 
mence as  early  as  possible  on  the  morning  of  each  day  of  the 
meeting,  say  o  o'clock,  or  soon  after  the  arrival  of  the  first  train. 

4th.  The  Scorer  stationed  at  each  target  should  be  provided 
with  a  Coupon-Book  similar  to  the  one  in  use  last  Fall  and  con- 
sist of  two  sets,  one  for  use  in  the  morning  and  the  other  for  the 
afternoon,  for  the  purpose  of  recording  the  number  of  bull's-eyes 
made  on  each  target,  the  shooter  to  receive  a  coupon  from  the 
Scorer  for  each  bull's-eye  made  bv  him,  which,  upon  presentation 
at  Headquarters  at  the  close  of  the  firing,  will  entitle  the  holder 
to  his  share  in  the  PooL

Report  of  Experiments. 


New  York,  December  20,  1875. 

To  the  Directors  of  the  National  Rijk  Association : 

Gentlemen — The  experiments  commenced  during  the  last 
Summer,  to  determine  the  proper  charge  of  powder  to  use  in  long 
range  shooting  in  the  Remington  Creedmoor  Rifle  with  a  swedged 
bullet,  composed  of  fiteen  parts  lead  and  one  of  tin,  weighing  650 
grains,  have  been  continued  since  with  considerable  regularity, 
and  completed  within  the  past  few  days. 

The  results  are  herewith  submitted  for  the  information  of  the 
members  of  the  Association. 

The  practice  was  at  500,  800,  900  and  1,000  yards. 

At  500  yards,  seven  kinds  of  ammunition  were  used,  viz.:  90, 
KX)  and  105  grains  with  a  lubricant,  and  100,  105,  110,  and  115 
grains  without  a  lubricant. 

At  800,  900  and  1,000  yards,  eight  kinds  of  ammunition  were 
used,  viz.:  90,  95,  100  and  105  grains  with  a  lubricant,  and  105, 
110,  115  and  120  grains  without  a  lubricant 

Fifty  shots  of  each  kind  were  fired  at  each  of  the  distances, 
except  that  there  were  but  thirty  2mA.  forty  shots  of  the  120  grains 
cartridgep  fired  at  800  and  900  yards  respectively. 

About  half  of  the  90  grains  ammunition  were  factory  made. 
All  the  rest  were  made  by  the  undersigned.  The  powder  used 
was  the  same  in  all  cases  (Hazard  F.  G.).  The  shells  were  all 
new  (of  the  long  kind),  none  being  reloaded.  All  the  balls  ex- 
cept a  few  first  used  were  carefully  weighed,  and  those  used  "in 
the  same  score  never  varied  as  much  as  one  grain.  The  powder 
was  also  carefully  weighed  in  all  cases,  and  never  varied  one 
quarter  of  a  grain  to  a  charge.  Generalljr,  the  scores  were  made 
of  ten  shots  each,  after  the  correct  elevation  had  been  obtained. 

To  ensure  accuracy  of  aim  all  the  shots  were  fired  over  a  camp 
stool.  The  shooting  was  continued  without  regard  to  weather, 
some  times  in  heavy  rain,  and  some  times  in  very  high  winds, 
shelter  having  been  provided  for  the  purpose. 

For  locating  the  hits  with  precision,  the  targets  for  most  of  the 
shooting  were  lined  off  with  one  vertical  line,  marking  the  centre 
of  the  length  of  the  target,  and  three  horizontal  lines  one  foot 
apart,  the  centre  one  marking  the  centre  of  the  width  or  height  of 
the  target. 

At  no  time  was  the  wind  gauge  very  carefully  manipulated  for 
the  purpose  of  making  large  scores,  but  the  elevations  of  the  hits 
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were  noted  with  ereat  care,  as  the  relative  merits  of  the  different 
ammunition  could  be  correctly  determined  only  by  a  comparison 
of  the  deviations  of  the  hits  from  a  horizontal  line.  At  the  end 
of  each  day's  shooting  the  distance  of  each  hit  from  the  centre 
horizontal  line  was  measured,  and  the  average  distance  per  shot 
of  each  score  computed  and  recorded  on  a  table  preparea  for  the 
purpose.  When  IXiQ  fifty  shots  of  a  particular  kind  of  ammuni- 
tion had  been  fired  at  a  given  distance,  an  average  of  the  devia- 
tions of  all  the  hits  was  computed  and  recorded. 

The  following  is  the  result  of  the  practice  at  500  yards,  with 
the  different  kinds  of  ammunition,  placed  in  the  order  of  their 
merit,  as  determined  by  the  above  plan.

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  deviations  in  the  four  kinds  of  am- 
munition first  named  vary  but  little,  there  being  but  1%  of  an 
inch  between  the  highest  and  the  lowest  It  would  seem,  there- 
fore, that  for  500  yarda  shooting  there  is  not  much  choice  be- 
tween 100  and  105  grains,  with  or  without  lubricant  Indeed,  it 
is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  a  repetition  of  the  test  might  bring 
either  of  them  at  the  head  of  the  list 

Although  the  scores  made  cannot  be  used  as  a  test  of  merit, 
it  may  be  added,  that  the  average  value  per  shot  of  three  of  the 
four  kinds  of  ammunition  first  named  were  the  highest  pbtained 
at  500  yards,  according  to  Creedmoor  system  of  counting.  In 
this  practice  twenty-one  consecutive  bulFs-eyes  were  made  with 
100  grains  without  lubricant,  followed  by  eleven  with  105  grains 
without  lubricant,  under  a  fresh  easterly  wind. 

At  800  yards  the  following  results  were  obtained,  viz.:

This  table  shows  a  difference  of  2im  inches  in  the  deviations 
of  the  two  kinds  of  ammunition  first  named,  but  a  remarkable 
uniformity  in  the  deviations  of  the  2nd,  8rd  and  4th  named,  and 
between  the  1st  and  the  ith,  a  difference  of  only  2i^  inches.  As 
at  800  yards,  the  scores  made  by  the  four  first  named  were  the 
four  highest  out  of  eight.

In  this  record  there  is  a  striking  similarity  to  that  of  the  900 
yards,  in  the  difference  between  the  deviations  of  the  two  kinds 
of  ammunition  first  named,  and  the  uniformity  in  the  deviations 
of  the  2nd,  3rd  and  4th.  In  fact,  the  entire  tables  closely  re- 
semble each  other,  the  principal  difference  being  found  in  the 
leap  made  by  the  110  grains  from  seventh  position  in  the  800 
and  900  yard  tables  to  that  of  third  in  the  1,000  yard  table,  and 
an  equal  retrograde  movement  on  the  part  of  the  106  grains 
without  lubricant 

It  will  be  noticed  that  throughout  these  tests,  up  to  1,000  yds., 
the  105  grains  ammunition,  both  with  and  without  lubricant,  has 
shown  great  merit.  In  the  four  ranges  the  105  lubricated  stands 
second  three  times,  and  third  onca  The  105  without  lubricant 
stands  ^r5^  once  smd  fourth  twice,  only  at  the  longest  range  drop- 
ping back  to  seventh  position. 

It  will  also  be  noticed  that  while  the  lighter  ammunition  pro- 
duced the  best  results  at  500  yards,  it  gradually  gave  way  in  fall- 
ing back  to  longer  distances  to  the  heavier,  thus  the  three  first 
positions  in  the  600  yard  table  are  filled  by  lOu  and  105  grains ; 
in  the  800  yard  table,  by  105  and  115  grains;  in  the  900  yard 
table,  by  115,  120  and  105  grains,  and  in  the  1,000  yard  table, 
by  115,  105  and  110  grains.  Also,  that  the  115  grains  ammuni- 
tion stands  sixth  on  the  500  yard  table,  third  on  800  yard  table, 
2Jid  first  on  both  the  yOO  and  1,000  yard  tables ;  and  that  in  both 
the  latter  distances  its  average  deviation  from  a  horizontal  is  con- 
siderable less  than  the  ammunition  holding  the  second  place. 
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From  this  it  may  be  reasoned  that  the  longer  the  range  the 
more  powder  should  be  used,  and  so  far  as  these  experiments 
show  such  reasoning  would  be  sound ;  but  the  general  opinion 
is  that  the  increase  in  the  powder  charge  which  may  be  made  to  an 
advantage  is  very  limited.  Indeed,  until  recently,  it  was  thought 
that  the  limit  had  been  reached  at  100  grains.  These  experi- 
ments have,  however,  satisfied  the  undersigned  at  least  that  as 
high  as  115  grains,  and  possibly  120,  may  be  used  to  advantage 
at  800,  900  and  1,000  yards.  It  is  also  tnousrht  that  that  chaise 
of  powder  will  produce  improved  scores  at  tlie  longer  ranges  of 
1100  and  1200  yarda  This  opinion  is  sustained  by  the  fact  that 
in  all  these  tests  th^  elevations  were  lowered  in  proportion  to  the 
increase  in  the  powder  charge. 

Had  the  weather  permitted,  these  experiments  would  have 
been  continued  to  the  longest  distances,  and  it  is  hoped  that  when 
the  Spring  opens  some  other  member  of  the  Association  wiU  un- 
dertake to  devote  some  time  to  this  fascinating  study,  and  bv 
careful  experiments  determine  the  advantage  or  otherways  of 
increased  charges  at  the  extreme  ranges  of  1100  and  1200  yards. 
If  it  can  be  shown  that  a  ball  weighing  550  grains  can  be  thrown 
1200  yards  with  tolerable  accuracy,  a  new  sensation  will  be  cre- 
ated, calculated  to  enhance  the  growing  interest  in  long  range 
shooting. 

Some  2,250  shots  were  fired  in  connection  with  these  experi- 
ments, and  the  information  to  be  derived  from  the  tables,  com- 
piled from  the  records  kept,  would  be  exceedingly  interesting  to 
the  Amateur  Rifleman,  but  time  will  not  permit,  at  present,  of 
giving  anything  more  than  the  exhibit  herein  made  of  the  rela- 
tive merits  of  the  diflFerent  kinds  of  ammunition,  tested  at  the 
four  ranges  named ;  but  an  effort  will  be  made  to  lay  before  the 
members  of  the  Association,  before  next  Spring,  a  number  of 
facts  relating  to  atmospheric  and  other  influences  which  affect 
the  flight  of  the  ball,  which  it  is  believed  will  prove  not  only  in- 
teresting but  instructive. 

All  the  records  of  these  experiments  have  been  kept  by  our 
enthusiastic  friend  Mr.  Carrick,  to  whom  the  long  range  shoot- 
ers, and  the  President  in  particular,  are  greatly  indebted  for  his 
voluntary  services  upon  the  Range  during  the  past  two  years.

Weapon,  the  authorized  Military  Rifle  in  use  by  the  National  Guard  of  the 
State  or  Territory  which  the  team  represents.  In  cases  where  the  State  has 
adopted  no  particular  model  (which  must  be  certified  by  the  Adiutant-Gsneral), 
the  team  will  be  allowed  to  use  the  Rifle  in  use  by  the  Regular  Army  of  the 
United  States,  or  by  the  uniformed  Militia  of  any  other  State.  Rounds,  ten  at  each 
distance.     Entrance  Fee,  $2.00  each  man.

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  this  Association, 
held  February  1st,  1876,  the  following  Resolutions,  relating  to  the 
affiliation  of  Kifle  Clubs  and  Associations  with  the  National  Rifle 
Association,  were  adopted,  and  copies  of  same  sent  to  all  known 
Rifle  Clubs  and  Associations  throughout  the  United  State& 

Besolvedj  That  all  Rifle  Associations  or  Clubs,  practicing  in 
accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  National  Rifle  Association,  by 
annually  paying  to  its  Treasurer  the  sum  of  twenty-five  ($25) 
dollars,  and  forwarding  to  it  a  copy  of  their  By-Laws,  the  names 
and  addresses  of  their  officers,  and  the  number  of  their  members, 
certified  as  correct  by  their  Secretary,  shall  thereupon  become 
entitled  to  the  following  privileges  ^which  shall  also  be  enjoyed 
by  those  military  organizations  joining  at  half  rates) : 

1. — To  annually  nominate  ten  of  their  members,  who  shall  be 
entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  Annual  Members  of  the 
National  Rifle  Association  during  the  Spring  and 
Fall  matches,  and  for  one  week  prior  to  eacn  thereof. 

11. — To  have  the  names  and  addresses  of  their  officers,  and 
the  scores  made  during  the  year  in  their  two  princi- 
pal Association,  Club,  Company  or  Troop  matches, 
to  be  certified  as  correct  by  tneir  Secretary,  printed  in 
each  Annual  Report  of  the  National  Rifle  Association,

IIL — To  send  a  Delegate  (or  in  cases  of  Associations  or

roll)  to  confer  with  the  Directors  of  the  National 
Rifle  Association,  at  a  Convention  to  be  held  in  the 
City  of  New  York,  in  tiie  month  of  May  in  each  year, 
andf  as  near  the  Spring  meeting  as  possible,  in  regard 
to  the  Rules  and  Fall  Programme  of  the  latter,  and 
the  general  interests  of  rifle  practice  in  America. 

IV. — To  receive  in  each  year  the  Bronze  Medal  of  the 
National  Rifle  Association,  to  be  competed  for  by 
their  members,  as  may  be  prescribed  by  their  officers.

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BY-LAWS  AND  CHARTER 


OF 


THE  NATIONAL  RIFLE  ASSOCIATION. 


^  ♦■ 


BY-LAWS. 


NAME. 

1.  This  Association  shall  be  called  the  ifational  Rifle  Associa- 
tion. 

OBJECT. 

n.  Its  object  shall  be  to  promote  rifle  practice,  and  for  this 
purpose  to  provide  a  suitable  range  or  ranges  in  the  vicinity  of 
New  York,  and  a  suitable  place  for  the  meetings  of  the  Associa- 
tion in  the  citv  itself,  and  to  promote  the  introduction  of  a  system 
of  aiming  drill  and  target  tiring  among  the  National  Guard  of 
New  York  and  the  militia  of  other  States. 

MEMBERS. 

ni.  The  number  of  members  shall  be  unlimited,  unless  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present  at  a  special  meeting  called  for  the 
purpose  shall  decide  otherwise. 

MANAGEMENT. 

IV. — 1.  A  Board  of  Directors,  conaisting  of  fifteen  members, 
elected  by  the  Association,  shall  control  its  aflairs,  take  cogniz- 
ance of  all  infractions  of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  and  fill 
vacancies  in  their  own  body  until  the  time  of  the  next  annual 
meeting. 

2.  A  Quorum  of  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  consist  of  eight 
membera 
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3.  The  Board  of  Direcxtors  shall  annually  elect  from  its  mem- 
bers, for  officers,  a  President,  a  Yice- President,  a  Treasurer,  and 
a  Secretary,  which  officers  shall,  together  with  three  other  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Directors  chosen  in  like  manner,  constitute 
an  Executive  Committee. 

4.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall,  for  their  government,  from 
time  to  time,  make  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  not  inconsist- 
ent with  these  By-Laws. 

5.  The  interpretation  of  the  Eules  and  By-Laws  shall  rest 
with  the  Board  of  Directors. 

6.  The  Board  of  Directors  named  in  the  certificate  of  incor 
poration  shall  divide  itself  by  lot  into  three  classes  of  five  mem 
bars  each.  The  first  class  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  elected 
and  shall  hold  their  office  until  the  second  Tuesday  of  January 
1875.  The  second  class  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  elected 
and  shall  hold  office  until  the  second  Tuesday  of  January,  1874 
and  the  third  class  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  elected,  and 
shall  hold  office  until  the  second  Tuesday  of  January,  1873  ;  and 
thereafter,  and  at  each  annual  election,  to  be  held  on  the  second 
Tuesday  of  January  in  each  year,  five  members  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  to  hold  office  three  years,  shall  be  voted  for,  to  supply 
the  place  of  the  class  retiring  each  year,  and  for  such  additional 
number  as  may  be  necessary  to  fill  vacancies,  to  hold  office  dur- 
ing the  remainder  of  the  terms  of  the  members  whose  places  they 
fill. 

7.  The  Board  of  Directors  may  by  unanimous  vote,  from  time 
to  time  elect  Honorary  Directors,  not  to  exceed  fifty  in  num- 
ber, from  those  to  whom  in  their  opinion  the  Association 
may  be  under  obligations ;  such  Honorary  Directors  to  hold 
oflBce  for  three  years.  Any  person  who  shall  pay  one  hundred 
dollars  into  the  Treasury  shall  be  elected  Honorary  Director  for 
life,  and  shall  be  provided  with  a  suitable  badge  at  the  expense 
of  the  Association.  Honorary  Directors  shall  be  exempt  from 
all  dues,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  a  voice  but  no  vote  at  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Board. 

8.  The  following  Standing  Committees,  each  to  consist  of 
three  members,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  during  the 
month  of  January,  in  each  year  : 

1st  Finance  Committee. 

2d.    Range  Committee. 

DUTIES  OP  OFFICERS  AND  COMMITTEES. 

V. — 1.  The  President  of  the  Association,  or  in  his  absence  the 
Vice-President,  shall  authorize  the  call  of  all  meetings  of  the 
Board  of  Directors,  and  shall  have  power  to  call  special  meetings 
of  the  Association,  at  the  request  ot  four  of  the  Board  of  Direct- 
ors or  of  twenty  members  of  the^ Association. 
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2.  The  Secretary  of  the  Association  shall  notify  each  member 
'  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  all  its  meetings,  and  each  member  of 
the  Association  of  every  meeting  of  the  Association ;  issue  all 
other  authorized  notices  to  members ;  make  and  keep  a  true  re- 
cord of  all  meetings  of  the  Directors  and  of  the  Association ; 
have  custody  of  the  books  and  papers  and  the  corporate  seal  of 
the  Association,  and  conduct  all  correspondence. 

8.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  and  have  charge  of  the  funds  of 
the  Association,  and  pay  such  bills  as  have  been  audited  by  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  board  of  Directors  or  by  vote  of  the 
board.  He  shall  keep  accounts  of  all  his  transactions,  and  make 
a  detailed  report  thereof  with  vouchers  annexed,  at  each  regular 
meeting  of  the  Directors,  and  an  annual  report  to  the  Associa- 
tion at  its  annual  meeting.  He  shall  give  bonds  in  such  sum  as 
shall  be  fixed  by  the  Directors. 

4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  inquire 
into  and  report  all  infractions  and  violations  of  the  rules  and  re- 
gulations of  the  Association  by  any  of  its  members,  accompanied 
bv  any  recommendations  that  it  may  deem  desirable.  It  shall 
also  have  power  to  employ,  and  at  pleasure  remove  all  employ* 
ees  needed  for  the  current  business  of  the  Association,  and  to 
do  all  acts  in  and  about  the  management  of  its .  affairs,  which 
usually  pertain  to  the  duties  of  an  executive  committee. 

5.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  have  general  supervision  of  the 
finances  of  the  Association.  They  shall,  from  time  to  time  exam- 
ine the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  and  keep  themselves  informed 
of  the  financial  condition  of  the  Association.  To  this  Committee 
shall  be  referred  the  Treasurer's  reports,  and  all^questions  and 
propositions  relating  to  finances ;  and  no  obligations  of  the  Asso- 
ciation beyond  those  necessary  for  current  wants  shall  be  made, 
until  the  Finance  Committee  have  considered  and  reported  upon 
the  necessity  and  propriety  of  the  plan  proposed. 

6.  The  Range  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  the  grounds 
and  all  the  property  of  the  Association,  at  Creedmoor.  They 
shall  recommend  to  the  Board  of  Directors  such  changes  and  im- 
provements as  in  their  jugdment  are  necessary  or  desirable,  and 
shall  supervise  such  improvements,  and  direct  the  operations  of 
the  men  employed.  They  shall  keep  the  Range  supplied  by  the 
purchase  of  all  necessary  articles  for  the  use  of*  the  Ilange-keeper 
and  the  Markers.  They  shall  audit  all  claims  and  bills  against 
the  Association  for  supplies  used  at  the  Range,  and  endorse  all 
certificates  given  under  Contracts,  and  no  such  bills,  claims,  or 
Certificates  shall  be  paid,  until  so  audited  or  endorsed.  But  this 
Committee  shall  have  no  power  to  make  contracts  or  purchases 
in  the  name  of  the  Association  for  anything  more  than  the  usual 
supplies,  unless  the  same  is  authorized  and  ordered  by  a  formal 
vote  ot  the  Board  of  Dirrectors  or  the  Executive  Committee. 
They  shall^prescribe  the  duties,  and  direct  and  regulate  the  ser- 
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vices  of  the  Range-keeper,  and  all  other  persons  enployed  on  the 
Hange.  They  shall  require  the  Range-keeper  to  make  monthly 
returns  of  the  property  in  his  charge,  in  such  form  as  they  pres- 
cribe, which  returns  shall  show : 

1st  The  amount  of  property  on  hand  last  return. 

2d.  The  amount  received  during  the  month. 

3rd.  The  amount  expended. 

4th.  The  amount  sold. 

Cth.  The  amount  lost  or  destroyed. 

6th.  The  amount  remaining  on  hand 

Such  returns  shall  be  examined  and  endorsed  by  the  Commit- 
tee or  its  Chairman,  and  presented  resjularly  to  the  Board  of  Dir- 
ectors for  examination  and  filing.  They  shall  make  such  tem- 
porary rules  and  regulations  for  the  use  of  the  ground  and  the 
targets,  as  shall  seem  necessary  to  ensure  the  most  privileges  to 
the  greatest  number.  They  shall  see  that  contracts  for  work  to 
be  done,  and  materials  to  be  furnished,  and  agreements  for  rents 
and  priviliges  at  the  Range  are  faithfully  executed ;  and  gener- 
ally do  and*perform  everything  needful  to  protect  the  interests 
of  the  Association,  and  secure  a  successful  management  of  the 
Ranga 

THE  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS. 

VL — 1.  The  stated  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors  shall 
be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  each  montL  Special  meetings 
may  be  called  at  any  time  bv  the  President,  or  in  his  absence  by 
the  Vice-President,  and  shall  be  called  by  either  of  them  upon 
the  request  of  five  members.  Notice  of  all  meetings  shall  be 
given  m  writing  by  the  Secretary  to  each  member  of  the  Board, 
through  the  post  office,  addressed  to  their  respective  places  of 
business  or  residence;  but  uo  special  meeting  shall  be  held 
except  upon  a  previous  notice  of  at  least  two  days  to  each 
member. 

2.  Upon  the  appearance  of  a  quorum  at  the  time  appointed 
for  any  meeting,  tne  President,  or  in  his  absence  the  Vice  Presi- 
dent, or  if  neither  be  present,  a  member  selected  to  preside  shall 
call  the  meeting  to  order  and  proceed  in  the  following : 

ORDER  OF  BUSINESS. 

1.  Calling  the  roll. 

2.  Reading  the  minutes  of  the    previous   meeting,  and  of 
previous  meetings  not  passed  on. 

8.  Reports  from  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Standing  and  Select 
Committees. 

4.  Motions  and  Resolutions. 

5.  General  business. 

3.  No  member  shall  be  permitted  to  speak  more  )ihan  once 
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on  any  one  subject,  until  all  the  members  present  desiring  U> 
speak  shall  have  been  heard,  and  no  member  shall  speak  more 
than  five  minutes  at  any  one  time, 

4.  All  special  committees  for  any  purpose  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  presiding  officer,  unless  otherwise  ordered, 

5.  Any  member  of  the  Board  who  shall  in  its  opinion  con- 
duct himself  in  a  manner  seriously  prejudicial  to  the  interests 
of  the  Association  may  be  removed  from  the  Board  of  Directors 
at  any  stated  meeting,  provided  the  member  accused  shall  have 
at  least  ten  days  previously  been  personally  notified  in  writing 
of  the  charges  against  him,  and  a  hearing  given  him  thereon  at 
a  stated  meeting  to  be  therein  specified.  But  such  removal  can 
only  be  effected  by  the  affirmative  vote  of  at  least  two-thirds  of 
all  the  members  of  the  Board. 

6.  Neglect  on  the  part  of  any  Director  to  attend  six  successive 
meetings  ol  the  Board  shall  be  deemed  a  tender  of  his  resigna- 
tion of  his  office.  But  the  Board  may  excuse  any  member  for 
snch  neglect,  and  before  his  resignation  is  accepted,  under  this 
By-Law,  the  member  in  default  must  be  specially  notified  of 
the  sama 

7.  No  debt  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  shall  be  contracted 
without  the  vote  of  at  least  ten  Directors. 

INSPECTION  OF  EECOEDS  AND  ACCOUNTS. 

VIL — Any  Director  or  any  member  of  the  Association  may 
at  any  time  examine  the  records  of  the  Secretary,  and  inspect 
the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

yill. — Any  person  giving  his  name,  age,  address,  and  the 
name  of  the  military  organization  (if  any),  with  which  he  is,  or 
may  have  been  connected,  shall,  upon  paying  the  sum  of  three 
dollars  become  a  member  of  the  Association,  subject  to  the  right 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  to  reject  his  name,  and  return  his 
dues,  in  case  they  shall  deem  it  required  by  the  interests  of  the 
Association. 

EIGHTS  AND  DUTIES  OF  MEMBEES. 

IX. — 1.  All  members  of  the  Association  shall  be  entitled  to 
equal  rights  and  privileges. 

2.  The  Annual  Dues  shall  be  three  dollars,  payabje  in  ad- 
vance, on  the  first  day  of  January  in  each  year. 

3.  Eegiments  and  Companies  shall  be  entitled  to  constitute  all 
their  regular  members  in  good  standing  members  of  this  Asso- 
ciation on  the  payment  of  one-half  the  annual  dues  for  the 
current  year,  for  each  member  present  at  the  annual  inspection. 
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All  moneys  paid  by  members  of  such  organizations  who  shall 
have  previously  jomed  as  individuals  shall  be  credited  to  the 
aggregated  sum  to  be  paid  for  the  admission  of  said  regiment  or 
company. 

4  Any  member  can  become  a  member  for  life  by  the  pay- 
ment in  one  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars,  and  shall  thereafter  be 
exempt  from  all  dues  and  assessments. 

5.  Any  member,  regiment,  or  company,  who  shall  neglect  to 

?ay  any  indebtedness  to  the  Association  on  demand,  shall  forfeit 
is  or  their  membership  in  the  Association,  and  cannot  be  rein- 
stated in  such  membership  except  by  vote  of  the  Board  of 
Directors,  and  payment  of  all  arrears. 

6.  No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  transfer  his  rights  of 
membership. 

7.  Any  member  whose  conduct  shall  be  pronounced  by  vote 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  to  have  endangered,  or  be  likely  to 
endanger,  the  welfare,  interest  or  character  of  the  Association, 
shall  forfeit  his  membership.  Such  vote  shall  not  be  taken 
without  giving  two  week's  notice  to  the  offender  of  the  charges 
made  against  him,  and  affording  him  an  opportunity  of  being 
heard  in  his  defenca 

8.  Any  member  having  complaints  or  suggestions  to  make  as 
to  the  management  of  the  Association,  must  do  so  in  writing  to 
the  Executive  Committee. 

9.  No  member  shall  take  any  property  whatsoever  belonging 
to  the  Association  from  its  rooms  or  grounds,  except  on  the 
authority  of  a  resolution  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

10.  Any  member  wishing  to  resign  shall  make  his  resignation 
in  writing  to  the  Secretary. 

11.  No  Director  shall  receive  any  profit,  salary  or  emolument 
from  the  funds  of  the  Association,  on  any  pretence,  or  in  any 
manner  whatsoever. 

12.  No  member  shall  give  any  gratuity  to  any  servant  of  the 
Association. 

13.  All  rights  and  interests  of  a  member  in  the  property  and 
rivileges  of  the  Association  shall  cease  with  the  termination  of 
is  membership.

MEETINGS. 

X — 1.  The  members  of  the  Association  shall  hold  an  annual 
meeting  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  January  in  each  year,  and 
such  special  meetings  as  may  be  called  pursuant  to  these  By- 
Laws.  If  the  annual  meeting  shall  not  take  place  at  the  time 
fixed,  it  shall  be  held  as  soon  after  as  convenient,  and  the  Offi- 
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cers  and  Directors  whose  term  of  office  has  expired  shall  hold 
over  until  their  successors  are  appointed- 

2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President,  or  in  his  absence,  of 
the  Vice-President,  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  Association  on 
receiving  a  requisition  signed  by  twenty  members.  In  the  notice 
calling  any  special  meeting,  the  particular  subjects  to  be  consid- 
ered shall  be  specified,  and  no  other  business  shall  be  transacted 
at  such  meeting  but  that  specified  in  the  notice. 

3.  Thirty  members  present  at  a  general  or  special  meeting 
shall  form  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  businesa 

4.  At  no  meeting  of  the  Association  shall  any  subject  be  in- 
troduced or  discussed  which  does  not  relate  directly  to  its  aiTairs. 

THE  EIFLE  RANGE. 

XL — 1.  The  Rifle  Range  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the 

Range  Committee,    who  shall  establish  the  rules  relating   to 

its    management,    and   who  shall   have    authority  to  employ 

such  markers  and  other  assistants  as  may  be  found  necessary. 

• 

2.  The  scores  made  by  the  members  shall  be  recorded  in  such 

manner   as  the   Board    of  Directors   shall   from   time  to  time 

prescribe     In  case   of  a  challenge  given  to  or  received  from 

other  marksmen,  the  result  of  each  latest  consecutive  practice  of 

each  member  shall   be  averaged  and   the    representatives   of 

the  Association  be  selected   by  the  Directors  in  the  order  of 

merit  according  to  the  latest  averages. 

8.  Payment  of  the  annual  subscription  is  necessary  to  entitle  a 
member  to  the  use  of  the  range  Non-members  may  be  permit- 
ted to  use  it  under  such  restrictions  and  on  payment  of  such 
amount  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Directors.  The  range 
shall  be  free  to  members  on  such  days  as  may  be  fixed  by  the 
Board;  on  other  days,  each  shooting  party  must  pay  for  the 
markers'  services. 

4.  No  betting  shall  be  allowed  on  the  grounds  of  the  Associa- 
tion. 

AMENDMENT  OF  THE  BY-LAWS. 

XII. — To  amend  these  By-Laws  the  proposed  amendment 
shall  be  subscribed  by  at  least  ten  members,  and  by  them 
presented  to  the  President,  who  shall  cause  the  proposed  amend- 
ment, with  the  signatures  thereto,  to  be  brought  before  the 
Board  of  Directors  at  their  next  meeting  thereafter.  In  case  the 
Directors  by  a  majority  vote  recommend  its  passage,  the  Secre- 
tary shall  issue  notices  enclosing  a  copy  of  the  amendment  to  aU 
the  members  of  the  Association,  and  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all 
the  members  present  at  the  next  annual  meeting  on  the  second 
Tuesday  of  January  thereafter,  or  at  a  special  meeting  to  be 
called  for  the  purpose,  in  favor  of  the  proposed  amendment, 
shall  be  requisite  for  its  passage

Position— Any,  without  artificial  rest  to  body  or  rifle. 

Targets  (Square  Bull's-Eye),  Marking,  and  Scoring  in  accordance  with  the 
printed  Regulations  of  the  National  Rifle  Associations  of  Great  Britain  and  Amer- 
ica of  1874.

THE  RANGK 

« 

No  Dubliner  needs  to  be  told  that  the  North  Bull  is  a  wide 
stretch  of  sandy  soil  lying  east  of  the  coast  opposite  Dolly  mount, 
and  separated  from  it  by  a  gut  vai-ying  in  width  and  depth  ac- 
cording to  the  state  of  the  tide.     Tne  greater  portion  of  the  sur- 
face exposed  at  high  water  is  covered  by  a  thin  growth  of  coarse 
grass,  here  and  there  interrupted  by  patches,  hollows,  and  eleva- 
tions, where  the  shifting  white  sand  affords  no  food  for  any  spe- 
cies of  vegetation.     A  quarter  of  an  hour's  walk  from  the  Dolly- 
mount  road  brings  the  pedestrian  to  the  rifle-range  of  the  Dublm 
Shooting  Club.     The  site  of  the  range,  thouffh  open  to  the  ob- 
jection of  being  somewhat  too  exposed  to   the  caprice  of  the 
winds,  is  in  other  respects  very  well  suited  for  the  purpose  to 
which  it  has  been   devoted.      It  admits   of  match-snooting  at 
greater    distances  than   are    practicable   at   Creedmoor.      The 
ground  stretching  between  the  targets  and  the  various  positions 
occupied  by  shooting  parties  is  as  level  as  need  be  desired,  and 
when  the  sun  is  disposed  to  favor  a  match,  the  competitors  re- 
ceive the  full  benefit  of  his  rays.    On  a  fine  day  the  view  visible 
fix)m  the  ran^e  is  strikingly  attractive.    Beyond  the  line  of  targets 
the  sea,  dimmished  by  perspective  to  the  dimensions  of  a  fliin 
grey  streak,  is  bounded  to  the   north  by  the  distant  dusky  out- 
lines of  Lambay  and  Ireland's  Eye,  and  by  the  broad  slopes  of 
the  Hill  of  Howth,  which,  in  clear  weather  appear  chequered 
with  varying  tints  of  green  and  purple,  from  amMst  which  peer 
masses  of  blue-gray  and  brown  rock.     To  the  left  are  richly 
wooded  uplands  stretching  inwards  from  the  coast,  with  intervals 
of  undulating  verdurous  meadows  contrasting  prettily  with  the 
sombre  greenery  of  the  foliage  above  them.     Turning  to  the 
right  the  spectator  obtains  a  splendid  view  of  the  bay  and  its 
southern  boundary.     Westward   from   Killiney  his  eye  follows 
the  dim  outline  of  the   Dublin   and   Wicklow  mountains  with 
clusters  of  charming  residences  in  the  middle  distance,  embos- 
omed in  a  wide  band  of  rich  verdure.     Right  in  the  rear  lies  the 
dusky  city,  bristling  with  sharp  spires  and  tall  factory  chimneys, 
overnung  by  a  murky  canopy  of  smoke.     Altogether  a  circular 
view  which,  even  without  excluding  the  last  mentioned  feature 
of  the  landscape,  could  not  easily  be  surpassed  in  the  immediate 
neighborhood  of  any  European  capital.     In  preparation  for  the 
match,  a  large  horse-shoe  shaped  enclosure,  embracing  several 
acres,  and  shutting  in  the  shooting  platforms  to  be  occupied  by 
the  competitors  at  the  various  ranges,  had  been  marked  out  and 
defended  against  intrusion   by  a  nigh   wooden  paling.     Within 
this  space  several  marquees  had  been  erected,  and  looked  very 
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gay  with  their  brilliant  white  canvas  surmounted  by  fluttering 
ensigns — the  Stars  and  Stripes  of  America  and  the  British 
Union  Jack,  here  and  there  combined  with  the  Green  Flag  and 
Golden  Harp  of  Ireland. 

When  we  arrived  on  the  ground  on  Tuesday,  a  good  half-hour 
before  the  time  announced  lor  the  opening  of  the  match,  the  sky 
was  overcast,  and  the  surrounding  landscape  was  considerably 
obscured  by  fog.     The  Hill  of  Howth  was  scarcely  visible ;  the 
islands  lying  to  its  north  had  entirely  disappeared,  and  the  wood- 
lands bordering  the  coast  looked  doubly  sombre  in  the  murky 
atmosphere.     A  gust7  wind  was  blowing  right  from  the  targets, 
and  altogether  the  prospects  of  the  day  were  far  from  encourag- 
ing.    Before  either  Team,  however,  had  settled  down  to  their 
work,  a  marked  change  was  noticeable  in  the  condition  of  the 
atmosphera     The  dull  canopy  of  smoky  cloud  lifted  rapidly  in 
the  rear  of  the  spectators,  and  in  a  short  time  the  bright  rays  of 
the  sun  were  shining  with  real  June  brilliancy  on  the  face  of  the 
dazing  white  targets.     In  the  afternoon  the  whole  sky  became 
cleared  of  vapor,  and  the  heat,  even  tempered  as  it  was  by  an  oc- 
casional light  sea-breeze,  was  rather  uncomfortably  intense.    The 
oozy  grass  under  foot  afforded  anything  but  pleasant  standing 
ground,  and  the  benches  provided  by  the  care  of  the  managing 
committee  were  availed  of  to  ihe  extreme  limit  of  their  capacity, 
which,  by  the  way,  was  far  from  being  adequate  to  the  require- 
ments of  the  spectators.     Till   12   o'clock  the  attendance   was 
rather  thin,  but  after  that  hour  it  augmented  with  progressive 
rapidity.     By  the  time  that  the  second  section  of  the  competition 
was  about  half  concluded,  there  must  have  been  between  forty 
and  fifty  thousand   persons  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  range. 
Many  ladies  were  present,  but  they  bore  no  satisfatory  propor- 
tion to  the  male  spectators.    Comparatively  few  as  they  were, 
however,  their  natural  attractions  and  tasteful  toilettes  added 
much  to  the  pleasurable  impression  produced  by  the  eiisenthle  of 
the  meeting.      In  the  reserved  enclosure  Americans  were  plen- 
tiful, find  could  be  easily  distinguished  by   their  sunburned  fea- 
tures and  the  soft  "  plug  "  hats  by  which  the  traveling  citizen  of 
the  United  States  is.  generally  identifiable.     We  believe  that 
those  responsible  for  the  arrangements  of  the  meeting  were  far 
fi'om  anticipating  the  enormous  throng  of  visitors  who  on  Tues- 
day assembled  on  the  North  Bull.    This  is   the   only  excuse 
which  can  be  offered  for  deficiencies  from  which  the  majority  of 
those  present  suffered  considerable  discomfort      At  the  refresh- 
ment tent  there  was  not  accommodation  for  one  twentieth  part  ot 
those  athirst,  and  nine  out  of  ten  hungry  people  had  to  be  satis- 
fied with  contemplating  the  tempting  viands  which  adorned  the 
luncheon  table  through  the  slits  in  the  awning  which  protected 
it      To  make  matters  worse,  no  pass  out  checks  were  issued  for 
the  general  enclosure,  so  that  a  run  to  the  Dollymount  Hotel  in 
search  of  edibles  involved  the  payment  of  a  second  enirance-fea 
With  the  exception  of  the  privileged  few  who  were  admitted  in- 
side the  ropes,  and  those  who  secured  places  on  the  front  row  of 
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seats,  there  were  not  many  spectators  who  could  boast  of  an  un- 
interrupted view  of  the  proceedings.  This  was  partly  their  own 
fault,  as  everybody  insisted  on  standing,  while  if  all  had  been 
content  to  remain  seated,  they  could  have  seen  quite  as  well, 
and  would  have  conferred  an  inestimable  boon  on  those  behind 
them.     Again,  the  flat  nature  of  the  ground  almost  made  it  im» 

?ossible  to  afford  everyone  an  equal  chance  of  using  his  eyea 
'his  might  have  been  accomplished  by  the  erection  or  numerous 
slanting  stands,  but,  of  course,  the  large  outlay  involved  by  such 
an  arrangement  rendered  it  impracticable.  Those  who  were 
distributed  along  the  sides  of  the  enclosure  and  who  were  posted 
on  the  elevations  neighboring  it  on  the  sea  side,  enjoyed  the  ac- 
tual shooting  far  better  than  most  of  the  occupants  of  the  re- 
served ground,  though  they  were  deprived  of  the  advantage  of 
following  the  score  by  the  aid  of  tne  official  boards  and  the 
copying  targets  on  which  the  hits  were  marked.  These  last 
operations  were  perfoimed  with  exemplary  promtitude  and  dis- 
tinctness. Each  rifleman  had  a  miniatxire  target  supported  on  a 
tripod  beside  him,  on  which  every  one  of  his  hits  was  marked 
af&r  its  position  had  been  observed  through  a  large  telescopa 
Close  to  the  scoring  board  of  each  Team  was  a  larger  target,  on 
which  the  bullet  marks  were  also  indicated  for  the  benefit  of  the 
public  ;  a  conspicuous  disc,  colored  white,  red,  or  black,  accord- 
ing to  the  shot  being  placed  at  the  point  corresponding  to  that 
struck  by  the  rifleman^s  bullet  on  the  target  fired  at     The  para- 

Ehemalia  employed  in  rifle  shooting  were  distributed  along  the 
and  of  space  occupied  by  both  Teams,  and  excited  considerable 
curiosity  on  the  part  of  most  of  the  spectators,  to  whom 
they  were  quite  a  novelty.  But  for  the  long  deadly-looking 
rifles  which  abounded,  one  might  have  imagined  the  two  groups 
to  be  engaged  in  survejring  or  in  making  astronomical  obser- 
vations, so  numerous  were  the  instruments  supported  on  up- 
rights or  tripods,  and  so  firequently  were  the  eves  of  the  party 
applied  to  their  huge  telescopes.  During  the  nrst  stage  of  the 
match,  the  spectators  were  very  tranquil,  and  refrained  fix)m 
punctuating  the  variations  in  the  score  by  any  outward  demon- 
strations of  sympathy  or  the  reverse ;  but  at  a  later  period  of  the 
day,  such  interruptions  were  undesirably  frequent,  and  must 
have,  to  some  extent,  interfered  with  the  composure  of  the  com- 
petitor&  Towards  the  Americans  the  throng  comported  them- 
selves with  the  utmost  courtesy,  and  when  the  six  champions  of 
the  United  States  closed  their  score  at  900  yards  thirty-foxir 
points  in  advance,  a  hearty  cheer  broke  from  the  spectators 
in  their  vicinity. 

THE  SHOOTING 

began  at  a  few  minutes  past  eleven  o'clock,  after  both  Teams 
had  devoted  some  time  to  the  examination  and  cleansing  of  their 
riflea  The  Americans,  according  to  the  conditions  of  the  match, 
used  pieces  of  New  World  manufacture— Sharps  and  Eeraing- 
tons — while  the  Irish  were  provided  with   Kigbys.     All   the 
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AmeTicans  shot  in  the  "  Farquharson  "  position,  except  Colonel 
Bodine  and  Mr.  Yale.  The  formef  prefers  to  lie  on  his  taoe, 
while  the  latter,  as  is  elsewhere  mentioned,  rests  his  rifle  over 
the  left  knee  and  thigh.  Messi-s.  Wilson,  Hamilton,  McKenna 
and  Pollock,  on  the  Irish  side,  assume  the  same  position  as  Col- 
onel Bodine,  while  Messrs.  Millner  and  Johnson  shot  in  a  re- 
cumbent posture,  supporting  the  rifle  barrell  between  their  boot- 
toea  At  800  yards  the  shooting  of  both  Teams  was  admirable, 
three  Irishmen,  Messrs.  Pollock,  Wilson  and  Johnson  making 
the  highest  scores — 59,  58,  58,  out  of  possible  sixties.  At  the 
next  range  the  Americans  sustained  the  competition  admirably, 
while  their  rivals  fell  away  hopelessly,  Messrs.  Milner  and 
M'Kenna  avera^ng  far  less  than  their  usual  scores.  When  this 
section  of  the  Match  closed,  the  Irish  Six  were  thirty -four  points 
in  arrear,  and  most  of  the  interest  in  the  contest  was  over.  Mr. 
M'Kenna  shook  himself  together  and  left  a  brilliant  record  of 
his  shooting  at  the  1,000  vards  range ;  but  Mr.  Milner .  failed  to 
regain  his  old  form,  and  tnough  the  other  members  oi  the  Team 
shot  with  their  usual  accuracy  and  steadiness,  it  was  manifest 
from  the  calm,  regular  firing  of  their  competitors  that  there  could 
be  only  one  issue  to  the  struggle  for  supremacy.  At  about  a 
quarter  to  six  o'clock.  Colonel  Bodine  shot  the  last  round  on  the 
American  side,  scoring  a  bull's-eye,  and  securing  the  victory  at 
the  1,000  yard  range  for  his  countrymen,  as  he  saved  them  m>m 
defeat  last  year  at  Creedmoor  by  his  parting  visit  to  the  target 
On  the  whole,  a  match  which  had  been  commenced  by  the  Irish 
Six  under  the  fairest  auspices  closed  as  a  most  signal  defeat  by 
59  pointa  The  score  made  by  our  country-men  was  very  fair, 
felhng  only  two  points  below  that  which  they  made  in  America 
last  year.  Their  overthrow  is  chiefly  attributable  to  the  won- 
'derful  improvement  made  by  their  adversaries  at  long  ranges — 
an  improvement  measured  by  no  less  than  33  pointa  Let  us 
now  proceed  to  describe  in  detail  the  shooting  of  each  party. 
To  begin  with 

THE  AMERICAN  TEAM. 

All  breliminaries  having  been  duly  arranged,  the  intimation 
that  firing  might  now  begin  was  made,  and  the  gallant  captain  of 
the  American  Team  was  the  first  to  step  forward  and  commence 
the  scoring  for  his  sida  He  opened  with  a  centre,  and  then  he 
was  succeeded  by  Yale,  who,  however,  couid  only  credit  his 
party  with  an  outer.  Fulton,  the  American  champion,  next 
came  in  order,  and  he  followed  his  captain's  example  by  scoring 
three  with  a  shot  that  showed  that  he  had  a  pretty  good  idea  as 
to  the  exact  position  of  the  bulVs  eya  Coleman  was,  however, 
the  first  to  bring  out  the  white  disc,  and  as  '*  bull's-eye  I"  was 
called  out  by  the  marker,  a  suppressed  murmur,  akin  almost 
to  applause,  ran  through  the  spectators  in  the  immediate  neigh- 
borhood. The  excitement,  wnich  ^appeared  only  too  prevalent, 
was  given  an  additional  inapetus  by  Bodine— or  as  he  is  popu- 
larly known  amons:  his  mends,  "Old  Reliable" — and  Daldn 
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following  the  example  so  well  set,  and  making  bulVs-eyes  each. 
Indeed,  before  the  day  was  out,  Colonel  Bodine  proved  himself 
well  worthy  of  the  title  which  has  been  bestowed  upon  him  by 
his  companions,  for  he  showed  that  when  the  occasion  required 
he  could  be  thoroughly  reliable,  in  ^addition  to  furnishing  more 
than   a  creditable  share  of  the  American   total.     Bull's   eyes 
became  now,  comparatively  speaking,  common  hits,  and  indica- 
tions were  soon  presented  of  the  fact  that  the  Transatlantic 
BijBemen  were  as  much  at  home  at  DoDymount  as  at  Creedmoor. 
Gildersleeve  got  on  the  **  bull "  at  his  second  shot,  and  Yale  and 
Fulton  succeeded  in  repeating  his  performance,  so  that  a  trio  of 
"  fours  "  next  appeared  on  the  sconng  board.     The  harmony  of 
even  numbers  was,  however,  interrupted  by  Coleman,  who  could 
only  make  three,  while  Bodine  and  ^akin  were  credited  with  a 
brace  of  bull's  eyes  in  their  succeeding  shots.     Gildersleeve, 
Yale,  and   Fulton   did  likewise  immediately  afterwards,  while 
Coleman,  Bodine,  and  Dakin  only  got  centrea     Things  looked 
cheery  enough,  when  in  the  next  round  there  was  an  uninterrupted 
string  of  buiFs  eyes,  which  was  very  nearly  being  repeated — ^in 
fact  all  received  the  "  bull,"  with  the  exception  of  Yale,  who  had 
placed  opposite  his  name  a  centra     Similarly  did  the  whole 
BG^uad  repeat  the  performance,  with  the  exception  of  Colonel 
Gildersleeve,  who  afforded  a  little  variety   bj  scoring  threa 
Five  bull's  eves  and  one  miss  was  the  next  mdicatj^on  of  the 
progress  of  the  competition.     The  bad  shot  was  amply  atoned 
for  by  the  six  bull's  eyes  that  were  then  recorded  in   the  next 
"round."    With  the  exception  of  an  "outer"  of  Bodine's,  the 
half-dozen  riflemen  got  the  highest  value  for  their  shots.   Gilder- 
sleeve and  Yale  stuck  to  the  "  bull,"  as  did  also  Coleman  and 
Bodine,  but  Fulton  and  Dakin  could  not  get  "  on  "  in  their  next 
efibrt,  and  only  obtained  centres.     Gildersleeve^s  eleventh  shot 
was  a  centre,  but  better  form  was  shown  by  his  colleagues,  who 
slU,  without  exception,  got  on  the  much  coveted  black  square, 
and  added  a  score  to  the  Ai:nerican  total.     In  the  next  shot  the 
captain  led  off  with  four,  and  his  successors  did  the  same,  except 
Bodine,  who  only  aided  his  party  by  a  centra     Four  bull's  and 
two  centres — the  latter  by  Colonel  Gildersleeve  and  Mr.  Cole- 
man— came  next,  and  after  that  bull's  eyes  were  made  by  all 
the  team.     The  last  shots  of  the  800  yards'  range  resulted  in 
five  bull's  eyes  and  a  centre.    Out  of  a  possible  60,  Major  Fulton 
and  General  Dakin  made  58  points  each.     Mr.   Yale  was  only 
one  point  behind  thesa     Colonel  Gildersleeve  and   R.   C, Cole- 
man each  made  66,  and  Colonel  Bodine — at  this  distance — 
brought  up  the  rear  with  62.     The  gross  total   was  887,  one 
point  less  than  their  antagonists.     It  becomes  almost  superfluous 
to  add  that  when  the  result  of  the  first  stage  of  the  competition 
became  known,  there  was  much  excitement,  but,  notwithstanding 
the  favorable  impressions  previously  entertained  of  the  visitons 
as  a  team,  the  change  of  affairs  that  was  wrought  in  the  succeed- 
ing part  of  the  contest  created  a  great  deal  of  surprisa     Before, 
however,  proceeding  to  deal  with  the  scores  made  subsequently, 
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it  might  be  well  to  briefly  refer  to  the  position  of  the  shots  on 
the  targets.    Gildersleeve's  shots  all  struck  the  right  hand  pordon 
of  the  target  near  the  bull's  eye,  which  he  reached  eleven  times. 
His  centres  were  particularly  good,  being  almost  on  the  line  of 
the  bull     Yale  displayed  a  decided  partiality  for  the  left  of  the 
bull,  where  eight  out  of  hie  thirteen  "  ey^s"  were  placed.     His 
outer  was  close  to  the  left  centre  line,  and  the  centre  was  to  the 
right,  and  sufficiently  well  placed  to  show  that  had  the  elevation 
been  good  an  eye  would  have  rewarded  the  shooter's   effort 
Fulion  had  a  very  good  array  of  bull's  eyes — thirteen  out  of 
fifteen   shots — and  the  position  in  which   they  stood  showed 
remarkable  steadiness  of  aim.     Many  of  Coleman's  shots  fell 
low,  and  some  were  to  the  right  and  left  of  the  bull,  but  he  was 
unable  to  get  on  to  the  central  line.     Seven  out  of  the  eleven 
bull's  eyes  of  Bodine  occupied  the  lower  lines  of  the  bull,  the 
remainder  being  on  the  upper  part  to  the  right  and  left     Thir- 
teen out  of  General  Dakin's  complement  of  shots  were  scattered 
over  the  target  in  admirably  close  proximity,  and  the  two  centres 
were  capital.     The  shooting  at  the  900  yards  range  commenced 
shortly  after  one  o'clock,  when  the  necessary   arrangements — ^In 
which  there  was  no  unnecessary  delay — were  completed.    In  the 
early  part  of  the  firing  from  this  point,  much  surprise  and  regret 
appeared  to  be  manifested  at  the  want  of  success  which  attended 
the  shootii^  of  the  Irish  Team.    Not  so,  however,  with  their  rivalsL 
Gildersleeve  made  seven  bull's  eyes  in  succession,  and  added 
four  more  in  addition  to  a  similar  number  of  centres  before  he 
had  finished — making  in  all  a  total  of  66.    Eight  bull's  eyes  were 
all  that  Yale  could  muster,  but  with  six  centres  and  an  outer 
made  his  score  52.     Fulton  did  extremely  welL     He  obtained 
twelve  bull's  eyes  and  three  centres ;  in  all  57.     Coleman  com- 
menced with  a  couple  of   "  ducks " — as  if  to    keep  Milner 
company — then  made  a  couple  of  centres,  and  a   trio  of  bull's. 
An  outer  followed,  and  the  remainder  of  his  contribution  con- 
sisted of  seven  successive  bull's  eyes.     Total,  48.     The  grandest 
score  of  the  day  at  this  range  was,  however,  that  of  Colonel 
Bodine,  who  made  no  less  than  lourteen  bull's  eyes,  and  a  centre 
— 59  out  of  a  possible  sixty.     General  Dakin  also  made  the 
excellent  score  of  55.     At  the  thousand  yards  Gildersleeve  and 
Coleman  made  62   each,  Yale  and  Bodine,  51,  Dakin  52,  and 
Fulton  46. 

THE  IRISH  TEAM. 

The  first  shot  of  the  match  was  fired  by  one  of  the  Irish  Team, 
Dr.  Hamilton,  who  led  off  with  a  centre,  striking  No.  5  taiget  to 
the  right  over  the  bull's-eye,  and  the  contest  at  900  yards  pro- 
ceeded rapidly.  The  Irish  seemed  determined  to  do  good  work 
Wilson  set  out  by  making  four  capital  buU's-eyies.  His  next  two 
efforts  were  centres,  one  to  the  right  and  the  other  high  on  the 
left  side,  but  after  this  he  got  into  form  and  struck  the  bull  every 
time ;  with  the  exception  of  four,  all  his  shots  were  well  in  on 
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the  bull,  near  the  middle  but  low,  and  he  succeeded  in  placing 
68  to  his  credit.  .  Dr.  Hamiltou^s  shooting  was  admirable,  nearly 
all  his  shots  clustered  low  on  the  bull,  but   were  very  central, 
some  striking  the  very  heart  of  the  black  disc.     He  only  made 
four  threes — two  at  the  under  right  hand  corner,  and  two  high 
on  the  same  side,  his  total  being  56.    M'Kenna's  first  attempt  was 
a  failure,  for  not  having  obtained   the  proper  elevation  before 
firing,  his  shot  marked  as  a  "  miss,"  much  to  the  chagrin  of  the 
backers  of  the  Irish  Team.     But  he  made  up  well  for  it  subse- 
quently, for  he  scored  ten  buirs-eyes  and  four  centres,  realizing 
a  total  of  52.     The  disc  exhibited  some  excellent  shooting  on 
his  part,  for  five  shots  were  in  a  close  group  immediately  adja- 
cent to  the  exact  centre  of  the  target,  and  the  others  near  them. 
Milner,  like  M'Kenna,  missed  his  first  shot,  and  it  might  have 
been  regarded  as  a  bad  omen  of  his  performance  later  on.    How- 
ever, at  the  eight  hundred  yards  he  acquitted  himself  in  capital 
sytle  and  put  up  a  score  of  55  out  of  a  possible  sixty,  with  thir- 
teen splendid  bull's  eyes,  and  only  one  centre,  the  latter  being 
low,  but  near  the  lina     The  spirits  of  the  supporters  of  the 
Irish  Team  were  further  raised  when  Johnson,  after  making  two 
centreSj  a  little  high,  settled  down  and  finished  with  a  brilliant 
run   of  bull's  eyes,  contributing  in  all  58.    The  highest  score 
obtained  at  this  range  was  59,  which  was  made  by  Mr.    Pollock, 
who,  with  a  single  exception,  when  on  his  eighth  shot,  he  made 
a  centre  to  the  right,  scored  nothing  but  bulrs,  eyes,  many  of  his 
bullets  taking  the  best  possible  positiona     This  brought  up  the 
total  to  388,  while  the  gross  total  of  the  Americans  was  only 
837.     When  it  is  remembered  that  at  Creedmoor  last  year  the 
Irish  at  this  range  only  made  817,  it  must  be  admitted  that  they 
exhibited  an  improvement     Preparations  were  at  once  made  for 
the  900  yards'  competition,  in  which  lay  the  source  of  the  signal 
defeat  of  Ireland,  for  only  two  misses  were  recorded  at  this 
distance  against  America,  while  no  less  than  seven  were  regist- 
ered against  the  Irish.     Two  of  these  misses  were  made  by  Mr. 
M'Kenna,  of  Belfast;  and^vc  appeared  after  Mr.  Milner's  name. 
What  was  the  matter  with  the  latter  gentleman  nobody  could 
teD,  but  his  ill-luck  appeared  to  strike  every  one  with  surprise ; 
and  though  he  made  some  fine  bull's  eyes  toward  the  end,  his 
failure  of  success  turned  the  day  in  favor  of  America.     Twenty- 
eight  shots  were  fired  on  each  side,  and  the  Americans  were 
twelve  ahead.     It  behoved  the  Irish  to  look  to  their  laurels,  but 
Milner's  bad  firing,  followed  by  two  misses  on   the  part  of 
M'Kenna,  shook  the  confidence  of  the  spectators  in  the  Home 
Team,  and  the  general  opinion  was  expressed  that  America 
would  achieve  an  easy  victory.    For  Ireland,  the  highest  score 
at  900  yards  ^«te  that  of  Messrs.  Johnson  and  Hamilton,  who 
each  made  64,  while  59,  57,  and  56  appeared  on  the  American 
side,  and  the  total  for  Ireland  amounted  to  292,  but  it  was  35 
points  behind  the  aggregate  of  their  opponents — 827.     Never- 
theless, the  men  did  good  work.     Though  Wilson  made  several 
wide  centres  all  around  the  target,  he  contributed  six  very  good 
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bull's  eyes — ^wtich  were  a  little  low,  but  very  central — and  he 
had  fifty  recorded  in  his  favor.  Opposite  Dr.  Hamilton's  name 
appeared  54,  made  up  of  nine  bull's  eyes,  and  the  remainder 
centres.  His  shots  were  a  little  scatterea,  dotting  the  bull's  eye 
in  every  direction,  but  the  tendency  of  his  shooting  seemed  to 
be  to  the  left,  as  was  manifested  by  the  centres.  M'Kenna^  as  in 
the  800  yards,  seemed  to  be  in  bad  luck,  commencing  a^ain,  for 
his  first  shot  at  this  range  was  an  outer  far  out  to  the  left.  The 
succeeding  shot  was  a  '*  miss,"  and  the  one  following  it  a  bad 
centre,  very  high  to  the  left.  The  misty  weather  of  the  morn- 
ing had  by  this  time  cleared  away,  and  a  good  breeze  sprang  up 
from  the  south,  so  that  it  was  necessary  to  take  notice  of  die 
wind  gauge,  and  having  done  so,  M'Kenna  began  to  shoot  to 
right  and  low.  Six  of  nis  shots  were  recorded  as  bull's  eyes, 
and  two  especially  were  very  good  ones,  but  he  had  the  mis- 
fortune to  make  his  ninth  shot  a  miss,  and  the  centres  appearing 
to  his  credit  showed  he  had  aimed  low,  and  too  much  to  the 
right  His  total  was  only  44^  but  it  was  not  as  bad  as  Milner, 
who  made  the  lowest  score  of  any  Irishman  during  the  day — 37. 
Now  Milner  was  decidedly  in  bad  form.  He  mi^ht  have  become 
nervous  or  excited  by  the  immense  gathering  who  were  watch- 
ing him,  but  it  was  certainly  strange  that  after  the  excellent 
shooting  which  gained  him  a  place  amongst  the  Irish  Team,  he 
should  absolutely  miss  five  shots  out  of  fifteen.  He  made  two 
centres  over  the  bull's  eye,  and  one  at  the  right  hand  corner,  and 
the  five  bull's  eyes  to  his  credit  were  low  and  central.  It  is  al- 
most unaccountable  that  he  should  have  failed  at  the  critical 
moment  so  remarkablv,  for  he  seemed  to  take  the  greatest  care 
in  sighting  on  his  back,  and  to  be  most  anxious  about  the  proper 
elevation.  Johnson's  firing  was  steady,  close  and  accurate— all 
the  shots  being  more  or  less  to  the  right  Four  centres  ranged 
along  the  left  side  of  the  bull,  two  below  it,  and  the  nine  "eyes," 
with  one  exception,  were  towards  the  left  corner.  The  score  was 
54  Pollock  exhibited  great  precision  and  accuracy  in  the  con- 
test, contributing  nine  bull's  eyes  and  five  centres,  jQl  close  to  the 
bull,  which  was  itself  fairly  speckled  over  with  his  bullets.  The 
advance  made  by  the  Americans  at  the  900  yards  changed  the 
betting  considerably  in  their  favor,  and  the  majority  being  85 
four  to  one  was  freely  ofiered  against  the  home  team.  At  the 
conclusion  of  the  second  competition — about  half-past  two 
o'clock  there  was  an  adjournment  for  luncheon,  and  the  public 
seemed  to  become  very  eager  as  to  the  probable  result  of  the 
match.  People  were  in  all  directions  inquiring  whether  it  was 
possible  for  the  Irish  to  recover  themselves.  Having  regard  to 
the  admirable  shooting  of  the  Americans,  the  success  ot  Ireland 
was  looked  upon  as  a  very  doubtful  possibility  indeed,  and  when 
business  was  resumed  at  the  1,000  yard  range,  the  victory  ol 
America  was  looked  upon  as  certain.  The  Irish  six  went  to 
work  very  pluckily  at  the  longest  range,  and  shot  splendidly. 
First  came  Wilson,  who  had  made  55  out  of  a  possible  60,  and 
a  glance  at  the  diagram  will  show  that  his  bull's-eyes  were  fairly

distributed  over  the  black  disc,  though  he  made  one  outer  to  the 
right,  a  centre  low,  to  the  same  side,  and  another  centre  high  to 
the  left  Next  came  Hamilton,  who  made  nine  bull's  eyes,  live 
centres  and  a  miss.  Five  of  the  bull's  eyes  were  in  the  upper 
right-hand  corner,  closely  attended  by  two  centres ;  and  the  re- 
maining four  were  more  to  the  left  lower  down.  One  centre  was 
far  out  to  the  right  A  fine  total  of  53  was  added  by  M'Kenna, 
who  made  eight  bull's  eyes  and  seven  centres,  three  to  right, 
two  to  the  left,  and  two  below  the  bulL  As  each  "  bull's  eye  " 
was  tel^aphed  from  the  targets  shot  at  by  the  Irish  Team, 
there  was  a  num  of  gratification,  for  the  Americans  seemed  to 
be  having  it  all  their  own  way.  Milner  succeeded  M'Kenna,  and 
with  his  customary  misfortune  missed  his  third,  *'ninth,  and 
eleventh  shota  He  however,  made  five  bull's  eyes  and  seven 
centres — shooting  all  round  the  eye,  and  pretty  well  into  it  The 
public  seemed  to  lack  interest  in  the  match  after  this,  for  even 
should  the  Irish  score  bull's  eyes  at  every  shot  they  could  not 
come  up  with  their  opponenta  Johnson,  shooting  at  1,000,  was 
rather  wide.  He  emoellished  the  target  all  round  with  centres 
to  the  number  often,  and  added  five  bull's  eyes,  realizing  a  total 
of  50.  Mr.  Pollock  shot  very  high  towards  the  upper  right  hand 
comer,  round  which  he  clustered  six  centrea  Seven  bull's  eyes 
were  spread  over  the  bull,  and  a  centre  appeared  to  the  left  be- 
low it,  making  in  all  a  total  of  49.  The  aggregate  total  of  the 
Irish  Team  at  1,000  yards  was  299,  while  the  Americans  made 
304.  At  Creedmoor  the  Irish  scored  302  at  1,000  yards,  and 
Anaericans  only  made  298,  so  that  the  difference  is  not  very 
great  after  all.  The  Irish  at  the  American  match  scored  317  at 
800  yards,  yesterday  they  scored  338;  not  a  small  advance. 
At  9oO  yards  they  in  America  made  312  ;  yesterday  they  only 
made  292.  In  America  their  total  for  three  ranges  was  931, 
yesterday  it  was  929.  The  Americans  at  Creedmoor  scored  326 
at  800  yards — on  Tuesday  their  total  was  337 ;  they  in  their  own 
country  made  310  at  900  yards — yesterday  they  scored  327. 
Their  grand  total  in  America  was  934 — ^yesterday  it  was  968. 
The  grand  total  of  the  Irish  yesterday  being  only  929 — the 
Americans  won  by  38  points. 

AFTER  THE  BATTLE. 

When  the  last  shot  had  been  fired  and  all  uncertainty  about 
the  issue  of  the  contest  was  past,  there  was  a  rush  over  the 
benches  and  ropea  Every  one  was  anxious  to  get  a  good  look 
at  the  American  marksmen,  whom  most  of  the  spectators  had 
been  vainly  endeavoring  to  scrutinize  during  the  day  between 
the  hats  of  the  front  rows  of  spectatora  There  was  also  a  mani- 
fest disposttion  to  give  the  steady  shooters  of  the  Irish  party  an 
ovation.  In  the  midst  of  the  bustle  Major  Leech  delivered  a 
short  address,  in  which  he  paid  a  graceful  tribute  to  the  extraor- 
dinary marksmanship  to  which  his  team  had  succumbed.  While 
the  band  of  the  50th  Kegiment  were  saluting  the  success  of  the 
Americans  with  the  strains  of  "  Hail,  Columbia,"  the  immense 
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throng  began  to  move  homewards.  Then  it  was  that  one  became 
for  the  first  time  aware  how  enormous  a  crowd  had  been  congre- 
gated to  witness  the  Match.  When  we  left  the  enclosure  the  whole 
strand  separating  it  from  the  Coastguard  station  was  black  with 
a  moving  mass,  as  densely  crowded  together  as  swarming  bees. 
The  new  bridge  supported  a  prodigious  column  of  passengers, 
and  the  road  leading  to  Dublin  was  closely  thronged  with  vehi- 
cles and  pedestriana  On  approaching  the  bridge  we  had  prac- 
tical demonstrations  of  the  unwisdom  displayed  by  the  Port  and 
Docks  Board  in  making  that  structure  of  such  limited  dimen- 
sions. The  crush  was  positively  terrifia  Little  children  ran 
serious  risk  of  being  stifled,  and  many  ladies  had  to  be  extricated 
fi'om  the  press  by  their  male  friends  to  save  them  from  fainting. 
To  say  that  one  progressed  at  a  snail's  pace  would  be  a  euphe- 
mism. One  was  elbowed  and  pushed  to  right  and  left,  and  turned 
round  so  often  that  for  a  quarter  o^  an  hour  together  one  did  not 
advance  by  the  length  of  half-a-dozen  paces.  Everything,  how- 
ever, has  an  end,'  and  the  narrow  bridge  was  finally  traversed 
We  were  not  the  last  to  leave  the  range,  yet  on  gaining  the  Clon- 
tarf  road  we  sought  vainly  for  a  vehicle.  The  tramcars  had  been 
obliged  to  cease  running  to  DoUymount,  and  even  when  the  point 
at  which  they  stopped  was  reached,  the  futility  of  reckoning  on 
their  accommodation  was  transparent  to  any  one  who  had  not 
unlimited  time  at  his  disposal  They  were  waylaid  and  stormed 
before  arriving  at  their  destination,  so  that  those  who  patiently 
waited  there  for  their  arrival  were  doomed  to  endless  disappoint- 
ment Whether  the  Dublin  car-drivers  had  miscalculated  the 
chances  of  employment  or  bad  entered  into  a  league  with  the 
object  of  proving  their  indispensability,  there  was  a  deplorable 
deficiency  in  the  number  of  "outsides"  available.  Probablv 
two  thims  of  the  vast  assembly  who  had  gathered  on  the  Norm 
Bull  were  compelled  to  return  to  town  on  foot  It  is  long  since 
the  inhabitants  of  Clontarf  have  witnessed  such  a  formidable  in- 
vasion of  their  usually  tranquil  locality,  and  in  all  likelihood 
many  years  will  pass  before  they  witness  such  another  migration 
of  Dubliners  to  their  historic  neighborhood.  The  number  of  per- 
sons who  congregated  to  watch  the  great  International  Match 
was  not  easily  calculated,  owing  to  the  number  who  came  and 
went  during  the  course  oiF  the  proceedings,  but  we  may  safely 
state  that  it  amounted  to  between  fifty  and  sixty  thousand.

PROCEEDINGS 

OF 


ANNUAL    MEETING, 


JANUARY  9th,  1877. 


•»• 


The  fifth  annual  meeting  of  the  National  Rifle  Association,  was 
held  at  the  First  Division  "  Rendezvous,"  Nos.  7,  9,  and  1 1  West 
Thirteenth  street,  New  York  City,  on  Tuesday,  January  9th, 
1877,  at  8  P.M.,  the  President,  General  Alexander  Shaler,  taking 
the  chair,  and  upon  calling  the  meeting  to  order,  read  the  fol- 
lowing address  : 

Gbntlbmbn    of  the  Association  : 

It  has  been  customary  at  our  annual  meetings  for  the 
President  to  address  the  members  in  reference  to  the  transactions 
of  the  past  year,  and  to  make  such  suggestions  pertaining  to  the 
management  of  the  affairs  of  the  Association  as  in  his  judgment 
would  tend  to  its  benefit.  It  is  not  my  desire  to  entirely  disre- 
gard a  custom  which  originated  with  my  distinguished  predeces- 
sor, and  which  was  so  honored  by  him  in  his  observance,  but  I 
will  be  pardoned  for  being  very  brief  in  speaking  of  the  past, 
and  in  inviting  your  attention  to  a  matter  or  two  connected  with 
the  welfare  of  the  Association. 

Referring  to  the  past,  it  may  be  said  that  the  year  just  closed 
has  been  the  most  eveiltful  of  any  in  the  history  of  the  Associa- 
tion. The  Centennial  Anniversary  of  American  Independence 
had  not  yet  dawned  upon  us,  when  our  invitations  to  the  whole 
world  for  a  friendly  contest  at  long  range  shooting  had  been 
distributed.  All  the  countries  which  laid  any  claim  to  skill  in 
this  noble  pastime  (except  England),  promptly  accepted  the 
invitation,  and  commenced  their  preparations  for  the  contest.  Our 
own  men  in  good  time  measured  lances,  and  determined  among 
themselves  which  of  them  should  have  the  honor  of  contending 
against  the  world  for  the  Grand  American  Trophy,  already  in 
the  hands  of  the  designer. 

On  the  12th,  Idth,  and  14th  of  September,  Creedmoor,  decked 
in  her  gayest  attire,  opened  her  sates  to  the  representative 
riflemen  of  Ireland,  Scotland,  Australia,  and  Canada.  The  first 
day-wa6  devoted  to  individual  shooting,  and  like  the  skirmishing 
before  a  great  battle,  attracted  but  little  attention,  and  furnished 


no  evidence  by  which  to  judge  of  the  strength  of  the  teams  that 
were  to  contend  on  the  two  f Qllowing  da^s.  Our  people  were 
alive  to  the  importance  of  this  contest — it  being  the  first  Inter- 
national one  in  which  more  than  two  teams  had  taken  part — and 
flocked  to  Creedmoor  by  the  thousands.  The  morning  of  the 
Idth  opened  bright  and  pleasant,  the  riflemen  were  all  in  good 
health  and  spirits,  and  promptly  on  time  ;  the  respective  teams 
took  up  their  positions  and  cautiously  opened  the  contest  with 
an  evenness  of  shooting  quite  remarkable  ;  the  day  closed  with 
the  Scotch  team  four  points  ahead  of  the  Irish  and  nine  points 
ahead  of  the  American,  the  Australian  and  Canadian  teams 
following  close.  The  second  day  opened  with  a  clear  atmos* 
phere,  but  as  though  to  fully  test  the  skill  of  the  marksmen,  a 
lively  breeze,  not  experienced  the  day  before,  sprung  up,  and 
added  not  a  little  to  the  uncertainties  of  the  final  result.  At  the 
close  of  the  shooting  at  the  first  distance  (800  yards),  the  relative 
positions  of  the  Scotch  and  American  teams  were  unchanged,  the 
former  being  still  nine  points  ahead,  but  the  Irish  with  less  good 
luck  had  Tost  their  advantage,  and  were  found  eighteen  points 
behind  the  Americans.  At  900  yards  the  steady  shooting  of  the 
Americans,  aided  by  a  continuance  of  bad  luck  to  the  Irish,  and 
an  unexpected  demoralization  or  collapse  on  the  part  of  the 
Scotch,  placed  them  44  points  ahead  of  the  field,  the  Scotch 
leading  the  Irish  four  points.  Hopeless  to  their  livals,  as  the 
contest  seemed  to  be  at  this  time,  the  Americans  were  not  to  be 
allowed  a  certainty  of  success.  With  a  native  and  characteristic 
will,  the  Irish  and  Scotch  teams  applied  themselves  at  1,000 
yards  to  recovering  their  lost  advantage  ;  and  the  Irish  by 
rolling  up  the  unprecedented  score  of  535,  reduced,  at  that  one 
distance,  by  more  than  one-half  the  majority  which  the  Ameri- 
cans had  obtained  at  all  the  other  distances. 

This  victory  thus  gloriously  achieved  and  awarded  to  the 
Americans,  secured  to  us  the  honor  of  having  the  name  of 
America  first-  inscribed  upon  the  beautiful  emblem  which  for 
many  years  to  come  is  to  record  the  prowess  of  long  range 
riflemen.  The  result  of  a  peaceful  contest  with  arms,  occurring 
just  100  years  after  the  beginning  of  a  sanguinary  struggle 
between  the  forefathers  of  the  competitors,  coupled  with  the  fact 
that  in  the  fiise  competitions  with  foreigners,  not  a  single  defeat 
has  been  suffered,  is  calculated  to  inspire  a  feeling  of  invincibility, 
and  give  just  cause  to  the  American  rifleman  to  boast  of  his 
nativity.  We  need  to  go  back  but  a  shoit  distance  to  recall  the 
successive  steps  of  progress  of  the  modern  American  rifleman  to 
the  high  eminence  he  has  attained  among  the  riflemen  of  the 
world.  Indeed,  so  rapid  have  they  been,  that  it  seems  as  though 
he  had  by  a  succession  of  bounds  leaped  to  the  world's  cham- 
pionship. The  fact  is,  long,  range  rifle  shooting  was  taken  hold 
of  in  America,  just  as  our  people  take  hold  of  everything,  with  a 
determination  to  be  second  to  no  others — to  be  at  the  top  of  the 
heap,  or  nowhere. 

It  would  be  interesting  to  trace  the  causes  in  detaU  which 
secured  to  America  five  consecutive  victories  within  the  space  of 
three  years,  but  time  wDl  not  permit.  I  may  be  allowed,  how- 
ever, to  call  attention  to  two  or  three  important  traits  developed 


by  the  Americans  in  these  matches,  tending  to  contribute  in  no 
small  degree  to  their  success.  They  are  the  staying  power,  as 
the  sportsmen  call  it,  as  shown  by  the  uniformity  of  their 
shooting  from  first  to  last,  and  their  superior  holding,  and  wind 
calculations,  as  shown  by  the  clustering  of  their  shots  in  and  about 
the  bull's-eye.  These  three  important  qualities  the  American 
rifleman  possesses,  and  they  have,  in  my  opinion,  been  the  chief 
factors  in  making  up  his  success.  But  they  alone  cannot  assure 
a  victory.  The  slightest  defect  in  the  rifle,  the  powder,  or  the 
ball,  will  neutralize  the  rifleman's  skill,  and  render  fruitless  his  most 
brilliant  efforts.  That  these  defects  exist  to  a  greater  or  less 
extent,  either  in  the  rifle,  the  powder,  or  the  ball,  as  at  present  used 
by  Americans,  is,  I  think,  beyond  doubt.  The  large  excess  in 
the  number  of  misses  made  by  the  Americans  in  the  Great  Intern 
national  contest,  is  pretty  strong  evidence  of  that  fact.  21  misses- 
by  a  victorious  team  agamst  7  made  by  a  team  beaten  22  points, 
is  a  most  wonderful  circumstance,  the  causes  of  which  we  should 
not  long  leave  undetermined.  If,  as  seems  probable,  it  can  be 
accounted  for  by  a  slight  defect  in  either  the  rifle,  the  powder, 
or  the  ball,  we  nave  only  to  remedy  that  defect  to  be  tolerably 
certain  of  Fortune's  favors  in  Intelnational  contests  for  a  long 
time  to  come.  The  difference  between  the  rifles  and  the  ammuni- 
tion used  by  the  American  team  and  those  used  by  their  com- 
petitors in  the  match  just  referred  to  was  so  great  as  to  suggest 
the  thought  that  the  result  was  in  a  measure  due  to  the  superiority 
of  the  breech-loader  over  the  muzzle-loader.  However  it  may  be, 
the  enterprise  of  our  riflemen  will  soon  settle  the  question.  It 
would  be  an  interesting  contest,  and  the  day  may  not  be  far 
distant,  when  competitions  between  foreign  teams,  all  using  the 
same  nfle  and  ammunition,  will  have  to  be  resorted  to,  to  deter- 
mine their  respective  merits. 

A  gratifying  result  of  these  International  matches  has  been  to 
awaken  throughout  the  country  an  interest  in  rifle  shooting,  and 
the  organization  of  associations  and  clubs,  through  which,  in  a  few 
years,  rifle  shooting  is  likely  to  become,  if,  indeed,  it  has  not  already, 
one  of  the  most  popular  amusements,  as  it  is  one  of  the  most 
invigorating  and  manly.  But  the  most  lasting  and  important 
benefits  to  be  realized  from  these  contests  is  the  cultivation  of 
a  feeling  of  amity  and  good  fellowship  among  the  riflemen  of  the 
world,  and  the  opportunity  afforded  at  the  meetings  for  the 
interchange  of  friendly  courtesies,  by  which  the  social  and  commer- 
ciai  ties  of  the  different  peoples  are  strengthened,  and  for  the 
exchange,  also,  of  views  upon  questions  relating  to  this  particular 
pastime,  tending  to  the  establishment^  of  such  general  rules  and 
regulations  as  seem  best  calculated  to  promote  and  foster  it  among 
theyoung  men  of  all  countries. 

These  matches,  which  this  Association  has  the  honor  of  inaugu- 
rating, cannot  fail  to  establish  the  most  cordial  and  friendly 
relations  between  representative  riflemen,  the  influence  of  which  is 
likely  to  be  felt,  to  some  extent  at  least,  by  the  masses  of  the  people. 
In  view  of  this  fact,  let  us  contribute,  to  the  extent  of  our  powers, 
to  the  perpetuity  of  them. 

The  usual  Spring  meeting  of  the  Association  took  place  May 
25th  to  27th,  was  fairly  attended,  and  resulted  profitably.     The 
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regular  Fall  meeting  was  held  the  week  following  the  Great 
International  Match,  Sept.  18th  ty>  2l8t,  and  notwithstanding  the 
all-absorbing  interest  taken  in  the  latter  by  the  patrons  of  the 
Association,  was  in  many  respects  more  successful  than  any  which 
has  preceded  it.  The  prize  list  was  full,  many  valuable  prises 
having  been  contributea  by  the  friends  of  the  Association  and 
patrons  of  the  sport.  The  programme  of  matches  was  varied 
and  attractive,  the  shooting  unequaled,  the  weather  pleasant, 
and  the  gross  result  satisfactory.  One  serious  case  only  of  protest 
occurring  to  mar  the  pleasure  and  harmony  of  the  meeting,  a 
very  careful  examination  of  which,  by  the  whole  Board  of 
Directors,  resulted  in  denying  to  a  military  team  important 
and  valuable  prizes  to  which  the  scores  made  would  seem  to  have 
entitled  them.  However  great  the  disappointment  may  have  been 
to  the  team  referred  to  and  their  friends,  there  can  be  no  doubt 
of  the  justice  of  the  decision.  That  anything  should  occur  to  raise 
the  question  of  fairness  on  the  part  of  contestants  at  Creedmoor, 
was  a  source  of  deep  regret  to  the  OfBcers  and  Directors  of  the 
Association,  and  if  in  passing  judgment  upon  the  appeal  their 
decision  failed  to  satisfy  all  the  parties  in  interest,  it  mnat  be 
remembered  that  it  was  in  accordance  with  the  published  rules  of 
the  Association  ;  and  that  it  is  only  by  a  strict  adherence  to  those 
rules  that  exact  justice  to  all  can  be  done,  the  confidence  of  our 
patrons  retained,  and  the  prosperity  of  the  Association  assured. 

The  interest  in  military  shooting  continues  unabated.  The 
encouragement  given  it  at  Gleneral  Headquarters  by  providing  for 
the  pay  of  markers  required  for  practice,  and  the  zealous  efforts 
of  the  General  Inspector  of  Rifle  Practice  to  develope  the  highest 
possible  degree  of  efficiency,  has  tended  to  encourage  a  spint  of 
emulation,  the  results  of  which  are  every  day  made  more  and 
more  apparent. 

During  the  past  year  our  facilities  for  practice  and  match 
shooting  have  been  greatly  increased  by  the  addition  of  about 
fifteen  (15)  acres  of  land,  leased  on  very  favorable  terms  of  Mr.  H.  C. 
Poppenhusen.  Upon  this  land  has  been  erected  ten  (10)  new 
targets,  and,  through  the  munificence  of  the  Winchester  Arms 
Company,  a  running  deer  with  all  of  its  appurtenances  has  been 
put  m  complete  working  order,  adding  greatly  to  the  attractions 
of  our  already  beautiful  grounds,  and  inviting  practice  of  a  new 
and  interesting  kind.  The  expenses  incurred  in  inclosing  this  new 
field,  clearing  it,  and  in  putting  up  the  ten  new  targets,  have  ne- 
cessarily been  heavy;  but  the  money  thus  expended,  will,  with- 
out doubt,  produce  good  returns. 

For  the  aetails  of  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  administration 
for  the  past  year,  you  are  referred  to  the  reports  of  the  Secretary, 
the  Treasurer,  and  the  Standing  Committees.  ^ 

In  reference  to  the  future  administration  I  would  suggest,  that 
the  range  be  made  self-sustaining,  and  that  the  necessary  charges 
to  those  who  visit  Creedmoor  to  enjoy  this  healthful  recreation 
be  reduced  to  the  lowest  possible  figure.  Up  to  the  present 
time,  so  much  has  seemed  necessary  to  properly  prepare  and 
equip  the  range  to  meet  the  demands  of  practice  at  the  different 
distances,  that  our  Range  Committee  have  been  unable  to  cease 
laying  out  money.     But  having  now  gotten  their  work  of  im- 


provements  about  completed,  it  will  not  be  a  difficult  task  to 
confine  their  expenditures  to  the  amount  of  the  regular  receipts. 
Under  no  drcumstances  should  the  Association  be  embarrassed  by 
the  establishment  of  a  permanent  debt.  It  would  be  far  better 
to  curtail  improvements  and  current  expenses,  than  impose  so 
serious  a  burden  upon  its  future  managers.  A);  presenti  the  prop- 
erty of  the  Association  is  unencumbered,  as  it  is  practically 
free  from  debt.  By  judicious  management  it  may  not  only  be  kept 
so,  but  by  the  extraordinary  receipts  from  meetings  and  impor- 
tant matches,  a  handsome  fund  may  eventually  be  accumulated 
for  future  embellishment  of  the  grounds,  or  other  proper  uses. 

A  matter  of  the  highest  importance  to  the  welfare  of  the  As- 
sociation, is  the  manner  in  which  its  business  is,  or  may  be,  con- 
ducted. To  my  mind  no  greater  mistake  can  be  made  than  a 
departure  from  purely  business  principles.  So  far,  the  Associa- 
tion has  had  the  voluntary  services  of  a  sufficient  number  of  '  en- 
thusiastic and  public-spirited  gentlemen  to  secure  a  reasonable 
supervision  over  its  properties  and  the  services  of  its  employees; 
but  we  cannot  hope  to  always  have  the  benefit  of  such  gratuitous 
services.  We  have  to^y  a  Secretary  who  devotes  much  of  his 
time  to  the  indispensable  work  of  the  Association. 

When  he  is  succeeded  by  one  with  less  leisure,  the  Associa- 
tion must  suffer.  The  remedy  for  this  is,  in  choosing  for  that 
office,  when  a  successor  must  be  chosen,  a  practical  business  man, 
giving  him  such  a  compensation  as  will  enable  him  to  devote  his 
whole  time  to  the  busmess  of  the  Association,  and  holding  him 
responsible,  through  the  higher  officials,  for  a  faithful  discharge 
of  his  duties*  Tne  idea  need  not  be  elaborated.  Every  business 
man  will  at  once  see  the  advantage  of  having  some  one  indivi- 
dual responsible  for  the  floating  property  of  the  Association,  and 
for  the  proper  conduct  of  its  business,  and  upon  whom  may  be 
imposed  much  labor  with  which  the  officers  and  committee-men 
are.  now  taxed. 

Permit  me  to  congratulate  you,  gentlemen,  upon  the  excellent 
condition  of  the  Association,  and  the  proud  eminence  obtained 
by  American  Riflemen.  I  thank  you,  officers  and  members,  for 
the  many  favors  and  kind  words  received  from  you,  during  the 
four  years  I  have  enjoyed  official  honors,  and  assure  you  that  in 
retiring  from  the  Presidency,  I  leave  to  mv  successor,  and  to 
you  one  and  all,  my  very  sincere  wishes  for  your  continued 
prosperity. 

Upon  motion,  the  calling  of  the  Roll  of  Life  Members  was 
suspended  until  later  in  the  proceedings. 

Mr.  G.  S.  Schennerhom,  Jr.,  the  Secretary,  then  read  and 
presented  his  Annual  Report,  which  was  upon  motion  accepted 
and  ordered  to  be  printed  in  full  in  the  next  Annual  Report 
of  the  Association. 

Captain  Wm.  Lindsay  then  moved  that  the  further  reading  of 
reports  from  officers  and  committees  be  dispensed  with,  and  that 
the  same  be  all  printed  in  full  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Association  of  1876.  The  above  motion  was  duly  seconded  and 
carried. 

The  President  then  announced  that  the  adoption  of  the  above 
resolution  made  the  election  of  Directors  the  next  business  in  order. 
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The  retiring  Directors,  he  stated,  were  Hon.  H.  A.  Gildersleeve, 
Hon.  N.  P.  Stanton,  Captain  Joseph  G.  Story,  lieutenant-GoloD^ 
John  T.  Camp,  and  Major  George  Moore  Smith,  and  the  senile- 
men  to  be  elected  in  their  places  were  to  hold  office  for  l£e  full 
term  of  three  years.    Nominations  being  then  in  order  : 

Colonel  Wingate  nominated  Hon.  H.  A.  Gildersieeve. 

Hon.  H,  A.  Gildersieeve  nominated  Brigadier-General  W.  G. 
Ward. 

Captain  Lindsay  nominated  Captain  Joseph  G.  Story.

Adjutant  Murphy  nominated  Colonel  G.  D.  Scott. 

Captain  Price  nominated  Hon.  N.  P.  Stanton. 

Major  Cowperthwaite  nominated  Major  H.  S.  Jewell. 

On  motion  of  Major  Fulton,  the  nominations  closed,  and  the 
Chairman  appointed  Messrs.  £.  H.  Sanford  and  Alfred  Yreden* 
burgh  to  act  as  Tellers. 

The  Secretary  then  called  the  Roll  of  Life  Members,  each 
member  present  as  his  name  was  called  stepping  forward  and 
depositing  his  vote.  At  the  conclusion  it  was  found  that  fifty- 
two  members  had  answered  to  their  names,  and  the  polls  were 
then  declared  closed. 

The  President  stated  that  while  the  Tellers  were  counting  the 
ballots,  under  the  head  of  general  business,  motions  and  resolu- 
tions would  be  in  order,  but  none  were  made. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  count,  the  President  announced  the 
result  as  follows  :  A  total  of  52  votes  had  been  cast,  of  wbicfa 
Captain  Joseph  G.  Story  had  received  51,  Hon.  H.  A.  Gildersieeve 
50,  Colonel  George  D.  Scott  46,  Hon.  N.  P.  Stanton  89,  Major 
Joseph  Holland  35,  General  Wnu  G.  Ward  21,  and  Major  H.  S. 
Jewell  16,  thus  showing  the  five  gentlemen  first  named  to  have 
been  elected  by  a  majority  of  votes  of  all  the  members  present. 

On  motion,  the  meeting  was  then  adjourned. 


A  special  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  was  held  imme- 
diately after  the  adjournment  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Association,  with  thirteen  members  present. 

The  purpose  of  the  meeting  was  to  elect  officers  for  the  year, 
and  in  pursuance  of  this  object  the  following  gentlemen  were  each 
in  turn  nominated,  and  upon  ballot  were  each  declared  unani- 
mously elected,  viz. :  Hon.  N.  ^.  Stanton,  President,  vice  General 
Shaler,  retiring;  Colonel  George  W.  Winsate,  Vice-President, 
vice  General  Woodward  ;  Mr.  George  S.  Sdiermerhom,  Jr.,  re- 
elected Secretary ;  and  Major  D.  D.  Wylie,  Treasurer,  vice 
General  McMahon. 

An  appropriate  vote  of  thanks  was  passed  to  each  of  the 
retiring  officers.  Generals  Shaler  and  l)akin,  and  Hon.  H.  A. 
Gildersieeve  were  unanimously  elected  to  serve  upon  the  Execu- 
tive Committee.

The  Fifth  Annual  Report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  National 
Rifle  Association  embraces  the  year  1876,  the  Centennial  year  of 
American  Independence,  and  the  Association  has  endeavored  to 
perfonn  its  part  toward  a  proper  celebration  of  this  eventful 
period  by  its  programme  of  Grand  International  Rifle  Contests, 
open  to  the  rinemen  of  the  whole  world,  which  was  carried  out 
with  the  most  gratifying  results.  These  matches,  and  particularly 
the  International  Team  Match  for  the  championship  of  the  world, 
have  been  thought  worthy  of  a  separate  report,  which  will  be 
found  in  its  proper  place. 

All  that  your  previous  Secretaries  have  been  enabled  to  say  to 
yoQ  as  to  the  •  success  and  prosperity  of  the  Association  and  its 
growing  influisnce,  may  be  truthfully  repeated  at  this  time,  and 
with  even  greater  reason. 

The  reorganization  of  the  Board  of  Directors  took  place  on 
January  11,  1876,  at  a  meeting  held  immediately  after  the 
adjournment  of  the  Annual  meeting,  with  the  following  gentle- 
men as  members,  viz.  :  Hon.  H.  A.  Gildersleeve,  General  M.  T. 
MoMahon,  Colonel  George  W.  Wingate,  Major  Greorge  Moore 
Smith,  Hon.  D.  W.  Judd,  Captain  J.  G.  Story,  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  J.  T.  Camp,  Captain  W.  C.  Casey,  Colonel  John  Ward, 
Hon.  N.  P.  Stanton,  Major  D.  D.  Wylie,  Major  Henry  Fulton, 
£.  Harrison  Sanford,  G.  S.  Schermerhom,  Jr.,  and  Colonel  Ira  S. 
Beebe,  together  with  Generals  Townsend,  Woodward,  Eiiox, 
Shaler,  Daldn,  Carr,  and  Husted,  as  exrofficio  members.  At  thu? 
meeting  of  the  Directors,  Generals  Shaler  and  Woodward  were 
re-elected  President  and  Vice-President,  respectively,  George  S. 
Schermerhom,  Jr.,  was  elected  Secretary,  and  General  M.  T. 
HcMahon  re-elected  Treasurer. 

Colonel  Wingate,  Judge  Gildersleeve,  and  General  Dakin  were 
elected  to  serve  upon  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  Directors  retiring  January,  1877,  by  reason  of  expiration 
of  term,  are  Hon.  NT  P.  Stanton,  Hon.  H.  A.  Gildersleeve, 
lieutenant-Colonel  J.  T.  Camp,  Major  George  Moore  Smith,  and 
Captain  J.  G.  Story. 

The  terms    for    which  the    following  gentlemen   were  elected 
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Honorary  Directors  expired  September  9th,  1876,  viz.  :  General 
Henry  L.  Abbott,  General  Samuel  W.  Johnson,  Hon.  Alfred  W. 
Craven,  and  Dr.  R.  J.  Gatling,  and  on  December  30th,  1876, 
Greneral  Joseph  R.  Hawley  and  Hon.  N.  W.  Niles. 

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  held  Febniary 
1st,  1876,  the  President  announced  that  he  had  appointed  the 
following  as  the  Standing  Committees  for  the  year :

The  President  also  announced  at  this  meeting  that  he  had 
appointed  General  J.  B.  Woodward,  Colonel  G.  W.  Wingate, 
Hon.  H.  A.  Gildersleeve,  Glenerai  M.  T.  McMahon,  and  Hon. 
N.  P.  Stanton  as  members  of  the  Joint  Committee  National 
Rifle  Association  and  Amateur  Rifle  Club  on  International 
Matches,  on  behalf  of  this  Association,  in  compliance  with  the 
terms  of  a  resolution  passed  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  held 
January  4,  1876. 

There  have  been  but  two  elections  during  the  past  year  of 
Honorary  Directors,  Hon.  W.  H.  Wickham,  Mayor  of  the  City 
of  New  York,  and  Mr.  T.  G.  Bennett,  the  latter  for  life,  in 
commemoration  of  the  munificence  of  the  Winchester  Repeating 
Arms  Company  (of  which  corporation  Mr.  Bennett  is  Secretary), 
in  erecting  and  presenting  to  the  Association  the  Running  Deer 
Target,  dj  a  resolution  of  the  Board,  Captain  Douglas  Smyth 
was  at  the  same  meeting  elected  a  life  Member  without  expense 
to  him,  in  acknowledgment  of  many  and  valuable  services  ren- 
dered by  him,  and  especially  in  the  matter  of  the  erection  of  the 
new  bullet-proof  fence,  embankments,  and  targets. 

The  office  of  the  Association  was  removed  to  No.  23  Park 
Row  on  the  1st  of  May,  where  more  room  was  obtained  at  a 
reduced  rental,  but  experience  makes  it  apparent  that  another 
change  is  desirable,  as  the  present  office  is  entirely  too  noisy, 
especially  at  that  part  of  the  day  at  which  the  meetings  of  the 
Board  and  Committees  are  usually  held. 

There  have  been  up  to  this  date  52  of  the  silver  life  Member's 
badges  issued,  and  a  new  design  of  card  badges  for  those  not 
wishing  to  purchase  the  silver  ones  has  been  prepared  under 
a  resolution  of  the  Board. 

There  have  been  26  new  life  Members  qualified  during  the 
year,  the  total  number  at  present  being  285.  A  part  of  these 
were  noticed  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1875,  which,  owing  to  a 
variety  of  mischances,  was  not  issued  to  our  members  until  aboat 
midsummer  of  the  vear  just  closed. 

The  only  Life  Members  deceased  during  the  year  of  which  this 
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office    has    information,   were  the  late  A.  T.  Stewart  and  Colonel 
M.  Liefferts,  of  this  city.    The  Roll  of  Annual  Members  continues 
about   as  last  reported,  but  there  has  been  a  marked  and  gratify- 
ing  addition    to    our  Affiliated  Club  list,    owin^  mainly  to  the 
amended  regulations    as  to    affiliation  passed  February  Ist,  1876, 
and   in  this  connection  the  Secretary  has  to  report  that  the  first 
of     the  "  Conventions    of    Riflemen,"  as    provided  for  in  these 
amended  regulation,   was  held  at  Creedmoor,  L.   L,  on  the  26th 
of     May     last,    during    the  Spring  meeting.     This  Convention, 
organized  by  the  election  of  Colonel  H.  A.  Gildersleeve  as  Chair- 
man and  Colonel    G.  W.  Wingate    as    Secretary,  the  following 
Clubs  and  Associations  were  represented  by  delegates  :

Considerable  interest  was  manifested  and  several  important 
resolutions  were  adopted. 

The  contract  with  the  State  of  New  York,  giving  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  National  Guard  of  this  State,  in  uniform,  the  free 
use  of  fifteen  targets  upon  the  range  at  Creedmoor,  on  Monday, 
Thursday,  and  Friday  of  each  week,  from  June  1st  to  December 
Ist,  for  the  sum  of  four  thousand  dollars,  was  renewed  for  the 
year  1876. 

There  have  been  fifty-seven  matches  shot  at  Creedmoor  durmg 
the  year,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Association,  as  follows : 
Spring  meeting,  six  ;  Fall  meeting,  seventeen  ;  special  matches 
for  badges  and  trophies,  thirty-four  ;  in  addition  to  these,  and 
inserted  in  the  programmes  of  the  Association  for  the  Spring 
and  Fall  meetings,  respectively,  were  the  Leech  Cup  match  and 
the  Irish- American  Return  match  of  1876,  shot  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Amateur  Rifle  Club.  The  full  details  and  statis- 
tics of  these  matches  will  be  seen  in  the  tables  annexed.

[Note. — ^This  prize  was  not  formally  accepted  until  the  4th  inst., 
in  consequence  oi  difficulty  in  settling  conditions.] 

It  was  formally  announced  that  the  Range  would  be  open  for 
the  year  from  the  15th  of  March  (at  a  meeting  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  held  March  4th^,  and  it  has  been  greatly  improved 
and  enlarged,  and  the  additional  ground  made  use  of  by  the  erec- 
tion of  a  bullet-proof  fence  and  ten  new  targets,  and  also  the 
Running  Deer  target,  presented  by  the  Winchester  Repeating 
Arms  Company,  as  previously  announced.  Your  particular  atten- 
tion is  called  to  the  report  of  the  Range  Committee,  which  gives 
in  detail  work  done  upon  the  Range  dunne  the  past  year. 

The  reports  of  the  Treasurer,  Range,  Prize,  and  Financial  and 
Joint  Committees,  and  of  the  Chief  Executive,  Statistical,  and 
Financial  Officers  of  the  Fourth  Annual  Prize  meeting,  it  is  be- 
lieved, are  so  complete  in  every  detail,  it  is  not  deemed  necei»- 
sary  to  prolong  this  report  further  than  to  state  that  a  perusal 
of  same  affords  in  connection  herewith  a  complete  history  of  the 
work  of  the  Association  during  the  year  1876. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  held  October  4,  1876, 
the  following  preamble  and  resolution  were  unanimously  adopted, 
viz.: 

WhereaSy  The  recent  Fall  Meeting  of  this  Association,  as  well 
as  the  Great  International  Rifle  Contests  at  Creedmoor,  were 
conducted  with  unusual  dispatch  and  success,  and  concluded  with 
great  credit  to  those  charged  with  the  management,  and  it  is  fit- 
ting and  proper  that  those  gentlemen  to  whom  the  Association 
is  indebted  for  such  delicate  and  arduous  services,  voluntarily  ren- 
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deredy   should  receive  some  acknowledgment  for  their  services; 
therefore 

Mesolvedj  That  to  Major-General  John  B.  Woodward,  Chief 
executive  Officer,  Colonel  George  W.  Wingate,  Chief  Range 
Officer,  Captain  Joseph  G.  Story,  Chief  Statistical  Officer,  Major 
D.  D.  Wylie,  Chief  Financial  Officer,  and  their  respective  assis- 
tants, the  thanks  of  this  Association  are  due,  and  are  hereby  cor- 
dially tendered  for  the  tact,  skill,  and  energy  displayed  by  them 
in  conducting  the  competitions  at  Creednioor  just  closed.  That 
this  preamble  and  resolution  be  entered  in  full  upon  the  minutes, 
a  written  copy  furnished  each  of  the  gentlemen  named,  and  be 
published  in  the  next  Annual  Report  of  the  Association. 

At  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board,  the  name  of  Captain  Wil- 
liam C.  Casey,  who  acted  in  the  capacity  of  Assistant  Kange  Offi- 
cer at  the  late  Fall  Meeting,  was  b^  unanimous  vote  added  to 
those  specially  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  resolution,  and  the  Secre- 
tary directed  to  inform  him  of  the  fact. 

Among  the  entries  at  the  late  Fall  Meeting  for  the  matches 
confined  to  Teams  of  the  National  Guard,  i.e.,  the  N.  Y.  State, 
Catling,  and  Army  and  Navy  Journal  Matches,  was  that  of  the 
Forty-eighth  Regiment  N.  G.  S.  N.  Y.,  of  Oswego.  This  Team 
in  the  several  matches  spoken  of  made  the  highest  number  of 
points,  but  a  protest  was  made  against  the  scores  on  the  ground 
of  their  havmg  used  filed  sights.  The  protest  was  duly  tried 
by  the  Executive  Committee  and  sustained,  thus  ruling  out  the 
scores  made  by  the  Oswego  Team,  and  giving  the  prizes  to  the 
Teams  standing  next  highest.  The  decision  of  the  Executive 
Committee  was  appealed  from  aild  finally  heard  by  the  Board  of 
Directors,  at  a  meeting  held  at  the  State  Arsenal  on  Thursday 
evening,  November  23,  who  sustained  the  same  by  unanimous 
vote.  The  full  records  of  the  hearings  before  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee and  the  Board  of  Directors  are  on  file  in  the  office  of  the 
Association. 

It  is  with  great  gratification  a  report  is  made  of  growing  in- 
terest on  the  part  of  officers  of  the  Regular  Army  in  the  Na- 
tional Rifle  Ajssociation,  as  the  increasing  number  of  communi- 
cations making  inquiries  as  to  the  regulations,  description  of  tar- 
sets,  etc.,  indicate,  and  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  ere  long  the 
Association  will  receive  the  official  recognition  of  the  General 
Government. 

The  thanks  of  the  Association  are  due  to  the  Editors  of  the  fol- 
lowing newspapers,  which  have  been  regularly  received  and  filed 
at  the  office,  viz.:  "Army  and  Navy  Journal,"  "Rod  and  Gun," 
"Forest  and  Stream,"  "Spirit  of  the  Times,"  "Turf,  Field,  and 
Farm,"  and  the  "Chicago  Field." 

In  conclusion,  it  is  hoped  that  the  several  reports  herein  re- 
ferred to  and  presented  herewith  will  be  so  far  satisfactory  to  our 
members,  as  to  secure  to  the  Officers  and  Directors  their  appro- 
bation of  the  management. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

To  THE  Members  of  the   National  Rifle  Association  : 

Gentlemen :  At  the  opening  of  the  season  the  feeling  among 
the  members  and  officers  of  the  Association  in  favor  of  canTas 
targets  was  very  strong,  and  this  Conmiittee  was  charged  'with 
the  task  of  introducing  then)  at  Creedmoor,  and  have  used  their 
best  endeavors  to  give  them  a  fair  and  thorough  test.  Having 
procured  drawings  of  the  plans  held  in  most  estimation  in 
England  and  Canada,  they  erected  three  different  targets, 
namely  :  One  upon  the  plan  used  in  Canada,  consisting  of  a 
frame  sliding  up  and  down  upon  two  rods,  with  a  counter 
balance  ;  another,  constructed  with  a  dummy,  moving  like  a  win- 
dow  sash,  designed  by  Mr.  E.  H.  Sanford  upon  the  model  used 
at  Wimbledon,  and  the  third  turning  sidewise  upon  a  pivot, 
something  like  a  pendulum,  and  exposing  a  signal  when 
depressed,  devised  by  Major  H.  S.  Jewell,  Inspector  of  Rifle 
Practice,  Fifth  ,  Brigade.  Mr.  Sanford's  target  had  a  wooden 
frame,  the  others  were  all  of  iron,  knife  edged.  A  triangular 
disc  was  used  to  hook  into  the  bullet  hole  until  the  second  shot, 
when  the  aperture  was  pasted  over  with  paper.  These  targets 
were  covered  with  canvas,  over  which  paper  targets  were  pasted 
when  a  new  surface  was  required.  They  cost  as  follows,  mclud- 
ing  the  excavating  necessary  to  place  them  in  the  pits  (which 
was  difficult  work),  lumber,  etc.  :  Canada  target,  $140  ;  Jewell's 
target,  tl66  ;  Sanford's  target,  $112.77.  Inese  prices  are,  of 
course,  higher  than  would  have  been  the  case  if  a  number  had 
been  constructed,  but  we  are  informed  that  in  no  event  could 
thev  have  been  put  up  for  less  than  from  $75  to  $80  each. 

'fhe  Committee  regret  to  say  that  the  result  of  the  experiment 
was  unsatisfactory.  The  Jewell  target  from  the  first  worked 
comparatively  easy,  while  the  system  of  marking  was  generally 
admired.  Both  the  iron  frames,  if  not  used  frequently,  were 
difficult  to  operate.  The  Canada  target  was  stiff  at  first,  but 
subsequently  worked  easier.  The  dummy  target  worked  the 
hardest,  and,  when  the  firing  was  rapid,  required  two  men.  In 
the  latter  part  of  the  season  the  ^'  dummy  "  was  given  up,  and 
a  regular  target  substituted,  making  it  double,  t£e  shot  bemg 
signalled  by  showing  a  disc  over  the  place  struck  ;  the  lowering 
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of  the  target  raising  the  other,  which  could  be  shot  at  while  the 
first  shot  hole  was  being  pasted  over.  The  expense  of  operating 
the  canvas  targets  has  been  found  to  be  fully  as  gi'eat  as  iron 
ones,  including  even  the  glass.  During  the  practice  of  the 
National  Guard,  six  quarts  of  paste  a  day  have  been  found 
necessary  at  each  target,  and  the  disbursements  for  paper, 
canvas,  etc.,  amount,  in  the  course  of  a  month,  to  a  considerable 
sum.  The  Committee  have  not  been  able  to  cs^lculate  this 
exactly,  but  have  been  informed  by  the  President  of  the  Jamaica 
Rod  and  Rifle  Association,  that  a  canvas  target  erected  on  the 
double  system  last  mentioned,  upon  their  range,  though  made  as 
cheap  and  light  as  possible,  cost  $53,  and  that  the  expense  of 
operating  and  keeping  it  in  repair,  from  January  to  November, 
was  $23.50,  the  number  using  it  being  but  fifteen. 

The  Committee  were,  originally,   m  hopes  that  the  great  cost 
of   the  iron-framed  targets  could    be    §aved    by  using  a  light 
wooden  frame,  which  could  be  replaced  at  small  cost  when  dam- 
aged.    They  have  found,  however,  that  the  wooden  frame  of   the 
Sanford  target  (although  quite  heavy)    is    shot  away  so  fast  as  to 
occasion    much    delay    and    inconvenience.     The  canvas  targets 
have   not  proved  popular  among  either  the  riflemen    or  markers. 
The  former  complain  that,  when    a    ricochet  bullet  throws  the  dirt 
from  the  bank  against  the  target  (as  is  often  the  case,  particularly 
with   troops),  the  dust  sticks  to  the  paste,  with  which  the  face  of 
the  target  becomes  more  or  less  covered  after  a  few  shots,  giving 
it    a    very  din^    appearance.     The  main  objection,  however,  is 
that,  while    it   is     almost  impossible  for  a  marker,  upon  an  iron 
target,  not  to  know  that  it    has  been  struck,  and    a  telescope  will 
disclose    any    carelessness  upon    his    part,  shots  frequently  slip 
through  a  canvas  target  without  attracting  the  markers  attention, 
while,  if  he  is  careless,  there  is  no  check  whatever  upon  him,  the 
telescope  not  showing  the  shot.    The    marking  upon  the  canvas 
targets  has  been  found    to     be    slower  than  ^at  upon  the  iron 
targets.    During  the  practice    of    the  National  Guard,  the  squads 
upon   the  canvas  target  have  always  been  behind  the  others.     In 
the    company  matches    at    the  Spring  meeting  of   the  National 
Rifle   Association,    while  one    of    the  teams  completed  their  45 
shots    on    an  iron  target  in   15   minutes,  nearly  an    hour  was 
required  to  do    the  same  on  the  canvas  targets  (except,  perhaps, 
upon  Jewell's),   the  delay  arising   from  the  time  taken    by    the 
marker  to  locate  the  shot  hole.    Since  Mr.  Sanford's  target  has 
been  altered    to    the  double  system,  it  works  much  more  rapidly, 
the  only  delay    being  for  the  marker    to    find  the  shot.    From 
the  fact  that  the  disc    is    exposed  but  for  an  instant,  it  is  com- 
plained that  the  location  and  value    of    the  shot  are  sometimes 
left  in  doubt.     So  strong  have  been  the  objections  by  the  riflemen 
to   the    canvas  targets,  that,  during  the  National  Guard  practices 
at  Creedmoor,  ofiicers  have  refused    to    allow  their    men  to  use 
canvas  targets  at    all,  and  many  of    the  regimental  teams  would 
never  shoot  upon  them,    if  iron  ones  could  be    had.     Before  the 
erection  of  the  new  butts,  your  Committee  discussed  the    subject 
with    a    large  number  of  the  best  riflemen  at  Creedmoor,  and 
received    a    unanimous  expression  from  them,  that  the  iron  targets 
were  the  most  satisfactory,  and  should  be  introduced  on  the  new

butts.  The  markers  on  the  range  are  also  unanimous  in  their 
preference  for  the  iron  targets.  They  say  that,  if  the  firing  is 
heavy,  the  strictest  attention  is  necessary^  to  see  the  shots  upon 
the  canvas  targets,  causing  a  ereat  stram  upon  the  eyes  when  the 
sun  is  bright,  tnat  tJiey  are  harder  to  work,  and  more  trouble  to 
keep  in  order  than  the  iron  slabs.  The  fact  that  they  are  less 
likely  to  cause  injuries  to  the  markers  does  not  seem  to  weigh 
with  them.  Since  the  plan  of  the  butts  at  Creedmoor  has  been 
changed,  and  the  traps  reduced  in  size  and  set  back  from  the 
target,  there  have  been  but  few  iniuries  from  the  splash  of  the 
bullets,  and  the  markers  consider  that  their  risk  is  no  greater 
when  marking  at  the  h-on  slabs  than  from  the  iron  frames  of  the 
the  canvas  targets,  from  which  a  piece  of  lead  will  sometimes  fly. 
This  change  m  the  trap  has  also  reduced  the  quantity  of  ^aas 
broken  to  a  minimum.  During  a  rain,  there  is  no  question  but 
that  the  canvas  targets  are  superior  to  the  iron.  There  seldom, 
however,  is  very  wet  weather  at  Creedmoor,  and  the  number 
who  shoot  when  it  prevails  is  so  few,  that  that  cannot  be  con- 
sidered as  overriding  other  objections  to  this  description  of  tar- 
gets. 

The  Committee  are,  therefore,  of  opinion  that,  while  canvas 
targets  mav  be  preferable  in  a  climate  like  that  of  England,  they 
are  not  to  be  recommended  in  America.  It  is  proper  to  say  that 
there  are  few  ranges  where  the  test  given  to  a  target  is  more 
severe  than  at  Creedmoor.  From  May  to  November  the  range 
has  been  used  on  three  days  in  the  week  by  an  average  of  800 
men  a  day,  whose  practice  is  almost  continuous  and  as  rapid  as 
possible.  This  is  exclusive  of  the  practice  of  the  regular  mem- 
bers and  teams  on  other  days,  and  of  the  Spring  and  Fall  meet- 
ings, and  the  weekly  matches  of  the  Association.  Consequently, 
it  scarcely  follows  that  because  a  target  does  not  answer  at 
Creedmoor,  it  might  not  serve  the  purpose  on  a  small  range, 
where  time  is  not  of  such  importance. 

The  objection  of  the  persons  using  the  range  to  the  canvas 
targets  having  made  it  necessary  that  a  change  should  be  made, 
the  experiment  was  tried  of  covering  them  with  light  sheet-iron, 
the  result  being  a  great  improvement.  The  blow  of  the  bullet 
on  the  iron  made  a  sufficiently  loud  sound  to  attract  the  marker's 
attention  to  the  spot  hit,  and  it  was  also  frequently  heard  at  the 
firing-point.  The  shot-hole  not  closing  up,  as  is  the  case  on  the 
canvas  targets,  was  clear  and  distinct,  and  often  visible  with  a 
good  glass  from  the  firing-point.  The  iron  cover  stands  much 
more  shooting  than  would  be  imagined,  and  after  several  months' 
practice  has  not  as  yet  required  renewing.  In  addition  to  this 
improvement,  the  canvas  targets  were  placed  upon  a  square 
instead  of  a  round  frame,  when  used  as  second-class  targets,  to 
give  them  the  same  surface  as  the  iron  ones.  These  changes 
have  done  much  to  place  them  upon  an  equality  with  the  latter. 
Still,  they  are  not  liked  as  well  as  the  iron  ones  by  the  riflemen 
using  the  ranse,  and  were  therefore  used  only  as  pool  targets 
during  the  Fall  meeting. 

A  sandstone  target,  manufactured  by  the  Potsdam  Sandstone 
Company,  was  mtroduced  upon  the  range  in  September,  1876, 
and  has  given  satisfaction.     It  is  composed  of  a  slab  of  fine- 
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grained  brown  sandstone,  six  inches  thick  and  six  feet  square. 
ContraiT  to  all  expectations,  it  has  sustained  little  or  no  injury, 
although  it  has  been  used  more  than  any  other  target  upon  the 
range  during  that  period.  Shots  striking  it  are  heard  and  seen 
the  same  as  upon  an  iron  target,  and  the  paint  put  on  to  obliter- 
ate the  shot  marks  dries  much  more  rapidly  than  on  the  iron  tar- 
get. In  wet  weather,  therefore,  it  has  a  more  clear  and  distinct 
appearance  than  any  other  target  on  the  range.  It  is  as  yet  un- 
oertain  whether  it  will  continue  to  stand  the  wear  it  has  received. 
While  in  these  respects  it  will  prove  a  success,  the  great  objec- 
tion to  it  is  its  great  weight,  and  that  its  size  cannot  be  altered, 
as  with  iron  targets.  It  costs  less  than  half  the  price  of  iron 
slabs,  but  the  expense  for  freightage,  carting,  etc.,  is  heavier. 

The  results  at  Creedmoor  have  convmced  your  Committee 
that  the  life  of  an  iron  target,  when  used  as  constantly  as  they 
are  there,  cannot  exceed  three  years.  This  is  owing  greatly  to 
the  short-range  practice  of  the  troops,  whose  continuous  practice 
at  100  and  160  yards  has  been  found  very  destructive.  Of  the 
targets  originally  imported  by  the  Association,  31  are  now  in 
good  order,  and  the  Association  has  been  obliged  to  draw  46 
slabs  from  the  State  to  supply  those  broken  by  the  troops,  and  to 
fit  out  the  ten  new  targets;  of  these  46  are  in  good  order.  To 
cast  an  iron  target,  which  will  stand  the  tests  to  which  it  is  sub- 
jected, is  quite  difficult.  They  must  have  a  chilled  face,  and  be 
of  a  certain  density  of  iron.  If  too  soft,  they  curl  up  at  the 
edges;  if  too  hard,  they  erack  and  break.  Messrs.  Cornell,  the 
contractors  for  the  State,  were  obliged  to  make  three  attempts 
before  they  were  able  to  ascertain  the  quality  of  the  metal  re- 
quite, and  turn  out  slabs  which  would  stand.  Those  they  now 
manufacture*  have  been  thoroughly  tested  and  stand  well.  They 
cost  $26  a  slab. 

For  the  purpose  of  obviating  the  tendency  to  undue  deliber- 
ation, so  frequently  resulting  from  practice  at  a  fixed  target,  your 
Committee  erected  a  **moving  man"  on  the  range  during  the 
Spiing.  This  consisted  of  the  figure  of  a  man  cut  out  of  a  board 
and  arranged  on  arms  and  hinges  (like  a  gate)  so  as  to  swing 
oat  from  behind  one  of  the  iron  targets.  The  latter  served  as  a  cover 
for  the  marker,  who,  at  a  signal  from  the  firing-point,  swung  the 
target  into  view  by  pulling  a  cord,  and  at  the  end  ef  a  certain 
time  swung  him  back.  He  was  exposed  five  seconds  for  a  single 
shot,  or  ten,  the  marksman  firing  as  many  as  pos^ble.  ^e 
target  was  inexpensive  and  worked  welL  it  was  taken  down 
to  make  room  for  the  canvas  targets,  and  has  not  since  been 
replaced,  the  ^'time  match"  being  substituted.  This  was  a  com- 
petition for  a  badge  offered  by  Messrs.  Schuyler,  Hartley  A 
Graham  for  the  hi^est  scores  to  be  made  in  two  chances  of 
thirty  •  seconds  each.  This  match  brought  out  some  wonderfnl 
shooting;  but  it  was  one  at  which  the  Remington  used  by  the 
National  Guardsmen,  who  form  the  majority  of  the  members  of 
the  Association,  was  heavily  handicapped,  if  the  fact  that  most 
of  the  competitors  were  experts  had  not  placed  them  at  a  dis- 
advantage. 

In  pursuance  of  a  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  the 
Committee  have  erected  upon  the  range  at  Creedmoor,  ten  new 
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targets,  for  sbort-ranffe  practice.  These  are  located  in  a  line 
with  the  150  yards  firing-point,  and  300  feet  west  of  the  main 
line  of  targets,  and  consequently  can  be  used  for  short-range  prac- 
tice, while  mid-ran^e  and  long-range  practice  are  going  on  at 
the  latter.  The  original  intention  was  to  erect  canvas  targets 
upon  them,  but  for  the  reasons  above  given  this  was  abandoned, 
and  they  were  fitted  up  with  iron  targets.  A  barrier  has  been 
erected  behind  them,  composed  of  a  double  plank  fence,  filled 
with  stone,  and  30  feet  high,  the  front  being  protected  with 
earth,  fiUed  up  to  a  height  of  15  feet.  The  markers'  pit  is  300 
feet  long.  The  work  is  well  done,  and  the  cost  to  the  Associ- 
ation was  $2,750,  $1,000  being  paid  in  cash,  and  the  remainder 
in  %he  notes  of  the  Association.  This  work  forms  a  much  needed 
improvement  at  Creedmoor,  and  more  than  doubles  its  efficiency. 

The  Winchester  running  deer,  presented  to  the  Association 
by  the  Winchester  Repeating  Arms  Company,  was  finished  and 
formally  presented  Sept.  30,  1876.  This  important  improve- 
ment had  its  origin  in  a  personal  correspondence  between  the 
Chairman  of  this  committee  and  the  latter  company,  which  re- 
sulted in  the  latter  deciding  to  erect  and  present  this  structure. 
It  consists  of  a  bullet-proof  double  fence,  filled  with  stone,  162 
feet  lone  and  20  feet  high,  with  wings  of  the  same  material  to 
protect  tne  markers.  The  deer  is  life  size,  made  of  two  thick- 
nesses of  iron  riveted  together,  and  is  hung  on  a  central  pivot, 
which  admits  of  its  being  revolved  so  as  to  always  run  head  for- 
ward. The  track  is  made  with  light  rails,  and  has  a  fall  of  about 
six  feet  at  each  end,  which  descent,  together  with  the  impetus 
given  bv  the  push  from  the  marker,  gives  the  necessary  speed  to 
carry  the  deer  across.  Firing  is  only  allowed  while  the  deer  is 
crossing  a  space  90  feet  long  in  the  centre,  which  requires  about 
five  seconds. 

This  structure  was  painted  and  put  in  complete  order  by  the 
Winchester  Repeating  Arms  Company,  before  it  was  presented, 
at  a  cost  to  them  of  $1,417.17.  This  donation  ex^^eeds  in  value 
almost  anything  that  the  Association  has  ever  received  from  a 
single  individual  or  corporation,  and  merits  our  warmest  thanks. 
The  Association  is  also  indebted  to  Captain  Douglas  Smyth, 
for  his  services  as  architect,  which  he  rendered  gratuitously,  not 
onlv  in  this  instance,  but  in  the  erection  of  the  short-range  butts. 

Owing  to  the  lateness  of  the  season,  but  little  opportunity  was 
had  to  practice  at  this  target;  the  last  match  was,  however,  very 
successful,  and  demonstrated  that  it  was  certain  to  be  popular. 

The  contract  for  the  use  of  the  range  by  the  National  Guard 
was  continued  during  1876,  upon  the  same  terms  as  during  1875, 
all  members  of  the  National  Guard  ia  uniform  being  allowed 
free  use  of  fifteen  targets  and  markers  on  Monday,  Thursday, 
and  Friday  of  each  week,  for  which  the  State  paid  $4,000.  In- 
cluding those  members  of  the  National  Guard  who  practiced  on 
other  days,  the  range  during  this  season  has  been  used  by  some 
12,000  men.  As  a  general  thing,  the  discipline  on  the  range  has 
been  good.  But  one  marked  exception  has  been  observed^  that 
of  Captain  Ebler,  Fifth  ^B^egiment,  for  which  he  was  court-mar- 
tialed and  cashiered.  The  Committee  exercised  all  their  ener- 
gies to  put  the  range  in  creditable  condition  for  the  International 
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Matches,  and  they  feel  that  as  everything  passed  off  satisfactorily, 
they  were  able  to  give  satisfaction.  Many  drawbacks  have  ex- 
isted during  the  past  year  in  respect  to  rine  practice.  The  hard 
times,  the  interest  taken  in  politics,  and  the  Centennial  Exhibi- 
tion have  all  aided  in  diverting  the  public  attention  from  this 
subject,  and  the  range  has  been  used  to  a  less  extent  than  other- 
wise would  have  been  the  case.  At  the  same  time,  th6  falling 
off  has  been  but  light,  and  the  committee  think  that  under  the 
circumstances,  the  Association  has  reason  to  congratulate  itself 
on  the  manner  with  which  it  has  gone  through  the  ordeal. 

The  last  Fall  meeting  of  the  Association  was  undoubtedly  the 
most  successful  it  has  ever  had.  The  Centennial  and  Irish 
Matches  took  place  at  Creedmoor,  on  Sept.  13,  14,  and  21,  and 
attracted  a  large  number  of  spectators.  During  these  and  the 
regular  matches  of  the  Association,  occupying  the  next  week, 
over  twenty  teams  and  ten  rifle  clubs,  occupying  nearly  a  hun- 
dred tents,  were  camped  upon  the  range,  in  pursuance  of  the 
direction  of  the  Board,  the  conmiittee  leased  a  portion  of  the 
ground  in  rear  of  the  long-ran^e  targets,  during  the  Centennial 
Matches.  They  also  moved  the  sink  iifty  feet  further  from  the 
well,  levelled  off  the  land  hired  from  Messrs.  Poppenhusen,  and 
fitted  it  for  shooting  over.  The  firing  points  at  a  number  of  the 
long-range  targets  were  raised  and  sodded,  and  many  small  im- 
provements made.  The  railroad  company  have  added  to  the  at- 
tractions of  the  range,  by  {>lanting  four  rows  of  trees  through  the 
avenue  leading  to  it,  and  in  buuding  a  large  depot,  to  be  used 
during  the  matches.  The  butts  and  embankment  have  stood 
through  the  season  without  damage,  and  all  the  trees  are  thriv- 
ing. 

In  August  last,  your  Committee  were  authorized  to  erect  a  tele- 
graph upon  the  ran^e.  In  view,  however,  of  the  heavy  expense 
which  the  Association  was  incurring  in  regard  to  the  Centennial 
Matches,  it  was  not  deemed  wise  to  spend  the  money.  It  is  a  mat- 
ter which  is  almost  a  necessity,  audit  should  be  put  up  as  soon 
as  possible. 

As  stated  in  our  last  annual  report,  there  is  great  need  of  a  build- 
ing upon  the  range,  to  be  used  as  a  permanent  headquarters  and 
storehouse.  A  number  of  gentlemen  united  in  July  last  in  agree- 
ing to  subscribe  a  certain  amount  for  this  purpose;  but  the  extreme 
hot  weather  of  last  year  caused  the  matter  to  be  laid  over,  and  the 
time  required  to  be  devoted  to  the  Centennial  and  other  matches 
rendered  it  impossible  to  carry  it  out.  It  is  hoped  that  some  ar- 
rangement of  that  kind  will  be  made  during  the  coming  year.  If  a 
proper  building  should  be  erected,  your  Committee  think  it  would 
prove  a  source  of  income,  by  being  leased  for  a  restaurant  during 
the  matches,  as  well  as  by  letting  out  club-rooms,  lockers,  etc.

REPORT  OF  PRIZE  COMMITTEE,  N.  R.  A. 


New  York,  January  9th,  1877. 

The  Prize  Oommittee  respectfiilly  submit  their  annual  report 
as  follows :  Their  Committee  was  appointed  by  the  Preaident 
February  1st,  1876,  consisting  of  Colonel  John  Ward,  Chairmaii, 
and  Captain  William  C.  Casey  and  Brigadier-General  Kilbuni 
Enoz,  members.  During  the  past  year  twenty  (20)  life  Mem- 
bers' Badges  have  been  made  by  the  Gorham  Compuiy,  the  duty 
of  ordering  them  falling  to  the  Prize  Oommittee. 

The  Spring  meeting  at  Creedmoor  commenced  on  Thursday, 
May  25th,  1876.  The  Chairman  of  the  Prize  Committee  selected 
telescopes,  field  glasses,  docks,  etc.,  for  the  prizes.  Messrs. 
Schuyler,  Hartley  &  Graham  presented  a  Martini-Henry  rifle, 
yalued  at  175.00,  and  Messrs.  £.  Remington  &  Sons  presented  a 
Remington  gold-mounted  breech-loading  rifle,  yalued  also  at  $7$«00. 
A  rifle  that  once  belonged  to  the  celebrated  Patrick  Henry  was  also 
offered  for  competition. 

The  matches  were  as  follows : 

1.  Director's  match,  M^jor  Henry  Fulton  winning  the  Director's 
championship  gold  badge,  shot  for  annually. 

2.  Short  Range  match.  First  prize  a  Martini-Henry  rifle,  pre- 
sented by  Messrs.  Schuyler,  Hartley  &  Graham,  19  Midden  Lane, 
yalued  at  176.00,  was  won  by  Major  Henry  Fulton.  The  second 
prize  a  field  glass,  worth  $18.00,  being  won  by  F.  Schilling.  The 
remaining  eight  prizes  were  in  cash,  amounting  to  $37.00. 

In  the  third,  or  Military  niatch^  the  first  priz6  was  an  embroidered 
flag,  yalued  at  $100.00,  won  by  Company  I,  Seyenth  Regiment 
Second  prize  a  wall  tent,  complete,  won  by  the  XJ.  S.  Engineer  Bat- 
talion. Third  prize  a  clock,  worth  $35.00,  won  by  Company  6, 
Twenty-third  Regiment. 

In  the  fourth,  or  Mid-Range  match,  the  first  prize  was  a  telescope, 
won  by  the  Amateur  Rifle  Club,  the  second  prize  a  clock,  won  by 
the  Amateur  Rifle  Club,  and  the  third  prize  cash,  $20.00,  won  by 
Company  D,  Seyenty-first  Regiment. 

In  the  fifth,  or  Indiyiduai  match,  the  first  prize  was  a  gold- 
mounted  breech -loading  rifle,  yalued  at  $75.00,  presented  by  Messrs. 
E.  Remington  &  Sons,  281  Broadway,  N.  Y.,  and  won  by  WiUiam 
Reed.  Second  prize  a  telescope  and  tripod,  yalued  at  $25.00,  and 
won  by  A.  H.  Jocelyn.  The  remaining  eight  prizes  were  in  cash, 
and  amounted  to  $42.00. 
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The  sixth,  or  "Leech  Cup"  match,  was  shot  for  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Amateur  Rifle  Club. 

In  the  seyenth  match,  the  "  Patrick  Henry "  Rifle  was  won  "by 
Colonel  Henry  A.  Gildersleeve. 

The  total  value  of  the  prizes  offered  in  the  second,  third,  fourth, 
and  fifth  matches  amounted  to  $582.00,  of  which  the  Association 
contributed  1332.00. 

The  Fall  meeting  was,  of  course,  much  more  important  in  its 
character,  and  your  Committee,  as  usual,  found  it  necessary  to  use 
great  exertions. 

The  Executive  Committee  revised  last  year's  programme  for  this 
occasion,  so  as  to  throw  out  Individual  prices  in  Team  matches. 
While  this  proceedmg  saved  money  for  the  A£sociation,  it  produced 
dissatisfaction  among  the  regiments,  and  mucji  less  interest  was 
evinced  in  the  competitions,  so  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  a  different 
course  may  be  pursued  next  year.  The  programme  was  carefully 
prepared,  and  was  otherwise  very  attractive.  The  Chairman  of  the 
jPrize  Conmiittee  visited  many  prominent  firms,  and  succeeded  in 
inducing  a  number  of  them  to  offer  prizes  on  this  occasion.  The 
aggregate  value  of  the  one  hundred  and  eleven  (111)  prizes  offered 
by  the  Association,  the  State,  firms,  and  individuals,  etc.,  was  six 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-two  dollars  (16,822.00),  besides 
the  three  grand  gold,  silver,  and  bronze  medals  of  the  National 
Rifle  Association.

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Besides  three  National  Rifle  Association  grand  medals  in  gold, 
silver,  and  bronze,  not  valued. 

The  Lailin  ifc  Rand  Fowder  Company  were  visited  by  the  Chair- 
man, and  they  agreed  to  offer  three  medals  in  gold,  silver,  and 
bronze,  leaving  the  conditions  of  the  match  to  be  settled  by  the 
Association.  The  State  prize,  ordered  by  Colonel  Wingate,  was  a 
repetition  of  the  handsome  design  offered  last  year  for  the  same 
prize,  being  an  elegant  reduced  copy,  in  gilt  bronze,  of  the  upper 
portion  of  the  dome  of  the  National  Capitol  at  Washington, 
crowned  by  Crawford's  noble  statue  of  America,  the  base  being  of 
red  Pyrenees  marble.  Bronze  figures  were  selected  for  a  nunaber 
of  the  prizes  this  year  by  the  Chairman,  and  it  is  believed  that  they 
gave  particular  satisfaction  as  team  prizes,  being  well  adapted  to 
ornament  Regimental  Armories. 

It  is  worthy  of  mention  that  Messrs.  Tiffany  &  Co.  showed  a 
very  liberal  disposition  with  regard  to  the  price  of  the  bronze  figures 
selected  at  their  establishment,  charging  apparently  nothing  above 
actual  cost. 

On  Tuesday,  September  12th,  1876,  commenced  the  three  Inter- 
national matches,  short  range,  mid-range,  and  long  range,  which 
continued  for  three  days.  Tlie  prizes  offered  in  the  short  range 
match  consisted  of  five  medals,  offered  by  the  United  States  Cen- 
tennial Commission,  and  cash  prizes  presented  by  the  National  Rifle 
Association  amounting  to  (365.00  Those  offered  in  the  mid-range 
match  were  precisely  similar  ;  five  medals  as  above,  and  cash  prizes 
from  the  National  Kifle  Association  amounting  to  $365.00. 

But  the  great  interest  centered  in  the  International  long  range 
match  for  the  championship  of  the  world,  in  which  the  American 
Team  of  eight,  under  Major  Henry  Fulton,  won  a  remarkable  vic- 
tory over  teams  from  Ireland,  Scotland,  Canada,  and  Australia. 
The  match  lasted  for  two  days,  the  distances  each  day  being  800, 
900,  and  1,000  yards,  and  the  triumph  of  American  marksmanship 
was  considered  largely  due  to  the  fact  of  Judge  Gildersleeve  and 
Colonel  Bodine  consenting  at  the  last  moment  to  join  the  team. 

The  prize  was  a  superb  Centennial  Trophy,  modelled  by  Tiffany 
&  Co.  m  three  metals,  and  in  shape  rei^embles  the  Roman  legionary 
standards.  Colonel  Mitchell's  team  of  six  subsequently  won  a 
return  match  from  the  Irish  Team.  The  Fourth  Annual  Prize 
Meeting  commenced  on  Monday,  September  18th,  1876,  and  lasted 
till  Wednesday,  the  20th,  consisting  of  fourteen  competitions.  The 
various  prizes  were  sent,  to  Creedmoor  in  charge  of  Mr.  Milton 
Vosburgh,  a  person  recommended  by  the  Gorham  Company  as 
worthy  of  all  confidence,  and  who  has  had  charge  of  the  prizes  for 
several  years. 

The  prizes  were  well  arranged,  as  usual,  in  a  tent,  and  remained 
on  exhibition  imtil  nearly  the  whole  of  the  matches  had  been  con- 
cluded, when  they  were  brought  back  to  New  York  and  conveyed 
to  the  State  Arsenal,  where  they  were  arranged  on  a  long  table  for 
exhibition  and  distribution,  on  the  evening  of  Friday,  September 
2  2d.  General  Knox  took  every  pains  to  have  the  large  drill  room 
in  the  Arsenal  attractively  decorated  with  flags,  etc.,  for  the  occa- 
sion, and  procured  the  services  of  the  band  from  Governor's  Island. 
The  prizes  presented  a  very  handsome  appearance.  Major-General 
Shaler,  as  President  of  the  Association,  took  the  Chair,  and  made  a 
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short  opening  address,  after  which  General  McMahon  briefly 
addressed  the  audience  in  the  absence  of  Colonel  Gildersleeve,  who 
was  expected  to  have  delivered  a  short  oration.

REPORT  OF  CHIEF  EXECUTIVE  OFFICER,  N.  R.  A, 


New  Yobk,  September  30,  1876. 

GsNEBAL  Albxandbb  Shaleb,  President j  N,  It.  A, 

Sir :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  a  report  of  the  result 
of  '^  Grand  Centennial  Rifle  Contests,"  and  Fourth  Annual  Prize 
Meeting  of  this  Association,  which  were  conducted  under  my 
supervision  as  Chief  Executive  Officer. 

The  Grand  Centennial  Contests  were  fired,  as  arranged  in  the  pro- 
gramme, vis.,  Sept.  12,  13,  and  14tb,  the  12th  September  bein^  de- 
voted  to  the  "  International  Short  Range  Match,"  and  the  "  filter- 
national  Mid-Range  Match." 

There  were  one  hundred  and  eighty-six  entries  in  the  former  and 
one  hundred  and  fifty-nine  entries  in  the  latter.  I  refer  you  to  the 
records  prepared  by  Statistical  Officer  for  the  names  ana  scores  of 
the  contestants  and  names  of  winners. 

The  International  Long  Range  Match  was  fired  on  the  13th  and 
14th  insts.,  there  being  five  competing  Teams  of  eight  men  each,  re- 
presenting the  following  countries,  Australia,  Canada,  Ireland, 
Scotland,  and  United  States.  The  latter  team  proved  to  be  the  vic- 
tors. The  range  was  visited  during  these  competitions  by  an  im- 
mense number  of  spectators,  but  no  interference  or  disorder  was 
complained  of. 

The  full  scores  of  each  team  is  submitted  herewith,  certified  by 
the  Chief  Statistical  Officer. 

In  arranging  for  conducting  the  Fourth  Annual  Prize  Meeting,  I 
induced  the  Railroad  Company  to  dispatch  a  train  from  Hunter's 
Point  at  8  o'clock  A.  M.  This  enabled  all  contestants  and  officials 
to  reach  the  range  in  ample  season  to  have  the  competitions  com- 
mence at  9  o'clock  A.  M.  each  day. 

I  also  employed  about  thirty  well  recommended  and  competent 
men,  most  i  whom  were  non^oommissioned  officers  in  the  tWos 
Beffiments  of  National  Guard,  as  scorers,  I  found  these  young  men 
to  be  prompt  and  efficient,  and  during  the  meeting  no  complamt  of 
any  kmd  reached  me,  concerning  them. 

being  desirous  of  completing  all  the  Team  Matches  within  two 
days,  i  altered  somewhat  the  order  of  shooting  as  arranged  in  the 
programme,  and  fired  only  individual  competitions  on  the  first  day, 
excepting  the  Catling  Match.

The  entire  range  was  reserved  for  the  purpose  of  firing  the  Inter- 
national Rifle  Match,  between  Ireland  and  United  States.  The 
competition  was  fired  under  the  auspices  of  the  Amateur  Rifle 
Club. 
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Friday,  September  22. 

This  proved  to  be  the  only  rainy  day  of  the  meeting — neverthe- 
less the  firing  commenced  at  11  A.  M.  in  the  ^^  Wimbledon  Cap" 
match,  and  was  successfnlly  completed. 

The  Carton  Match  was  not  fired,  there  having  been  but  two 
entries  made  therein. 

As  a  result  of  this  meeting,  I  respectfully  recommend,  that  Rule 
n..  Section  8,  be  altered  so  isis  to  read : 

^'In  all  Team  Matches  fired  with  military  guns,  each  team  wiU 
be  limited  to  an  average  of  one  minute  per  shot  for  each  squad 
to  complete  its  score." 

The  experiment  was  tried  during  the  meeting  of  such  limitation, 
and  the  minute  per  shot  wa^  found  quite  ample. 

I  submit  herewith  a  report  from  the  Chief  financial  Officer,  Major 
D.  D.  Wylie,  showing  in  detail  the  whole  receipts  and  erpenses 
of  the  meeting,  to  which  I  beg  to  ask  your  careful  attention.  The 
thanks  of  the  Officers  and  Directors  of  the  Association  are  due  to 
Major  D.  D.  Wvlie  who  accepted  and  filled  the  duties  of  Financial 
Officer,  for  the  thorough  manner  in  which  he  discharged  the  duties 
devolving  upon  him.  He  gave  his  whole  time  from  12th  to  22d 
September,  to  the  Association,  and  to  his  attention  and  care  is  due 
the  prompt  manner  in  which  the  !Pool  Target  winnings  and  cash 
prizes  have  been  settled. 

I  also  hand  with  this  a  report  from  the  Chief  Statistical  Officer 
(Captain  J.  G.  Story),  to  whom  also  the  Association  is  greatly  in- 
debted for  services  rendered  during  the  whole  meeting,  ffis  re- 
port is  accompanied  with  complete  details  of  the  score  of  each  com- 
petitor, and  names  of  all  prize  winners. 

The  Assistant  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  Mr.  Weston,  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Range,  Mr.  Brower,  and  the  Superintendent  of  the  6utts, 
Mr.  Cox,  contributed  as  usual  their  entire  time  and  attention  to 
their  respective  duties,  and  it  is  a  pleasure  to  report  to  you,  that  I 
found  them  all  skillful  and  competent.

Grand  Centennial  Rifle  Contest, 

HELD  AT 

CREEDMOOR,  LONG  ISLAND,  SEPT.  12,  13,  414,1876, 


At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  National  Rifle  As- 
sociation, held  Tuesday,  November  9ih,  1876,  Col.  Henry  A.  Gilder- 
elee-^e  offered  the  following  resolutions,  which  were  finally  adopted: 

'^  Resolved^  1.  That  in  furtherance  of  the  steps  already  taken  for 
a  Grand  International  Competition  on  the  occasion  of  the  Centennial 
Anniversary  of  American 'Independence,  and  for  a  proper  observance 
of  such  Anniversary  on  the  part  of  this  Association,  a  series  of  Rifle 
Matches  be  inaugurated  to  take  place  during  the  Summer  or  Autunm 
of  1876,  and  a  general  invitation  be  and  hereby  is  extended  to  rifle- 
men of  all  Countries  to  participate. 

2.  **  That  the  Executive  Conmiittee  be  requested  to  confer  with  the 
Centennial  Commission,  and  ascertain  to  wat  extent  said  Commis- 
sion will  cooperate  in  carrying  out  such  a  programme  as  this  Asso- 
ciation may  adopt  for  the  occasion  referred  to. 

3.  ''That  the  Executive  Committee  be  requested  to  prepare  and 
submit  to  this  Board  at  as  early  a  day  as  practicable,  a  suitable  pro- 
gramme for  said  International  and  other  matches,  with  an  estimate 
of  the  amount  of  money  necessary,  in  their  judgment,  for  the  proper 
execution  of  suchprogramme. 

4.  ''  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  empowered  to  determine 
and  agree  with  the  Centennial  Commission  as  to  the  place  at  which 
the  Orand  International  Competition  shall  come  off,  and  to  arrange 
all  the  necessary  details. 

5.  ^  That  the  President  and  Secretary  be  authorized  and  requested 
to  notify,  in  the  name  of  this  Association,  Riflemen  of  England,  Ire- 
land, Scotland,  France,  Germany,  Austria,  the  Dominion  of  Canada, 
the  South  American  States,  and  all  other  countries  having  rifle 
associations  or  clubs,  of  the  opportunity  presented  to  them  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  competitions  instituted. 

6.  ''That  a  cordial  invitation  be  and  hereby  is  extended  to  all 
affiliatiujg  associations  and  clubs  to  cooperate  with  this  Association 
in  carrymg  out  the  programme  to  be  aaopted." 

At  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  December  7th, 
1875,  a  draft  of  a  letter  as  follows,  was  read  and  approved  :

New  York,  December  6th,  1 875. 

Addbbss 

By  aathority  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  National  Bifle 
Asaociation  of  America,  we  have  the  honor  to  transmit  here^th  a 
oop7  of  resolutions  passed  at  their  last  meetinj^,  and  we  cordiaUj 
invite  your  attention  to  the  same.  It  is  the  desire  of  our  Aflsocia- 
tion  that  your  country  should  be  represented  in  the  matches  oon- 


templated  in  honor  of  the  CentemuaTAnniTersary  of  Americfta  In- 
dependence. These  matches  will  constitute  one  of  the  featores  of 
the  Centennial  Exhibition,  and  be  conducted  under  auspices  of  the 
Centennial  Commission.  The  principal  match  will  be  for  the 
'^  Championship  of  the  World,*^  open  to  teams  of  eight  from  each 
country,  distances  800,  900,  and  1,000  yards,  Creedmoor  rules. 
Prize — a  Trophy  presented  by  the  citizens  of  the  United  States.  A 
programme  will  be  prepared  as  soon  as  possible,  which  will  embraoe 
other  matches  for  shorter  distances,  and  for  military  and  other 
arms,  and  copies  will  be  furnished  you  for  distribution  among  your 
riflemen. 

Permit  ps  to  add  that  it  is  the  intention  of  our  Association  to 
make  the  American  Rifle  Tournament  of  1876  one  of  great  interest 
to  all  who  participate,  and  we  take  much  pride  in  being  the  medium 
of  announcmg  to  your  countrymen  the  earnest  wish  of  the  AmeiieaB 
people  to  meet  you  on  that  interesting  oceasion.

At  this  meeting  'General  Shaler,  for  the  Executive  Committee, 
reported  that  he  nad  visited  Philadelphia  with  a  view  of  making 
arrangements  for  the  proposed  matches,  but  had  failed  to  find  any 
ground  suitable  for  the  purpose. 

He  also  reported  that  General  Joseph  R.  Hawley,  President  of 
the  Centennial  Commission,  had  promised  that  the  name  of  lus 
commission  might  be  used  in  connection  with  the  rifle  matches,  and 
stated  that  oflicial  diplomas  would  be  issued  to  the  victors.    At  the 
meeting  of  the  Board,  January  4, 1876,  General  Woodward  reported 
for  the  Executive  Committee,  that  the  Committee  had  recently 
visited  Philadelphia  with  the  view  of  seeing  grounds  upon  whidi  it 
had  been  proposed  to  shoot  the  matches,  these  grounds  being 
about  nine  miles  from  Philadelphia,  and  that  the  Committee  recom- 
mended the  sending  of  a  competent  engineer  to  survey  the  land; 
and,  in  accordance  with  this  report.  Major  Henrv  Fulton  was  re- 
quested to  act  in  this  capacity.    At  this  meeting  the  following  reso- 
lution was  adopted,  viz. : 

Besolvedy  That  the  Amateur  Rifle  Club  be  requested  to  appoint  a 
Committee  of  ^jq  members  to  act  in  conjunction  with  a  similar 
Committee  appointed  from  this  Association,  m  the  matter  of  arrang- 
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ing  the  details  of  the  proposed  International  Rifle  Match,  to  take 
place  during  the  Centennial  year. 

A  report  from  Major  Fulton,  upon  the  proposed  grounds  near 
I^iladelphia,  having  been  reoeived,  which  was  considered  unfavor- 
able to  the  project,  the  Executive  Committee,  to  whom  the  Board 
liad  referred  the  selection  of  the  place  at  which  to  hold  the  Inter- 
national Match,  at  a  meeting  held  on  the  19th  of  February,  adopted 
t^e  following : 

**  Jiesolvedf  That  in  view  of  the  want  of  a  proper  range,  and  the 
manifold  other  difficulties  connected  with  the  shooting  of  the  Cen- 
tennial Rifle  Matches  at  Philadelphia,  that  such  matches  be  shot 
upon  the  range  of  the  National  Rifle  Association  at  Creedmoor,  L.  I.' 

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  this  month,  the  number  of 
its  representatives  on  the  Joint  Committee  had  been  increased  to 
nine  members,  and  the  Amateur  Rifle  Club  was  requested  to  increase 
its  membership  on  the  Committee  to  a  like  number. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  held  February  26tb, 
the  programme  for  the  Grand  Centennial  Rifle  Contest  was  finally 
adopted. 

About  the  third  week  in  January,  a  telegram  from  Sir  Henry  Hal- 
ford,  of  England,  that  ^  Director's  resolutions  alter  conditions  xm- 
derstood  by  us,  viz..  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  ver^M  America. 
Council  meet  Friday ;  am  sure  will  not  sanction  new  terms;"  to 
^hich  the  Executive  Committee  directed  reply  by  cable :  ^*  Any 
team  you  organize— *  English,  Scotch,  Irish,  or  mixed  will  be 
accepted.''  In  this  month  of  January,  a  telegram  was  received 
from  Scotland  accepting  invitation,  which  was  confirmed  by  the 
following  letter :

Dear  Sir  :  Referring  to  my  letter  and  telegram  to  you,  of  date 
lOth  and  29th  January,  respectively,  I  have  to  intimate  that  the 
Coancil  of  the  Scottish  National  Rifle  Club,  have,  on  behalf  of  Scot- 
land, accepted  the  invitation  to  send  a  Scottish  Team  to  America, 
to  compete  for  the  Championship  of  the  World,  in  connection  with 
the  Centennial  Celebration.  I  may  mention  that,  since  the  challenge 
was  accepted  by  our  Club,  considerable  correspondence  has  taken 
place,  regarding  a  proposed  United  Kingdom  Team,  instead  of 
separate  Teams  from  England,  Scotland,  and  Ireland,  respectively; 
and  at  the  desire  of  the  proposed  Captain  of  that  Team,  the  Council 
of  the  Scottish  National  Club  reconsidered  the  matter,  but  defin- 
itely resolved  to  adhere  to  their  former  resolution,  which  was  tele- 
graphed to  you,  accepting  the  challenge  on  behalf  of  Scotland.  I 
shall  be  glad  to  know  how  soon  you  can  send  me  a  Programme  and 
other  definite  information  of  the  arrangements,  and  am.

Dear  Sir:  Your  telegram  to  me  of  the  18th  January,  which  wm 
as  follows  :  '*  Any  Team  you  organize  will  be  accepted — ^Ekiglis^ 
Scotch,  Irish,  or  mixed,"  has,  unfortunately,  been  misunderstood  i& 
this  Country.    It  was  addressed  to  me  at  the  National  Rifle  Asso- 
ciation, and  was  read  by  me  and  the  other  members  of  our  Conndl 
as  meaning  that  your  Association  wished,  very  liberally,  to  give  to 
ours  ^e  option  of  sending  either  one  or  three  teams,  as  they  mi^ 
decide;  feeline  sure  that  your  wish  was  to  include  in  the  competi. 
tion  a  thoroughly  representative  British  Team  or  Teams  dalip-  com- 
missioned  by  the  National  Rifle  Association  of  Great  Britian,  to 
represent  the  country.    But  unfortunately,  the  receipt  of  a  sepante 
notice  of  the  match  by  Scotland  and  Ireland,  had  led  some  peopl« 
there  to  understand  that  they  were  at  liberty  to  get  up  independent 
Teams  and  compete  in  the  match.      I  understand  tnat,  in  fact,  % 
Rifle  Club  in  Scotland  has  already  announced  to  you  its  intenUon 
of  competing.    I  think  it  right  that  you  should  clearly  understand 
that  any  such  Team  whether  from  England,  Ireland,  or  Scotland,  k 
in  no  way  recognized  by  our  Association.    I  would  suggest  that 
you  should,  on  the  receipt  of  an  acceptance  by  an;^  Team  from  the 
British  Isles  (and  it  is  obvious  that  there  is  no  limit  to  the  numba 
which  might  accept  if  independent  action  be  recognised),  inouii« 
whether  they  are  actine^  unaer  the  authority  of  the  National  Rifle 
Association  of  Great  Britian,  which,  as  you  were  informed  bj 
cable,  has  deputed  to  me  the  sole  authority  to  act  for  them  in  tint 
matter.     Of  course,  if  any  other  Match  or  Matches  be  or^amsed 
between  America  and  Teams  from  Ireland  or  Scotland,  it  is  a 
matter  which  does  not  affect  our  Council    AU  I  have  said  above 
refers  only  to  the  Match  for  the  Championship  of  the  World,  in 
which  Great  Britian  will  be  represented  by  one  National  Team,  or 
not  at  alL  Should  an  independent  Scotch  or  Irish  Team  compete,  no 
British  and  no  English  one  will  enter.

Sir  Henby  Halfobd,  Memb&r  of  Council  N,  JR.  A.,  and  Captain 
of  British  Team,  WistoWj  near  JLeicestery  Midland, 

Bear  Sir:  Your  letter  of  February  14th,  came  duly  to  hand.  I 
delayed  answering  in  order  to  bring  it  before  our  Board  of  Direc- 
tors, at  their  regular  meeting  of  the  present  month,  and  write  un- 
der their  instructions,  which  I  have  now  the  honor  of  doing.    Your 
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Association  will  better  comprehend  the  position  of  oar  Board,  and 
the  reasons  why  we  cannot  properly  adopt  your  suggestion  as  to 
tihe  coarser  we  should  take  in  reference  to  Teams  from  the  British 
Isles  outside  of  England,  when  I  state  the  origin  of  the  proposed 
International  Match,  and  briefly  call  your  attention  to  the  action 
"taken  by  our  Board  in  furtherance  thereof  up  to  the  present  time. 

It  was  the  desire  of  the  United  States  Centennial  Commission,  to 
make  a  Rifle  Tournament  one  of  the  features  of  the  Exhibition, 
.and  our  Association  was  requested  to  undertake  the  arrangement 

of  such  Tournament. 

Accordingly  at  a  regular  meeting  of  our  Board,  the  following 

resolutions  were  kdopted: 

**  Hesolved,  That  in  futherance  of  the  steps  already  taken  for  a 
Orand  Intemational  Competition,  on  the  occasion  of  the  Centen- 
nial Anniversary  of  American  Independence,  and  for  a  proper 
observance  of  such  Anniversary  on  the  part  of  this  Association,  a 
series  of  Rifle  Matches  be  inaugurated  to  take  place  during  the 
Summer  or  Autumn  of  1876,  and  a  general  invitation  be,  and  hereby 
is  extended  to  Riflemen  of  all  Countries  to  participate. 

*^  Hesolvedf  That  the  President  and  Secretary  be  authorized  and 
requested  to  notify  in  the  name  of  this  Association,  Riflemen  of 
England,  Ireland,  France,  Scotland,  Germany,  Austria,  the  Domin- 
ion of  Canada,  the  South  American  States,  and  all  Countries  having 
Rifle  Associations  or  Clubs,  of  the  opportunity  presented  to  them 
to  participate  in  the  competitions  instituted." 

Our  President  and  Secretary  complied  with  the  request  contained 
in  the  foregoing  resolutions,  by  inclosing  a  copy  of  the  same  to 
every  rifle  association  and  every  rifle  club   whose  address  could  be 
obtamed,  throughout  the  World,  regardless  of  nationality  or  terri- 
torial location.    These  resolutions  were  accompanied  by  an  official 
letter,  signed  by  our  President  and  Secretary,  cordially  transmitting 
the  same,  and  stating  in  substance,  that  while  there  would  be 
matches  at  short  distances  for  military  and  other  arms,  the  princi- 
pal match  would  be  for  the  "  Championship  of  the  World,  open  to 
teams  of  eight  from  each  country."    We  must,  therefore,   assume 
that  the  official  communication,  as  above  described,  is  now  in  the 
possession  of  every  known  rifle  association  and  club.     A  strictly 
technical  construction  of  the  foregoing  condition,  viz.:  '^Open  to 
teams  of  eight  from  each  country,"  would  undoubtedly  require 
Britain  and  Ireland  and  the  English  provinces  to  be  represented 
in  the  match  in  question  by  one  team  only.    This  was  not  our  inten- 
tion.   We  intended  the  match  to  be  free  to  aU^  in  the  broadest 
sense.    We  mentioned  particularly  England,  Scotland,  Ireland,  and 
the  Dominion  of  Canada,  that  each  might  have  an  opportunitv  to 
send  a  team.    In  adopting  this  course,  we  had  Ireland  especially  in 
view.    Remembering  our  contests  with  her  in  1874  and  1875,  and 
the  pleasant  intercourse  they  afforded  ;  and  being  also  aware  of  the 
fact  that  Ireland,  in  holding  the  Elcho  shield,  stands  forth  at  present 
as  champion  of  the  British'  Isles,  we  did  not  think  we  could,  with 
propriety,  and  we  know  we  could  not,  in  justice  to  our  own  f  eel- 
mgs,  fix  such  conditions  as  would  necessanly  exclude  Ireland  from 
representation. 
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Our  telemm  to  you  of  January — *^  Any  team  yon  orgaxuxe  wiD 
be  accepted^Englifih,  Scotch,  MshyOr  mixed,"  was  not  intended  to 
give  yon  the  option  of  sending  either  one  or  three  teams  inn 
England,  Scotland,  and  Ireland,  but  was  intended  to  give    jou,  ai 
the  deputed  representatiye  of  the  National  Bifle  Assooiatioiiy  the 
privilege  of  bringing  over  a  team/ of  any  character  yoa  chooe  to 
organize,  leaving  Scotland  and  Ireland  to  accept  or  decline  our  in- 
vitation as  they  might  elect.    No  farther    or  other  actiozL   in  the 
premises,  than  as  above  appears,  has  been  taken  by  oar  AfisoGiatioit. 
If  Scotland  and  Ireland,  or  either  of  them,  are  not  diqKMed   to  ac- 
cede to  the  propositions  of  your  Natioiud  Rifle  Association,  we 
do  not  see  wniat  action  we  could  properly  take  that  would  fmee 
their  compliance.    It  is  obvious  that  at  this  late  day  we  oaonot  re- 
call our  invitations  nor  can  we  change  the  conditions  of  the  piatrh, 
Scotland  and  the  Dominion  of  Canada  have  accepted,  and  we  shall 
deeply  regret  if  England  does  not  also  accept  on  her  own  behalf, 
and  anord  us  the  pleasure  of  meeting  upon  our  grounds  a  purely 
English  team.    Our  invitation  was  not  designed  to  bear,  in  any  re- 
spect, the  appearance  of  a  challenge.    We  organize  a  match,  pro- 
vide a  suitable  trophy,  invite  aU  to  come  and  compete,  and  propose 
to  call  the  winning  team  *^  Champions  of  the  World."    It  is  our 
judgment  that  a  single  team  from  England,  Scotland,  and  Ireland 
coim)ined,  would  increase  the  chances  for  American  success,  fltimply 
because  there  would  be  two  less  teams  in  the  field.    Our   desire, 
however,  to  see  a  large  number  of  competitors  exceeded  our  desire 
to  win.     Nevertheless,  if  England,  Scotland,  and  Ireland  should 
agree  together  to  send  over  an  Imperial  Team,  we  shall  cordially 
welcome  them  to  the  match. 

Please  pardon  the  length  of  my  communication,  and  be  assored 
of  my  high  esteem  and  regard.

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Ihiring  the  month  of  May  the  Association  received  official  infor- 
naation  that  Australia  would  be  represented  by  a  team  equaUy 
divided  between  Victoria  and  New  South  Wales. 

In  July  Mr.  H.  H.  Foster,  Hon.  Secretary  Irish  Rifle  Association, 
informed  this  Association  that  Mr.  Wm.  Bailey,  of  Dablin,  had  pre- 
sented a  croquet  marquee  of  Irish  manufacture,  as  a  prize  in  the 
Oentennial  matches,  which  was  duly  acknowledged  with  the 
tliaokfi  of  the  Association. 

The  Joint  Oommittee  on  International  Rifle  Match  for  1876,  to 
^w^hom  the  management  of  the  details  of  the  International  matches 
liad  been  assigned  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  National  Rifle 
.Association,  as  previously  stated,  was  composed  of  the  following 
gentlemen :

This  Committee  issued  in  March  a  circular  addressed  to  the 
citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  announcing  the  terms  under 
^which  competitions  would  be  held  for  the  purpose  of  selecting  the 
American  JRifle  Team.  In  compliance  with  the  terms  of  this  circular, 
the  first  of  the  regular  competitions  for  the  American  team  took 
place  at  Creedmoor,  L.  I.,  May  31  and  June  1. 

There  were  thirty-nine  entries  on  the  first  day,  but  three  of  these 
did  not  shoot  on  the  second  day.  The  result  of  this  first  competi- 
tion made  it  manifest  that  some  changes  in  the  original  conditions 
would  be  necessary,  and  before  the  commencement  of  the  second 
competition,  it  haa  been  decided  to  admit  twenty-four  instead  of 
sixteen  to  this  competition,  and,  at  a  meeting  of  the  Joint  Com- 
mittee, the  following  resolution  was  adopted,  yiz. :  **  Resolyed,  tiiat 
in  pursuance  of  the  almost  unanimously  expressed  desire  of  the  six- 
teen successful  competitors,  the  terms  for  competition  IIL  be 
modified  so  that  the  twelye  highest  aggregate  scores  of  said  com- 
petitors and  competition  11.  shall  only  determine  the  twelye  who 
shall  constitute  the  team  and  reserye  ;  the  particular  eight  who  are 
to  be  the  team,  and  the  four  for  reserye,  to  be  hereafter  determined 
at  sach  time  and  in  such  manner  as  the  action  of  a  majority  of  the 
twelve  selected  as  aboye  and  the  captain  they  elect  shiJl  decide 
upon."

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At  a  meeting  of  the  team  and  reserve,  held  Jane  2l8t9  Coloael  H- 
A.  Gildersleeve  was  elected  Captain,  and  Major  Joseph  Holland, 
Adjutant.  Colonel  GUdersleeve  declined,  and  General  Alexander 
Shaler  was  elected  Captain  in  his  place.  But  General  Shakr 
also  declined,  and  the  restriction  contained  in  the  Joint  Com- 
mittee circular,  providing  that  '^  the  twelve  shall  elect  a  Captain,^ 
not  of  their  number  having  been  stricken  out  by  the  Committee, 
the  twelve  finally  elected  Major  Henry  Fulton,  Captain  of  the 
American  Team  of  187H. 

According  to  a  resolution  adopted  by  the  team  and  reserve  at 
one  of  their  meetings,  they  commenced  shooting  as  a  team,  on  July 
25,  and  continued  shooting  forty-five  shots  per  day  on  two  succes- 
sive days  of  each  week,  from  this  time  up  to  September  6th.  XHiTing 
this  time  competitions  for  the  selection  of  a  team  for  the  Iri^b- 
American  Return  Match  were  taking  place,  and,  as  a  result  of  this 
practice,  a  resolution  was  adopted  increasing  the  number  of  reserves 
on  the  American  Team,  by  adding  to  it  some  who  had  not  obtained

The  first  day's  trial  of  the  team  as  above  shown  did  not  produce 
results  satisfactory  to  all  parties,  and  at  a  meeting  held  on  Satur- 
day, September  9th,  Major  G.  W.  Yale  and  Captain  L.  C.  Bruce, 
offered  to  resign  their  positions,  if  Colonels  Gildersleeve  and  Bodine 
would  assume  their  respective  places  in  the  team.  After  some  dis- 
cussion, the  sacrifice  of  personal  ambition  to  the  chances  of  a 
better  result  was  accepted.

The  last  of  the  Foreign  Teams  to  arrive  were  the  Canadians, 
Major  J.  E.  O'RieUy,  Captain  of  Team,  Captain  J.  J.  Mason,  A 
Bell,  George  Murison,  Cfaptain  J.  Adam,  Major  J.  M.  Gibson, 
George  Disher,  William  Cruit,  Major  W.  H.  Cotton,  and  Mr.  Wm. 
M.  C5ooper,  Vice-President  Any  Rifle  Association,  who  arrived 
early  on  the  momins  of  Friday,  September  8th. 

AJl  the  Foreign  Teams,  except  the  Irish,  who  went  into  quarters 
at  Garden  City,  Lon^  Island,  immediately  upon  their  arrival, 
selected  headquarters  m  New  York  City,  and  all  spent  as  much 
time  in  practice  at  Creedmoor  as  was  possible. 

A  progranmie  of  reception  and  entertainment  had  been  prepared 
by  the  tfoint  Committee,  and  in  compliance  therewith,  the  official 
reception  of  our  guests  took  place  at  the  Fifth  Avenue  Hotel,  Sep- 
tember 4th,  and  in  the  unavoidable  absence  of  General  Hawley, 
President  of  the  Centennial  Commission,  who  it  had  been  expected 
would  be  present,  General  Shaler,  President  of  the  National  Rifle 
Association,  welcomed  the  representative  riflemen  of  Scotland,  Ire- 
land,  Australia,  and  Canada,  to  which  their  several  Captains  re- 
sponded. They  were  then  escorted  to  the  City  Hall,  and  presented 
to  his  Honor,  Mayor  Wickham,  and  thence  to  the  Central  Park, 
where  refreshments  had  been  provided. 

From  this  date  up  to  the  first  day  of  the  International  Matches, 
all  the  time  not  required  for  practice  was  spent  in  carrying  out  the 
programme  provided  by  the  Committee,  by  visits  to  theaters,  ex- 
cursions, etc.

due  acKnowledgment  is  hereby  tendered,  and  without  which  it 
would  seem  no  report  would  be  complete.

FIRST  DAY— INTERNATIONAL  MATCHES. 

Yeftterday  saw  the  beginning  of  the  Centennial  shooting  matches  al  Creed- 
moor,  a  series  of  contests  the  largest  ever  seen  in  this  country,  and  presum- 
ably in  the  world.  For  months  past  expectation  has  been  fed  by  commumci- 
tion  with  riflemen  in  all  parts  of  the  world,  and  more  latterly  by  the  azriTal 
of  the  foreign  teams  themselves.  Recent  practice  at  Creedmoor  has  been  of  t 
promising  nature  and  indicative  of  high  anticipations  of  what  may  be  acoon- 
plished  in  the  present  week. 

The  Short  and  Mid-Range  Matches,  yesterday,  were  fired  under  auspices 
which,  though  quiet  and  unexciting,  form  an  agreeable  prelude  to  ihegieater 
events  to  follow.  It  was  pleasant  to  note  the  entire  absence  of  anything  that 
might  lead  to  discord  among  the  marksmen,  and  the  marked  prevaienoe  of  oor* 
diality  and  generous  feeling.  Durinj^  the  few  weeks  of  practice,  the  men  have 
become  very  agreeably  acquainted  with  one  another,  and  a  spirit  of  rivaby, 
that  is  free  from  all  selfishness,  has  been  developed. 

THE   PABTTGIPAlfrS 

included  individual  marksmen  from  all  the  International  teams,  from  yariovu 
shooting  clubs,  and  from  a  great  number  of  militaij  organizations.     Of  the 
latter  cutss  there  were  represented  the  following  Infantry  Regiments  of  the 
National  Guard  of  the  State  of  New  York:  The  For^-fourth  Regiment,  Bii«- 
hamton;  fourteen  men,  under  command  of  Colonel  Robert  Brown;  Captain  J. 
F.  Petitt  conmianding  the  team.    The  Forty-eighth  Regiment,  Osw^o;  seven- 
teen men,  under  command  of  Colonel  C.  V.  Houghton;  A.  Curtis,  Captain  of 
the  team.  This  command  only  arrived  upon  the  grounds  yesterday  noon.  The 
Forty-seventh  Regiment,  Brookl^rn;  twelve  men,  commanded  by  Ck>lonel  D.  £. 
Austin;  Captain  A.  Q.  Brown,  inspector  of  rifle  practice,  commanding  the 
team.    The  Twenty-second  regiment,  New  York  city;  fifteen  men,  under  com- 
mand of  Capt.  J.  S.  Loomis,  inspector  of  rifle  practice.    The  Twenty-third  le^ 
ment,  Brooklyn;  ten  men.  Captain  Winfield  Burton,  rifle  practice  inspector,  m 
command  of  team.    The  Seventh  regiment.  New  York  city;  nine  men,  Lieo- 
tenant  J.  L.  Price,  Captain  of  team.    The  Ninth  regiment.  New  York  city; 
six  men;  Lieutenant  G.  Hurry,  Captain  of  team.    There  were  a  few  represen- 
tations present  also  from  the  following:    Eighth  regiment,  New  York  ci^; 
Twenty-eighth   regiment,  Williamsburgh;    Thirteenth  regiment,   Brooldjn: 
Fourteenth  regiment,  Brooklyn;  United  States  Engineer  corps,  Hallett's  Poont; 
the  First  Troop  Washington  Greys  cavalry  and  Second  infantry  regiment,  of  the 
Nation^  Gwml  of  Connecticut.    The  principal  shooting  clubs  represented 
were  the  Providence  Rifle  Association  and  the  Hackensack  Shooting  Associa- 
tion. 

INTERNATIONAL  SHORT  RANGE  HATCH. 

This  match  was  open  to  all  comers.  The  distance  was  SMX)  yards,  and  the 
position  standing,  without  a  rest.  Weapon,  any  rifle  not  excelling  ten 
poimds  in  weight;  minimum  trigger  pull,  three  pounds.  Nummr  of 
rounds,  ten,  without  anv  sighting  shots.  Entrance  fee,  $2.  There  were 
in  all  twenty  prizes;  that  is,  four  medals  given  by  the  United  States 
Centennial  Commission,  and  $865  in  cash,  given  by  the  National  Rifle  Associ- 
ation, and  divided  in  sums  of  from  IIOK)  to  |6.  Each  prize  winner,  in  the 
match,  is  to  receive  a  diploma  which  will  be  issued  by  the  United  States  Cen- 
tennial Commission. 

There  were  altogether  186  entries  to  the  match,  of  which  number  174  marks- 
men shot  their  scores. 

INTERNATIONAL  MID-RANGE  MATCH. 

Mid-range  shooting  is  always  popular,  and,  therefore,  when  there  is  a  matoh 
at  500  or  oOO  yards.  It  is  sure  to  be  well  patronized.  The  match  which  came 
off  yesterday  was  especially  acceptable,  as  it  presented  a  sort  of  neutral  ground 
upon  which  both  long  and  short  range  marksmen  could  meet  to  dispute  the 
palm  of  victory. 

The  match  was  open  to  all  comers;  any  rifles;  distances — ^military  rifles  of 
half  inch  calibre  or  over,  500  yards,  and  all  other  admissible  weapons  at  800 
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r&rds;  positioD,  any  without  artificial  rest;  ten  rounds  and  no  sighting  shots; 
^zitrance  fee,  $2.  The  list  of  prizes  was  the  same  as  for  the  short  range  com- 
petition. 

Tliere  were  158  entries,  nearly  all  of  whom  fired  their  scores.  As  was  the 
case  ^vith  the  short  range  match,  the  weather  was  delifi;htf\il,  the  atmosphere 
clear,  the  sky  cloudy,  and  the  light  good.  There  was  hardly  a  breath  of  air 
&citiT,  and  up  to  two  o'clock  the  temperature  was  pretty  high. 

The  result  of  the  match  shows  the  members  of  the  American  team,  for  the 

moet  part,  in  their  right  places.    Mr.  Jewell  heads  the  prize  list  with  a  clean 

score  of  ten  buirs-eyes.    Close  after  him  comes  Ballard— one  of  our  last  year's 

reserves — ^with  a  fine  record  of  nine  buU's-eyes  and  a  centre.    After  these  two 

^well-known  reserves  of  the  American  team  came,  Overbaugh  and  Rathbone, 

tlie  latter  a  member  of  this  year's  team,  who  will  shoot  to-day,  and  the  former 

one  of  the  reserves.    Mr.  I.  L.  Allen  comes  in  sixth  man  with  fony-eight,  and 

^Aajor  G.  W.  Yale  is  close  after  him  with  forty-seven.    Then  follows  Coleman, 

Fulton,  and  Gildersleeve  with  forty-seven  points  each.  Mr.  Millner,  of  the  Irish 

team,  is  the  first  of  the  foreign  rifles  to  put  in  an  appearance,  with  forty-six 

points,  and  after  him  are  Messrs;  Bunce  and  Weber  on  the  same  record.    Still 

TOrther  down  the  list  we  have  Adam,  of  the  Canadian,  and  Luke  and  Menzies, 

of  the  Scottish  teams.    Murison  and  Mason,  of  the  Canadians,  came  in  with 

•forty -six  and  forty-five  points,  respectively.

CREEDMOOR. 

OPENING  OF  THE  INTERNATIONAL  RIFLE  CONTESTS. 

Providence  and\Brooldyn  win  in  the  Short  Range  and  Mid-Bange  Trials, 

In  a  very  quiet  way  the  series  of  International  matches  opened  at  Creedmoor 
yesterday.    The  range  grounds  are  pretty  well  peopled.    The  Forl^-fourth 
reg^ent,  of  Binghamton,  alreadv  on  the  field,  was  joined  during  the  early 
hours  by  neighbors  of  the  Forty-eighth  Regiment,  from  Oswego,  all  in  readiness 
for  the  team  matches  of  next  week.    The  spread  of  canvas  on  the  range  is 
now  something  immense.    In  addition  to  the  iine  of  International  Team  hospi- 
tal tents,  there  are  two  marquees,  erected  hv  Dam  &.Son,  of  the  Union  Square 
Hotel,  who  will  act  as  caterers  for  the  day,  John  Klein,  the  regular  restaurateur 
of  the  range,  having  all  the  regular  eating-booths  in  operation  as  well.    Near 
the  centre  of  the  range  a  series  of  tents,  for  visiting  club  members,  have  been 
erected,  each  one  conspicuously  labeled.    Those  in  position  comprise  riflemen 
from  Tonkers;  Jackson,  Mich;  Qoshen,  N.  T.;  Jamaica,  Saratoga,  Glendrake, 
Connecticut,  etc.    For  the  conduct  of  IJie  matches  statistical  tents,  serving  as 
headquarters,    for  the  account  keepers  and  flnancial   officers,  have   been 
put  up. 

The  morning  gun,  at  11  o'clock,  brought  out  the  marksmen  for  the  Interna- 
tional Short  Rai]^e  Match.    In  this  the  rule  was  each  man  for  himself.    There 
were  186  entries  for  the  twenty  prizes  offered.    In  the  returns,  however,  but  164 
completed  scores  were  found,  the  others  being  either  on  the  retired  list  or  absent 
entirely.    The  shooting  as  a  whole  was  good,  the  average  being  high,  but  the 
top  scores  were  not  particularly  brilliant.    The  conditions  were  not  at  all  un- 
favorable, the  wind  was  slight,  under  a  hot  sun,  and  no  excuse  could  be  offered 
for  making  a  poor  score  by  one  accustomed  to  the  handling  of  the  rifle.    At 
the  coDclusion  of  the  shooting,  the  admirable  arrangements  which  Captain  J. 
G.  Story,  head  of  the  Statistical  Department,  has  introduced,  enabled  him  to 
give  the  list  of  winners  within  a  very  few  moments.    There  were  no  pro- 
tests or  complaints  lodged,  and  the  prize  certificates  were  cashed  at  once.    The 
first  prize  fell  to  E.  T.  Rabbeth,  a  representative  from  the  What  Cheer  Range, 
near  Providence,  R.  I.    He  has  visited  Creedmoor  on  other  occasions,  and  is 
familiar  with  the  ground.    He  used  a  Peabody  rifle.    E.  T.  Osgood  is  a  Bos- 
ton man,  and  G.  W.  Davison,  the  fourth  in  the  list,  is  another  Providence 
represeDtative.    Of  the  team  men  but  few  were  out.    The  Scots  remained  at 
home  resting,  and  only  the  reserves  appeared.    The  Canadians  were  nearly  all 
oat.   Of  the  Australians,  Irish,  and  Americans,  a  few.    George  Disher,  of  the

Canadians,  was  the  only  International  Team  man  getting  a  prize  in  this. off- 
band  match. 

AT  500  TABD8. 

At  the  500  yards  distance,  a  contestant  was  permitted  to  shoot  at  500  jtudR 
with  military  rifle  or  at  000  yards  any  rifle.  Here  the  team  men  came  out  in 
stronger  numbers,  and  the  result  of  the  match  shows  that  the  handicapping  of 
100  yards,  put  on  the  finer  rifles,  was  not  suflElcient.  At  Wimbledon  the  ranges 
are  600  and  800  yards  under  similar  circumstances.  At  Creedmoor,  yesterday, 
there  were  52  of  the  500  yards  rifle,  against  107  of  the  finer  weapons,  the  prize 
list  falling  entirely  to  the  latter  class.  The  best  500  yard  scores,  made  by  Fa- 
ton,  of  the  Scotch  team  party,  with  a  Snider  rifle,  was  44;  but  above  it  were 
over  forty  scores  of  the  600  yards  men,  the  leader  here  having  60  in  the  pos- 
sible 50.  Of  the  six  American  team  men,  in  the  match,  five  are  in  the  prize  list, 
as  are  also  Tale  and  Bruce,  so  recently  dropped  from  the  team.  Bodine  and 
Dakin  were  not  making  scores.

THE    CENTENNIAL    MATCHES. 

RIFLE  SHOOTING  AT  CREEDMOOR. 

The  Oonieitfor  the  ExpoiUian  MedaU-^The  beit  /Short  Bange  ShooUng  ewr

In  the  opening  matches  of  the  International  series  which  came  off  yester- 
day, there  was  certainly  nothing  to  disturb  their  balance  or  unstring  their 
nerves,  and  so  the  Short  Range  and  Mid-Range  oompetitions  went  by  without 
much  excitement.  Although  these  contests  may  have  their  private  and  specific 
value,  the  public  could  only  regard  them  in  the  nature  of  a  stimulant  to  whet 
the  appetite  for  the  great  s^jinposium  of  gunpowder  to  which  to-day  and  to- 
morrow will  be  devoted.  The  teams,  as  teams,  did  not  figure  in  the  matter, 
but  individual  members  of  them,  and  of  the  reserves,  essayed  their  skill,  and 
the  result,  so  far  as  it  could  indicate  anything  in  respect  to  the  great  contest, 
had  something  of  an  American  complexion.  The  day  was  an  admirable  one 
for  shooting,  althouj^h  the  promise  of  the  momingwas  more  than  indifferent 

The  first  competition,  the  International  Short  Range  Match  (dOO  yards),  for 
which  twenty  pnzes  were  offered,  brought  out  a  large  number  of  competitors. 
The  hiffhest  score  made  at  this  range  was  forty-five.  The  first  prize,  the  medal 
of  the  United  States  Centennial  Commission  and  $100  offered  by  the  National 
Rifle  Association,  was  won  bv  Mr.  Rabbeth,  of  the  Providence  Rifle  Associa- 
tion. Four  other  medals  oi  the  Centennial  Commission  were  also  won  by 
competitors  residing  outside  the  State.  There  was  one  other  score  of  forty- 
five,  three  competitors  scored  44,  seven  42,  fifteen  41,  fourteen  40,  nineteen  ^, 
eighteen  88,  twenty  87,  fifteen  86,  ten  85,  eig^t  84,  four  82,  four  81,  and  six  30. 
The  second  competition  was  remarkable  for  the  highest  score  ever  made  at 
600  yards  in  this  country,  a  score  which  has  been  only  once  equflJed  on  the 
range  at  Wimbledon.  It  was  made  bv  Mr.  Jewell,  of  the  reserve  of  the  Amer- 
ican team,  and  should  go  far  to  console  him  for  the  loss  of  a  higher  position 
in  that  body.  It  was  a  clean  score  of  fifty  points,  and  was  closely  followed  bj 
Mr.  Ballard  and  Mr.  Overbaugh  (American  reserve),  the  former  falling  off 
from  the  clean  score  on  his  second,  and  the  latter  on  his  second  last  shot  In 
this  second  competition,  military  and  long  range  rifles  were  brought  together, 
the  latter  bein^  handicapped  to  the  extent  oi  having  to  conce£  100  yards. 
Those  using  militarv  rifles  of  fifty  calibre  or  over  fired,  therefore,  at  500  yards, 
while  com^itors  shooting  with  other  rifles  flred  at  600  yards.  Despite  the 
handicappmg  of  the  long  range  rifles,  an  equality  was  not  established  between 
them  and  the  military  weapons,  or  else  the  men  using  the  former  were  of 
vastlv  superior  skill.  With  some  of  the  leading  shots,  at  all  events,  to  mis 
the  '*^bulrs-eye  "  was  exceptional.  After  Mr.  Overbaugh*s  score  of  forty-nine, 
the  next  highest  was  made  bv  Mr.  R.  Rathbone,  of  the  American  team,  who 
made  forty-eight,  falling  off  from  '*  bull*s-eyes  "  to  ''  centres  "  on  his  fifth  and 
eighth  shots.    Mr.  I.  L.  Allen,  of  the  American  team,  also  made  forty-ei^t» 
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fiaOing  to  *'  centres  "  on  his  second  and  ninth  shots.  Mr.  Yale,  Judge  Gilder- 
aleeye,  and  Major  Fulton  also  made  forty-seyen  each.  The  next  in  order 
among  any  of  the  team  members  was  Mr.  Millner,  of  the  Irish  team.  He 
opened  with  a  *'  centre/'  and  continued  this  shooting  until  his  fifth  shot,  when 
lie  scored  a  '*bull*8-eye."  Once  in  the  right  groove,  he  continued  so  to  the 
end.  Mr.  Bruce,  of  the  American  reserve,  and  Mr.  Weber,  of  the  team,  also 
made  forty-six  each,  which  was  likewise  the  score  of  Adam  (Canadian),  and 
Ulurison  (Canadian).  Blydenburgh  (American  reserve)  dropped  to  forty-five, 
and  was  followed  at  the  same  score  by  J.  Mason  (Canadian),  Menzies  (Scotch), 
and  Ward  (Irish).  Farwell,  of  the  American  team,  made  forty-three ;  Thynne, 
of  the  Irish,  forty-three ;  Disher,  of  the  Canadian,  forty-two ;  Slade,  of  the 
Australians,  fortv-two,  and  Cruit,  of  the  Canadians,  thirf^-nine.  The  highest 
score  at  500  yards  with  military  rifles  was  made  by  Mr.  Paton,  of  the  Scotch 
team,  who  scored  forty-four,  the  points  ranging  between  this  number  and 
thirty.  Besides  the  two  competitions  on  the  progranmie,  pool  competitions 
^were  also  shot.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  day's  shooting,  preparations  were  in 
progress  for  the  great  event  to  be  decided  during  to-day  and  to-morrow.  The 
range  is  in  excellent  condition,  and,  with  fine  weather,  success  should  be  as- 
sure. The  railway  people  promise  every  facility  for  the  transfer  of  the  pas- 
sengers to  the  ground,  and  it  is  to  be  presumed  that  they  will  do  better  in  the 
matter  of  taking  them  home  again  than  on  the  occasion  of  the  match  with  the 
Irish  team  in  1874

makes  a  huEPs-e/^^Mr.  Johnson^  of  the  Irish  team,  makes  a  dean  score  of  75 
0^800  yards. 

The  Centennial  International  Lone  Range  Rifle  Match  commenced  yesterday 
at  Creedmoor,  and  will  be  concluded  to-day.  Five  teams  were  eneaged  in 
the  contest,  representing  Scotland,  Ireland,  Australia,  Canada,  and  America. 
The  weather  was  pleasant,  and  the  scores  ran  very  high,  completely  eclipsing 
the  best  score  ever  made  for  the  '*£lcho"  shield,  a  match  annually  shot, 
under  simUar  conditions,  at  Wimbledon,  England.  The  Scottish  team  made 
the  leading  score,  1,586,  the  Irish  team  came  second  with  1,682,  followed  by 
the  American  team  with  1,577,  the  Australian  team  with  1,545,  and  the 
Canadian  team  with  1,490.  The  result  to-day  may  possibly  be  a  different 
one.    The  story  of  the  match  is  given  below. 

DBTAILS  OF   THE  BHOOTIVO. 

The  great  International  Rifle  Match  is  half  over,  and  so  far  coy  Fortune  rives 
but  scant  indications  of  her  incllnings.  In  brief,  the  Scotch  team  lead  the 
Irish  by  four  and  the  Americans  by  nine  points,  and  between  these  three 
teams,  at  all  events,  outside  the  doubtful  question  of  moral  effect,  the  match 
stands  as  fresh  and  almost  as  delightfully  uncertain  as  when  it  was  opened  at 
the  butts  yesterday  morning.  That  its  completion  will  carry  with  it  a  ver- 
dict stamping  it  as  the  most  famous  rifle  match  on  record,  is  beyond  perad- 
venture. 

Inside  the  range,  where  the  committee  had  charge,  the  advantages  of  their 
management  were  obvious.  Two  lines  of  ropes  were  drawn  round  the  posi- 
tions occupied  by  the  marksmen,  and  admission  to  the  flring-points  was  only 
to  be  obtained  by  the  possession  of  a  special  ticket.  A  platoon  of  the  Brooklyn 
police  under  Capt.  Jewett  discharged  the  general  duties  with  efficiency  and 
with  coiurtesy.  The  breeze  was  very  light,  no  doubt,  but  the  vane  on  the 
range  showed  that  it  was  at  all  events  pretty  variable.  It  veered  to  every 
point  of  the  compass,  and  although  it  did  not  exact  wide  allowances,  it  yet 
made  calculation  a  matter  of  frequency. 

It  was  past  11  o'clock  when  the  firing  at  the  800  yards  range  commenced. 

The  order  of  the  teams  from  east  to  west  was  as  fol&ws :  Americans, 
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CaoadianB,  Irish,  Australians,  Scotch.  In  a  few  minutes  the  teams  had  waimed 
to  their  work,  and  their  rifles  were  ringing  frequently  and  merrily,  while  the 
hard  knock  of  the  bullet  as  it  went  home  on  the  targets  came  bacx  to  the  can 
of  the  lookers-on,  and  raised  expectations  which  were  only  satisfied  by  the  ap- 
pearance of  the  cUsks  on  the  faces  of  the  targets.  The  manner  with  whldi  the 
marksmen  took  to  their  work  showed  many  points  of  difference.  The  Americana 
showed  mng  froid  and  confidence,  but  were  communicative  and  readily  ex- 
changed their  experiences.  Each  spoke  to  the  other  of  windage  and  eleva- 
tion, out  though  the  words  spoken  were  few,  they  answered  the  purpose,  and 
were  readily  turned  to  advantage.  The  Canadians  and  Australians  were  calm 
and  business  like;  the  Irish  were  not  too  serious,  and  did  not  make  wry  i%aa^ 
but  the  Scotch  of  all  the  teams  laid  down  to  their  work  with  real  eamestneas. 
If  they  did  not  woo  Dame  Fortune  impulsively,  they  at  least  courted  her 
favors  assiduously.  They  were  determined  to  be  isolated,  and  nobody  cared 
to  interfere  with  their  determination. 

The  shadow  and  sunshine  coursed  along  the  range  as  on  Tuesday,  and  now 
the  targets  stood  in  a  glow  of  light  and  now  were  in  perfect  shade,  with  a 
broad  belt  of  sunlight  oetween  them  and  the  marksmen,  but  they  were  always 
clearly  defined.  The  skv  was  flecked  with  gray  clouds,  and  that  shimmering 
haze  which  so  disturbs  the  aim  of  marksmen  was  entirely  absent.  Mimge 
was  an  unknown  quantity  in  this  competition,  and  when  m  the  evening  the 
sun  disappeared  behind  a  gray  bank  of  clouds,  a  perfectly  still,  clear  twilight 
fell  upon  the  place,  seeming  even  to  bring  the  targets  nearer.  While  the 
match  was  in  progress  the  scene  was  pretty  almost  beyond  description,  there 
was  so  much  animation  with  so  much  order,  so  much  life  in  the  midst  of  a 
sweet  surrounding  solitude.  The  whirr  of  the  bullets  seemed  at  issue  with  the 
peace  of  the  place. 

The  shootmg  at  800  yards  was  at  leneth  done,  and  the  result  brought  jubi- 
lation to  the  ASaericans  and  their  friends.  They  made  the  flne  score  of  6(M) 
out  of  a  possible  600.  They  were  fifteen  points  ahead  of  the  Irish  and  Scotch, 
who  tied  at  685,  the  Australians  following  at  581,  and  the  Canadians  at  6S1. 
The  spectators  had  now  leisure  to  discuss  the  result,  for  there  was  an  inter- 
mission of  about  three-quarters  of  an  hour  before  the  competition  at  900  yuds 
began.  Things  now  looked  bright  for  the  Americans,  but  the  competition  at 
900  and  1,000  vards  was  destined  to  reduce  their  score. 

When  the  shooting  at  this  range  was  completed,  it  was  found  that  the  Scotdi 
had  gained  four  points  on  the  Irish,  and  that  both  had  made  a  gain  on  the 
Americans,  who  had  still,  however,  a  balance  left  of  the  fifteen  which  they 
had  gained  at  800 yards,  The  scores  at  this  range  were:  Scotch,  628;  Irish, 
624;  Australian,  524;  American,  518;  Canadian,  476. 

Without  delay  the  competition  at  1,000  yards  was  proceeded  with,  and  in  it 
the  Scotch  again  tied  the  Irish,  thus  holding  the  four  points  which  they  had 
won  at  900  ytuds.  At  this  range  the  home  team  made  a  number  of  misses^ 
and  only  reached  509,  while  both  Scotch  and  Irish  teams  made  528,  thus  plac- 
ing the  former  nine  points  and  the  latter  five  points  ahead  of  them,  notwith- 
standing the  gain  of  fifteen  which  the  Americans  had  made  at  the  first  range 
disadvantoge  which,  however,  it  is  quite  possible  to  recover.

THE  GREAT  SHOOT. 

RESULT  OF  THE  FIRST  DAY'S  TEAM  FIRING  IN  THE  CENTEN- 

NIAL  MATCH. 

Bonnie  BcoUand  Leads,— Irdand  Four  Pointe   and  Ammiea  Mne   Brinti 

BtMnd, — Au9traUa  and  Canada  Lagging, 

The  first  day  of  the  great  International  Centennial  Rifie  match  has  come 
and  gone.  Another  day  will  decide  who  shall  be  the  victors.  The  contest 
yesterday  resulted  in  a  success  for  the  Scottish  team  after  a  hard  fought  and 
Drilliani  struggle.  Better  marksmanship  than  that  of  yesterday  is  rarely 
heard  of,  and  has  never  taken  place  except  in  practice.    It  is  the  perfection  of 
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rifle  shooting.  Fifteen  shots  were  fired  by  each  of  the  members  of  the  fiye 
teams  competing  at  each  of  the  three  ranges— 800,  900,  and  1,000  yards — and 
consequently  the  highest  score  which  it  would  have  been  possible  for  any  one 
team  of  eight  men  to  have  made,  is  1,800  points  The  Scottish  team  scored 
out  of  this  a  grand  total  of  1,586,  the  Irish  1,682,  the  Americans  1,677,  the 
Australians  1,645,  and  the  Canadians  1,490,  This,  in  brief,  is  the  result  of  the 
first  day^s  competition,  of  which  to-day^s  test  is  to  be  a  repetition.  An 
admirable  spirit  pervades  the  contestants  on  this  occasion,  and  the  presence  of 
interested  spectators  of  different  nationalities  in  large  numbers,  attested  the 
popularly  of  one  of  the  manliest  of  outdoor  sports,  which  has  only  lately 
presented  itself  for  encouragement  and  public  approval,  Many  follow  the 
noble  sport  for  the  immediate  physical  advantages  attaching  to  it  To  shoot 
well  one  must  have  the  quick  eye  and  steady  hand  that  belong  to  perfect 
health.  Whatever  the  result  of  this  contest  may  be,  no  one  doubts  that  a 
meeting  of  the  riflemen  of  America  with  the  representatives  of  other  nations, 
as  International  meetinss  of  yachtsmen  and  oarsmen,  will  be  productive  in 
many  ways  of  good  to  tul  concerned. 

ON  THE  OnOUND. 

While  the  veiy  best  of  order  prevailed  in  a  general  way,  many  diverting 
incidents  and  enlivenlnff  scenes  occurred  to  engage  the  multitude  during  the 
day.  The  long  rows  of  pretty,  white  tents  that  lined  the  range  and  dotted  the 
open  spaces,  the  numerous  flags  of  the  contesting  nationalities  and  all  others 
known  to  have  an  ensign  that  were  flung  to  the  breeze,  the  airy  refreshment 
tents  with  their  open  fronts,  where  rich  viands  were  arranged  in  tempting 
order,  the  jaunty  costumes  of  the  International  contestants  and  emulating 
amateurs,  all  contributed  to  engage  the  eye  of  the  early  morning  visitor  until 
the  approach  of  the  hour  set  for  the  commencement  of  the  match.  Meanwhile, 
too,  the  friends  of  the  three  favorite  teams — Scotch,  Irish,  and  American — 
discussed  the  prospects  of  their  pet  marksmen  with  about  equal  confidence, 
and,  while  each  admitted  the  strength  of  those  opposed  to  his  chosen  band,  it 
was  remarkable  how  firmly  he  clung  to  that  choice.  The  whole  of  the  teams 
set  to  work  to  prepare  for  the  contest  in  an  admirable  spirit  of  manly 
antagonism.  There  was  a  robust  confidence  occasionally,  even  in  the  very 
manner  in  which  a  marksman  would  dispose  his  '*  traps  '*  at  the  firing-point. 
So  far  as  their  conduct  indicated,  there  were  no  tyros  behind  the  rifles  whose 
cracks  resounded  from  the  Creedmoor  targets  yesterday.  As  becomes  a  man 
who  would  put  a  bullet  into  a  buirs-eye  t&ee  leet  in  diameter  at  1,000  yards, 
all  were  calm,  steady,  and  self-reliant  at  the  start,  if  they  did  not  wholly 
preserve  these  qualities  to  the  finish.  When  one  waits  for  the  initiatory  stepa 
in  such  a  contest,  the  moments  usually  seem  tiresome  until  the  sport  begins, 
and  there  is  a  little  nervousness  expected  of  the  active  participants.  Neither 
of  these  peculiarities  was  noticeable  at  the  opening  moments  yesterday. 
Many  went  out  breakfastless  to  be  in  time  for  good  places,  and  an  imoo- 
structed  view,  and  once  seated  behind  the  ropes  guarding  the  firing-point 
they  awaited  patiently  the  firing  of  the  signal  guns. 

THB'SHOOTIKGk 

Taking  everything  into  consideration,  the  competing  teams  at  Creedmoor 
may  congratulate  themselves  on  having  had  splendid  weather  yesterday  fore- 
noon for  the  opening  of  the  match,  and  indeed  throughout  the  day.  A  genial 
warmth  pervaded  the  atmosphere,  which  tempted  Ibe  rifiemen  to  dofl  their 
heavy  fall  garments  for  a  light  summer  costume  adapted  to  the  sport,  and  they 
were  therefore  free  to  use  their  limbs  in  the  most  advantageous  manner  in 
gaining  the  best  possible  position  for  accurate  shooting. 

A  SIGNAL  GUK. 

After  the  firing  of  the  final  signal  ^un,  which,  after  all  was  not  promptly 
set  oft  at  half -past  ten  a.m.,  some  httle  preparations  remained  still  uncom- 
pleted, and  wonl  was  sent  along  the  line  that  the  final  signal  would  be  the 
whistle  of  Colonel  Wingate.  After  seeing  that  everything  had  been  set  to 
rights  at  the  butts,  the  Colonel  returned  to  the  firing-point,  and,  passing  from 
one  target  to  another,  asked  each  squad  in  turn,  **  Are  you  ready  ?  "  At  last, 
when  BU  were  ready,  the  Colonel's  whistle  sounded,  and  all  necks  were  craned 
and  all  ears  and  eyes  strained  for  the  opening  shot  of  each  team.  Telescopes 
and  field  glasses  got  an  extra  wipe  and  an  extra  hitch^  so  as  to  cover  with

acoaracy  the  target  at  which  each  was  leveled.  Next  to  the  final  shot,  on 
whose  result  depends  the  decision  of  a  great  match,  the  opening  effort  Is 
watched  with  the  most  eager  interest.  There  were,  however,  so  manj  mailEs- 
men  competing  yesterday,  that  the  ordinary  spectator  conld  not  easily  f^rMty 
his  curiosity  in  ttiis  direction  for  eood  reasons.  First,  each  team  was  divided 
into  two  squads,  and  two  men  in  ooth  squads  mijrht  fire  simultaneoudy,  one, 
perhaps,  with  a  very  good  and  the  other  an  indifferent  score.  Again,  there 
were  in  line  ten  targets,  and  no  indiyidifal  observer  could  keep  trade  of  them 
all  at  once.  So  the  interest  was  divided,  and  as  a  "  centre  "  or  *'  bull's-eye  " 
was  indicated  by  the  red  or  white  disk,  the  admirers  of  each  team  applauded 
the  initial  effort  of  its  favorite.  Mr.  Fenton,  of  the  Irish  team,  was  amone  the 
first  to  step  to  the  front.  He  scored  a  bulFs-eye,  to  the  delight  of  the  Iridi 
contingent.  Mr.  Boyd  did  as  much  for  the  Scottish  team ;  the  Australians 
commenced  with  an  '*  outer,"  Canada  with  an  **  inner  ;**  and  a  bull*s-eye  and  a 
centre  were  the  first  two  shots  placed  to  the  credit  of  Columbia.  Now  the  ice 
was  fairly  broken,  and  **  firing  all  along  the  line  "  with  crackling  rai^dity. 

The  marksmen,  after  the  first  few  shots,  discovered  sumdentiy  tb^r 
National  peculiarities.  The  most  superficial  observer  could  not  have  passed 
along  that  line  of  busy  shooters  without  being  able,  even  by  a  momentary 
glance,  to  tell  where  each  belonged.  The  Americans  passed  around  from  one 
to  one  ''wind"  and  *' elevation,"  as  if  communicating  to  one  another  the 
advantages  of  some  newly  discovered  summer  resort,  blessed  with  some 
novelty  in  the  shape  of  a  **  mineral  spring,"  or  whereat  the  atmosphere  was  a 
certain  cure  for  '*  all  the  ills  that  flesh  is  heir  to."  And  the  inteUigence  was 
accepted  in  a  matter-of-fact,  professional  sort  of  way,  but  accepted  neverthe- 
less, and  generally  acted  upon.  The  knowledge  and  experience  of  tiie  Irish 
'* coach,"  or,  indeed,  of  the  whole  Irish  ''fire,"  could  not  restrain  an  occasional 
burst  of  enthusiastic  admiration  for  a  "beautiful  bull's-eye,"  with  special 
emphasis  on  the  ''beautiful."  Fortunately  for  these  gentlemen,  they  had 
excellent  opportunity  to  give  vent  to  their  enthusiasm,  since,  at  tiie  800  yards 
range,  Mr.  Edmund  Johnson  made  the  splendid  score  of  fifteen  consecutive 
''beautiful"  bulPs-eyes.  Mr.  Johnson  should  have  proved  an  invaluable 
guide  to  the  other  members  of  the  team  in  his  squad  shooting  at  the  same 
target.  Mr.  Ward  was  the  happy  genius  of  the  other  squad,  and  his  happy 
way  of  imparting  information  and  comparing  notes,  won  him  the  friendship 
of  all  with  whom  he  came  in  contact.  The  gentlemen  of  the  Scottieii  team 
nearly  made  their  adversaries  envious  of  their  discipline  and  care.  These 
gentlemen  were  silent,  exclusive,  cautious,  and  slow — ^the  slowest  of  all  the 
marksmen — and  they  piled  up  the  bull*s-eyes  while  the  multitude  wondered. 
Applause  these  gentlemen — or,  for  that  matter,  any  of  the  other  marksmen^ 
would  not  tolerate. 

The  Australian  Team,  annoyed  bv  the  intrusion  of  curious  onlookere, 
politely  asked  their  pests  if  they  would  not  be  kind  enough  to  give  them  leave 
to  shoot.  Fortunately  they  only  rarely  had  occasion  to  make  such  requests, 
for  as  a  rule,  all  were  protected  in  the  uninterrupted  enjoyment  of  the  privi- 
leges to  which  as  competitors  they  were  entitled  But  then  the  Irish 
and  Scottish  teams  were  more  zealously  guarded  by  their  captains,  and  Major 
Tale,  of  the  American  reserve,  kept  himself  on  police  duty  to  the  rear  of  tiie 
"  Yankee  "  boys  to  suard  them  from  needless  intrusion.  The  Australians 
fired  with  more  rapidity  than  any  team  on  the  ground. 

The  closeness  of  the  contest  stirred  up  a  good  deal  of  excitement  at  the 
termination  of  the  firing  at  the  different  ranges.  There  were  but  a  few  points 
difference  in  the  totals  of  the  Americans,  Scotch,  and  Irish  at  the  800  yards 
range.  The  Irish  were  the  first  and  the  Scottish  the  last  to  finish  at  that  range. 
The  concluding  shots  of  either  team  were  watched  with  the  greatest 
interest,  while  it  was  generally  known  that  this  was  but  one  range  in  the  tliree, 
and  that  yesterday*s  work  was  but  half  the  contest.  It  was  with  great  diflB- 
culty  that  the  aamirers  of  the  teams  which  lead  the  list  were  restruned  at 
such  times  from  demonstrations  of  approval  at  the  admirable  scores  recorded; 
but  fearful  of  affecting  the  results,  they  generally  obeyed  a  simple  signal  for 
order  after  giving  vent  to  the  first  burst  of  applause. 

AT  BIGHT  HUlirDBBD  TABD6. 

In  the  work  of  the  first  named  team  at  the  800  yards  range,  the  slight  varia- 
tion in  the  scores  of  the  members,  proved  how  necessary  it  is  to  create,  above 
all  things,  a  sense  of  unity  and  identity  of  interest  between  the  membon  of 
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such  an  oiganization.  and  how  materially  such  can  assist  in  the  attainment  of 
general  as  well  as  IndiYidual  excellence.  Here  are  found  five  members  of  the 
American  Team  out  of  eight  making  practically  Uie  same  score  at  the  first 
range,  two  others  coming  within  a  point  or  two  of  doing  the  same,  and  the 
eighth,  an  accomplished  shot,  only  fallinff  behind  because  of  a  miss,  which 
was  clearly  the  result  of  an  accident  The  Scotch  and  Irish  Teams  showed 
the  same  kind  of  steadiness  in  their  shooting  at  800  yards,  but  in  a  lesser  de- 
gree, and  strange  to  say,  these  teams  tied  at  that  range,  each  making  an  aggre- 
Sate  of  585  points,  or  fifteen  points  less  than  the  American  score.  The  Oana- 
ians  shot  very  evenly,  but  their  scores  ran  low,  on  account  of  an  evident 
want  of  practice  at  the  Oreedmoor  range.  Thdr  shooting  was  entirely  of 
that  character  which  might  be  seen  on  a  practice  day.  It  exhibited  very  fine 
points  of  individual  excellence,  but  was  disjointed  and  inegular  throughout. 
The  same  might  be  said,  but  in  a  more  modified  sense,  ol  the  Austmlians. 
The  superiority  of  their  shooting  to  that  of  the  Canadians  was  wholly  due  to 
their  longer  practice,  an&  they  fell  behind  their  competitors  on  the  other  teams 
in  about  the  same  ratio  as  the  practice  of  the  others  surpassed  theirs  in  fre- 
quency. The  effect  of  assiduous  practice,  combined  with  a  fine  conception 
of  the  laws  governing  the  flight  of  projectiles,  was  shown  in  the  shooting  of 
the  American,  Scottish,  and  Irish  Teams. 

After  completing  the  shooting  at  800  yards,  the  teams  lunched,  and  without 
delay  got  into  form  again  at  000  yards.  While  the  great  match  progressed  here, 
the  International  Trophy,  which  had  been  brought  for  exhibition  into  the  field, 
was  attracting  great  attention.

When  the  teams  retired  to  the  000  yards  range,  the  sky  1)egan  to  doud  from 
the  northeastward  and  the  varyinf  light  began  to  tell  on  the  marksmen.  It 
was  here  that  the  invaluable  services  of  an  experienced  and  painstaking  cap- 
tain of  the  team  came  into  play.  With  his  attention  wholly  centred  on  these 
changes  in  the  atmospheric  <;onditions,  he  was  enabled  to  oirect  each  of  his 
men  to  alter  wind  gauge  and  elevation  scale  according  to  the  necessities  of  the 
moment,  and  the  resiDt  of  this  careful  supervision  was  apparent  .wherever  it 
was  exercised.  With  one  exception  the  Americans  were  kept  to  their  work 
so  well,  that  thev  made  the  same  even  scoring  as  in  the  preceding  range. 
Colonel  Bodine,  '^  Old  Reliable,"  who  most  unaocountably  missed  once  and 
made  two  bad  outers,  was  in  iMtd  luck  at  the  900  yards  distance,  but  his  com- 
panions in  arms  bravely  sustained  their  parts  and  saved  the  team  from  a 
seiious  loss.  The  Irishtnen  shot  splendidly,  and  their  scores  ranged  between 
62  and  69,  without  a  single  drop  into  the  fifties.  They  lessened  their  distance 
from  the  Americans  somewhat  in  this  range,  and  revived  the  impression  that 
the  match  would  be  a  remarkably  close  one,  and  the  victory  would  tremble 
in  the  balance  to  the  last  moment.  The  Scotchmen  also  did  splendid  work  at 
this  range,  their  scores  ranging  from  63  to  70,  with  some  beautiful  strings  of 
buirs-eyes  to  the  credit  of  individual  marksmen.  The  Australians  picked  up 
somewhat  in  their  shooting,  and  show  that  if  thev  could  have  had  more  prac- 
tice they  would  push  the  best  team  on  the  ground  very  hard.  The  Canadians 
were  very  wild  in  their  shooting,  the  effect  of  the  shining  wind  and  constantly 
changing  light  being  very  unfavorable  to  them. 

AT  OHB  TH0UBAin>   YARDS. 

For  the  final  work  of  yesterday^s  contest  the  teams  commenced  shooting  at 
1.000  yards  under  more  favorable  conditions  of  wind  than  were  experienced 
at  the  other  nu^ras.  There  the  Americans  lost  the  fine  lead  they  held,  and 
that  by  the  fauure  of  two  such  crack  shots  as  Farwell  and  Gildersleeve. 
Cknerel  Dakin  and  Major  Fulton  did  some  superb  shooting  at  this  range,  and 
with  Allen  and  Weber  saved  the  team  from  what  miffht  have  proved  a  disas- 
trous falling  back.  As  it  was  they  were  outshot  by  Uie  Scotch  and  Irish,  who, 
with  MitcheU,  Thorbum,  and  McYittie  of  the  former,  and  Millner,  Fenton, 
and  Rigby  of  the  latter  team,  did  remarkably  well  at  the  longest  range. 
Mitchell  and  Millner  carried  off  the  honors  m  their  respective  teams,  the 
bonny  Scot  making  the  magnificent  score  of  78,  out  of  a  possible  76,  and 
IQUner  71  points.  Such  shooting  as  this  has  never  been  seen  before  on  any 
nuiffe.  It  surpasses  the  best  work  ever  done  at  Wimbledon,  and  lefives  in  the 
shade  the  most  brilliant  performance  yet  recorded  on  the  roll  of  honor  at 
Creedmoor. 
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Aa  at  the  other  ranges,  the  Soottiah  Team  were  last  to  finish  at  1,000 
yards.  The  Americans  had  finished,  and  an  Irish  cheer  greeted  the  triumph 
of  Ireland's  marksmen  hy  a  buirs-eye— equal  to  the  bull's-eye  lost  by  BodhM 
on  a  wrong  target  over  them.  Then  gathered  the  multitude  at  the  Scottish 
comer,  but  the  marksmen  in  the  midst  of  the  fiurry,  calmly  plodded  on,  put- 
ting in  one  bulFs-eye  after  another,  until  their  gross  total  was  seen  to  topple 
over  Irish  and  American,  and  a  screech  announced  the  triumph  of  "  Auld 
Scotland." 

The  result  of  yesterday's  shooting  now  brings  the  victory  within  the  grasp 
of  either  the  American,  Irish,  or  Bo^ttish  teams.  There  are  only  nine  pouils 
between  Scotland  and  America,  and  Ireland  holds  the  middle  place,  being 
four  points  behind  their  friends  from  the  "land  of  the  heather."  To-day's 
repetition  of  the  fifteen  shots  at  each  range  will  decide  the  battle  of  the  batts» 
which  was  so  gallantly  waged  yesterday  at  Creedmoor. 

"HOMB  AQAIK."  • 

Although  the  railroad  arrangements  for  bringing  back  the  crowd  to  the 
city  were  not  all  that  could  be  aesired.  they  certainly  were  an  improvement 
on  those  under  which  trains  were  run  in  former  years. 

The  crowd  assembled  on  the  range  yesterday,  was  one  of  the  most  orderly 
ever  seen  at  a  public  sport,  and  on  the  way  home  one  could  easily  have  imagined 
he  was  travelling  on  a  bade  track  road  through  some  quiet  mland  country. 
No  loud  talking,  no  discussions,  no  obtrusive  patriotian  marred  the  harmony 
of  Uie  return  tnp;  and  the  crowd  was  as  quiet  as  if  it  had  come  from  a  Moody 
and  Sankey  revival  meeting.  Every  one  seemed  interested  in  his  score  card 
and  the  prospective  supper  in  the  fast  nearing  city.  None  of  the  traina  which 
left  Creedmoor  after  the  match  was  stopped  at  any  of  the  intermediate  sta- 
tions on  the  way  to  Long  Island  City,  ana  the  trips  were  completed  in  haste 
and  without  excitement.

CREEDMOOR. 

THE  SCOTS  LEAD  THE  FIRST  DAY'S  SCORES  WITH  THE 

CHAMPION  RECORD. 

8carw:  8eot8, 
1,686 ;  Irish,  1,582 ;  Americana,  1,577 ;  Au$traUan$,  1,545  ;  Oana- 
diofM,  1,490. 

The  neighborhood  of  Creedmoor  seemed  to  have  taken  on  holiday  trim,  and 
reminded  a  visitor  ot  some  great  State  Fair,  with  outside  booths  and  tempo- 
rary structures,  of  all  sorts  and  styles,  lining  the  road  along  either  sides,  to  the 
centre  of  all  the  confusion  and  excitement — ^the  long-range  firingpointfi. 
Within  the  grounds  the  crowd,  which  at  its  highest  readied  some  6, WW,  scat- 
tered over  the  ninety  acres  of  lawn.  Every  nook  and  corner  had  its  group  of 
visitors,  bent  on  seeing  all  there  was  to  be  seen  of  the  range,  Down  to  the 
short  range  targets,  up  to  the  ''running  deer,*'  along  the  line  of  regimental 
tents,  into  the  headquarter  and  administration  tents,  eveiy  where  and  indiscrim- 
inately, the  curious  throng  poked  its  investigating  nose.  The  only  portion  of 
the  great,  flat  meadow,  untenantCKl  by  strolling  spectators,  was  the  track  along 
which  the  whizzing  bullets  sped  on  their  way  from  rifle  to  target,  and  a  dozen 
or  more  police  found  ample  work  in  warning  the  reckless  or  the  careless  from 
tramping  over  even  this  reserved  space. 

AT  THB  FIB8T  FIRINO-POIKT6. 

At  the  800  yards  firing-points,  stretching  along  a  line  of  between  three  hundred 
and  four  hundred  feet,  were  all  the  paraphernalia  pertaining  to  the  conduct  of 
a  rifle  match.  Camp-stools  in  abunaance,  tripods  holding  on  their  pegs  mini- 
ature targets,  telescopes,  to  the  number  of  a  hundred  or  more,  finnly  set  here 
and  there  along  tJie  Ime,  r^idy  with  keen  eyes  behind  them  to  give  sight  of  the 
destination  of  each  and  every  missile  sent,  on  its  peaceful  errand,  to  the  iron 
slab,  a  half  mile  or  more  away.  There  were  rude,  temporary  tables  or  stands  upon 
which  the  marksmen  might  lay  out  their  cartridge-boxes,  wa8s,  bullets,  caps 
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<deaiiing  rags,  &c.^  while  about  the  edges  of  the  table  notches  were  cut  in  which 
to  safely  lean  the  rifle.  At  each  of  the  small  stakes,  denoting  the  firing-point  of 
either  of  the  several  targets,  a  large  open-sided  shade  had  been  provided.  Beneath 
tliese  most  excellent  devices  the  marksmen  f  oimd  a  comparatively  cool  retreat 
from  the  hot  glare  of  the  sun,  in  the  middle  of  the  day.  About  twenty  feet 
back  of  these  tent-flys,  a  rope  stretched  along  prevented  the  crowding  up  of 
the  invited  guests,  while  yet  another  rope  at  a  further  distance,  prevented  the 
unduly  familiar  approach  of  the  general  crowd.  Five  poles  held  aloft,  in  full 
view  of  the  majority  of  the  visitors,  large  sheets,  upon  which  were  entered  tke 
names,  and  full  scores,  of  the  several  teams.  The  work  of  bulletining  the  shots 
was  attended  to  by  a  corps  of  young  militiamen,  assistants  for  the  day,  and 
needed  only  more  promptitude  in  posting,  to  make  it  in  eveiy  way  satisfac- 
tory. Such  were  the  the  flring-pomts  as  seen  by  the  crowds,  which  came 
XK>uring  into  the  grounds  from  the  early  forenoon  trains. 

FINAL  ABAAHGEMBNTS. 

A  meeting  of  the  team  Captains  had  been  held  to  arrange  a  few  prelimina- 
ries for  the  contest.  Colonel  Macdonald,  of  the  Scotch  team;  Major  Leech, 
of  the  Irish;  Major  B^ilton,  of  the  American;  Major  O'Reilly,  of  the  Canadian; 
and  Aug.  Morris,  of  the  Australians,  attended.  Gleneral  Shaler  and  Colonel 
Mitchell  were  chosen  referees,  and  they  in  turn  fixed  upon  General  Jos.  R. 
Hawley  as  the  umpire,  to  whose  final  decision  all  matters  were  to  be  left  in 
case  of  any  dispute.  Another  duty  of  the  Captains  was  to  draw  for  targets. 
There  were  on  the  range,  in  working  trim,  eleven  long  range  targets.  These  were 
distinguished  one  from  the  other  by  great  letters  above  them,  the  letters  beinff 
formed  by  placing  fence  rails,  or  pl£ik,  paint  white,  upon  the  sloping  bank 
above  and  behind  the  target.  Off  to  the  extreme  left  was  the  target  H,  unoc- 
cupied;then  in  order,  targets,  K.,  W.,  A.,  X.,  I.,  II.,  III.,  IV.,  V.,  VI.— in  all 
ten  targets  set  apart  for  the  contestants.  These  were  drawn  for,  in  couples,  by 
the  Captains,  the  disposition  being  as  follows:

Americans.  Canadians.  Irish.  Australians.  Scotch. 

It  was  an  "American  day,"  aU  agreed,  and  the  Scotsmen  grumbled  with 
more  than  usual  zest  at  the  ill-luck  which  had  robbed  them  of  the  blustering 
day  they  had  prayed  for.  The  faint  brush  of  wind  on  the  river  was  lost  as  the 
trun  turned  inland,  and  at  9:80,  when  the  Australians,  Scots,  and  Canadians 
came  upon  the  field,  there  was  absolutely  not  a  breath  of  air  stirring.  There 
were  fiags  from  end  to  end  of  the  range  of  all  sorts,  sizes,  and  materia^  but  each 
and  every  one  hung  close  and  dead  to  its  pole.  By  10:80  the  sun  had  sent  out 
its  rays,  makine  the  range  uncomfortablyhot.  At  each  firing-point  an  official 
scorer  was  stationed,  experienced  men  who  could  be  reli^  on,  with  eood 

glasses  through  which  they  could  at  once  distinguish  the  colon  of  the  ma&ing 
isks.    In  the  butts  were  other  trusted  experts,  whose  decision  on  the  matter 
of  line  shots  could  be  depended  on. 

THE  ICATCH. 

The  shootingof  the  men  and  their  order  of  shooting  were  as  follows: 

On  target  K  Fulton  led,  followed  by  Bodine,  Glldersleeve,  and  Rathbone. 
The  score  keeper  here  was  Sergeant  Holland,  of  the  Seventh  Regiment 

On  target  W,  Americans,  the  order  was  Dakin,  Farwell,  Weber,  and  Allen, 
with  Captain  Coleman  as  scorer. 

Major  Jewell  scored  on  target  A  of  the  Canadians,  the  firing  being  in  order 
by  Mason,  Gibson,  Cotton,  and  Disher. 

Target  X  had  Sergeant  McQlensey  as  a  scorer,  with  Cruit,  Bell,  Adam,  and 
Murison  as  marksmen.  On  the  first  Irish  target  Mr.  C.  E.  Overbaugh  scored, 
the  shooters  being  Rigby,  Johnson,  Joynt,  and  Dyas.  On  target  II. .  also  Irish, 
C.  Dusenbery,  Jr.,  of  honkers,  scored.  Ward,  Fenton,  Gofl.  and  Millner  shoot- 
ing. Attari^t  III.,  set  apart  for  the  Australians,  Captain  A.  Andenon  scored, 
and  Lypch,  I>raper,  Sleep,  and  Slade  shot  in  order.  On  the  adjoining  target 
0.  E.  Blydenburgh  scored,  with  Gee,  King,  WardiU,  and  Smith  shooting. 

The  first  Scottish  target,  V.,  had  lAeut.  Leon  Backer,  of  the  Twenty-second, 
as  a  scorer,  and  Boyd,  Rae,  Thorbum,  and  Clark  as  shooten,  and  on  the 
extreme  target  to  the  right  L.  Geiger,  of  Hudson,  scored,  Whitelaw,  McVittie, 
Fraser,  and  Mitchell  shooting.    Such  was  the  order  of  work  throughout  the 
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day  on  tlie  part  of  the  men,  the  scoren  being  in  some  cases  changed  about 
between  ranges. 

END  OF  THE  8H0BT  RAKOB  W0B1L 

The  Australians  were  the  first  to  finish  their  work  at  this  ran^e,  dosing  with 
581  points;  next  the  Irish  stopped,  after  the  regular  amount,  with  585  points; 
the  Canadians  a  moment  later  with  521  points;  the  Americans  and  Scotch 
shooting  slowly  and  getting  550  and  585  respectively.  The  great  score  of  the 
Americans  and  the  lead  obtained  created  some  surprise,  but  at  this  earl^  stage 
of  the  match  experienced  observers  did  not  attach  much  importance  to  it.  It 
was  now  1  o'clock,  and  with  the  breaking  up  of  the  firing  a  rush  was  made  for 
the  eating  booths.  The  teams  went  each  to  its  own  tent,  where  a  slight  lunch 
was  served  without  ceremony,  and  at  1 :40  the  cannon  summoned  aU  back  to 
the  opening  of  the  900  yard  range,  the  wind  having  now  shifted  to  the  5th  and 
6th  quarters,  and  the  sun,  if  anything,  shining  down  more  fiercely. 

GETTING  TO  WORK  AGAIN. 

There  was  less  formality  about  getting  to  work  here,  fewer  ground  shots, 
and  a  readiness  to  open  without  reference  to  the  acts  of  neighbors.  The  fig^t 
was  getting  down  to  dead  earnest,  the  Americans  going  in  to  hold  their  lead 
and  the  Irish  and  Scotch  to  break  it  down.  The  shooting  at  the  900  yard  range 
was  done  at  greater  speed  than  the  800  yard  work,  and  with  worse  results, 
thought  not  worse,  perhaps,  than  the  increased  difficulty  of  the  range  would 
demand. 

THE  SHOOTING  DETEBI0RATE8. 

There  was  no  repetition  of  the  brilliant  score  of  15  consecutive  bull's-eyes, 
as  made  by  Johnson,  of  the  Irish,  at  800  yards,  the  highest  total  being  by 
McYittie,  of  the  Scotch,  71  in  the  possible  75.  One  miss  In  the  Australian,  4 
in  the  Canadian,  8  in  the  American,  2  in  the  Irish  and  2  in  the  Scottish  tells  in 
brief  the  story  of  what  was  done  at  the  900  yards;  12  misses  against  8  at  800 
shows  that  the  wind  was  getting  ugly,  and  such  was  the  fact.  It  was  not  great 
in  force,  but  the  charges  were  sudden  and  sweei)ing. 

One  or  two  slight  pauses  for  the  close  inspection  by  those  to  the  butts  were 
made,  but  in  other  respects  all  went  on  smoothly,  disk  following  shot  with 
almost  unbroken  regularity,  and  at  the  close  of  firing  about  8  o'clo^  a  double- 
quick  retreat  to  the  1,000  yard  points  was  made  by  the  crowd.  When  tiie 
results  were  posted  by  distances,  the  showing  of  528  for  the  Irish,  against  518 
for  the  Amencan,  brought  out  a  strong  cheer  from  the  throats  of  a  company 
of  Irish-Americans  present,  but  the  Americans  still  held  the  vnntage  grouna, 
and  their  lead,  though  now  small,  was  better  than  a  stem  chase. 

THE  LAST  TRIAL. 

At  the  opening  of  the  1,000  yard  range  the  firing  began,  about  8  o^clock, 
with  a  short  intermission. 

With  such  fine  scoring  as  MitchelFs  78  in  76  at  1,000  yards,  and  but  2  misses 
in  the  range,  it  did  not  take  long  to  show  that  the  Scots  were  leaving  the 
Americans,  where  such  a  steady  shot  as  FarweU  had  2  misses,  Allen  1,  and 
Gildersleeve  and  Bodine  in  the  same  mess.  Fulton  redeemed  himself  some- 
what with  70.  In  the  Irish  squad  4  misses  did  great  damage.  But  the  Austra- 
lians and  Canadians,  with  6  misses  each,  seemed  striving  for  last  place.  It 
was  plain  that  the  men  were  getting  careless  and  inattentive. 

The  Australians  were  through  first,  the  Scots  and  Irish,  as  victor^r  seemed 
nearer  and  nearer  to  their  nasp,  working  slower  and  slower,  dragging  their 
practice  far  out  into  the  twilight,  but  holding  well  into  the  bull's-eye.  The 
scores  were  quickly  posted,  the  totals  as  quickly  told,  and  then  a  shout  louder 
than  ever  broke  out,  while  Colonel  MacDonald  had  hundreds  of  hands  thrust 
at  him  for  a  congratulatory  shake,  the  delighted  old  rifleman  doing  his  best 
amid  smiles  to  tell  his  well-wishers  that  the  match  was  not  over  yet.  The 
American  team  looked  on  without-  much  concern.  Colonel  Bodine  sndled 
passively  and  remarked  that  in  his  opinion  the  match  was  yet  to  come  off,  and 
cast  his  eye  skyward  to  form  a  prognostication  of  the  morrow's  weather.  In 
half  an  hour  the  thousands  had  packed  themselves  away  in  the  Long  Island 
Railroad  conveyances,  and  were  slowly  bowling  to  the  city,  while  along  the 
roads  in  various  directions  rode  carryalls,  filled  to  the  brim  with  merry, 
laughing,  singing  groups  of  coimtry  girls,  who  had  enjoyed  a  holiday,  seen  a 
crowd,  and  were  homeward  bound,  regardless  of  the  results  of  the  day.

AMERICA  WINS. 

CONCLUSION  OF  THE  CENTENNIAL  INTERNATIONAL  RITLE 

MATCH. 

*'  (HA  BeUable'^  in  I^nt.—  Uhited  States   Victorious  by  Tuieniyiwo  P&irUs.— 
Ireland  Second,  ScoUand  Thirds  AustraUa  Fburth,  Canada  I\fth. 

The  Centennial  International  Rifle  Trophy  remains  with  ns.  America  is  the 
victor.  With  fine  weather,  in  the  presence  of  large  crowds,  with  a  fair  field 
and  no  favor,  the  American  riflemen  have  won  the  shield  from  Ireland, 
Australia,  Scotland,  and  Canada.  The  result  of  the  first  day*s  shooting  left 
the  question  of  their  ability  to  win  it  in  some  doubt.  Yesterday  they  solved 
that  problem  to  the  satisfaction  of  aU  concerned.  The  vanquished  bore  their 
defeat  like  men  who  knew  what  it  is  to  meet  foemen  worthy  of  their  steel. 
The  Irish,  who  came  next  to  the  victors,  seemed  particularly  pleased,  since 
they  did  not  win,  to  stand  where  they  do.  The  shooting  of  all  is  deservmg  of 
the  highest  commendation.  It  averages  remarkably  hieh.  America's  grand 
total  &ot8  up  8,126,  the  Irish  made  3,104,  the  Scottish  8,063,  the  Australians 
3,062,  and  the  Canadians  2,928.  Such,  in  brief,  is  the  result.  Fuller  details 
are  given  below. 

THB  SHOOTING. 

Yesterday's  shooting  at  Creedmoor  must  be  regarded  as  the  finest  that  has 
ever  been  displayed  on  any  rifle  range  in  the  world.  The  scores  have  so  far 
surpassed  all  our  preconceived  notions  of  shooting,  that  the  match  at  which 
they  have  been  made  will  in  future  be  regarded  as  fixine  the  date  of  the  begin- 
ning  of  a  period  in  the  history  of  marksmanship  which  is  destined  to  bnng 
that  art  to  the  highest  degree  of  perfection. 

At  fifty  minutes  past  ten  the  firing  commenced  at  800  yards  with  a  shot  from 
Fulton,  of  the  American  team,  for  which  he  got  an  inner.  His  example  was 
speedily  followed  by  all  the  teams  except  the  Irish,  which  did  not  begin  work 
until  after  11  A.M. 

The  failure  of  all  the  teams  to  score  a  greater  number  of  bull's-eyes  in  the 
opening  rounds  can  only  be  accounted  for  by  the  difficulty  experienced  in 
getting  at  the  proper  wind  allowance,  which  was  almost  in  every  instance 
underestimated,  and  consequently  hits  to  the  left  and  high  followed. 

A  glance  along  the  line  about  the  middle  stage  of  the  firing  at  the  800  yards 
range,  showed  a  favorable  turn  of  the  shooting  for  the  American,  Australian, 
ana  Scottish  teams,  Gee  and  Slade  keeping  up  the  credit  of  the  visitors  from 
the  Antipodes,  and  Thorbum  and  Frazer  that  of  the  Scotchmen.  The  shooting 
of  the  Americans  was  regular  and  exceedingly  steady. 

From  the  middle  to  Uie  end  of  the  scores  at  this  first  range  the  teams 
improved,  the  Americans  finishing  handsomely  with  a  string  of  bull's-eyes, 
which,  however,  was  marred  bv  unaccountable  misses  by  Rathbone  and  AUen. 
The  Australians  and  Irish  finisned  well  at  this  range,  the  Canadians  poorly, 
and  the  Scotch  by  a  full  string  of  bull's-eyes  for  the  final  round.  Aggregates 
of  the  team  scores  showed  that  at  800  yards  the  Scotch  and  Americans  tied 
with  525  each,  while  the  Australians  were  only  three  points  behind,  being  522, 
the  Irish  502,  and  the  Canadians  far  behind  at  492. 

NINE  HUNDBED  TABD8. 

With  the  foregoing  opening  of  the  day's  battle  the  teams  retired  to  the 
second  distance,  and  soon  began  firing.  At  this  distance  the  Scottish  team, 
which  had  been  ahead  by  several  points,  began  to  show  signs  of  weakness. 
Experienced  riflemen,  who  are  famuiar  with  Uie  changing  features  of  contests 
like  this,  pronounced  the  opinion  that  the  crisis  of  Uie  match  had  arrived,  and 
that,  unless  the  Scotchmen  *'  picked  up  "  rapidly,  the  Americans  were  certain  to 
win.  This  prophetic  opinion  was  fully  borne  out  by  subsequent  events.  The 
close  of  the  firing  revealed  that  the  Americans  were  ahead  with  an  aggregate 
for  the  two  ranges  of  1,040,  the  Australian  1,016,  the  Irish  and  Scotch  987 
each,  and  the  Canadians  957.  The  excitement  over  the  match  now  became 
intense,  and  visibly  affected  the  contestants  themselves.  The  Americana 
seemed  to  grow  momentarily  more  conscious  of  their  powers,  the  Irish  and 
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AustTalians  redoubled  their  efforts,  and  even  the  Ganadianfi,  though  far  behind, 
struggled  along  bravel  v  ;  but  the  Scotch  team  became  demoralized  by  their 
want  of  fortune  at  the  last  ranffe,  and  fell  away  vezy  fast. 

To  watch  the  targets  during  the  firing  at  the  1,000  yards  ranee,  one 
would  suppose  that  nothing  but  buirs^ves  were  being  made,  so  rapidly  did 
the  white  disks  show  along  the  whole  line.  The  Americans,  although  they 
fired  quickly,  made  a  splendid  score  ;  so  also  did  the  Australians,  but  the  Irish 
surpassed  themselves  and  rapidly  ^ined  on  the  American  Team. 

The  evening  shadows  were  rapidly  falling  on  the  range,  and  it  became  im- 
portant to  finish  the  match  as  soon  as  possible.  Even  though  hurried,  the  men 
of  the  Irish  and  American  Teams  planted  shot  after  shot  in  the  buira-eye, 
causing  bursts  of  cheering  from  the  assembled  multitude  after  every  signal 
from  the  butts.  The  battle  is  won.  America  is  the  winner,  after  the  grandert 
contest  that  has  ever  been  waged.  Ireland  comes  next;  then  Scotland  and 
Australia,  with  Canada  far  behind. 

ON  THB  WAT  TO  ORKBDMOOR. 

The  first  train  for  Creedmoor  left  Hunter's  Point  at  thirty-two  minutes 
past  seven  o'clock.  Long  before  that  time  the  depot  was  crowded  with  pas- 
sengers who  intended  to  be  present  at  the  shoot,  and  who  of  course  conung, 
as  most  of  them  did,  from  various  quarters  of  the  city  far  away  from  Thirty- 
fourth  street,  had  to  get  up  bright  and  very  early  in  order  to  be  on  time. 
Thirteen  trains  left  the  depot  up  to  a  quarter  to  tve,  and  every  one  of  them 
was  crowded  to  repletion. 

SCENES  AND  INCIDENTS. 

The  scenes  at  Creedmoor  yesterday  were  of  a  peculiarly  pleasing  and  pict- 
uresque character,  and  the  mterest  of  the  observers  never  fiagged  Siroughout 
the  oay.  The  attendance  was  larger  than  on  the  first  day  of  the  match,  a 
stifler  breeze  fluttered  the  myriad  flails  that  floated  over  the  tents,  the  carriages 
were  more  numerous,  there  was  a  fuller  representation  of  the  fair  sex,  and 
the  fleeting  shadows  of  clouds  that  occasionally  dimmed  the  sky  to  the  woiri- 
ment  of  the  exacting  marksmen,  chased  each  other  over  the  broad  field 
between  streaks  of  sunlight  with  pleasing  effect  to  the  eye  of  the  general 
observer. 

One  not  within  earshot  of  the  different  firing-points  at  the  three  ranges 
yesterday,  could  not  well  imagine  the  effect  produced  by  the  repeated  utter- 
ance of  that  one  welcome  sound,  **  Bull's-eye  I "  by  a  thousand  voices  in  con- 
cert, occasionally  followed  by  $  universal  '*  A-a-a-h !"  But  these  were  the 
standard  exclamations  at  Creedmoor,  the  former  of  which  came  with  unerring 
certainty  after  every  exhibition  of  the  white  disk  at  the  butts,  especially 
toward  the  finish  of  the  match.  The  sound  came  in  all  sorts  of  voices,  break- 
ing simultaneously  from  the  lips  of  thousands,  as  if  some  skillful  leader  had 
been  at  no  little  pains  to  train  them,  under  penalty  for  disobedience,  to  utter 
firmly  and  cheerfully  that  familiar  sound,  **  Bull's-eye."  They  commenced  in 
the  morning  to  say  '*  Bull's-eye;"  they  went  to  devour  .theur  luncheon  in  a 
hasty  and  uncomfortable  fashion,  when  they  might  have  taken  their  ease  at  it 
if  they  had  not  been  in  such  a  hurry  to  get  back  to  their  places  to  cry  * 'Bull's- 
eye."  After  finishing  at  900  yards,  they  moved  promptly  to  the  longest  rang^ 
to  secure  a  favorable  position  to  see  the  target  and  croak  *'  Bull's-eye,"  until 
the  shades  of  night  fell  and  their  monotonous  and  unnecessary  oMervation 
was  changed  into  a  cheer  for  the  victors,  and  cheer  after  cheer  for  their 
guests. 

Beyond  the  utterances  already  alluded  to,  and  an  occasional  request  from 
those  whose  view  was  obstructed  by  more  fortunate  ones  in  fi^nt,  to  "sit 
down  in  front,"  expressed  rather  in  tones  of  command  than  supplication,  to 
'*  shoot  that  white  hat,"  or  **  take  down  that  umbrella,"  little  else  was  said. 
Mingled,  of  course,  with  these  sounds  were  the  quick,  sharp  rifie  cracks,  and 
the  prolonged  '*ping"  of  the  bullet  speeding  through  the  air  on  its  way  to  the 
target.  But  if  there  was  little  variety  for  the  ear,  the  eye  was  pleasea  which 
ever  way  it  turned.  Here  were  groups  of  marksmen  in  their  **  natty  "  shoot- 
ing dress,  now  resting  under  their  shelter  tents  awaiting  the  order  to  fire;  now 
watching  the  force  and  direction  of  the  wind,  calculating  the  atmospheric 
pressure,  or  rolling  up  their  scores  in  a  way  that  suggested  an  agreeable  mix- 
ture of  business  with  pleasure.  These  were  fronted  by  the  targets  and  backed 
by  several  hundred  square  yards  of  observant  humanity,  always  read^  to  say 
*^Bull'B-eye,"  whenever  chance  and  the  white  disk  offered  an  opportunity. 
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In  a  guarded  space  at  the  back  of  the  firing-point,  a  number  of  ladies  sat  on 
chairs,  and  still  nirther  back,  slightly  in  advance  of  the  foremost  line  of  ob- 
servers, sat  a  row  of  ladies  on  the  green  sward,  in  easy,  picnic-like  and  pict- 
uresque attitudes.  A  number  of  horsemen,  accompanied  by  their  ladies,  all 
well  mounted  and  suegestine  English  rather  than  American  country  style, 
ealloped  about  the  fieloT  whicm  it  mav  be  said  is  large  enough  to  afford  space 
for  a  good  gallop  while  holding  50,000  people.  Then  there  were  a  number  of 
quiet,  substantifd  folk,  who  h&  the  fanoilv  carria^  for  a  gallery  from  which 
to  view  the  shooting,  with  a  plethoric  basket  to  visit  in  the  afternoon.  Many 
of  these,  having  telescopes,  had  an  excellent  opportunity  of  seeing  the 
shooting. 

There  was  little  excitement  yesterday  until  toward  the  finish.  The  admirers- 
of  the  American  Team  had  a  quiet  way  of  expressing  their  gratification  when 
they  found  that  those  upon  whose  aim  the  national  ciedit  was  staked,  had  not 
fallen  behind  the  Scotch  at  800  yards. 

IN  THE  VICTOBS*  TEST. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  match  all  the  contesting  teams  were  invited  to  the 
American  tent  to  drink  a  fflass  of  wine  with  the  victors,  and  thither  they  re- 
paired. After  taking  a  drink  the  several  captains,  in  response  to  loud  calls 
firom  the  crowd,  nuide  very  brief  addresses,  most  of  them  alluding  to  the 
pleasure  they  had  experienced  daring  their  sojourn  in  America,  and  express- 
ing a  strong  hope  that  they  might  have  an  early  opportunity  of  again  availing 
themselves  of  America's  hospitality. 

HOME  AOAIF. 

When  the  last  shot  was  fired,  a  wild  yell  went  up  from  10,000  throats,  and 
the  solid  phalanxes  formed  in  front  of  the  several  score  boards  began  to  scat- 
ter. The  tide  set  in  in  the  direction  of  the  American  tent,  and  in  a  few  min- 
utes the  air  was  rent  with  "Hip,  hip,  hurrah  I  hurrah  t  hurrah !  Tiger  I  '* 
The  cheerinff  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  American  stand  brought  recruits  to 
to  the  crowoL  from  all  points  of  the  compass,  and  in  a  few  minutes  the  major 
portion  of  the  spectators  were  swelling  Uie  msty  cheers  of  loy  at  the  Ameri- 
can success.  W  hen  the  members  of  the  victorious  team  had.  gone  to  their  tent 
the  crowd,  or  at  least  such  portion  of  it  as  had  not  followed  thither,  took 
time  to  scan  the  official  scores  posted  on  the  bulletin  boards. 

The  iourney  to  New  York  was  made  without  accident,  and  none  who 
attended  the  Autumnal  rifle  match  have  had  cause  to  regret  it,  except  those 
who  bet  on  the  wrong  team.

THE     GREAT     RIFLE     MATCH. 

WON  BY  THE  AMERICAN  TEAM. 

Tke  OerUMmcU  Trophy  to  remain  in  tMs  €huntry,-~The   Contest   Won  by 
"  TtJoenty-tiDo  P&inU,  the  Irish  coming  in  Second,  and  the   Scottish   Team 
Third,  ^Unprecedented  Shooting  by  MUlner,  of  the  Irish  Team.—Fiftem 
BulPs-eyes  made  at  1,000  yards. 

The  great  Centennial  International  Long  Bange  match  was  concluded 
yesterday  at  Creedmoor,  and  resulted  in  a  victory  for  the  American  team,  who 
won  the  contest  by  twenty-two  points,  upon  an  aggregate  score  of  8,126  out 
of  a  Dossible  3,600  points.  The  Irish  team  was  second,  having  scored  8,104  : 
the  Scottish  team  third,  with  a  score  of  8,068 ;  the  Australians  fourth,  with 
8,062  ;  and  the  Canadians  last,  with  the  score  of  2,928.  At  the  close  of  the 
first  day's  competition,  on  Wednesday,  the  American  team  was  third  on  the 
list,  bemg  nine  points  behind  the  Scottish  team,  and  five  points  behind  the 
Irish  team.    Under  these  conditions  the  match  commenced  yesterday. 

Some  remarlcably  good  individual  scores  were  made,  among  them  being  that 
of  Mr.  Millner,  of  the  Irish  team,  who  made  a  clean  score  of  75  out  of  a  ik)s- 
10  ^ 
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sible  75  points,  at  1,000  yards  dlBtanoe.  Mr.  Rathbone,  who  had  been  looked 
upoD  as  the  weakest  member  of  the  American  team,  led  his  comrades  with 
the  score  of  308,  maldng  72  at  900  yards.  The  highest  individual  score  in  the 
Irish  team  yesterday  was  199,  which  was  made  by  Lieut.  Fenton  :  Thorbum 
made  196,  the  leading  score  in  the  Scottish  team,  and  also  reconlea  78  at  800 
yards ;  while  Mr.  Slade,  of  the  Australians,  accomplished  the  highest  score  of 
any  recorded  in  the  several  teams,  leading  his  team  with  205. 

it  was  a  splendid  day  for  shpoting,  as  bright  and  clear  as  need  be,  but  with 
a  strong  wind  blowing  slantingly  across  the  range,  strong  enough  for  the 
Scotch,  and  strong  enouffh  for  the  Irish,  but  not  favoring  the  diances  of  those 
marksmen  who  are  popularly  supposed  to  like  wind  best  There  was  a  new 
distribution  of  targets  yesterday  morning,  which  resulted  in  the  Americans 
going  from  one  side  of  the  range  to  the  other,  and  therefore  oocupyinr  the 
place  which  the  Scotch  had  held  on  the  preceding  day.  To  the  Irish  feu  fhe 
place  on  the  eastern  side,  which  the  Americans  had  occupied  in  the  earlier  part 
of  the  competition,  while  the  Scotch  drew  the  middle  targets,  at  which  the 
Irish  had  previously  shot.  Their  positions  were,  reckoning  from  west  to  east, 
Irish,  targets  E  and  W  ;  Australians,  A  and  X  ;  Scotch,  1  and  2 ;  Canadians, 
8  and  4  ;  Americans,  5  and  6. 

When  the  shootine  at  800  yards  was  begun  there  was  a  brisk  breeze  from 
south-south-east,  and  although  there  were  some  clouds  in  the  morning  sky, 
there  was  promise  of  plenty  of  sunshine.  There  was  a  pretty  laige  crowd  on 
the  range,  even  at  this  early  stage,  but  it  was  not  untU  the  later  trains  came 
down  from  the  city  that  the  crowd  swelled  to  large  proportions.  It  was  said 
in  the  morning  that  the  battle  lay  between  the  Americans,  Scotch,  and  Irish, 
for  the  others  had  made  so  much  "  leeway,"  so  to  speak,  that  they  were 
deemed  to  be  practically  out  of  the  contest.  The  keen  contest  between  the 
Scotch  and  Americans  went  on  from  the  beginning.  The  Irish,  however,  who 
were  deemed  to  stand  as  well  as  any,  were  falling  off  wofully. 

All  the  time  a  stubborn  battle  had  been  going  on  between  the  Scotch  and 
Americans,  and  when  the  scores  were  made  up  it  was  found  that  they  had 
tied  at  525,  thus  leaving  the  Scotch  the  advantage  of  9  points  with  which  they 
had  started  in  the  morning.  "Now,"  said  everyone,  'Mt  is  between  the 
Scotch  and  Americans,"  for  the  Irish  were  deemed  to  be  in  a  bad  plight,  and 
perliaps  if  there  was  any  preponderance  of  opinion  on  the  subject,  it  leaned 
to  the  side  of  the  determined  Scotsmen. 

Under  such  circamstances  the  battle  was  renewed  at  900  yards,  and  here 
came  Uie  great  change.  The  Irish  went  from  bad  to  worse,  and,  although 
Dyas  and  others  of  the  team  were  doing  good  service  on  E  target,  their  united 
efforts  could  only  reach  the  aggregate  of  485.  The  Australian  score  showed 
494,  a  clear  gain  on  the  Irish  ;  the  Canadians  were  465,  and  the  Americans 
showed  the  top  score  of  518.  The  Scotch  had,  however,  in  the  parlance  which 
best  describes  such  an  undesirable  condition,  *' gone  to  pieces,"  t^dr  score 
falling  to  462. 

When  the  teams  came  to  the  firing-points  at  1,000  yards,  the  aggr^te 
scores  of  the  teams  stood  as  follows  :  Americans.  2,617 ;  Scotch,  2,573  ;  Irish, 
2,569  ;  Australians,  2,561  ;  Canadians  2,447.  The  Americans  were  then  44 
points  ahead  of  the  Scotch,  the  Scotch  4  points  ahead  of  the  Irish,  the  Irish 
8  points  ahead  of  the  Australians,  and  the  Australians  114  points  ahead  of  the 
Canadians.    Under  these  conditions  came  '*  the  beginning  of  the  end." 

It  was  a  weary,  up-hill  fight  for  that  last  range,  and  gulantly  sustained,  but 
the  Americans  were  too  true  to  themselves  and  to  the  cause  which  they  cham- 
pioned to  show  signs  of  breaking  up  now.  At  1,000  yards  the  American  team 
made  509,  exactly  the  same  score  as  the  one  recorded  by  them  on  the  previous 
day,  while  the  Irish  increased  their  score  to  585,  the  Australians  to  501,  and 
the  Canadians  to  476.  The  Scottish  team  made  a  feeble  raUy,  and  wound  up 
with  the  score  of  490. 

In  this  way  was  the  great  International  battle  lost  and  won.  The  announce- 
ment of  the  victory  was,  as  it  deserved  to  be,  received  with  no  doubtful 
applause,  but  there  was  at  the  same  time  a  hearty  feeling  of  good-will,  and 
some  full-toned  cheers  as  well,  for  the  vanquished.  The  matdi  was  hardly 
over  when  the  visiting  teams  were  invited  to  the  American  tent,  in  front  of 
which  there  were  handsome  interchanges  of  courtesies.  The  people  gathered* 
around  and  applauded  to  the  echo. 

First  of  all.  Major  Fulton  complimented  the  foreign  teaips  on  having  com- 
pelled the  Americans  to  make  a' score  for  which  there  is  no  parallel  in  rifle- 
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shootinff.  Major  Leech,  Captain  of  the  Irish,  was  then  presented,  and  said 
some  pleasant  things  in  his  pleasant  fashion.  Captain  McDonald,  of  ti^e 
Scotch,  was  straightforward  and  to  the  point.  He  wished  his  own  team  to 
win,  and  the  Irish  to  be  second;  but  it  appeared  that  he  could  have  only  half 
Jus  desire — and  all  the  Captains  had  something  to  say  for  themselves,  and  for 
their  teams  and  for  the  Americans.  Evervbody  cheered  for  everybody  else, 
and  Major  Leech  insisted  that  there  should  be  a  special  cheer  for  the  Ameri- 
cans, in  which  only  those  who  were  Irish  should  exercise  themselves.  The 
demand  was  promptly  obeyed  and  vigorously. 

SCENES  AND  INCIDENTS. 

Yesterday  when  the  signal  gun  was  fired  and  the  teams  took  up  their  posi- 
tions at  the  800  yards  range,  &e  chief  interest  was  centred  in  the  Scotch  and 
American  Teams.  It  was  regarded  by  the  crowds  which  lined  the  ropes,  be- 
yond which  only  those  provided  with  a  red  badge  could  come,  as  a  race  from 
the  start.  Every  shot  was  applauded.  The  cheers  from  the  crowd  assembled 
near  the  Scotch  Team  announcing  a  particularly  brilliant  shot,  would  hardlv 
have  died  away  when  a  bull*s-eye  on  the  Amencan  target  would  bring  back 
an  answering  shout  of  triumph. 

When  the  tents  of  the  various  teams  were  lowered  and  moved  bacli:  to  the 
900  ycurds  range,  the  great  struggle  for  position  took  place  among  the  lookers- 
on  just  back  of  the  places  assigned  to  the  Scotch  and  Americans.  The  work 
of  moving  from  one  range  to  another,  if  performed  less  skillfully  than  it  was, 
would  consume  the  ereater  part  of  the  day.  Looking  at  the  men  firing  at  t^e 
first  range,  one  could  scarcely  believe  that  ten  minutes  after  the  last  shot  is 
fired,  not  only  the  whole  paraphernalia  of  tents,  telescopes,  etc.,  is  moved 
back  to  the  next  range,  but  the  ten  thousand  people  stationed  within  a  few 
feet  of  the  teams  are  persuaded  to  beat  an  orderly  retreat,  and  take  up  the  best 
positions  thev  can  to  witness  the  next  contest. 

One  must  hear  8,000  people  (which  was  about  the  number  collected  round 
the  American  firing-points)  brimful  of  enthusiasm,  cheer  with  all  their  might, 
and  one  must  see  them  hug  one  another  and  throw  up  their  hats,  before  he  can 
form  any  conception  of  the  scene  which  followed  the  announcement  of  the 
victory  of  the  American  Team.  About  this  time  all  the  teams  but  the  Scotch 
had  finished  firing,  and  the  cheering  was  general  all  along  the  line  of  the  firing- 
points.  The  long  black  line  of  people,  extending  along  the  left  side  of  the 
range  almost  down  to  the  butts,  notified  of  the  close  of  the  contest  bv  the 
shouts  of  those  at  the  upper  part  of  the  range,  began  to  move  up  to  the  firing- 
points.  Soon  all  was  confusion  and  enthusiasm.  Lines  were  broken  down, 
and  the  people  invaded  the  'i>laces  that  all  day  had  been  occupied  only  by  the 
teams.  The  victors  were  cheered  again  and  again,  as  were  also  the  gentlemen 
of  the  other  teams.

For  the  third  time,  when  pitted  against  the  picked  shots  of  Great  Britain  in 
International  contest,  the  American  riflemen  have  proven  their  ability  to  more 
than  cope  with  their  rivals,  and  the  dramatic  close  of  the  two-day  match  at 
Creedmoor  yesterday  in  the  presence  of  a  great  crowd,  save  opportunity  for 
another  scream  to  the  Amencan  bird.  Riffht  heartily  did  the  iunericans  there 
assembled  yell  and  cheer  in  enthusiastic  delight  at  the  termination  of  the  battle 
with  the  laurels  on  their  side. 

Compared  with  previous  competitions  of  a  similar  sort,  the  match  lacked  not 
a  single  item  of  interest  or  importance.  There  were  the  same  glorious  days  of 
balmy  summer  weather,  as  favored  the  previous  matches  at  Dollymount  and 
Creedmoor,  a  trifle  hot  perhaps,  but  Just  the  sort  of  a  day  to  draw  out  a  great 
company  of  picnicers  and  excursionists.      There  was  no  walk-over  for  any  of 
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the  team-men,  and  up  to  the  firing  and  siniallhig  of  the  final  shot,  it  would 
have  been  an  open  question  as  to  the  poesiUe  victory  of  any  of  the  teams. 

The  pressure  was  no  small  thing  to  be  placed  upon  a  marksman,  and  the 
strain  upon  the  nerves  in  fighting  through  a  two  days*  bout,  was  something  of 
which  the  inexperienced  can  form  but  little  idea.  Where  the  variation  of  a 
hundredth  of  an  inch  measures  the  difference  between  victory  and  defeat  it 
needs  nerves  of  no  common  tension  and  training  to  hold  true  and  unwavering 
when  the  shouts  of  thousands  follow  each  and  every  shot.  Besides  being  the 
perfectly  temi)ered  machine,  which  every  successful  rifleman  must  be,  he  most 
be  thoroughly  posted  as  well  not  only  on  a  thousand  minor  details  which  anv 
person  can  master,  but  must  possess  in  addition  an  experience  which  wiu 
enable  him  to  read  the  wind  at  any  moment  without  brntk  or  blunder.  All 
these  qualifications  did  the  minority  of  the  experts  possess,  who  for  two  days 
past  lulve  held  the  attention  of  the  country,  brides  calling  out  a  vast  amount 
of  interest  in  other  lands  from  which  deletions  and  teams  have  been  sent 

Early  in  the  mominff  a  meeting  of  the  team  captains  was  held  for  the  re- 
drawing of  places  and  targets.  It  was  considered  fair  that  the  deal  of  the 
previous  day  should  not  hold,  and  if  any  differences  existed  in  the  shooting 
points,  that  all  should  have  the  opportunity  of  discovering  the  best.  The 
targets,  etc.,  were  lettered  and  arranged  as  the  day  before,  and  after  drawing 
it  was  found  that  compared  with  the  first  day  the  disposition  was:

OFEZaNG  THB  WOBX. 

There  was  not  a  tithe  of  the  ground-blowing  or  gun-warming  of  the  first 
day;  the  men  shook  down  to  their  work  without  any  extra  ceremony.  The 
first  cannon  sounded  at  10:45,  and  at  11  o^clock  sharp  the  second  sounded  a 
start.  At  this  time  all  the  teams  were  in  position,  exceptmg  the  Irish,  who  were 
a  bit  late,  but  soon  caught  up  with  the  other  team  men.  The  order  of  shoot- 
ing in  the  several  squaouB  was  the  same  as  on  the  first  day,  the  same  leaders 
and  end  men  going  regularly  through  the  practice.  There  was  the  greatest 
smoothness  of  action  all  alone  the  fine  at  the  firing-points,  but  at  the  targets 
the  spotters  in  the  butts  seemed  over  critical,  and  again  and  again  came  out  to 
narrowly  inspect  the  target  faces. 

HOW  THBT  GOT  TO  WOBX. 

The  Scotch  went  to  work  carefully,  bating  not  a  whit  of  care  because  of  the 
slight  lead  they  were  enjoying  from  the  work  of  the  day  before.  On  the  Irish 
targets  not  a  miss  was  recorded,  but  bull's-eyes  were  almost  as  scarce.  The 
Canadians  fired  in  a  very  promiscuous  style,  and,  though  havine  but  one 
downright  miss,  the  number  of  straying  shots  was  very  laree.  The  Americans 
made  the  greatest  number  of  misses  of  any  one  teauL  The  Australians  were 
evidently  making  a  struggle  for  place  in  the  field. 

The  finish  of  Sie  800  yards*  stage  was  reached  about  12:45  o'clock,  and  all 
retired  to  wonder  at  the  luck  which  kept  the  Scotch  and  American  tie  at  800 
yards,  and  consequently  in  the  precise  relation  to  each  other  as  on  the  evening 
before;  and  also  to  wonder  at  the  ill-luck  of  the  Irish  riflemen,  throwing  tl^em 
back  nearly  to  the  level  of  the  Australians,  who,  in  turn,  were  encouraged  to 
think  that  by  a  little  extra  effort  they  might  yet  get  the  second  place  they  so 
much  coveted. 

THB  TBANSFOBUATION  6GBNB. 

The  hard  work  and  drudgeiy  of  the  match  had  been  passed,  and  now  the 
dramatic  effect  was  about  to  begin.  The  transformation  scene  was  at  hand, 
showing  a  smiling  Jonathan,  a  decidedly  crumpled  and  bewildered  Sandy,  and 
the  ever  jubilant  Hibernian.  Pending  the  shifting,  a  very  short  lunch  was 
taken,  and  at  1 :15  the  second  cannon  called  all  back  to  the  firing-point  for  the 
last  grand  struggle.  The  wind  held  its  own,  still  blowing  from  the  fifth  quar- 
ter, but  the  sun  was  shining  brighter,  no  doubt  dazzling  the  Scotch  lads  great!? 
with  their  improtected  Goodwm  bars  for  front  sights.    The  Canadians  were 
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jogging  on  in  quiet  mediocrity,  the  Scots  were  going  down  hill  fast,  while  the 
Americans,  Iiish,  and  Australians  were  fighting  hard  for  the  fore.  The 
announcement  of  the  result  was  generally  diso^ditid;  to  make  a  gross  majority 
of  fifty-three  points  in  one  range  was  too  good  or  too  bad,  as  viewed  from 
American  or  Scotch  standpoints,  to  be  true. 

A  F0BB0019E  CONCLUSION. 

The  general  public  accepted  the  conclusion  at  once  that  the  Americans  were 
the  victors,  but  there  was  a  range  vet  to  be  fought  over,  and  none  know  better 
than  old  riflemen  how  easily  a  roll  of  misses  can  reverse  a  majority.  Nothing 
succeeds  like  success,  and  nothing  collects  a  lead  so  well  as  an  excellent  start. 
The  Americans  showed  a  clean  pair  of  heels  to  their  guests,  whose  previous 
majority  had  been  swept  away  like  thistledown,  until  at  the  end  of  the  1,000- 
yanis  range  and  of  the  match,  the  Yankees  led  the  Scots  by  full  64  points.  The 
Americans  had  fully  mastered  the  wind,  and  though  the  crowd  cheered  each 
shot  and  each  rising  white  disk,  the  men  rolled  up  the  same  range  total  as  on 
the  preceding  day,  when  all  was  calm. 

*  THB  AlfXBICAN  TBIUMFH. 

A  few  moments  for  footing  up  the  result  and  it  was  formally  announced: 
America,  8,126;  Ireland,  8,104;  Scotland,  8,068^  Australia,  8,062,  and  Canada, 
2,923.  Then  broke  out  the  cheers,  the  multitude  crowding  up  and  yeUing 
with  a  unanimity  and  vigor  calculated  to  rouse  the  blood  of  the  most  apathetic 
observer.  Hats  were  waved,  cheers  were  given  wildly  for  everybody  and 
anybody  on  general  principles,  and  then  all  set  off  for  the  American  team  tent, 
a  short  distance  from  the  gate,  where  under  the  Stars  and  Stripes,  waving 
before  the  tent  door,  the  American  team  were  shouted  for,  and  finally  mount- 
ing a  table  u^  full  view  of  the  multitude,  were  shouted  at  until  the  speech 
making  began.  Major  Fulton  said  on  behalf  of  his  fellows  that  though  the 
American  team  had  won  this  match,  they  had  not  been  i)ermitted  to  do  so 
without  the  most  strenuous  endeavor  and  by  making  the  best  average  shooting 
ever  known. 

THB  SPEECHES. 

Major  Leech  was  up  at  once  and  assured  the  hearers  that  it  had  been  the 

Seatest  rifie  match  yet  fought,  and  the  only  error  he  could  perceive  was  that 
e  Irish  did  not  occupv  first  place.  Colonel  MacDonald,  after  the  cheerine 
had  stopped,  said :  *'  1  wanted  to  be  first.  I  wanted  the  Irish  to  be  seconf 
I  have  only  gotten  half  my  wish,  and  the  worst  half,  too.  (Laughter.)  I  can 
only  say  that  the  exhibition  of  the  scores  will  justify  us  in  oomiuff  here,  but 
one  of  those  extraordinary  breaks  which  will  occur  in  rifie  shooting  have  given 
the  final  victory  to  another.  I  can  say  that  we  have  put  on  recora  the  largest 
score  ever  ma^  in  a  sinele  day  of  forty-five  shots,  and  although  we  are  not 
successful  in  t^ing  off  uie  trophy  and  wresting  it  from  our  American  friends, 
we  can  at  least  cheer  them,  and  now  a  hearty  "three,* "  and  it  was  given,  the 
herculean  Scotch  captain  waving  his  -bonnet  high  in  air  as  ho  led  the  cheers. 
Mr.  Moriss,  for  the  Australians,  protested  against  being  considered  a  foreigner, 
and  expressed  his  thanks  for  courtesies  shown.  Major  O'Reilly,  for  the  Cana- 
dians, said  that  as  his  team  had  scored  the  lowest  it  should  say  the  least,  and 
he  sat  down  with  thanks. 


On  the  evening  of  Friday,  Sept.  15,  General  Jos.  B.  Hawley, 
President  of  the  United  States  Centennial  Commission,  presented, 
at  Gilmore's  Garden,  in  the  presence  of  the  visiting  riflemen  and  of 
an  immense  concourse  ofpeople,  the  Grand  Centennial  Trophy  to 
the  yictorions  American  Team,  in  a  speech  full  of  happy  illusions, 
and  at  the  same  time  announced  the  prize  winners  in  tne  individaal 
contests. 

After  the  result  of  the  principal  match  was  known,  it  was  thought 
proper  that  some  testimonial  should  be  offered  to  the  representatiye 
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riflemen  of  Ireland,  Scotland,  Australia,  and  Canada  in  reoognition 
of  the  important  aid  they  had  rendered  in  making  the  International 
Match  a  success,  and  it  was  resolved  to  procure  gold  decorations  of 
suitable  design  and  present  the  same  to  each  Captain  and  Eight. 
This  was  accordingly  done,  and  as  no  other  prize  besides  the  Trophy 
had  been  prorided.  for,  beyond  the  Diplomas  of  the  Centennial 
Commission  to  the  competitors,  the  receipt  was  particularly  accept- 
able, and  was  most  graciously  acknowledged.

WHAT  IT  WAS  ORGANIZED  FOR,  WHO  COMPOSE 
IT,  WHAT  IT  PROPOSES  TO  DO,  AND  WHAT  IT 
HAS  DONE. 


REASONS  FOR  ITS   ORGANIZATION. 

Although  the  introduction  of  the  rifle  aa  a  military  weapon 
was  owing  to  the  lessons  of  our  Revolution,  and  although  our 
success  in  the  earlier  contests  of  our  history  depended  upon 
the  skill  in  its  use  displayed  by  our  ancestors,  no  recognition 
has  been  given  by  our  citizens  of  the  fact  that  the  change 
which  has  taken  place  in  the  habits  of  the  American  people  is 
rapidly  depriving  them  of  that  personal  skill  in  arms  and 
marksmanship,  which  has  hitherto  formed  one  of  the  greatest 
elements  of  our  national  strength.  This  is  the  more  to  be 
regretted,  as  the  introduction  of  long  range  breexjh-loaders  has 
made  this  skill  of  even  more  importance  at  the  present  time 
than  under  the  ancient  system ;  for  not  only  the  conflict  be- 
tween Prussia  and  Austria,  but  the  more  rec»^nt  French  and 
Prussian  contest,  have  demonstrated  that  the  very  accuracy 
and  rapidity  of  fire  which  renders  these  arms  so  formidable  in 
the  hands  of  trained  marksmen,  simply  results  in  a  waste  of  am- 
munition with  those  unfamiliar  with  their  use,  which  leaves  an 
army  helpless  at  the  decisive  moment  of  battle.  Other  nations, 
recognizing  these  facts,  have  long  since  instituted  a  thorough 


system  of  instruction  in  rifle  practice.  France,  (jrermany, 
Switzerland,  and,  above  all,  England  and  Canada,  unite  in 
giving  to  rifle  practice  a  leading  position  in  their  systems  of 
military  traioing.  In  the  latter  countries  the  success  that  has 
been  attained,  not  only  in  producing  good  marksmen,  but  in 
maldng  the  subject  popular  among  the  people  at  large,  has 
been  very  great.  The  Wimbledon  contests  in  England  are 
too  well  known  to  need  description,  and  150,000  trained  rifle- 
men are  a  standing  proof  of  their  value.  So,  on  our  northern 
border,  Canada  boasts  her  iO,000  skilled  shots,  and  has  her 
annual  Local,  Provincial,  and  Dominion  matches,  by  which 
their  skUl  is  maintained. 

In  this  country,  on  the  other  hand,  the  matter  has  been  en- 
tirely neglected,  although  our  entire  system  of  defense  is  based 
upon  the  levying  of  volunteers  in  cases  of  emergency,  who,  to 
be  valuable,  or  even  available,  must  understand  the  use  of 
arms,  and  supply  by  their  skill  as  individuals  the  confidence 
which  discipline  gives  to  regular  troops. 

While  England  has  a  system  of  rifle  practice  which  is  re- 
quired to  be  annually  and  thoroughly  performed  by  every 
soldier  in  her  army,  whether  stationed  in  India,  Australia,  or 
Europe,  our  War  Department  has  not  even  enforced  the  system 
of  Major  WiUard,  adopted  in  1862,  and  sends  raw  recruits 
against  the  Indian  hunters  of  the  plains.  In  the  National 
Guard  of  New  York,  and  other  States,  a  similar  apathy  has  pre- 
vailed ;  so  that  it  has  been  the  rule,  not  the  exception,  for  a 
man  to  serve  out  his  full  tsnn  of  enlistment  in  their  ranks 
without  firing  a  shot. 

PORMA.TIOX  or  THE  NATIONiLL  BIFLE  ASSOCIATION. 

This  anomalous  condition  of  afiairs  having  excited  consider- 
able discussion  among  military'  men  through  the  press,  finally, 
on  November  24, 1871,  led  to  the  formation  in  the  City  of  New 
York  of  The  National  Eifle  Association,  which  was  de- 
signed, and  bids  fair  to  be  the  parent  of  many  similar  associa- 
tions throughout  the  country.  This  Association  was  incorporat- 
ed under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  included 
among  its  incx)rporators  the  Greneralsof  the  First  and  Second  Di- 


visions,  and  the  First,  Third,  and  Fifth  Brigades  of  the  First 
IMvision,  and  the  First  Brigade  of  the  Second  Division,  to- 
gether with  many  prominent  officers  from  the  Seventh,  Kinth, 
Twelfth,  Thirteenth,  Twentysecond,  Twenty-third,  Fifty-fifth, 
and  Seventy*first  Begiments  of  the  National  Guard  of  New 
York,  in  addition  to  General  A.  E.  Bornside  and  other  ex- 
officers  of  the  Army  and  National  Goard,  and  many  promi- 
nent citissens,

ITS  BKSOUBCES  AND  FINANCIAL   CONMTION. 

The  Association  is  organized  under  the  general  Act  in  re- 
gard to  Clubs,  which  exempts  the  members  from  personal 
liability,  but  makes  the  Directors  liable  for  all  debts  not  con- 
tracted on  a  credit  of  over  a  year. 

The  initiation  fee  of  members  is  $3,  annual  dues  $2 ;  the 
payment  of  $25  constituting  a  life  membership,  free  from  all 
other  dues  or  assessments.  Kational  Guard  organizations, 
joining  en  fiuiM^,  pay  half  the  regular  rates  for  the  number 
present  at  each  annual  inspection,  which  payment  makes  all 
their  members  members  of  the  Association,  together  with  all 
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who  may  enVtii  \j|p  to  the  time  of  the  Buooeeding  inspectioiL 
That  iSy  a  Company  having,  at  inspectioil^  60  present,  25 
absent^  pays  $125  the  first  year,  and  $50  a  year  afterwards, 
HDd  receives  seventy-five  members'  tickets. 

Bifle  Associations  or  military  organizations  (outBide  the 
limits  of  the  First  and  Second  Division  districts  of  the 
I^atUmal  Ooard),  by  paying,  not  less  than  $25,  are  entitled  to 
a  ifiembership  for  eveiy  $1.50  paid,  and  to  have  the  reports  of 
their  matches  ;>ubli8hed  iu  the  annual  report  of  the  Associa- 
tion. 

It»  present  Unanciul  condition,  as  appears  by  the  annexed 
r^portSy*  is  eminently  sound.  Its  ranges  are  worth,  at  the 
prices  realized  for  adjoining  property,  over  $42,000,  and  is  nn- 
cocumbered.  It  has  $4,000  worth  of  targets,  and  prizes  of  a 
•imilar  amount.f 

Its  receipts  duiing  the  year  1872  have  been  $37,234  75

AIMS  OF  THE  ASSOCIATION. 

The  main  aim  of  the  Association  is  the  encouragement  of 
rifle  practice  throughout  this  State  and  the  United  States. 

Regarding  skill  in  marksmanship  as  the  most  important  part 
of  the  drill  of  a  soldier,  they  seek  to  cause  instruction^  in  that 
particular,  to  be  regularly  instituted  and  careftdly  practiced  upon 
a  uniform  system,  by  the  National  Guard,  and  for  that  purpose 
endeavor,  in  every  way,  to  encourage  the  practice  of  *^  aiming 
and  poritian  drilV^  They  also  desire  to  promote  the  establish- 
ment  of  ranges  throughout  the  State,  and  the  issue  of  ammnni- 
tion,  target,  and  other  appurtenances  required  for  their  use, 
together  with  offering  of  prizes,  both  by  the  State  and  by  indi- 
viduals, to  the  best  marksmen.  They  also  seek  to  build  up  local 
associations  of  a  similar  character  to  their  own,  which,  while 
sufficiently  under  official  supervision  to  ensure  their  proper 
operation,  yet  will  be  so  popular  in  their  character  as  to  secure 
their  snocess.   Their  ideas  are,  that  local  matches  shall  be  an-

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xrnally  held  by  these  associations  aud  by  the  National  Guard, 
during  the  summer,  and  that  the  winning  competitors  shall 
meet  at  the  fall  match  of  this  Association,  to  shoot  for  the  Cham- 
pionship of  the  State.  In  this,  the  local  marksmen  from  all 
sections  will  be  brought  together  and  emulation  excited. 
The  country  organizations  will  be  aflforded  what  they  never 
before  had,  an  opportunity  of  meeting  those  of  the  cities  upon 
equal  terms,  and  the  result  cannot  but  be  beneficial  to  the  in- 
terests of  the  State,  in  building  up  a  military  organization, 
which  will  not  only  be  enthusiastic  in  time  of  peace,  but 
efficient  in  time  of  war.  This  Association  endeavors  in  every 
way  to  build  up  these  local  associations,  I'egarding  them  as 
the  nucleus  from  which  its  best  shots  are  to  be  obtained.  It 
famishes  them  all  the  information  at  its  command,  whenever 
requested,  presents  its  gold  badge  as  a  prize  to  the  best  shot 
at  their  annual  local  match,  and  publishes  the  proceedings  of 
such  match  in  its  annual  report. 

It  also  aims,  in  making  up  its  prize  list,  to  offer  many  small 
prizes,  to  be  shot  for  in  a  number  of  different  matches,  in  pref- 
eienoe  to  offering  a  few  large  prizes  in  a  single  competition, 
deeming  it  wiser  to  afford  many  a  chance  of  winning  a  prize, 
and  thus  encourage  average  marksmen,  than  to  have  a  few 
(perhaps  "  professionals  ")  carry  off  everything  For  military 
reasons  it  restricts  its  competitors  to  rifles  not  exceeding  ten 
X>ounds  in  weight ;  and  rules  out  all  telescopes,  hufr-triggers, 
and  artificial  rests.  For  similar  reasons  its  main  prizes  are 
offered  only  to  members  of  the  National  Guard,  and  are  re- 
quired to  be  shot  for  with  the  regidation  military  rifle. 

WHAT  IT  nAS  iLKEADY  ACCOMPLISHED. 

The  following  reports  presented  at  the  annual  meeting,  held 
m  the  City  of  Xew  York,  on  January  li,  1873,  show  what  has 
been  accomx)iished  by  the  Association  since  its  organization : 
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PROCEEDINGS  OF  ANNUAL  3fEETINQ, 

January  14, 1873. 

The  first  annual  meeting  of  The  National  Kifub  Asso- 
ciation was  held  at  the  Officers'  Boom,  Seventh  Begiment 
Armory,  on  Tuesday,  January  14, 1873. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  half-past  eight  o'clock, 
P.M.,  CoL  Church  in  the  chair,  and  a  quorum  present. 

The  President,  CoL  Church,  addressed  the  meeting,  briefly 
referring  to  the  results  accomplished  during  the  first  year's 
history  of  the  Association,  and  calling  the  attention  of  the 
members  to  the  fact  that  such  results  could  not  have  been  ac- 
complished without  earnest  and  persistent  effort 

Especial  mention  was  made  of  the  labors  of  the  Secretary, 
Capt.  Wingate,  and  complimentary  allusion  to  the  intelligent 
co-operation  in  the  objects  of  the  Association  by  Major-Oen- 
eraJs  Shaler  and  Woodward  and  Hon.  David  W,  Judd. 

General  business  being  then  declared  in  order,  Greneral 
Alex.  Shaler  moved  that  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  by 
the  Chair  to  nominate  candidates  for  the  vacancies  existing  in 
the  Board  of  Directors,  which  was  seconded  and  carried. 

The  Chair  then  nominated  as  such  committee  Gen.  Alex. 
Shaler,  Capt.  Geo.  J.  Clan  Banald,  Geo.  S.  Schermerhom, 
Tucker  David,  and  Sheldon  I.  Kellogg,  Jr. 

The  Secretary's  report  was  then  read,  as  follows : 

seceetaby's  bepoet,  januaey  1873. 

To  the  N^aUanal  Rifle  Association : 

As  the  meeting  of  the  Association  on  November  24,  1871, 
was  simply  for  the  purpose  of  organization,  the  present  may 
be  regarded  as  its  first  regular  meeting.  Consequently,  to  re* 
port  what  has  taken  place  up  to  this  time  is  substantially  to 
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^ve  a  history  of  the  Association,  for  which  reason  no  very 
<letailed  report  must  bo  expected. 

Immediately  after  the  adjoomment  of  the  incorporators,  on 
November  24, 1871,  the  Board  of  Directors  organized  under 
the  bylaws  adopted  at  that  meeting,  by  electing  the  following 
officers:  President,  A.  E.  Burnside;  Vice-President,  Colonel 
Wm.  C.  Church ;  Secretary,  Captain  Geo.  W.  Wingate ;  Cor- 
responding Secretary,  Fred.  M.  Peck;  Treasurer,  General 
John  B.  Woodward.  These  officers  remained  unchanged  until 
July  22, 1872  y  when  General  Burnside's  private  affairs  having 
obliged  him  to  resign,  Colonel  Church  was  elected  President  in 
bis  place,  and  General  Alex.  Shaler  Yice-I^^esident.  The  other 
officers  of  the  Association  still  retain  their  positions  to  which 
they  were  originally  elected. 

In  accordance  with  the  by-laws,  the  directors  divided  them* 
selves  into  three  classes,  by  lot,  to  hold  office  for  one,  two,  and 
three  years  respectively,  as  follows :  First  class — ^whose  term 
expires  in  1875 — Messrs.  Funk,  Church,  Harding,  Peck,  and 
Shaw;  second  class — ^whose  term  expires  in  1874 — Messrs. 
Shaler,  Smith,  Powell,  Burnside,  and  Dimock;  third  class 
— ^whose  term  expires  in  1873 — ^Messrs.  Wingate,  Woodward, 
Varian,  Craven,  and  Mason.  The  demands  that  have  been 
made  upon  the  time  of  the  directors  by  the  Association  have 
been  very  great,  and  so  many  have  found  themselves  unable 
to  spare  the  time  to  attend  to  their  duties  as  to  lead  to  numer- 
ous changes  in  the  Board.  At  different  times  during  the  past 
year  the  resignations  of  General  Yarian,  Colonel  Shaw,  Gene- 
ral Funk,  A^utant  Harding,  Colonel  Mason,  and  Mr.  Dimock. 
in  addition  to  that  of  General  Burnside,  were  received,  ana 
their  places  filled  by  the  election,  as  vacancies  occurred  from 
time  to  time,  of  Major  John  N.  Partridge,  Colonel  Watson  C. 
Squire*  General  Franz  Sigel,  Hon*  David  W.  Judd,  General 
Samuel  W.  Johnson,  General  Wm.  G.  Ward,  and  Colonel 
Henry  J.  Cullen,  whose  term  of  office,  together  with  those  of 
General  Woodward,  Captain  Wingate,  and  Mr.  Craven,  will 
expire  with  the  present  meeting. 

A  very  brief  canvass  soon  made  it  evident  that  the  high 
price  of  land  within  an  available  distance  of  New  York  ren- 
dered it  impossible  to  secure  a  suitable  range  without  assist- 
ance flrom  the  State,  and  that,  until  such  range  could  be  pro- 
cured, the  rank  and  file  of  the  National  Guard  could  not  be 
expected  to  interest  themselves  in  the  objects  of  the  Associa- 
tion. A  bill  was  accordingly  introduced  in  the  Legislature, 
which  was  finally  passed  on  May  14,  1872,  which  providea 
that  whenever  the  Association  should  raise  $5,000  for  the  pur- 
pose of  purchasing  and  fitting  up  a  range,  the  State  would  con- 
tribute $25,000  for  the  same  purpose ;  and  also  provided  for  the 
offering;  of  division  and  State  prizes  for  skillful  marksmanship, 
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tmder  the  aospices  of  the  Association,  and  in  pttrsnoiKiie  of 
rules  to  be  established  by  it.  In  addition,  the  act  anthonxed 
the  Supervisors  of  New  York  and  Brooklyn  to  appropriate  a 
sum  not  exceeding  $5,000  to  further  the  interests  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, in  pursuance  of  which  authority,  and  through  the  ex- 
ertions of  General  Shaler,  the  Supervisors  of  New  York  have 
appropriated  (5,000,  which  sum  has  been  paid  to  the  Associa- 
tion by  Comptroller  Green. 

For  the  passage  of  this  bill,  which  at  once  placed  the  Asso- 
ciation upon  a  firm  foundation,  and  undoubtedly  formed  one 
of  the  most  important  measures  of  the  session,  the  public  axe 
indebted  to  Hon  David  W.  Jiidd,  then  member  of  Assembly 
from  Eichmond  county  (who,  having  recently  consented  to  act 
as  a  director  of  the  Association,  was  elected  to  that  position  on 
December  3, 1872),  who  advocated  the  measure  untiringly,  and 
to  Senators  Perry.  James  Wood,  Dickinson,  O'Brien,  and  Bene- 
dict, and  Assemblymen  Foley,  Alvord,  Sniper,  Berri,  Morton, 
Vedder,  Huested,  and  others,  including  the  entire  delegations 
from  the  cities  of  New  York  and  Brooklyn. 

N^either  may  it  be  improper  to  remark,  in  these  days  of  oat- 
cry  against  legislative  corruption,  that  this  measure,  althou^ 
involving  an  expenditure  of  $25,000  by  the  State,  was  passed 
upon  its  merits,  and  without  any  aid  from  the  so-called  "  third 
liouse ; "  and  that  from  its  first  introduction  to  its  final  passage 
it  received  a  hearty  and  unanimous  support  from  the  press  of 
the  State,  without  distinction  of  party,  to  which,  no  doubt,  its 
success  in  a  great  measure  is  to  be  ascribed.  The  same  re- 
mark can  also  be  made  in  regard  to  the  appropriation  of  $6,000 
from  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  New  York  city. 

While  waiting  the  action  of  the  Legislature,' the  Association, 
finding  that  there  was  no  text-book  of  instruction  in  rifle  prac- 
tice available  in  this  country,  instructed  their  Secret*^  to 
prepare  a  manual  upon  the  subject.  This,  having  been  found 
to  require  more  labor  than  was  anticipated,  did  not  appear 
until  the  summer.  Since  its  publication  it  has,  however,  been 
adopted  by  General  Townsend,  the  Adjutant-General  of  the 
State  of  New  York,  as  the  official  text-book  of  the  National 
Guard,  and  is  now  in  the  hands  of  most  of  the  officers  of  that 
organization,  to  whom  it  has  been  issued  from  Albany,  and  the 
Association  expects  that  the  ''aiming"  and  "position  drill" 
prescribed  in  it  will  be  practiced  during  the  winter  sufficiently 
to  greatly  improve  the  shooting  that  will  take  place  on  the 
range  during  the  coming  year,  and  enable  the  members  of  the 
National  Guard  to  compare  favorably  with  the  volunteers  fr*oai 
Canada,  who  have  signified  their  intention  of  being  present. 
The  Association  has  also  prepared  an  elaborate  series  of  rules 
for  rifle  practice  during  its  matches,  which  having  been  ap- 
proved by  the  Adjutant-General,  were  published  in  ite  manual.*

The  work  of  selecting  grounds  ot  a  sufficient  extent  for  ft 
range,  which  should  be  at  once  cheap,  safe,  and  convenient  of 
access,  proved  no  easy  task.  Finally  a  purchase  was  made  of 
a  tract  of  seventy  acres,  situated  upon  the  Central  Railroad  of 
Long  Island,  twelve  miles  from  Hunter's  Point,  and  within 
half-an-houi's  ride  of  Thirty-fourth  street  ferry  in  New  York 
city,  for  the  very  low  price  of  $26,250,  the  parties  interested  in 
the  railroad  not  only  oifering  the  land  at  a  reduced  price,  for 
the  sake  of  the  travel  which  would  follow  from  the  establish- 
ment of  the  range  upon  their  line,  but  also  procuring  subscrip- 
tions to  the  Association  amounting  to  $6,000,  so  as  ^  enable  it 
to  pay  the  money  required  by  the  Legislature  as  a  prerequisite 
to  the  payment  of  the  $25,000  from  the  State  treasury.* 

These  grounds  are  admirably  adapted  for  the  purpose  for 
v^hich  they  have  been  selected.  As  level  as  a  billiard  table, 
they  afford  twenty  separate  ranges,  each  of  which  can  be  used 
from  one  hundred  to  a  thousand  yards,  and  without  the  use  of 
elevated  firing  stands,  found  necessary  upon  most  English  and 
Canadian  ranges.  In  addition,  ample  room  is  left  for  "  pool " 
targets,  and  a  <^  running  man,"  as  well  as  for  camp  purposes 
and  distance  drill.  The  only  objection  to  them  is  that  their 
being  a  plain  has  compelled  the  Association,  in  order  to  ensure 
safety,  to  construct  an  embankment  twenty-five  feet  high  and 
five  hundred  and  seventy  feet  long,  requiring  over  27,00^  cubic 
yards  of  earth.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  Central  Eailroad 
Company  had  a  heavy  cutting  near  the  range,  which  left  a 
large  quantity  of  earth  on  their  hands,  the  Association  has  suc- 
ceeded in  closing  a  contract  with  them  to  erect  the  embank- 
ment for  $4,500,  being  about  •seventeen  cents  a  cubic  yard, 
which  is  an  extremely  low  price  The  first  contract  was  for 
two  embankments,  one  of  three  hundred  and  one  of  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  feet  in  length,  separated  by  an  interval  of  one 
hundred  and  twenty  feet,  for  which  $4,000  was  to  be  paid :  but 
it  has  since  been  considered  best  to  fill  up  this  interval  and 
make  the  embankment  continuous,  the  railroad  company  hav- 
ing offered,  in  consideration  of  the  injury  they  had  caused  the 
Association  by  their  delay  in  completing  the  embankment,  to 
do  this  extra  work  for  $500  additional. 

The  original  agreement  was  that  this  work  should  be  com- 
pleted by  last  September,  if  not  previously.  The  railroad, 
however,  found  their  road-bed  out  of  order,  and  were  unable 
to  run  their  cars  as  proposed,  and  there  were  many  other  de- 
lays upon  their  part.  In  fact,  among  some  of  the  officers  a  dis- 
position was  displayed  rather  to  retard  the  work  than  press  it 
forward.  During  the  fall,  however,  a  change  has  occurred  in 
the  management,  and  the  gentlemen  now  in  control  show  every 
disposition  to  work  in  harmony  with  the  ABSociation.  Since 
October  they  have  pushed  the  work  vigorously,  running  six  or

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seven  dirt  trains  a  day^  and  there  is  no  doubt  bat  that  they 
will  have  the  embankment  completed  early  in  the  spring.  The 
road  itself  was  opened  for  travel  on  January  8, 1873. 

In  consequence,  however,  of  the  failure  of  the  railroad  to 
complete  this  work,  or  operate  their  line,  it  has  been  imprac- 
ticable to  use  the  range  during  the  fall,  a^d  the  Association  lias 
been  reluctantly  obliged  to  defer  its  proposed  match  until 
the  spring,  and  contine  itself  to  inducing  the  National  Guard 
to  familiarize  themselves  with  their  weapons  during  the  winter 
by  ^^ position  ^  and  "  aiming  drill." 

In  the  work  of  laying  out  and  fitting  the  range  the  Associa- 
tion has,  through  the  kindness  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  been 
able  to  avail  itself  of  the  valuable  advice  of  Captain  WilUam 
Prince,  of  the  Ordnance  Department  U.  S.  Army,  as  consulting 
engineer.  John  A^  Church,  E.  M.^  of  the  Engirheering  and  Min- 
ing Journal^  has  acted  as  supenasing  engineer,  and  is  entitled 
to  great  credit  for  the  zeal  and  skill  he  has  displayed.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  work  upon  the  embankment,  the  grounds  have 
been  prepared  for  use  by  being  cleared  of  stones,  stumps  and 
other  obstructions,  and  the  mantlets  and  marker's  pits  put  up; 
so  that,  although  some  buildings,  fences,  etc.,  have  still  to  be 
erected  (which  the  funds  of  the  Association  do  not  as  yet  per- 
mit), the  grounds  wiU  be  ready  for  use  upon  the  completion  of 
the  embankment  in  the  spring. 

Having  decided  that  the  range  should  be  conducted  upon 
what  is  known  as  the  "  Hythe,"  or  Wimbledon  system,  so  suc- 
cessful in  England  and  Canada,  the  Association  despatcGlied  a 
committee  to  both  countries,  and  caused  a  thorough  inspection 
to  be  made  of  the  manner  in  which  rifle  practice  was  carried 
On  there,  so  as  to  select  the  best  system  as  to  details  and  the 
latest  improvements.    Col.  Harry  Bockafellar  constituted  the 
committee  to  England^  and  the  Secretary  and  Engineer  of  the 
Association  the  committee  to  Canada,    Both  committees  werp 
received  with  hospitality;   but  while  Col.  Bockafellar  found 
the  English  riflemen  rather  reticeut,  the  Canadians  spared  no 
pains  to  afford  Messrs.  Wingate  and  Church  all  desired  inform- 
ation.    Through  the  examination  made  by  these  committees 
the  Association  has  obtained  a  practical  acquaintance  \7ith 
many  important  details,  which  have  greatly  facilitated  its 
labors  in  fitting  up  and  managing  the  range^  and  will  save  it 
much  annoyance  during  its  matches. 

In  the  laying  out  of  the  grounds  it  was  determined  to  have 
twenty  separate  ranges,  nine  to  be  operated  upon  the  ^^  Sco- 
ble,"  or  sunken  pit  system  of  marking^  and  eleven  upon  the 
^'  nUl,''  or  side  system.  In  addition,  it  is  proposed  to  have  two 
^^  pool "  targets  and  a  ^' running  man.''  The  targets  themselves, 
with  their  appurtenances,  are  composed  of  iron  slabs^  six  feet 
by  two,  made  to  bolt  together  so  as  to  allow  of  their  size  being 
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altered  or  diminished  at  pleasure^  as  well  as  to  be  converted 
into  extra  mantlets  t  required. 

Finding  that  there  were  no  American  establishments  which 
were  familiar  with  the  making  of  the  targets  and  apporten- 
ances  required  upon  the  range^  and  also  finding  that  they  could 
be  purchased  at  a  much  lower  price  in  England  than  here,  the 
Association,  in  August  last,  purchased  (through  Messrs.  Schuy- 
ler, Hartley  &  Graham)  fllty  target  slabs,  one  double  and  one 
single  mantlet  (the  fourteen  slabs  comprising  which  being  also 
available  for  targets),  seventeen  ringing  centres,  eighteen  trig- 
ger testers,  together  with  a  number  of  other  articles.  These 
goods  have  since  arrived^  and  are  now  upon  the  range.  They 
cost  $4,153.47,  iron  having  greatly  increased  in  price  during 
the  summer.  They  are  all  first-class  articles,  however,  and 
could  not  be  replaced  for  the  money.  They  are  amply  suffi- 
cient in  number  to  fiilly  equip  the  different  ranges,  as  well  a^ 
to  allow  for  two  pool  targets. 

Although  they  have  been  prevented  from  having  any  com- 
petition during  the  year,  the  Association  is  happy  to  say  that 
its  efforts  to  interest  the  National  Guard  have  not  been  un- 
availing, seconded,  as  they  have  been,  by  the  efforts  of  the  late 
Adjutant-General,  together  with  Generals  Shaler  and  Wood- 
ward, and  other  leading  officers.  A  large  number  of  additions 
have  been  made  to  the  members  of  the  Assoeiaition,  several 
entire  companies  in  such  regiments  as  the  Seventh,  Twenty- 
second  and  Twenty-third  joining  en  mo^M,  and  a  number  of 
prominent  gentlemen,  including  General  G.  H.  Sharpe,  General 
Sigd,  General  Johnson,  General  Molineanx,  Colonel  Derrom, 
Colonel  Hazzard,  J.  Q.  A.  Ward,  Norman  Wiard,  Colonel  Mar- 
shal Lefferts  and  others  having  become  life  members.  A  branch 
association  is  being  formed  at  Albany,  including  the  Third 
Division  district,  under  the  auspices  of  General  Woodhull, 
Major  Gould,  and  others,  and  another  is  in  process  of  for- 
mation at  Buffalo  by  General  William  F.  Sogers  and  others 
of  the  Thirty-second  Brigade. 

In  addition,  rifle  clubs,  including  civilians  as  well  as  mem- 
bers of  the  National  Gnard,  upon  the  model  of  the  ^'  small- 
bore'' clubs,  which  have  been  found  so  valuable  abro^  in  de- 
veloping expert  marksmen,  have  been  formed,  and  are  still 
forming :  one  of  them,  the  Amateur  Eifle  Club,  having  already 
adEfiliat^  itself  with  this  Association. 

Upon  every  side  the  Association  has  rei*eived  a  cordial  wel- 
come. 

Dr.  Gatling  has  presented  to  it  one  of  his  celebrated  guns, 
valued  at  $2,000,  as  a  regimental  prize.  Remington  &  Co. 
have  given  it  twenty-five  gold-mounted  rifles,  valued  at  $75 
^ach ;  and  it  has  received  assurances  of  many  others^  so  tlxat 
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ing for.  H 

With  a  view  of  building  up  local  rine  associations,  which 
should  act  as  auxiliaries  to  this,  and  send  their  best  shots  to 
compete  at  our  matches,  the  directors  have  established  a  regu- 
lation that  such  associations,  or  any  military  organization  (ont- 
side  the  limits  of  the  First  and  Second  Division  districts),  bj 
pa^g  not  less  than  $25  a  year,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  member- 
ship for  every  $1. 50  paid,  and  to  have  their  matches  published 
in  the  Proceedings  of  the  Association. 

Without  infringing  upon  the  report  of  the  Treasurer,  it 
may  be  remarked  that  the  financial  condition  of  the  Associs- 
tion  is  eminently  sound.  Its  range  is  worth,  at  the  prices 
realized  for  adjoining  property,  over  $42,000,  and  is  unencim- 
bered.  It  has  $4,000  worth  of  targets,  and  prizes  to  a  similar 
amount,  besides  a  balance  now  in  the  trea'Sury  of  about  $5,000, 
$4,500  of  which  is  applicable  to  the  payment  of  the  embank- 
ment now  being  erected  upon  its  range.  With  this  exception, 
if  it  can  be  called  such,  the  Association  is  out  of  debt. 

Its  expenses  are  comparatively  slight.    It  pays  no  rent  and 
has  at  present  no  salaried  officers,  with  the  exception  of  the 
Secretary's  assistant,  who  receives  $250  a  yerr.    During  the 
coming  year,  however,  it  will  become  necessary  to  employ  a 
permanent  range-keeper,  as  well  as  to  employ  markers  during 
its  matches,    ^ese  and  other  running  expenses  are  to  be  paid 
from  the  members'  dues,  which,  it  is  hoped,  will  greatly  in- 
crease as  soon  as  the  range  is  opened  for  nse.     These  dnes  at 
present  are  small,  but  as  soon  as  the  National  Guard  begin  to 
take  an  interest  in  rifle  practice  they  will  unquestionably  not 
only  be  sufficient  to  meet  all  expenses,  but  will,  in  connection 
witli  the  entrance  fees  from  the  matches,  leave  quite  a  iiind 
remaining  to  make  up  a  prize  list^     The  work  of  fitting  up  a 
range,  however,  is  a  costly  undertaking,  and  the  Association 
is  in  want  of  fiinds  to  properly  complete  its  work.    A  building 
should  be  erected  ux>ou  the  grounds,  to  be  used  as  a  storehonae 
for  the  targets,  etc,  as  well  as  for  general  head-quarters  dar- 
ing competitions,  and  sheds  are  necessary  for  shelter  in  case  of 
rain.    The  grounds  also  require  to  be  fenced  with  a  fence  higb 
enough  to  keep  out  intruders. 

In  addition,  the  ^^running  man"  and  pool  targets  wUl  re- 
quire to  be  completed,  at  an  expenditure  of  abont  $500,  and  a 
like  amount  will  be  required  to  make  the  necessary  prepara- 
tions for  a  match,  in  the  purchase  of  flags,  discs,  and  other 
articles.  * 

The  success  that  the  Association  has  attained  within  tlie 
year  has  surpassed  its  most  sanguine  anticipations.  On  every 
hand  it  has  met  with  nothing  but  encouragement.  The  Press, 
the  Legislature,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  New  Tork  and 
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the  public  generally  have  vied  with  each  other  to  assist  it  in 
cr.rryiug  out  the  objec*/ts  for  which  it  has  been  formed. 

It  has  already  passed  beyond  all  danger  of  failure,  and 
proudly  claims  the  honor  of  having  inaugurated  a  system  of 
lifle  practice  which  will  soon  com]>are  favorably  with  that  of 
li^ngland  and  Canada,  and  ft-om  which  the  State  of  New  York 
and  the  country  at  large  cannot  but  derive  substantial  benefit. 
This,  gentlemen,  is  the  worlc  that  has  been  accomplished  by 
the  Board  of  Directors  8in<»e  November,  1871,  and  they  submit 
it  to  you,  confident  that  you  will  cimsider  they  have  done  their 
duty 'as  your  representatives.

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Prizes  was  read  by  Mr. 
Peck,  as  follows : 

BEPOBT  O?  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  PBIZES. 

ITew  Toek,  January  14, 1873. 
The  Committee  on  Prizes  would  respectfully  report : 

That  it  was  constituted  by  action  of  a  special  meeting  of 
the  Directors,  July  22, 1872,  with  the  purpose  of  organizing  a 
plan  of  competition  for  the  opening  of  the  range  grounds^ — 
then  contemplated  for  the  fall  of  the  past  year — and  of  prepar* 
ing  a  scheme  of  awards  Justified  by  the  means  at  the  immedi- 
ate disposal  of  the  Association  and  by  its  large  prospective 
sucoess.  The  rex>ort  of  the  Committee  was  rendered  at  the 
regular  meeting  of  September  3,  a  copy  thereof  having  been 
submitted  to  the  Adjutant-General  for  his  approval.  This  re- 
port comprised  a  carefully  considered  order  of  competition, 
and  offered  prizes,  of  material  and  money,  exceeding  seven 
thousand  dollars  in  value.  In  the  meantime,  however,  it  had 
become  certain  that  the  range  grounds  could  not  be  made  ready 
for  a  trial  meetiag  during  the  year,  and  the  Board  of  Directors 
was  advised  by  Gen.  Townsend  of  the  impossibility  of  the  pro- 
gramme submitted  for  his  approval,  in  consequence  of  the 
titien  incomplete  equipment  of  the  National  Guard  with  the 
new  regulation  Remington  breech-loaders.  The  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Prizes  was  accordingly  received  and  filed  with  the 
papers  of  the  Executive  Committ^  of  the  Board  of  Directors, 
subject  to  such  action  as  the  progress  of  the  Association  should 
warrant. 

It  is  known  to  members  of  the  Association  that  the  incep- 
tion of  the  enterprise  was  very  generously  appreciated  by  two 
prominent  ordnance  establishments,  the  GatUng  Gun  Compauy 
of  Indianapolis,  and  the  Small  Arms  Manufacturing  Company 
of  E.  Bemington  &  Sons,  at  Ilion,  K  Y. — ^the  former,  through 
its  represeu^^tive,  Dr.  B.  J.  Catling,  placing  at  its  disposal  one 
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of  his  celebrated  batteries  as  a  prize  to  the  regiment  malring 
the  best  score ;  and  the  latter  offering  a  beautifolly  finished 
antl  mounted  rifle,  of  the  New  York  State  model,  to  the  best 
shot  of  each  of  twenty -five  regiments  throughout  the  State. 
These  prizes,  which  would  not  be  extravagantly  appraised  at  a 
cash  value  of  four  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  are  still  at  the 
command  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  will  be  contended  for, 
uuder  conditions  to  be  hereafter  announced,  at  the  forthcoming 
competition. 

The  provision  of  the  legislative  act,  appropriating  a  fund 
for  the  purchase  and  organization  of  a  range,  which  awards  the 
annual  amount  of  $1,300  in  various  prizes,  should  not  be  passed 
unpoticed,  but  be  remembered  as  the  first  official  recognition 
of  the  enterprise  in  connection  with  the  generous  interest  Tuan* 
ifested  by  Adjutant-General  Townsend. 

Your  Committee  would  further  report  that  its  membei*s  have 
the  promise  of  several  handsome  prizes,  to  be  at  the  disposition 
of  the  Association  at  its  oi)eiiing  meeting.  Thus  far  no  effort 
lias  been  made,  however,  to  interest  the  public  or  individual 
sympathy  in  this  particular  direction,  the  Committee  feeling 
assured  that  there  will  be  no  default  in  this  respect  whenever 
the  occasion  shall  demand  a  generous  demonstration.  In  con> 
elusion,  your  Committee  would  states  that  the  President  of  the 
Association  will,  at  the  inaugural  competition,  present  a 
trophy  of  silver,  now  being  executed  from  original  and  char> 
iusteristic  designs  by  the  Gorham  Manufacturing  Company 
of  this  city,  valued  at  $500,  and  the  Vice-President,  General 
Shaler,  has  also  offered  a  prize  for  the  First  Division,  to  be 
contended  for  upon  conditions  to  be  hereafter  announced.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  RANGE. 

Xew  York,  Jannnry  15, 1873. 
To  the  National  Rifle  Association : 

Gentlemen, — ^The  Committee  on  Range  have  the  honor  to 
submit  the  following  report: 

Immediately  ui)on  the  organization  of  the  National  Rifle  As- 
sociation measures  were  taken  to  procure  suitable  grounds  for 
the  location  of  a  Bange,  and  the  following  members  of  the 
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Board  ot  Directors  were,  on  the  otli  December,  1871,  ap- 
pointed to  select  such  grounds,  viz. :  Alexander  Shaler,  A. 
W.  Craven,  Aagustas  Funk,  Frederick  A.  Mason,  John  Powell, 
Jr.,  Henry G.  81mw^  W.J.  Harding,  George  W.  Wingate,  George 
Moore  Smith.  This  Committee  di\ided  itself  into  sub-commit- 
tees, who  made  a  thorough  canvass  of  the  whole  neighborhood 
about  New  York,  consulted  with  the  lesiding  real  estate  agents, 
and  advertised  in  the  daily  papers.  As  the  result  of  their  in- 
quiries, they  decided  that  their  choice  of  location  must  be  lim- 
ited to  New  Jersej",  Staten  Island,  and  Long  Island.  First, 
because  of  the  necessity  of  purchasing  a  large  amount  of  ground 
with  a  small  amount  of  money ;  and  next,  because  of  the  pe- 
culiar character  of  the  ground  required  for  a  range.  The  appro- 
priation subsequently  made  by  the  State  of  New  York  for  the 
objects  of  the  Association,  which  could  not  be  carried  out  ot 
the  State,  eliminated  New  Jersey  at  once  from  the  list  of  possi- 
ble locations ;  and  Staten  Island  was  abandoned,  partly  because 
no  suitable  grounds  were  oflfered  then*  and  partly  because  Long 
Island  was  the  more  accessible  location.  On  Long  Island  ground 
was  offered  for  sale  at  Little  Neck  at  $1,00()  an  acre  5  at  Pear- 
sail's  Comers  for  $500  an  acre ;  at  Westerly,  at  $300  an  acre ; 
at  Mineola,  at  $215  an  acre;  near  Flushing  at  $325;  and  at 
Creed's  Farm  at  $375  per  acre.  After  much  consideration  it 
was  decided  to  purchase  the  tract  of  land  offered  at  Creed's 
Farm,  as  in  all  respects  the  best  for  the  purposes  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, as  well  as  the  most  desirable  in  location  and  the  most 
valuable  for  the  price.  In  July  last  a  cxmtract  was  accordingly 
made  for  the  purchase  of  seventy  acres  of  ground  at  Creed's 
Farm.  This  purchase  was  approved  by  the  Adjutant-General 
and  the  Major-Generals  commanding  the  First  and  Sec-ond  Di- 
visions, as  required  by  law.  Subscriptions  to  the  amount  of 
$6,000  were  also  obtained  from  the  parties  interested  in  the 
new  railroad,  upon  the  lines  of  which  the  range  had  been  located. 
As  soon  as  the  necessary  searches  of  title  could  be  completed 
the  ground  was  paid  for,  and  the  Association  now  holds  an  ab- 
solute title  to  it,  tree  from  all  incumbrances. 

The  character  and  location  of  this  ground  is  suflBciently  des- 
cribed in  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Association  and  the 
report  of  the  Engineer  of  the  Association,  to  which  your  Com- 
mittee would  refer.  The  delay  in  completing  the  work  upon 
the  range  is  due  to  mechanical  difftcidties,  over  which  this  Com- 
mittee and  the  Association  have  had  no  control.  Not  an  hour 
has  been  lost  unnecessarily.  The  chief  delay  has  arisen  from 
the  necessity  of  building  a  large  embankment  on  the  range  for 
the  purpose  of  safety,  a  work  which  requires  the  running  of  six 
or  seven  railroad  dirt  trains  a  day  for  a  period  of  five  or  six 
months.

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KEPORT   OF   THE  ENGINEER. 

New  Yokk,  January  14,  1873. 
Executive  C&mmittee  National  Rifle  Aftsociation  : 

Gentlemen, — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following 
report  of  work  done  upon  the  rifle  range  of  the  Association  at 
Greedmoor,  Long  Island. 

In  the  latter  part  of  July,  and  before  the  purchase  of  the 
ground  had  been  completed,  a  number  of  sketches  were  made, 
the  object  of  which  was  to  lay  out  the  ground  iu  every  possible 
manner  in  order  to  choost^  with  certainty  that  disposition  of 
the  ranges  which  should  secure  the  greatest  facility  of  working 
with  the  least  hazard  to  the  marksmen  and  to  the  markers, 
and  also  make  the  most  economical  use  of  the  land  purchafied. 
It  was  found  that  a  simple  arrangement  of  the  ranges  in  paral- 
lel lines  was  altogether  the  best.  The  embaulonents  were 
placed  at  the  noi^em  limit  of  the  range  and  close  to  the 
boundary,  and  the  ground  was  laid  out  for  twenty  1,000  yard 
ranges,  two  short  ranges  and  one  running  man.  Iliis,  how- 
ever, is,  for  the  hrst  years  of  the  Association,  an  excessive 
number  of  long  ranges;  and  a  large  part  of  the  ground  back 
of  the  700  or  800  yard  ranges  will  be  for  some  years  available 
for  camping -grounds  and  even  for  such  structures  as  the  As- 
sociation may  find  needful,  provided  that  tbe  buildings,  of 
whatever  kind  they  may  be,  can  be  made  removable  whenever 
the  necessity  of  remo\ing  them  arises.  This  is  the  case  with 
such  erections  as  temporary  camps,  restaurant  buildings, 
stores,  and  the  like. 

At  the  same  time  the  ground  was  surveyed,  mapped,  and 
profiled.  It  was  found  that,  with  the  exception  of  an  unim- 
portant depression  within  the  two  hundred  yard  ranges  in  the 
northwest  corner  of  the  property,  the  ground  formed  a  perfectly 
even  slope  of  close  upon  twenty  feet  in  3,000,  or  one  foot  in 
150.  This  is  entirely  imperceptible  to  the  eye,  while  its  effect 
in  placing  the  targets  in  relief,  if  it  has  any  effect  at  all,  will 
be  to  the  benefit  of  the  marksman.  Certainly  the  most  careM 
search  could  not  have  resulted  in  a  more  happy  selection  of 
ground  in  this  respect  than  that  which  has  been  made  by  you. 

It  was  at  first  intended  to  raise  two  embankment>s,  one  for 
ten  and  the  other  for  five  targets,  with  an  interval  of  40  yards 
between  them.  But  the  advantages  of  filling  up  that  interval 
and  making  one  continuous  embankment  190  yards  long,  25 
feet  high,  and  15  feet  wide  on  top,  adding  thereby  five  targets, 
were  so  obvious  that  I  stronglv  urged  this  step  upon  your  con- 
sideration, and  it  was  adopted 

A  contract  was  made  with  IVIr.  Poppenhusen,  early  in 
August,  for  the  embankment? — ^the  main  one,  which  is  to  oon* 
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tain  close  on  27,000  cubic  yards  of  earth,  and  the  smaller  em- 
bankment for  the  150  yarcl  ranges,  and  the  pool  target^  which 
will  not  contain  more  than  1.000  to  1,500  yards.  From  various 
causes,  entirely  unconneotea  Yrith  the  management  of  the  Ex- 
ocutive  Committee  or  of  myself,  but  resulting  from  difficulties 
experienced  in  opening  the  railroad  on  the  expected  day,  work 
on  the  embankment  was  not  commenced  until  late,  and  was 
not  prosecuted  with  vigor  when  commenced.  The  extreme 
cold  weather  of  this  winter  has,  of  course,  prevented  excava- 
tions, and  the  result  is  thatonly  10,000 or  11,000 cubic  yardsof 
earth  has  been  hud  down.  The  embankment  is  therefore 
about  half  finished ;  but  the  coming  season,  I  have  no  doubt, 
will  witness  more  activity  in  this  work.  The  railroad  company 
takes  the  earth  from  a  deep  cut  about  two  miles  from  the 
ground.  The  cut  imi)eratively  needs  dressing  down,  and  work 
upon  it  ought  to  commence  with  the  first  thaw.  The  company, 
in  fact,  is  ready  to  contract  to  finish  the  embankment  by  a 
given  day,  under  penalty. 

Six  markers'  butts  have  been  built.  They  are  made  of  two- 
inch  spruce  plank  on  the  sides  and  roof,  and  four-inch  in  the 
back.  They  are  also  }>nnked  with  eleven  feet  of  e^rth  at  the 
back,  and  are  perfec^tly  sale.  In  addition  to  this,  two  ditches 
on  the  Scoble  plan,  of  an  aggregate  length  of  90  yards,  have 
been  dug,  banked  and  sodded.  They  are  not  yet  planked  up, 
the  backward  condition  of  the  embankment  relieving  me  from 
any  necessity  of  pressing  my  own  work.  A  very  short  time 
w^ill  suffice  to  place  all  these  parts  of  the  range  in  working 
order. 

Finally,  the  ground  has  been  nearly  cleaned  of  fences,  trees, 
and  some  of  the  more  persistent  undergrowth.  What  remains 
is  almost  all  winter  work,  and  is  now  in  progress. 

The  work  that  remains  to  be  done  is  the  completion  of 
those  parts  of  the  range,  as  the  embankments,  markers'  butts, 
etc.,  which  are  absolutely  necessary  to  the  working  of  the 
range ;  and  second,  the  buildings  necessary  for  head-quarters, 
officers'  restaurant,  etc.,  which  can,  in  case  of  necessi^,  be  re- 
placed the  first  year  by  tents. 

I  have  only  to  add,  in  conclusion,  that  in  designing  and 
laying  out  the  range,  especial  attention  has  been  paid  to  the 
peculiar  wants  of  the  National  Guard  of  New  York.  Provision 
was  made  for  a  celerity  of  work  which  appears  unnecessary  in 
view  of  the  small  number  of  trained  marksmen  in  this  State, 
and  especially  in  this  part  of  the  State.  But  it  was  felt  that 
the  difficulty  of  obtaining  a  full  encampment  of  several  days' 
duration  was  so  great  as  to  make  it  imperative  that  means  for 
completing  the  drill  of  a  fiill  regiment,  at  all  ranges,  within 
one  day  should  be  provided.  This  has  been  done.  The  cost 
for  ground  and  for  permanent  improvements  has  been  greatly 
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increased  in  consequence,  and  the  i*o8t  of  a  match  will  also 
probably  be  somewhat  higher.  Bnt  it  in  quite  certain  that  the 
range  will  be  better  fitted  for  use  by  the  Guard,  and  more 
popular  for  these  tkeilities.

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SrGGESTIONS  IX  EEGARD  TO  THE  ORGANIZATION 
OF  LOCAL  RIFLE  ASSOCIATIONS,  TO  ^CT  IN 
CONNECTION  WITH  THE  NATIONAL  RIFLE  AS- 
SOCIATION. 


To  enable  such  associations  to  hold  property  it  is  desirable 
that  the  same  be  incorporate<^  under  the  act  in  regard  to  mili- 
tary associations  and  clubs.    This  is  done  in  New  York  by 
filing  a  certificate  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  and  of 
the  County  Clerk,  stating  the  name  of  the  association,  its  ob- 
jects, the  number  of  the  directors,  and  the  names  of  those 
who  shall  manage  the  same  for  the  first  year,  which  should  be 
signed  and  acknowledged  by  the  directors.    A  very  good  form 
for  that  purpose  is  that  which  was  used  in  incorporating  the 
National  Rifle  Association,  and  which  is  printed  in  their  by- 
laws.   This  certificate  is  also  to  be  approved,  before  being  filed, 
by  a  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court.     When  an  association  is 
incorporated  under  this  act,  its  members  are  not  liable  for  any 
debts,  and  the  liability  of  the  directors  is  limited  to  such  debts 
as  are  payable  within  the  year,  or  in  other  words,  to  cash  pur- 
chases.   After  the  incorporation  has  been  comx)leted,  the  as- 
sociation should  meet  and  adopt  by-laws.    The  simpler  these 
are  the  better.    As  it  is  not  desirable  to  have  many  meetings 
of  the  association,  its  power  should  be  vested  in  a  board  of 
directors  who  should  be  annually  elected,  and  the  machinery 
for  admission  of  members  should  be  made  as  simple  as  x)ossible. 
When  the  association  is  incorporated,  the  first  question  to  arise 
will  be  the  securing  of  a  proper  range  and  to  provide  funds  for 
fitting  it  np.    The  main  expense  besides  the  land  will  be  for 
targets.    A  list  of  the  necessary  articles  which  are  required 
for  use  upon  the  range  is  given  at  page  133  of  Wingate's  Man- 
ual of  Rifle  Praetice.    As,  in  the  infancy  of  the  association,  the 


ground  will  not  be  used  all  the  time,  it  would  be  better  to  lease 
it  than  to  purchase  it. 

During  the  winter,  in  addition  to  collecting  funds,  the  in- 
fluence of  the  association  should  be  exerted  to  induce  the  Nar 
tional  Guard  to  practice  aiming  drill,  as  an  important  step 
towards  the  attainment  of  proficiency  in  marksmanship.  If 
this  is  entered  upon  systematically,  by  the  time  the  weather 
wiU  permit  of  practice  in  the  open  air  a  reasonable  degree  of 
proficiency  will  have  been  attained ;  so  that  not  only  will  the 
shooting  itself  be  better  than  it  would  otherwise  be,  but  the 
arrangements  for  competitions  can  be  much  more  easily  carried 
out  upon  the  grounds  than  would  be  the  case  if  the  men  had 
had  no  previous  experience.

n.  Its  objects  shall  be  the  encouragement  of  rifle  prao- 
tice  and  to  promote  a  system  of  aiming  drill  and  target  firing 
among  the  National  Guard  of  the  (division  or  brigade)  dis- 
trict. 

Management. 

III,  A  Board  of  Directors,  elected  annually  by  the  Asso- 
ciation at  their  annual  meeting,  and  consisting  of  fifteen 
members,  shall  have  general  control  of  its  affairs,  take  cogni 
zance  of  all  infractions  of  these  by-laws,  and  fill  vacancies  in 
their  body  until  the  time  of  the  next  annual  meeting.  The 
Board  of  Directors  shall,  from  time  to  time,  make  such  roles 
and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  the  by-laws,  as  they  may 
consider  necessary.

Y.  The  oMcers  of  the  Associatioa  shall  confidst  of  i 
President,  Vice-President,  Treasurer,  and  Secretary,  who  shall 
be  elected  annually  by  the  Board  of  Directors..  The  Executive 
Gonunittee  shaU  consist  of  the  officers  of  the  Association  and 
three  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  which  members  shall 
be  elected  at  the  election  for  officers. 

MEETHias. 

YL  The  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  day 

of  in  each  year.    In  case  it  shall  not  take  place  at 

the  time  fixed,  it  shall  be  held  as  soon  as  convenient  there- 
after, and  all  x>ersons  then  in  office  shall  hold  over  untU  their 
successors  are  elected.  Meetings  of  the  Association  are  to  be 
called  by  the  President,  on  receiving  a  request  signed  by 
twenty  members,  which  request  must  state  the  object  for  which 
the  meeting  is  called,  and  ten  days'  notice  of  such  meeting 

must  be  given  to  all  the  members.    members  present 

at  a  general  or  special  meeting  shall  form  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business.  At  no  meeting  of  the  Association 
shall  anv  sublect  be  introduced  or  discussed  which  does  not 
relate  to  its  atfairs. 

Mbmhebs. 

YZL  Any  person  who  shall  pay  two  dollars  a  year  to  this 
Association  shall  become  a  member,  unless  his  name  is  disai^ 
proved  by  the  Board  of  Directors  within  one  month  after  his 
Joining.  Any  x>erson  paying  twenty  dollars,  or  giving  a  prize 
to  the  Association  of  that  value,  shall  become  a  life  member, 
and  be  thereafter  exempt  from  all  dues  and  assessments. 

VULL  Any  military  organization  or  club,  situate  within  the 
limits  of  the  Brigade,  which  shall  subscribe  not  less 

than  twenty  dollars  annually  to  the  funds  of  this  Association 
shall  be  considered  as  being  in  connection  with  it,  and  shall 
be  entitled  to  the  privilege  of  membership  in  the  proportion  of 
one  to  every  dollar  and  a  half  subscribed. 

Tabget  Pbacticb- 
IX.  The  target  practice  of  tnis  Association  shall  be  con- 
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ducted  ill  accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  National  Biile  Ai^- 
Kociatiou.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  also  have  power  to 
make  such  other  rules  as  they  may  deem  necessary  in  regard 
to  rifle  practice. 

X.  This  Associationshallaffiliateitself  with  the  National 
Bifle  Association,  in  accordance  with  the  by-laws  of  the  lattar, 
and  shall  send  a  delegation  to  represent  it  at  the  annual  match 
of  the  latter,  which  delegation  shall  be  selected  by  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  from  the  members  of  this  Association,  accord- 
ing to  their  order  of  merit,  as  appearing  from  their  practice  at 
the  last  competition  of  this  Association. 

Debts. 

XL  No  debt  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  shall  be  con- 
tracted without  a  vote  of  at  least  five  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, and  no  debt  exceeding  $50  shall  be  incurred  without  a 
vote  of  at  least  ten  directors. 

XIL  At  the  annual  meeting,  a  report  shall  be  presented 
by  the  Secretary,  giving  the  result  of  the  practice  of  the  Asso- 
ciation during  the  year,  and  also  by  the  Treasurer,  giving  a 
statement  of  his  receipts  and  expenditures,  and  annexing 
thereto  his  vouchers. 

Xni.  Any  director  failing  to  attend  six  successive  meetings 
of  the  board  shall  be  deemed  to  have  tendered  a  resignation 
of  his  office ;  but  the  board  or  the  President  may  excuse  any 
member  for  such  neglect,  and  before  his  resignation  is  accepted 
under  this  by-law  he  must  be  espe<5ially  notified  of  the  same. 

General  Eegulations. 

XIY.  Any  director  or  member  may  at  any  time  examine 
the  records  of  the  Secretary,  and  inspect  the  accounts  of  tho 
Treasurer.  Any  member  having  complaints  or  suggestions  tu 
make  to  the  management  of  the  Association,  must  do  so  ib 
writing  to  the  Board  of  Directors. 

EXPUMIONS. 

XY.  Any  member  whose  conduct  shall  be  declared  by  a 
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vote  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  to  have  injured  or  be  likely  to 
injure  the  interest,  welfare,  or  character  of  the  Association, 
shaU  forfeit  his  membership ;  but  such  vote  shall  not  be  taken 
witiiout  giving  two  weeks'  notice  to  the  offender  of  the  charges 
made  against  him,  and  affording  him  an  opportunity  of  being 
beard  in  his  defence. 

AM£ND]»CENTS. 

XVI.  These  by-laws  may  be  amended  by  a  four-fifths  vote 
of  the  Board  of  Directors,  provided  that  one  month's  notice  of 
the  proposed  amendments  shall  have  been  first  given.  They 
can  also  be  amended  at  the  annual  meeting  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  members  present,  provided  that  the  proposed 
amendments  shall  have  been  submitted  to  the  Secretary  at 
least  a  month  previously,  signed  by  ten  members  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, and  that  all  members  of  the  Association  have  been 
notified  that  such  amendments  will  be  ofiered.

lY.— All  members  of  the  National  Ouard  competing  for 
prizes  restricted  to  that  organization  shall  appear  in  the 
authorized  full-dress  or  undress  uniform  of  their  Regiment. 

V. — Competitors  shall  submit  their  rifles  and  ammunition 
tor  inspection  whenever  required. 

YI. — ^No  hair  triggers  shall  be  allowed. 

YII. — "No  fixed  artificial  rests  shall  be  allowed,  unless  other, 
wise  specified. 

YUI. — ^In  muzzle-loading  competitions  the  competitors  may 
wipe  out  or  clean  out  their  rifles  during  any  competition,  pro- 
vided they  do  not  delay  the  squad  by  so  doing.

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IX. — 'So  two  competitors  in  the  game  aquad  sball  shoot  witt

XI. — So  post  entries  shall  be  made  for  any  competition  after 
liie  firing  for  such  comx>etitlon  has  conimenced.

2.  Disqualifications  and  Fines. 

XIII. — ^Any  competitor  who  fires  in  a  name  other  than  his 
own,  or  fires  twice  for  the  same  prize,  shall  be  disqualified  fiom 
ever  competing  at  the  Prize  Meetings  of  the  Association,  or  for 
any  prize  offered  to  the  National  Guard  elsewhere. 

XIY. — Should  a  competitor  lose  his  register  ticket,  omit  to 
take  it  to  the  firing-point,  or  fail  to  attend  at  the  prescribed 
hour,  and  so  by  his  own  neglect  miss  the  opportunity  given  to 
him  of  competing  for  the  prize  for  which  his  ticket  was  issued, 
his  claim  in  regard  to  such  comx>etition  shall  be  canceled* 

XV. — ^Any  comi)etitor  who  shall  be  detected  in  an  invasion 
of  the  conditions  prescribed  for  the  conduct  of  any  prize,  shall 
be  disqualified  from  further  competition  during  the  meeting 
and  forfeit  his  entrance  fees,  and  in  case  of  such  conduct  being 
considered  by  the  Executive  Committee  as  ^^discreditable," 
he  shall  be  disqualified  from  ever  again  comx>eting  at  the  N. 
E.  A.  Prize  Meetings. 

XVI. — ^Any  competitor  who  has  joined  his  squad,  and  shall 
leave  it  to  fire  a  shot  from  any  other  firing-point  before  tiie 
squad  has  completed  its  shooting,  shall  be  disqualifled  in  that 
competition. 

XVTL — ^Any  competitor  refusing  to  obey  any  instructions  of 
the  Executive  Committee,  or  their  deputies,  will  be  immediately 
ruled  out  of  all  further  competition.

10  Ordeb  of  Shootinq. 

1.  In  all  competitions  restricted  to  the  use  of  breeoh-loading 
rifles,  the  competitors  shall  fire  their  sighting  and  competitive 
shots  consecutively.* 

2.  In  other  competitions,  the  competitors  shall  fire  their 
sighting  and  competitive  shots  alternately. 

11.  Shooting. 

1.  Two  sighting  shots  shall  be  allowed  to  every  competitor 
at  each  distance. 

2.  These  shots  shall  be  fired  in  order,  when  the  squad  is 
formed,  and  at  the  target  about  to  be  used  in  the  comx)etition. 
Ko  sighting  shot  shall  be  allowed  after  the  squad  has  com- 
menced the  comi)etition ;  nor  shall  any  competitor  using  a 
muzzle-loader  be  allowed  to  fire  two  sighting  shota  consecu- 
tively unless  he  be  the  only  one  present.

Competitors  who  have  to  shoot  off  ties  shall  be  notified  in 
such  manner  as  shall  be  decided  by  the  Executive  Committee 
at  each  meeting.

13.  Entries. 

A.— Jbr  the  State  Prize. 

1.  For  the  State  Prize  every  company  and  Independent  sab- 
division  of  the  National  Guard  shall  be  entitled  to  send  one  of 
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its  members  as  competitors ;  and  in  every  regiment  the  Ck>m* 
manding  Officer  may,  in  addition,  nominate  sufficient  members 
from  the  regiment  at  large  to  make  a  ^^  team  "  of  twelve. 

Field  and  other  officers  are  eligible  for  the  regimental  nom* 
inations. 

2.  Where  any  company  does  not  nominate  its  full  comple- 
ment of  representatives,  the  vacancies  may  be  filled  by  mem- 
bers of  other  companies  in  the  same  regiment. 

3.  In  all  cases  representatives  for  the  State  prize  mast  be. 
members  in  good  standing  of  the  regiment  from  which  they 
obtain  their  nomination. 

4.  The  entrance  fee  for  each  representative  for  the  State 
prize  shall  be  one  dollar. 

And  snch  payment  shall  entitle  them  to  two  sighting  shots 
at  each  range  without  further  charge. 

B. — Mode  of  Entry. 

1.  The  names  of  all  competitors  for  the  State  prize  must  be 
sent  to  the  Secretary  by  the  commanding  officer  of  each  regi- 
ment proposing  to  be  represented,  at  least  two  days  previous 
to  the  match,  together  with  the  amount  of  their  entrance 
fees. 

i  2.  All  competitors  for  ether  pnzes,  wno  snau  enusr  their 
names  and  pay  their  entrance  fees  to  the  Secretary  by  or  be- 
fore six  o'clock  of  the  evening  previous  to  the  commencement 
of  the  match  for  which  they  desire  to  shoot,  shall  be  squadded, 
and  notice  given  as  long  as  i)ossible  before  the  competition  of 
the  hour  when  their  squad  will  shoot.  Other  entries  will  be 
charged  25  per  cent,  extra  as  post  entries. 

3.  No  post  entries  shall  be  made  for  any  competition  after 
the  fixing  for  such  competition  has  commenced. 

C. — l88ue  of  Begister  TickeU. 

Each  competitor  ujion  entering  his  name  and  paying  his 
entrance  fee,  will  receive  a  register  ticket,  imder  the  following 
conditions: 

1.  That  should  a  competitor  lose  his  ticket,  omit  to  take  it 
to  the  firing-point,  or  fisul  to  attend  at  the  hoi^  detailed  b^  tte 
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executive  offloer^  and  so  by  his  own  negluot  miss  the  oppor- 
tunity given  to  him  of  competing  for  the  prize  for  which  his 
ticket  was  issued,  his  claim  on  the  Association  in  regard  to 
such  competition  shall  be  canceled.     {Qea,  Beg.  XIY.) 

2.  That  the  holder  of  a  register  ticket  may  sell  or  transfer 
his  ticket  to  another  person,  provided  that  ho  has  not  already 
missed  his  time  for  firing,  that  the  register  side  is  in  the  same 
condition  as  when  issued  from  the  K.  B.  A.  Office,  and  that 
the  person  to  whom  the  ticket  is  transferred  shoots  at  the  same 
time  detailed  on  the  ticket  and  in  his  own  name. 

3.  That  when  once  a  name  is  entered  on  the  I4$gister  side  of 
the  ticket  it  shall  only  be  used  by  the  party  bearing  that 
name. 

4.  That  any  erasure  or  substitution  of  one  name  for  anofiier 
shall  render  the  ticket  invalid. 

14  Squadding^. 

1.  The  competitors  will  be  told  off  into  divisions. 

2.  In  the  competition  for  the  State  prise*,  squads  in.  each 
division  will  be  formed  as  nearly  as  possible  of  members  of 
the  same  corps. 

3.  For  other  prizes  they  shall  be  formed  in  the  order  in  which 
the  entries  are  made. 

4.  The  hour  at  which  each  division  shall  fire  will  be  deter- 
mined for  the  first  day  by  lot  j  on  other  days,  by  varying  the 
time  as  equitably  as  possible. 

5.  Competitors  selected  to  shoot  in  any  match,  as  represent- 
atives of  their  companies,  who  find  that  such  public  engage- 
ment will  interfere  with  their  shooting  in  other  competitions, 
must  at  once  communicate  with  the  Executive  Committee,  and 
these  cases  will  be  provided  for,  when  possible,  by  altering 
thehour  of  their  private  engagement,  and  when  that  cannot 
be  done,  the  entry  money  will  be  rafunded* 

15.  Post  Entrxbi. 

1.  Post  entries  will  be  squadded  on  the  ground  a^ad  assigned 
at  the  time  of  ^itry ;  and  fivr  all  vnoli  doable  entrance  fee9 
shall  be  charged. 
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2.  They  may  be  ordered  to  fire  whenever  target  aeoommo- 
datiou  can  be  provided. 

3.  Should  the  holders  of  Post  Entry  tickets  be  precluded 
from  competing  by  deficiency  of  target  accommodation,  their 
entrance  fees  will  be  returned  to  them  j  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee not  being  able  to  guarantee  a(*commodati(m  for  all  such 
entries. 

16.   I)E0ISIO>'S   OF   EXJ3CUTIVE  ColtfMITTEE. 

Tlie  decision  of  Executive  Committee  uiwn  the  award  of 
prizes,  or  any  x>oint  of  dispute  between  competitors,  shall  be 
final  and  binding  on  all  parties,  subject  to  the  x>ower  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  or  any  two  of  them,  at  their  discretion, 
t^>  refer  any  question  to  the  decision  of  the  Board  of  Directors, 
whose  decision  on  such  question  shall  be  final.
